As  Dr.  Diifenderffer  had  done  the  correspond iutr  in  pre] 
tion  for  this  meeting  he  was  called  upon  to  pro-:7,.'  tempo] 
rily  in  opening  the  meeting  and  an  enrollment  of  the  assem- 
bled delegates  was  made. 

Dr.  John  W.  Jordan  was,   on  motion,  elected   t 
chairman  and  S.  P.  Heilman,  M.  D..  temporary  s. .  retary. 

After  tendering  his  thanks  for  the  honor  of  presiding,  1»:-. 
Jordan  briefly  stated  his  views  as  to  the  scope,  or  field 
activity  an  Association  of  Historical  Societies  in  the  State 
should  cover.  The  call  for  this  meeting,  as  worded  by  rlej 
inviting  committee,  was  read  by  the  Secretary.  Mr.  Thomas 
L.  Montgomery,  State  Librarian,  gave  his  views  ;is  to  tie- 
necessity  of  a  State  Association,  and  submitted  a  Dumber  of 
suggestions  as  to  the  practical  good  which  might  be  accom- 
plished. He  said  that  lie  had  hold  conversations  \n  itb  a  num- 
ber of  members  of  various  Associations  and  with  the  memtx  I  - 
of  the  Archive  Commission,  and  that  they  had  all  aglS 
upon  the  advisability  of  incorporating  in  the  Librarian's  Re- 
port each  year  a  check  list  of  the  papers  and  books  published 
by  the  various  Historical  Societies  throughout  the  > 
by  their  members.  As  this  report  is  distributed  very  freely,  it 
could  be  used  as  a  check  list  by  librarians  and  historians;  aiel 
might  in  time  lead  to  the  preparation  of  a  general  biblio- 
graphy of  the  State.  The  idea  had  net  with  the  very  warm 
approval  of  Governor  l>*nnypacker.  On  motion  the  remarks 
of  Mr.  Montgomery  were  adopted  as  a  pood  expression  of  the 
end  for  which  this  Association  should  strive. 


On  motion  of  Mr.  Montgomery  two  commit  tees  were  ordered 

to  be  appointed,  one  on  organization,  and  the  other  to  . 
the  material  for  a  check-list  to  be  inserted  in  the  State  Li- 
brarian's Report  to  be  issued  in  March  of  this  year;  this  list 
to  contain  the  papers  and  publications  of  Societies  and  mem- 
bers of  Societies  for  the  year  1004.

Dr.  Houston  suggested  for  a  title  "The  Pennsylvania  Fed- 
eration of  Historical  Societies''  as  preferable  to  "Association." 
On  motion  this  title  was  adopted.

Name. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  The  Pennsylvania  I 
tion  of  Historical  Societies. 

Purpose. 

■  The  purpose  of  this  Federation  shall  be  the  encoorageneftt 
of  historical  research  relating  to  the  Commonwealth  <»f  Penn- 
sylvania, especially  in  the  preparation  of  check-lists  of  pub- 
lications and  the  collection  of  material  for  a  complete  biblio- 
graphy of  the  Commonwealth. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  consist  of  a  President,  three  V he-Presi- 
dents, a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  perform  thf 
usual  duties. 

Meetings. 

The  Federation  shall  meet  at  Harrisborg  annually  on  the 
first  Thursday  in  January. 

Members. 

This  Federation  shall  be  composed  oi  Boeh  Historical  and 
similar  Societies  in  Pennsylvania  as  shall  pay  annually  one 
dollar  to  the  Treasurer.

or  to  exchange  for  similar  matter  in  possession  ^\  a;; 


Said  motion  was  amended,  referring  the  instruction 
contained  therein  to  the  Committee  on  Bibliographical  data. 
Bearing  on  this  motion  Mr.  Crnmrine  stated  that  nil    9 
ciety,  the  Washington  County,  had  duplicates  of  rare  and 

valuable  books;  that  it  had  two  copies  of  Sally  Hastings'  .Jour- 
nal and  Poems,  published  in  1802  at  Washington,  P»-nna., 
giving  an  account  in  prose  and  verse  of  her  journey  from  Cum- 
berland county  over  the  mountains  on  horseback:  and  that 
after  forty  years  of  search  he  had  lately  succeeded  in  ol 
ing  a  copy  of  H.  H.  Brackenridge's  "Incidents  of  the  Whiskey 
Insurrection,7'  published  in  17135,  the  year  after  that  rebellion.

HARBI9BURG,   Pa.,  January  4 

In  pursuance  of  due  call  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Histori- 
cal Societies  convened  in  Hist  annual  meeting  in  the  room  of  tin-  i!.^ 
torieal  Society  of  Dauphin  County,  Elarrisburg,  Tliursday,  January 

4,  11106,  one  o'clock  P.  M. 

Tlte  Federation  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  \n.  John  \V. 
■  Jordan,  in  the  Chair. 

At  this  point,  and  as  a  most  fitting  opening  to  tin-  meeting, 
Governor  of  the  State.  Hon.  S.  W.  Pennypacker,  L.  L  D.,  being  \ 
sent,  was   invited  to  address   the    Federation,   which   he  did   most 
felicitously  as  follows: 

4T  am  very  glad  to  be  with  you  this  afternoon,  and  t.»  tell  you  >>f 
my  interest  in  the  work  of  tin-  Pennsylvania  Federation  <»r'  Historical 
Societies.     There  is  much  yet  to  be  done  in  actual  research  in  the 
history  of  Pennsylvania  as  a  Province  and  State,  and  a  >till  m 
difficult  task  in  co-ordinating  the  work  which  has  been  done.     I 
derstand  that  this  co-ordination  is  a  task  that  this  Federal 
taken  upon  itself,  and  I  wish  you  success  in  it.     In  n<>  other  Star 
the  Union  has  there  been  a  more  interesting  association  of  ; 
of  different  nationalities  and  religious  belief,  and  you  will  remember 
that  staunch  New  Englander,  Henry  Adams,  in  his  History  »>f  tin- 
United  States,  has  given  it  as  his  opinion  that  "in  deciding  the  i^- 
of  this  struggle,  as  in  every  other  issue  that  concerned  the  Union, 
the  voice  which  spoke  in  most  potent  torn  s  was  thai  of  Pennsylvania. 
Had  New  England.  New  York  and  Virginia  been  sw.-j-t  <>m  of  •  lis 
tenee  in  Inuu,  democracy  could  have,  better  spared  them  all  than  have 
lost  Pennsylvania.-  "

Prof.  Hart:  must  not  have  known  of  our  Federation.  Pennsylva- 
nia has  the  honor  of  being  the  first  State  to  organize  a  federation  of 

its  historical  soeiel  ies. 

In  the  notice  calling  for  this  first  annual  meeting  a  general  promise 
was  nuul<'  mat  at  tin's  meeting  the  purpose  of  ' 

be  more  elaborately  defined,  and  plans  made  for  wi<  ti  & 

Our  first  year's  work  was  altogether  in  the  direction  of  strengtl 
our  organization   numerically.     That    fairly    well   accomplished    v.  •■ 
arc  now  challenged  to  shew  more  exactly  what  the  Federatioi 
for,  and  the  character  of  the  work  ii  is  to  do,  and 
diate  entrance  upon  that  work,  both  as  an  incentive  for  its  conipoi 
societies  to  remain  in  the  Federation,  and  as  an  inducement  foi 
historical  societies  in  the  State  yet  to  join  it.      We  believe  ti 
he  the  crucial  duty  of  the  Federation  at  this  meeting,  to  which  all 
other  matters  should  be  subordinate.     We  trust  your  best  endt 
will  be  applied  to  this  end. 

As  die  only  revenue  coming  to  the  Federation  is  the  01  •    d 
due  from  each  of  its  component  societies  it  is  evident  that  tin 
total  thus  coming  to  it  annually  is  too  small  to  cover  more 
tingent  expenses,  and  will  not  admit  of  going  into  woi  k  entailing 
siderable  expense.     In  view  of  this,  and  in  riew  of  1 
an  act  of  Assembly,  approved  May  21,  L901,  County  Cominiss 
are  empowered  to  annually  appropriate  to  their  Counn    Ii   - 
Society  tin?  sum  of  $200.00,  it  is  suggested  that  application  be 
to  the  next  State  Legislative  body  for  an  annual  appropriate 
this  Federation  to  enable  it  to  do  the  work  it  aspin  -  I  •  do,  !

That  no  other  and  larger  claims  exists  is  (toe  alto- 
gether to  the  great  kindness  and  helpfulness  of  oar  Rtate  Librarian, 
the  lion.  Thos.  L.  Montgomery,  who  furnished,  without  <<>sr  to 
Federation,  a  large  supply  of  l»-tt<T  sheets  and  envelopes,  had  the 
minutes  of  last  year's  meeting  printed  in  pamphlet  form  foi  circu- 
lation, and  furnished  a  supply  of  two  circular  letters,  tie-  agp 
cost  of  all  of  which  would  have  been  far  beyond  flu-  amount  that 
came  to  the  treasury.

Of  coarse,  this  is  stating  it  in  rery  general  term*,  with 
eiseness  as  to  methods,  and  underlying  possibilities.     Dwii  ■. 
newness  of  the  idea  of  a  federation,  and  the  very  short  time  at 
first  meeting  available  for  discussion,  it  was  fell  as  probabh 
only  statement  justified  to  be  made  at  that  time.     In  fact,  bo 
present  at  that  initial  meeting  a  year  ago  probably  had  a  clear 
as  to  what  should  be  the  ultimate  definition  of  the  true  ami  i  i 
scope  of  a  historical  federation.     It  is  intended  to  accomplish 
at  the  coming  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  Ped<  rat 
to  be  held  at  Harrisburg,  January  4,  1906,  when  ai 
£eeted,  as  announced  in  the  call  for  that  meeting,  to  moi    •  laboi 
define  its  purpose,  and  to  formulate  plans  for  widening  its  - 
and  for  a  collective  synopsizing,  or  indexing,  of  all  tl 
already  done  by  the  Societies  constituting  the  Federati   i 

In  the  meantime,  that  is,  during  the  current  year,  our  Fed 
has  busied  itself  only  along  the  line  of  strengthening  itself  nr.\ 
cally,  so  that,  beginning  with  thirteen  societies,  there  are  boh 
of  thirty-six  known  historical  societies  in  the  Starr,  twenty-ton 
them  members  of  the  Federation.     In  the  meantime  also  its  n 
bers  have  had  time  to  think  it  over,  and  to  study  the  proposition, 
now  will  come  to  the  meeting  better  prepared  to  submit  plans, 
to  intelligently  discuss  such,  towards  accomplishing  the  true  and 
exact  work  to  be  done  by  the  Federation. 

We  are  here  not  to  discuss  what  an  historical  society  can  do, 
to  analyze  what  any  one  historical  society  has  done,  or  all  ronil 
have  done,  and  there  are  said  to  be  420  historical  <n-i.-ri.-s  in  I     - 
country.       It  goes   without  saying   that   they   have  h.-t-n.  and 
splendid   agencies    for   the   collaboration    and    publication    of 
history,  historical  records,  and  biographical  data,  and  \'^v  the  collec- 
tion  and    preservation    of  books,    pamphlets,    newspapers,    relit  -. 
curios,  which  shed  light,  if  not  of  the  land,  then  of  that  locality.     So 
well  recognized  is  this  fact  of  the  great  utility  of  local  hist., 
societies  that  the  General  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania,  by  an  A 
proved  May  21,  1901.  entitled  "An  act  to  enconrap   Pounty  11  M 
cal  Societies,"  empowers  the  county  commissioners  of  the  cow 
to  annually  appropriate  out  of  the  county  funds  the  sum  of  £ 
to  the  County  Historical  Society,  if  Mien  there  ma\  he,  towards  I 
payment  of  its  expenses,  and  to  encourage  historical  resean  h. 

But  we  are  here  to  discuss,  not  individual  activity,  bur  f.  d 
activity,  and  by  federating  we  mean  the  voluntary  coming  '    - 
of  a  number  of  constituents  in  whose  behalf  some  u'v  linn 

all,  is  to  be  accomplished,  or  accelerated,  in  other  words,  to 
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ate  their  separate  activities  for  the  attainment  of  one-  or  more  ends 
reciprocally  helpful  to  all  of  the  several  constituents.  This  is  the 
idea  fundamental  with  ns  IVnnsylvauians  in  the  federating  of  onr 
historical  sock-tics. 

What  then  is  to  be  the  character  of  this  proposed  eo-operative 
activity,  in  other  words,  why  a  state  federation  of  its  historical 
societies?     To  this  we  venture  in  reply: 

First.  To  establish  a  central  body,  composed  of  active  men, 
whereby  to  encourage,  aid  and  direct  historical  research,  and  to 
fostei   the  formation  of  local  historical  societies.  9 

Speaking  for  my  own  State,  with  which  I  am  more  familiar,  there 
are  sitxy-seven  counties,  some  of  them  quite  old.  others  of  more 
recent  organization.  But  whether  old  or  new,  nil  of  them  have  a 
duty  to  perform  to  posterity  in  making  record  of  current  ev<  nts,  a 
duty  the  import  of  which  we  .of  our  own  generation  hare  often  only 
too  poignantly  to  realize  when  in  search  of  past  lore  now  almost 
forgotten,  or  altogether  unrecorded.  The  mutations  of  genera- 
tions are  swift,  and  what  in  our  day  may  seem  trivial  to  us  is  never- 
theless history  for  future  generations. 

Of  the  sixty-seven  counties  in  our  Stare  hardly  one  third  have  a 
historical  society  and  in  the  other  two-thirds  hardly  any  historical 
work  is  being  done.  In  those  counties  having  a  historical  society  a 
vast  amount  of  local  historical  matter  has  been  gathered,  and  placed" 
for  preservation.  This  will  prove  of  priceless  value  in  proportion 
as  the  field  from  whence  gleaned  recedes  from  the  harvester's  op- 
portunity, brought  about  by  the  destruction  or  scattering  or*  pri- 
vate collections,  and  the  turning  to  oblivion  of  personal  reiuinis- 
censes. 

We  also  have  in  our  State  numerous  historical  societies  doing 
constructive  work  along  distinctively  church  or  denominational  lines, 
constructing  denominational  church  history.  Furthermore,  we  have 
a  State  Historical  Society,  and  a  State  Library,  into  which  have 
been  gathered,  and  are  being  gathered,  a  vast  quantity  of  historical 
matter  for  preservation  and  against  destruction. 

It  will  be  the  province  of  our  State  Federation  to  attempt  to  bring 
all  these  constructive  activities  into  co-operatiVe  relationship, 
towards  thoroughly  elucidating  the  history  of  all  and  each  of  the 
localities  of  the  State,  as  well  as  perfecting  its  own,  or  Stare  his- 
tory, as  well  as  also  to  collect  data  relative  to  the  growth  and  pro- 
gress of  population,  wealth,  education,  agriculture,  arts,  manufac- 
tures and  commerce,  to  compile  its  traditions  and  folk-lore,  and  to 
acquire  and  preserve  tools,  appliances  and  objects  illustrative  of  past 
generations,  and  their  modes  of  living  and  doing. 

Second.  It  will  further  be  the  province  of  our  Fedi  ration  to  Induce 
in  the  counties  of  the  State  a  discovery,  ronsfrwtion  ami  pnl 
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Hod  of  their  bibliography,  that  is.  a  history  of  the  literature  pro- 
duced by  them,  and  assembling  the  sain*    from  time  to  Time  into  a 
general  or  State  bibliography,  for  gcv,er  tl  r<  !'■  i    ..  ••  ami  infoi 
Within   quite  a   recent  period   several  instances  have  come   to   my 
Isramvledge  of  a  practical  kind  showing  what  can  be  done  along  tins 
Him?.     Lancaster  county,  one  of   the  eldest  counties   in    the  State, 
funned  in  17i>(.).  lias  compiled  a  list  of  its  publications,  running  up  to 
over    1.550    titles.     In   another   county,    Tioga,    a    younger    county, 
formed  in  Is'hd,  such  a  list  was  compiled,  amounting  to  145  titles. 
There  may  be  other  counties  having   lists  of  publications   is* 
within  their  territory,  but  the  point  sou-lit  here  to  be  emphasized  is 
that  even  though  there  exists  a  list  of  the  publications  made  in  a 
county  it  is  an  isolated  fact,  and  under  present  conditions  musl  re- 
main such,  so  that  of  its  bibliography  there  is  absolutely  nothing 
known  in  a  distant  part  of  the  State,  and  quite  as  likely  m>i  even  io 
an  adjacent   part.     In  fact  even   within   the  narrow  confim  s   of  a 
county  its  bibliography  is  often  terra  incognita  to  its  own 
In  this  mass  of  published  matter  no  doubt  there  i>  a  great  rh  . 
interest  wider  than  its  original  confines,  and  of  which  readers  and 
writers  would  gladly  avail  themselves  if  they  had  <>r  coul  ]  ha       ai  y 
knowledge  of  it.     It  will  be  the  province  of  our  federation  to  iu 
local  tabulation  of  all  this  local  literature,  whether  transient,  p- 
dical  or  permanent,  and  in  turn  io  assemble  the  same  into  a  state, 
or  general  index,  for  general  reference  and  distribution. 

Third.  In  our  State  there  are  many  historical  societies,  all,  how- 
ever, acting  independently  of  each  other,  the  members  of  the  same 
unacquainted  with  each  other,  though  interested  in  the  same  themes, 
the  work  done  by  them  of  a  miscellaneous  character,  so  that  if  is 
impossible  to  form  a  correct  idea  of  what  has  been  done,  and  what 
remains  to  be  done.  The  work  done  by  one  society,  and  its  publica- 
tions, be  they  ever  so  valuable,  are  practically  unkuown  even  t<>  their 
neighbors.  Many  of  these  publications  are  ideal  specimens  oi 
search,  are  of  wider  than  local  interest,  and  would,  if  known  of, 
command  a  wide  circle  of  students  and  readers,  ami  moreover  would 
often  supply  data  greatly  needed  by  a  searcher  in  seme  other  sec- 
tion. The  truth  of  this  composite  proposition  could  be  show  a,  if 
required,  by  proof  most  abundant.  1  am  tempted,  however,  to  rite 
one  case,  and  one  only,  and  this  one  taken  at  random  from  a  mass 
equally  meritorious  productions.  In  May  of  this  \*'v\  year  there  was 
published  by  the  Washington  County  Historical  Society  a  papei  by 
Boyd  Crumine,  Esq.*  of  that  Society,  on  "The  Old  Virginia  Court 
House  at  Augusta  Town.  177<i  1777."  This  is  a,:  exhaustive  p.--.  n 
tation  of  a  matter  of  signal  interest,  not  onl,\  l<>.  ally.  Pat  of  State 
and  even  of  National  bearing,  hut  how  many.  asid.  of  a  h*\\  of  the 
personal    friends   of   the   writer,  and   a   few   libraries,   know  of   this 
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valuable  publication?     And  so  indeed,  it  can  b<-  said  of  numberless 
other  valuable  publications  of  historical  societies. 

It  will  be  the  province  of  our  federation  somehow,  trt*  in  some 
to  bring  these  local  workers  and  local  activities  into  co-operative 

relationship,  to  bulletin   their   publication^,  and   t<>   foster  the  i 
munism  of  purpose.     Along  this  line  it  will  also  be  the  provim 
the  federation   to  list  the  names  of  historical  writers  throughout 
the  State,  or  persons  of  a  historical  mind,  especially  ••Xpert  students 
and  writers  in  special  lines,  to  whom  to  assign  certain  special  I 
to  be  done,  whether  by  committee,  commission,  or  otherwise,  ami  also 
to  suggest  to  its  component  societies  certain  desired  work  in  Me  ir 
respective  localities  or  field  of  work. 

In  short,  and  to  summarize,  it  will  be  the  province  of  our  Penn- 
sylvania Federation : 

First.  To  organize  historical  activity  in  every  part  of  the  State 
and  to  foster  it,  and  to  foster  that  already  organized. 

Second.  To  act  as  a  federation  bibliographer  for  its  component 
societies. 

Third.  At  regular  intervals  or  peiio's,  to  bnlh  ti:i  :"■••-  j  u'  '.'. 
of  its  component  societies,  and  to  conduct  an  exchange  of  said  bulle- 
tins, and  in  all  to  act  in  all  things  historical,  and  for  all  parts  of  tin- 
State  historically,  like  unto  a  clearing  house  in   the   field  of 
merce. 

This  in  short  is  a  statement,  possibly  somewhat  crudely  phrased. 
of  the  promptings  underlying  the  federating  of  our  historical  socie- 
ties. If  the  points  submitted,  and  the  movement  itself,  commend 
themselves  to  your  approbation,  other  states  might  be  invited  and 
urged  to  federate  their  historical  societies,  and  out  of  these  State 
federations  might  be  formed  a  national  federation,  auspiced  by  this 
grand  American  Historical  Association,  but  with  a  held  of  operation 
distinctively  its  own." 

On  motion  the  Secretary  was  thanked  for  the  Taper,  as  laying 
down  a  comprehensive  definition  of  the  Federations  scope,  and  in 
further  endorsement  of  said  Paper  it  was.  on  motion,  ordered  to  be 
made  a  part  of  these  minutes,  provided  the  consent  of  tin*  American 
Historical  Association  for  said  use  of  the  Paper  can  be  secured, 
which  consent  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  apply  for. 

Returning  to  the  foregoing  officers'  report,  action  as  to  the  sev- 
eral items  therein  was  as  follows: 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  procure  a  suitable 
minute  book  for  the  Federation,  and  to  draw  upon  tie-  Treasurer  for 
the  payment  of  the  same*. 

On  motion,  the  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  pay  tin-  Secretary's  i  x 
penditures  during  the  past  year. 

Relative  to  applying  to  the  State  Legislature  for  State  financial 
aid  to  this  Federation. 
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Oh  motion,  a  committee  of  three  was  ordered  to  be  appointed  to 
frame  a  bill  io  accordance  with  said  item,  ami  to  present  the  same 
to  the  State  Legislature  at  its  next  regular  meeting.  The  President 
named  as  said  committee:  Louis  Richards,  F.  R.  Diffenderffer,  B.  M. 
Xead. 

Relative  to  the  need  of  a  Board  of  Managers,  or  a  Board  of  Direc- 
tors* or  an  Executive  Committee. 

On  motion,  an  Executive  Committee  of  three  was  ordered  to  be 
appointed  by  the  President. 

The  President  named  as  said  Executive  Committee,  James  M.  Lam- 
bert on,  Thomas  L.  Montgomery.  Julius  F.  Sachse. 

Relative  to  the  officers  of  the  Federation,  and  their  successors,  the 
unanimous  expression  was  that  the  present  officers  should  be  con- 
tinued, at  least  for  another  year,  keeping  in  mind,  however,  the  sug- 
gestions in  the  Beeretary's  report,  which  are  a  reflection  of  the  Presi- 
dent's own  views  as  to  that  matter,  and  as  to  which  be  again  hire 
strongly  animadverted. 

On  motion,  all  of  the  present  officers  were  nominated  for  re-elec- 
tion. 

On  motion,  Mr.  Lamberton  was  requested  to  east  the  ballot  of  the 
Federation  for  said  nominees,  in  pursuance  of  which  he  cast  the  bal- 
lot as  follows:

President  Jordan  thanked  the  Federation  for  himself  and  his  asso- 
ciate officers  for  this  renewed  evidence  of  its  confidence,  expressed 
himself  as  extremely  gratified  at  the  progress  already  made,  and 
promised  to  continue  his  aid  in  vv^vy  way  within  his  power. 

Relative  to  a  more  elaborate  form  of  a  Constitution. 

On  motion,  Messrs  Lamberton.  Diffenderffer  and  Crumrine,  to- 
gether with  the  officers  of  rhe  Federation,  were  constituted  a  com- 
mittee to  draft  a  new  Constitution  for  the  Federation,  with  instruc- 
tion to  submit  the  same  at  its  next  annual  meeting,  with  further  in- 
struction to  furnish  each  of  the  component  societies  of  the  Federation 
advance  copies  of  the  said  draft,  that  is.  in  advance  id'  the  tine  for 
its  next  annual  meeting. 

Relative  to  action  in  recognition  of  the  State  Librarian's  IHx 
assistance  during  the  past  year*  during  a  pending  motion  expres 
m\v  of  the  Federation's  great  appreciation   of   his   liberality,   Mr. 
Montgomery  declared  himself  as  glad  in  having  been  able  to  do  for 
the  Federation  all  that  he  had  dene,  that  he  would  prefer  to  have  i' 
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understood  ii.s  considering  himst  11*  no  more  Thai!  jin  a  1  wars  willii 
participant  En  the  work  of  the  Federation,  ami  1* *  1 1- ?  1 1 *  i-  preferii 
that  bo  fonnal  action  as  to  said  extension  of  aid  <<n  his  part  be  taken 

by   the   Federation. 

Having  concluded  action  as  to  the  various  items  in  the  fo  _■ 
officers'  report,  and  having  heard  a  report  by  Treasurer  Nead  te  the 
effect  that  he  had  received  from  the  Secretary  #24.00  dues  collected 
during  the?  year,  which  report  was,  on  motion,  received  and  adopted. 
new  business  was  brought  forward,  and  with  it  a  free  and  extend 
discussion,  interesting:,  helpful  and  comprehensive  in  character 
towards  elucidating  what  is  the  best  the  Federation  can  be  made  to 
stand  for.  and  its  possibilities  for  the  greatest  utility. 

I>r.  Flick  matle  an  earnest  plea  for  the  broadening  of  the  general 
purpose  of  the  Federation,  and  advocated  the  opening  of  a  permanent^ 
office  in  HariiBburg  with  a  resident  secretary  who  could  make  himself 
generally  useful  to  students  of  history,  and  to  the  several  societi   - 
composing  the  Federation. 

Prof.  Fro  well  emphasized  the  importance  of  local  societies  en- 
gaging themselves  exclusively  in  collaborating  material  typical  of 
tlie  life  of  their  communities. 

Commenting  on  certain  views  expressed  by  Prof.  Prowell  as  to  the 
value  of  old  hooks  Mr.  Sener  recited  This  sentiment  from  Carlyle:  •'In 
books  lie  the  creative  Phoenix-ashes  of  the  wind.-  past.  All  that 
men  have  devised,  discovered,  done,  felt  or  imagined,  lies  recorded  in 
books,  wherein  he  who  has  the  mystery  of  letters  may  tind  ami  appro- 
priate to  his  own  use.*'' 

Mr.  Xead  declared  in  favor  of  a  provision  in  the  new  Constitution 
to  be  drafted,  providing  for  the  admission  as  associate  merah  rs, 
societies  not  strictly  historical  but  whose  work  is  largely  along  his- 
torical lines,  as  possible  aids  to  the  work  to  be  done  by  this  Federa- 
tion, and  as  an  additional  source  of  funds  for  this  body. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  funds  now  coming  to  the  Federation  t<> 
meet  its  coming  needs  was  dwelt  upon,  leading  to  a  suggestion  for  an 
immediate  higher  assessment  to  be  made  on  i\w  romponcut  societies. 
This  latter  proposition  was  nor  generally  favored,  and  by  common 
consent  the  present  due  of  one  dollar  per  annum  from  each  society 
was  left  to  stand  as  the  amount  at  present  to  be  the  due  and  t«>  be 
contributed.  This  discussion  was  contributory  to  the  action,  noted 
further  forward  in  these  minutes,  relative  to  application  to  be  made 
to  the  State  for  financial  aid. 

Mr.  Richards  asked  to  have  the  reports  of  the  Federation  printed 
before  the  next  meeting  of  the  same,  and  distributed  to  the  Soeieties. 
It  was,  on  motion,  so  ordered. 

The  matter  of  properly  crediting  Imprints  was  discussed  at  some 
length.    Mr.  Kelker  asked  what  difference  should  be  made  in  the  «;:- 
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of  Harrisburg  Imprints  printed  by  the  State  and  those  from  other 
sources.  The  decision  was  that  no  such  distinction  can  be  made. 
Dr.  Diffendcrfer  said  that  a  rule  crediting  to  each  town  the  Imprints 
would  credit  to  other  towns  over  500  titles  of  Lancaster  books.  Mr. 
Kedseeker  said  that  prior  to  1785  the  area  now  comprising  Lebanon 
county  was  a  parr  of  Lancaster  comity,  and  that  from  thai  year  to 
1813  it  was  a  part  of  Dauphin  county,  and  asked  where  a  Lebanon 
county  Imprint  prior  to  1813  is  to  be  credited. 

President  Jordan  defined  an  imprint  as  a  copy  of  the  title  page  of 
the  book,  in  answer  to  a  question  by  Prof.  Prowell.  As  a  conclusion 
to  this  discussion  John  W.  Jordan.  President;  Thos.  L.  Montgomery, 
State  Librarian,  were,  on  motion,  appointed  a  committee  to  report 
rules  to  govern  the  crediting  of  Imprints  to  towns  and  counts  - 
the  matter  of  bibliography. 

The  State  Librarian  announced  a  request  to  all  the  societies  of  the 
Federation  to  report  to  the  Secretary  at  the  earliest  date  possible  a 
list  of  their  publications  for  publication  in  the  State  Librarian's 
Report  for  the  current  year. 

Whilst  it  may  have  been  felt  that  not  all  had  been  accomplished 
at  tliis  meeting  that  was  in  expectation,  the  Federation  adjourned 
satisfied,  nevertheless,  that  much  of  the  necessary  foundation  work 
lias  been  laid,  that  a  unanimity  of  purpose  was  brought  into  greater 
evidence,  and  that  a  nearer  alignment  of  diverse  views  was  reached. 
Much  will  depend  en  the  content  and  intent  of  tin-  Constitution  or- 
dered to  be  drafted  by  the  men  appointed  to  that  responsible  rask. 
wherein  shall  be  clearly  defined  that  for  which  this  Federation  is  to 
stand,  and  the  proper  lines  of  procedure  laid  down  towards  attaining 
its  mission.  It  was  a  gathering  of  sincere,  earnest  people,  imbued 
with  a  high  ideal,  the  idea  that  "It  is  because  to-day  hams  wisdom 
from  yesterday  that  it  is  able  to  teach  wisdom  to  to-morrow."  Mar- 
tin* to-morrow  have  reason  to  bless  this  our  effort  of  to  day!

ARTICLE   I.    NAME. 

Section  1.  This  Association  shall  be  called  THE  PENNSYLVA- 
NIA FEDERATION  OF  HISTORICAL  SOCIETIES. 

ARTICLE  II.     OBJECT. 

Section  1.  The  object  of  the  Federation  shall  he  tie-  advance- 
ment of  historical  research  relating  to  tin-  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, local  and  general. 

1.  By  the  preparation  of  check-lists  of  publications,  and  the  collec- 
tion of  material  for  a  complete  bibliography  of  the  Commonwealth. 

2.  By  the  encouragement  of  historical  activity  in  each  county  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  the  formation  of  local  historical  societies. 

3.  By  the  establishment  of  a  central  agency  for  the  exchange  «»f 
duplicate  historical  material. 

4.  By  the  annual  publication  of  a  lisT  of  historical  papers  relating 
to  the  Commonwealth,  and  a  list  of  the  histor'n-al  productions  of 
Pennsylvanians. 

5.  By  the  encouragement  of  the  preservation  of  tie-  manuscript 
records  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  each  sub-division  thereof,  and  of 
the  publication   of   such   records,   when   possible. 

ARTICLE   III.      MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  The  Federation  shall  be  composed  Of  such  Historical 
and  kindred  Societies  in  Pennsylvania,  and  Pennsylvania  Societies 
in  other  states,  as  are  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
which  shall  pay  annually  two  dollars  to  the  treasurer. 

Section  2.  Each  Society  in  the  Federation  shall  send  to  tin-  S«m ■- 
rotary,  before  the  anneal  meeting,  a  report  containing  ilj  a  list  uf 
officers  with  their  addresses,  ci)  number  of  its  members,  |3|  number 
of  meetings,  <4i  titles  of  all  its  publications  during  the  yenr,  with  an 
account  of  any  special  work  done,  or  of  any  other  matter  of  interest 
to  the  Federation. 

ARTICLE  IV.     OFFICERS.

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President, 
the  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  and  six  others  who  shall  be  elected  at 
the  annual  meeting  in  1007.  two  to  serve  for  one  year,  two  to  serve 
for  two  years,  and  two  to  serve  for  three  years;  and  at  subsequent 
annual  meetings  two  shall  he  elected  to  serve  for  three  years.

The  lUling  by  our  President  of  the  six  standing  committees,  named 
in  our  Constitution,  was  attended  with  some  difficulty  and  delay, 
due  to  some  declinations,  requiring  the  appointment  of  substitutes, 

all  of  which  had  to  be  done  by  correspondence,  but  by  March  11.  ac- 
ceptance from  all  the  appointees,  original  and  substitute,  had  been 

received,  the  chairman  were  then  so  advised,  together  with  advic 
to  i lie  duties  named  in  the  Constitution  attaching  to  said  standing 
committees. 

I»y  direction  of  our  ['resident  these  committees  were  written  t-> 
October  17,  kindly  asking  for  information  as  to  any  work  done  by 
them  or  under  way,  and  at  the  same  time  kindly  were  reminded  of 
Section  2  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Constitution,  asking  for  a  report 
from  each  standing  committee  at  the  annual  meeting.  We  hope 
presently  to  hear  from  them. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  the  attainment  of  the  five  funda- 
mental objects  named  in  its  Constitution,  and  for  which  our  Federa- 
tion was  organized  and  for  which  it  is  to  strive,  is  almost  absolutely 
conditioned  by  the  activity  these  committees  may  apply,  and  the 
success  in  their  work  they  may  command;  in  other  words  their  suc- 
cess conditions  the  success  of  our  Federation. 

The  Committee  on  State  Legislation  will,  of  course,  apprise  you 
that  it  prepared,  and  had  introduced  into  our  State  Legislature  an 
act  making  an  appropriation  of  §2,000  for  the  use  of  our  Federation. 
This  act  was  passed,  approved  and  the  money  is  now  available  for 
use.  My  purpose  in  mentioning  the  matter  in  my  report  is  to  remind 
ourselves  of  the  very  great  obligation  under  which  the  gentlemen 
of  that  committee  have  placed  us  for  their  untiring  work,  and 
ultimate  success,  and  to  ask  for  a  tender  of  our  warmest  thanks  to 
them. 

Your  Secretary  mentions,  not  without  some  grievance  ami  with  an 
apology,  though  this  of  a  vicarious  kind,  the  great  delay  in  getting 
into  print  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  lasl  meeting,  and  getting 
their  distribution  effected,  which  was  as  late  as  October  17. 

On  December  11  was  mailed  out  to  the  component  societies  the 
call  for  this  meeting,  including  a  request  for  delegates,  and  a  re- 
minder of  the  requirements  of  Article  II.  Section  2,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion pertaining  tea  report  each  society  in  the  Federation  i>  to  - 
to  the  Secretary  before  the  annual  meeting,  said  report  to  contain  a 
list  of  officers  and  their  addresses,  number  of  members,  number  of 
meetings  and  title  of  their  publications  during  the  year. 
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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  this  requirement  was;  not  more  fully 

complied  with.  A  few  .societies  sent  replies  in  full  to  the  four 
items  of  Enquiry,  a  few  more  sent  incomplete  replies,  and  from  about 
one-half  no  reply  whatever  was  received.  With  complete  returns 
from  all  the  societies  in  his  hands  your  Secretary  had  proposed  as 
an  Appendage  to  this  report,  assembling  their  details  on  one  large 
sheet  for  your  inspection  at  this  meeting,  along  with  the  sc_ 
to  have  the  same  at  once  printed  as  a  separate  leaflet,  for  early  dis- 
tribution to  the  societies,  whereby  to  promptly  furnish  kinds  aud 
sources  of  information  much  in  quest  by  many  of  their  members,  and 
also  eagerly  sought  for  by  libraries  and  societies  outside  of  our  own 
State.  Although  in  a  measure  defeated  in  his  purpose  your  Secre- 
tary has  brought  together  on  a  sheet  what  has  come  to  him,  feeling 
assured  that  already  much  has  been  gained  in  this  lirst  attempt  at 
tabulation.  If  the  proposition  commends  itself  to  you  it  might  be 
well  to  make  immediate  further  attempt  towards  securing  from  all 
of  the  societies  the  desired  data,  and  then  put  all  of  it  into  print  for 
earl}"  distribution. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  expiration  jit  this  time  of  the  terms  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Everett  and  Mr.  Luther  R.  Kelker  as  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Your  Secretary  greatfully  acknowledges  many  kind  words  and 
civilities  extended  him  during  his  term  of  office,  and  begs  to  wish 
you  all  a  prosperous  journey  through  the  year  just  entered  upon.

the  power  to  choose  which  counties  shall  be  taken  in  hand  ftrst.     If 
recommends   that   when   there   is   a    historical   society    within   the 
county  so  chosen,  the  bibliography  be  prepared  under  the  aus] 
of  such  society. 

With  reference  to  the  preparation  of  the  list  of  Pennsylvania 
imprints,  the  committee  recommends  that  a  card  collection  of  - 
material  be  established  in  the  State  Library  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
Harrisburg,  and  that  the  local  historical  societies  and  individuals 
interested  in  t lie  history  of  Pennsylvania,  be  requested  to  furnish 
information  along  this  line  to  the  State  Librarian,  taking  the  year 
1820  as  the  limit  of  the  present  work. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  third  consideration,  the 
preparation  of  a  complete  bibliography  of  ihe  State,  including  works 
upon  Pennsylvania  and  by  Pennsylvania ns.  be  allowed  to  rest  nutil 
some  definite  work  has  been  accomplished  in  other  directions.

e.  On  Preserving  Manuscript  Records. — Mr.  Oope,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  reported  as  follows: 

I  must  admit  thai  having  been  out  of  the  country  for  most  of  tie* 
time  since  our  last  annual  meeting,  I  have  neither  conferred  with 
the  other  members  of  the  committee,  nor  made  any  investigation  as 
to  the  condition  of  records  in  other  counties  of  this  Commonwealth, 
but  for  the  present  will  speak  of  those  in  my  own  county. 

The  records  of  Chester  county  are  more  complete  and  in  better 
condition  than  those  of  any  other  of  the  older  counties,  so  far  as 
my  experience  has  shown.  The  court  records  begin  September  13th. 
1681,  and  are  practically  complete  to  the  present  time.  The  dockets 
of  the  Orphans'  Court,  Quarter  Sessions,  Common  Pleas,  Wills  a 
Deeds,  are  all  preserved  from  the  beginning  of  such  records,  and 
beginning  with  1715,  the  tax  lists  do  not  lack  more  than  two  dozen 
of  a  complete  file.  The  original  papers  of  the  Orphans1  Court  and 
Register  of  Wills  have  been  placed  in  strong  envelopes,  for  tie- 
separate  estates  and  indexed  or  alphabetically  arranged.  Unfortu- 
nately, in  the  first  century  not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  deeds 
were  recorded,  and  the  writer  has  made  two  attempts  to  obtain 
legislation  by  which  the  remaining  ones  might  be  put  on  record  at 
the  public  expense.  At  my  suggestion  the  late  Judge  Futhey, 
ordered  the  original  road,  bridge  and  township  papers  to  be  put 
into  books,  and  after  this  was  done,  making  over  120  volumes,  he 
remarked  that  he  would  not  have  them  put  back  into  their  Former 
condition  for  double  the  cost.  Since  then  they  have  been  put  into 
book  form  annually,  and  the  practice  will  be  continued.  About  a 
dozen  years  ago  new  steel  cases  were  installed  in  the  offices  of  the 
Register  of  Wills  and  the  Clerks  of  the  Court,  but  in  the  Quarter 
Sessions  there  were  a  great  many  papers  which  were  not  thought 
worthy  of  so  much  expense,  and  the  petitions  for  license  for  more 
than  150  years,  with  thousands  of  other  miscellaneous  papers,  were 
about  to  be  relegated  to  the  dark  and  damp  basement  of  the  court 
house,  where  they  would  probably  serve  the  janitor  in  lighting  the 
fires.  The  writer  being  unable  to  secure  a  safe  deposit  for  them  in 
the  county  building  took  them  to  his  tire-proof  vault  and  has  put 
thousands  of  them  into  book  form.  They  contain  an  immense 
amount  of  information  of  interest  to  the  antiquarian  and  genea 
legist.  Many  of  (hem  relate  to  servants  and  redemptions,  slaves, 
peddlers  and  Indian  traders,  elections  of  county  and  township 
officers,  coroners'  inquests,  etc.

I  have  simply  t<>  report  that  Hie 
committee  having  the  matter  under  consultation,  prepared  what 
they  consider  a  proper  Act  to  carry  out  the  purposes,  which  were  de- 
sired by  the  Federation;  that  the  Act  was  presented  to  the  Legisla- 
ture through  Mr.  Beidleman  of  this  city,  our  Representative  from 
this  city,  and  that  it  passed  both  branches  of  the  Legislature 
came  to  the  hands  of  the  Governor  and  was  by  him  approved.  The 
Act  which  was  submitted  and  passed,  is  as  follows: 

A  JOINT  RESOLUTION 

To  provide  for  the  advancement  of  historical  research  relating-  to  the  Cor-  • 
wealth  of  Pennsylvania,  by  aiding  and  assisting  the  Pennsylvania  Fedt  • 
of  Historical  Societies  in  the  collection  of  material  for  a  complete  bibliogi 
of  the  Commonwealth,  local  and  general,  and  in  the  annual  publication  •  ( 
thereof,  together  with  lists  of  historical  papers  relating  to  the  Cmmonv.  • 
and  of  the  historical  productions  of  Penns>ivani;ins,  and  in  the  presei  v 
of  manuscript  records  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  publication  of  - 
records  when  possible. 

Whereas,  The  Pennsylvania.  Federation  of  Historical  Societies  1  as 
been  duly  created  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  formed  for  the  advancement  of  historical  research  relating  t<> 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania — 

a.  By  the  preparation  of  check  lists  of  publications,  and  the 
lection   of  material   for  a   complete   bibliography   of   the   Common- 
wealth ; 

b.  By  the  encouragement  of  historical  activity  in  each  count y 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  formation  of  local  historical  socie- 
ties; 

e.  By  the  establishment  of  a  central  agency  for  the  exchange  of 
duplicate  historical  material; 

d.  By  the  annual  publication  of  a  list  of  historical  papers  rehir- 
ing to  the  Commonwealth,  and  of  the  historical  production  of  Perm 
sylvanians; 

e.  By  the  encouragement  of  the  preservation  of  the  manuscript 
records  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  each  subdivision  thereof,  and  of 
the  publication  of  such  records  when  possible; 

And  whereas,  Said  corporation  has  been  formed,  not  for  profit, 
and  has  no  means  of  support  or  revenue  except  the  nominal  annual 
dues  paid  by  the  local  historical  societies  constituting  its  member- 
ship, which  an-  of  a  limited  number,  and  all  services  performed  b\ 
its  members  in  the  collection  and  preservation  of  historical  records 
and  data  are  performed  graiuitioush  ; 

And  whereas,  The  proper  preservation  and  advancement  <>f  her 
history  is  of  the  first  importance  to  the  Stale;  therefore, — 
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Section  I.     lie  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  Flouae  of  Repr< 
tatives  of  the  Oomomvealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly 
Etiet:    Tnai  the  State  Librarian  s  hereby  authorized  and  empow< 

to  aid  and  assist  the  said  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical 
Societies  in  the  prosecution  of  its  work  in  general,  and  particularly 

in  the  colection  of  material  for  a  complete  bibliography  of  the 
Commonwealth,  local  and  general,  and  in  the  annual  publication  of 
lists  thereof,  together  with  lists  of  historical  papers  relating  to  the 
Commonwealth,  and  of  the  historical  productions  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  the  preservation  of  manuscript  records  of  the  Commonwealth 
and  the  publication  of  such  records  when  possible. 

Section  2.  That  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  specifically  appropriated  out  of  the  Treasury 
of  the  Commonwealth,  to  be  paid  on  requisition  of  the  Statf 
Librarian,  and  to  be  expended  under  his  direction  and  authority  in 
carrying  out  the  work  of  the  said  Federation.

Mr.  Xead.  In  further  report  I  desire  to  say  that  the  committee 
soon  ascertained  the  temper  of  the  Legislature  to  be  seriously 
antagonistic  to  any  proposition  that  would  make  a  special  appro- 
priation to  the  historical  society;  that  meant  the  opening  of  the 
door  at  once  for  applications  of  that  kind  all  around,  and  the  plan 
that  was  officially  adopted  by  the  committee  was  that  which  is  em- 
bodied in  this  Act  or  Joint  Resolution — that  this  money  should  be 
appropriated  and  expended  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Li- 
brarian. It  was  the  only  manner  in  which  an  appropriation  of  this 
kind  could  be  gotten  through  the  Legislature,  and  the  Act  was 
drawn  in  that  way,  and  it  met  with  the  approval  of  all  parties  run 
cerned,  and  the  money  is  now,  I  presume,  in  the  hands  of  the  State 
Librarian.

On  motion,  the  thanks  of  the  Federation  were  tendered  the  Com 
mittee  on  State  Legislation  "for  the  very  excellent  way  in  which 
they  performed  their  duties.'' 

On  motion,  a  copy  of  the  joint  resolution  read  by  Mr.  Xead  as  a 
part  of  his  report  was  ordered  spread  on  the  minutes.  (See  Mr.

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  OX   PORT  SITE  MARKERS. 

Mr.  Sener,  of  that  committee,  reported  as  follows: 
To   the    President   ami    Members   of    the    Federation   of    Historical

pointment we  met  at  the  residence  of  William  A.  Kelker,  in  Ha 
burg,   February,  1907,   at   10  o'clock   A.  M.,  and  remained   in 
(inuous  session  until  the  close  of  our  labors  that  day.     That  we  then 
and  there  formulated  an  Act  which  seemed  to  meet  demands,  a 
were  handed  to  leaders  of  both  houses  along  with  the  endorsei 
of  twenty-eight  historical   societies,  and  after  being  amended   tli  • 
Act  was  finally  passed  by  both  houses  and  sent  to  the  Governor  foi 
Ills  approval.     Unfortunately  the  Governor  could  not  approve  tk< 
enactment  owing  to  a  lack  of  funds  in  the  State  Treasury.      We 
respectfully  submit   herewith   a   copy   of   the  Bill   as   passed.     We 
believe  that  if  this  measure  should  again  be  taken  up  that  more  re- 
search should  be  made1  in  ascertaining  the  cost  of  these  monuments 
and  their  erections.     That  the  names  of  the  forts  proposed   t 
marked   should  be   incorporated  in   the  Act,  and   that  an  esp< 
marker  should  be  placed  near  Fort  Ligonier,  Col.  B  tuquet's  Bushey 
Kun  Battlefield.     That  the  cost  of  the  commission  should  be  i 
definitely  outlined,  the  difficulties  of  taking  material  to  some  of  the 
sites  in  mountains  and  through  untraveled  ways,  etc.     Each   site 
would  probably  require  three  visits,  one  to  mark  the  exact  site.  one 
to  direct  the  workmen  and  one  for  the  approval  of  the  work  v 
done. 

These  thoughts  are  respectfully  submitted  to  your  honorable  body 
and  to  those  who  may  possibly  succeed  us  in  this  measure. 

We  beg  further  to  report  that  the  general  sentiment  of  the  State 
seems  to  be  for  the  enactment  of  such  a  law.

We  do  not  know  just  what 
work  Is  necessary,  and  we  do  not  know  what  work  may  be  necessary 
in  any  one  of  the  societies.  To  that  end  it  seems  to  me  the  Exec

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  FOURTH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


Harrisbnrg,  Pa.,  January  7,  1000. 

Pursuant  to  due  call  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical 
Societies  convened  in  fourth  annual  meeting  in  the  room  of  the  His- 
torical Society  of  Dauphin  county.  Harrisburg,  Pa..  Thursday,  Janu- 
ary 7,  1909,  one  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  President,  the  Hon.  Thos.  L.  Montgomery,  took  the  chair  and 
called  the  meeting  to  order.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  President  addressed  the  Federation  as  follows: 

As  President  of  the  Federation  I  must  congratulate  the  members 
upon  the  present  status  of  their  Association.     The  joint  resolution  of 
the  last  Legislature,  which  appropriated  a  sum  of  $2,000  for  the  i 
of  the  Federation,  accomplished  more  than  was  indicated  in  the  n 
amount  of  money.    It  was  a  recognition  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature 
and  the  Governor  of  the  importance  of  the  work  undertaken  by 
and  it  behooves  the  Federation  to  show  its  appreciation  of  this  aei 
by  zeal  in  prosecuting  the  work  laid  out.  and  by  seeing  to  it  that  n^> 
part  of  the  funds  provided  shall  be  used  for  the  production  of  any 
material  which  has  not  real  bibliographical  or  historical  value. 

The  Committee  on  Bibliography  will  report  to  you  concerning  sev- 
eral bibliographies  recently  undertaken :     That   of   Chester   County 
prepared  by  Mr.  H.  Rush  Kervey  was  drawn  to  my  attention  by  Mr. 
Gilbert  Cope  and  I  recommended  its  purchase  by  the  Federation  ; 
this  action  has  since  been  confirmed  by  the  Executive  Committee. 
Executive  Committee  also  passed  a  resolution  appropriating  a  si 
amount  to  be  taken  from  the  dues  of  the  members  as  an  honorarium  to 
the  Secretary,  as  it  was  not  thought  expedient  to  take  any  sum  from 
the  State  appropriation  for  this  purpose. 

I  regret  exceedingly  that  the  Committee  on  Historical  Activity   is 
not  able  to  report  work  done  along  these  lines.    The  fault  rests  lar 
with  your  President  and  Doctor  Jordan  and  not  with  the  chair: 
of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Lamberton.    It  was  our  purpose  to  gather-  tl 
names  of  people  interested  in  historical  matters,  in  the  district^ 
now  covered  by  the  Federation,  and  by  personal  communication  ex- 
hort them  to  form  local  societies  especially  along  county  lines. 

T  think  that  one  of  the  most  useful  works  within  the  province 
the  Federation  is  the  encouragement  of  the  care  of  the  manuscript 
records  of  the  various  counties  and  towns.     Mr.  Co^s  nasi  been  I 
active  in  caring  for  the  records  of  Chester  County,  but  there 
many  places  where  this  work  is  absolutely  disregarded.     In  for: 
the  Division  of  Public  Records  of  the  State  Library  it  was  the  t 
itVst  intention  of  the  framers  of  the  act  that  this  should  be  pr 
for  in  the  appropriation  covering  the  expenses  of  the  new  Divis

but  no  appropriation  has  been  made.  I  am  sure,  however,  that  much 
can  be  done  by  personal  interest  as  evidenced  in  the  ease  of  Mr.  Cope, 
and  hope  that  the  next  year  will  show  some  active  effort  for  the 
preservation  of  these  priceless  relics. 

The  Custodian  of  Public  Records  has  done  a  great  deal  in  repairing 
papers  sent  to  him.  but  there  is  need  of  a  persona)  inspection  of  the 
conditions  at  the  various  county  seats  and  the  soliciting  of  interest  on 
the  part  of  those  who  are  most  concerned,  in  order  that  adequate  pro- 
vision may  be  made  for  the  preservation  of  these  records.  I  would 
rather  see  the  interest  in  such  matters  manifested  in  the  proper 
preservation  of  twenty-five  or  thirty  papers  than  to  have  the 
most  thorough  report  with  the  most  admirable  of  recommendations  and 
signed  by  the  most  distinguished  members  of  the  profession.  This 
is  only  one  of  a  few  cases  in  which  deeds  rather  than  words  count. 

The  6th  Series  of  Pennsylvania  Archives  is  now  about  completed. 
It  includes  in  addition  to  the  military  records  not  included  in  the 
5th  Series,  the  Military  Abstracts  from  the  Executive  Minutes  from 
1790  to  1817 ;  the  muster  and  pay  rolls  of  the  Pennsylvania  Militia 
from  1790  to  1800;  the  records  of  the  Egypt  Reformed  Church.  Le- 
high County,  translated  by  Charles  P.  Roberts:  the  rolls  and  mis- 
cellaneous papers  of  the  "War  of  1812-14;  the  muster  rolls  relating  to 
the  Associators  and  Militia  of  the  difTerent  counties;  and  a  number 
of  interesting  military  papers  and  journals  bearing  upon  the  early 
history  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  15th  volume  of  the  series  is  the 
mammoth  index  of  the  names  and  subjects  covered  in  the  5th  Series. 
These  volumes  will  shortly  be  delivered  to  each  Historical  Society  in 
the  State.  Ten  hundred  and  forty-nine  volumes  have  been  added  to 
the  State  Library  during  the  year  under  the  general  head  of  Penn- 
sylvania books  written  by  Peunsylvanians  or  having  some  reference  to 
Pennsylvania,  and  these  form  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  total  addi- 
tions to  the  Library  for  the  term  stated. 

Several  questions  have  been  referred  to  me  during  the  year  concern- 
ing which  I  should  like  the  decision  of  the  Federation : 

1st.  As  to  whether  the  Federation  should  be  officially  represented 
at  the  meetings  of  the  American  Historical  Association. 

2d.  Whether  payment  should  be  made  by  the  Executive  Committee 
for  work  along  bibliographical  lines  submitted  to  them  in  its  com- 
plete form,  or  whether  it  should  be  a  matter  of  absolute  contract  be- 
tween the  Federation  and  the  author  before  beginning  such  work. 

3d.  Whether  it  would  be  well  to  form  affiliation  with  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Free  Library  Commission  in  extending  the  historical  activities 
of  the  various  communities.     The  Free  Library  Commission  em: 
a  Library  Organizer,  whose  doty  it"  is  to  visit  places  having  small  col- 
lections of  books  and  encourage  them  in  the  proper  maintenance  of 
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such  collections  and  instructs  them  as  to  means  for  extending  the  use- 
fulness of  the  collection  which  have  succeeded  in  other  places.  It 
would  be  quite  possible  for  the  State  Organizer,  busy  as  she  if  ( 
bring  the  people  interested  in  historical  matters  in  the  various  towns 
of  the  State  into  communication  with  our  eommitee  on  Historical  Av- 
tivity.  I  am  sure  that  much  good  would  follow  such  an  alliance.  The 
only  other  matter  that  I  wish  to  bring  before  the  Federation  u 
reappointment  of  the  very  excellent  committee  which  prepared  the  bill 
under  which  we  have  secured  an  appropriation  from  the  State. 


READING  OF   COMMUNICATIONS. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  all  communications  relative  to  Federation 

matters  received  by  him  during  the  year  had  been  replied  r 
one,  a  communication  from  the  Bradford  County  Historical  Society, 
which  he  has  held  to  lay  before  this  body.  Said  communication  con- 
sists of  a  set  of  resolutions  adopted  by  that  Society  at  a  meeting  held 
December  28.  1908,  together  with  a  note  to  this  association  invoking 
the  latter 's  friendly  interest  in  behalf  of  the  Society's  | 
project.    The  resolutions  wore  read,  and  are  as  follows: 

"Whereas,  In  1615  Stephen  Brule,  one  of  Champlain's  interpret 

is  known  to  have  visited  the  Carantouannias  Indians,  who  at  that  time 
occupied  the  place  in  northern  Bradford  county  known  as  "Spa 
Hill."  and  vicinity,  and  explored  the  Susquehanna  river  "to  the  sea." 
and. 

Whereas,  This  is  the  earliest  visit  or  advent  of  white  man  in  Brad- 
ford county,  and  in  all  probability  the  first  white  man.  within  the 
present  limits  of  Pennsylvania ;  therefore. 

Resolved.  That  this  Society,  in  connection  with  the  Athens  Histor- 
ical Society,  and  other  Historical  Societies  of  Pennsylvania  and  N-  ■• 
York,  take  steps  to  properly  and  appropriately  celebrate  the  three 
hundredth  anniversary  of  this  historical  event. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Athens 
Historical  Society,  the  borough  authorities  of  Athens.  Say  re.  South 
Wavedy.  Pennsylvania,  and  the  borough  authorities  of  Waverly, 
New  York,  to  discuss  and  formulate  plans,  to  appropriately  observe 
this  historical  event,  at  or  near  "Spanish  Hill."  Bradford  county, 
Pennsylvania,  in  the  year  1915." 

It  was  declared  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  receiving  the  com- 
munication and  spreading  it  on  the  Federation's  minutes  will  he  ac- 
tion sufficient  in  the  matter,  whereby  also  tl  e  a  i  •  ties  in  the  Federa- 
tion will  be  dulv  informed  thereof,  and  ran  take  action  individually 
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Attention  is  called  to  the  expiration  at  this  time  of  the  terms  of 
Thos.  J.  Brereton  and  P.  R.  Diffenderft'er  as  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee.

The  Executive  Committee  reported  as  follows: 

Your  committee  convened  in  called  meeting  in  the  rooms  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Historical  Society.  1300  Locust  St..  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
November  2.  1908.  1.30  P.  M. 

Members  present:    T.  L.  Montgomery,  S.  P.  Heilman,  T.  J.  Brei 

ton,  J.  M.  Lamberton,  S.  M.  Sener,  and  L.  R.  Kelker.  Mr.  Gilbert 
Cope,  of  the  Committee  on  Preserving  Manuscript  Records,  was  also 
present.  Just  prior  to  this  meeting  the  Committee  on  Bibliography, 
Dr.  John  W.  Jordan.  Chairman,  held  a  meeting  at  the  same  p 
From  that  committee  there  came  to  the  Executive  Committee  recom- 
mendations as  follows : 

1.  Appropriating  fifty  dollars  out  of  the  Federation  funds  to  the 
Rev.  P.  C.  Croll,  D.D..  of  Lebanon.  Pa.,  for  his  bibliography  of  Leb- 
anon County  publications  recently  published  by  the  Lebanon  County 
Historical  Society,  provided  Dr.  Croll  amends  said  bibliography  as  to 
give  a  full  imprint  of  each  publication  named  in  said  Lebanon  County 
bibliography.  using  for  this  purpose  the  Chas.  R.  Hildeburn  method  of 
imprint  notation ;  said  amended  bibliography  of  Lebanon  County  then 
to  be  the  property  of  this  Federation. 

2.  Purchasing  the  Bibliography  of  Chester  County  in  manuscript 
compiled  by  H.  Rush  Kervey,  and  to  be  further  edited  by  Mr.  Gilbert 
Cope. 

3.  Putting  into  print  the  bibliographies  of  the  counties  of  Wash- 
ington, Chester  and  Lancaster,  all  of  which  are  in  advanced  prep- 
aration and  readiness  for  publication,  making  the  edition  in  each 
case  to  consist  of  300  copies. 

4.  Making  the  printed  bibliographies,  such  as  are  approved  for  pub- 
lication by  this  committee,  to  conform  in  size  with  the  Pennsylvania 
Archives  publications. 

Relative  to  the  Chester  County  bibliography,  named  in  the  foregoing 
item  2.  Mr,  Montgomery  stated  that  he  had  purchased  for  the  Fed- 
eration the  manuscript  of  that  bibliography,  for  which  he  had  paid 
$100.00  and  asked  the  Executive  Committee  to  approve  that  purek  - 

All  the  foregoing  recommendations  from  the  Committee  on  Bib- 
liography were  adopted. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  distribution  of  bibliographies  put  into 
print  by  the  Federation  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  its  Committee  on 
Bibliography,  and  said  committee  was  authorized  to  furnish  to  the 
Societies  in  the  Federation  and  County  Historical  Societies  as  many 
copies  of  such  printed  bibliographies  as  may  he  asked  for,  and  at  cost 
prices. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Federation  was  instructed  to  pay  to  its  S 
retary  the  sum  of  $50.00,  which  payment  is  to  he  tor  the  exp<  qsi  - 
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the  Secretary,  other  than  for  printing,  postage,  and  other  expel 
incurred  by  him  for  the  Federation,  said  action  to  be  effective  from 
January  2,  3908.

The  Committee  on  Bibliography.  Dr.  John  W.  Jordan  chairm  I 

reported  as  follows: 

The  formation  of  the  Committee  on  Bibliography,  and  its  prim 
object,  is  as  far  as  possible,  to  collect  and  bring  together  an  accm 
description  of  the  titles  of  every  book,  pamphlet,  broadside,  magazine, 
almanac  and  newspaper,  printed  in  the  counties  of  the  State,  repre- 
sented in  this  Federation,  from  the  erection  of  the  county  to  the 
year  1908.     A  chronological  arrangement  of  these  titles  will  show 
the  growth  of  the  literature,  the  development  of  its  library  taste,  or 
in  other  words,  it  will  give  a  history  of  the  press  within  the  limits     : 
each  county.    Following  the  title,  a  collation  of  each  publication,  v   | 
historical  annotations,  will  be  very  helpful.     We  desire,  therefore.  * 
titles  of  eY^ry  publication  printed  within  the  limits  of  a  county.  I 
not  those  relating  to  a  county,  but  printed  elsewhere.     Data  of  the 
latter  character  may  be  added  as  an  appendix.    The  collector  will  : 
in  his  researches,  that  imprints  will  contain  the  names  of  publishers, 
who  were  never  the  owners  of  a  press. 

Since  the   last   meeting  of  the   Federation   it   has   secured   a    MSS, 
bibliography  of  Chester  County;  Washington  County,  by  Boyd  Cm 
rine,  Esq.,  is  going  through  the  press;  Lancaster  County,  bj    S 
►Sener,  is  ready  for  publication:  Lebanon  County  is  being  prepared  by 
the  Rev.  Croll;  and  the  Hon.  Charles  Tubbs  has  printed  Tioga  Coun 
in  book  form. 

B.  On  Historical  Activity — 

The  Committee  on  Historical  Activity.  James  M,  Lamberton,  Es    . 
chairman,  reported  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Historical  Activity  beg  to  report  that  their 
f«>rts,  which  were  directed  to  coming  into  communication  with  •

The  said  committee,  in  aid  of  the  purposes  of  its  appointment,  would 
respectfully  report : 

County  and  kindred  historical  societies,  members  of  this  Federation, 
usually  have  in  their,  collections  one  or  more  duplicates  of  books, 
pamphlets,  documents,  etc..  relics  and  curios,  illustrative  of  the  his- 
tory of  their  respective  counties,  the  State  or  Nation,  which  they  would 
sell  or  exchange  with  other  societies  in  the  Federation,  for  cash,  or 
for  other  books,  pamphlets,  documents,  etc..  relics  and  curios  which 
they  do  not  have  in  their  collections. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  recommend  the  following  resolu- 
tions for  the  action  of  the  Federation : 

1.  That  each  historical  society  in  connection  with  the  Pennsylvania 
Federation  of  Historical  Societies  be  requested  to  cause  to  be  printed 
upon  a  page  for  an  ordinary  octavo  volume,  (1)  a  list  of  the  dupli- 
cates of  all  its'  books,  pamphlets,  documents,  paintings,  pictures,  por- 
traits, relics,  curios,  etc.,  illustrative  of  the  history  of  its  county,  the 
State,  or  the  Nation,  in  its  collections,  which  it  would  be  willing  I 
sell  or  exchange  to  or  with  other  societies  of  the  Federation  ;  and. 
(2)  a  list  of  such  articles  such  society  may  desire  to  obtain  by  purchase 
or  exchange,  for  its  own  collections. 

2.  That  each  society  making  such  lists  shall  send  one  or  more  copies 
thereof,  in  the  month  of  December  of  each  year,  to  the  secretary  of 
each  historical  society  in  the  Federation,  and copies  tl 

the  Secretary  of  the  Federation,  for  presentation  at  the  next  annual 

meeting  thereof.

The  Committee  on   Publication   of  Lists,   Chas.   P.   Hirnes.  LL.D.. 
chairman,  reported  as  follows: 

Whilst  the  importance  and  scope  of  the  work  assigned  to  this  e 
mittee  is  fully  recognized,  it  is  without  precedents,  and  not  clear  as 
to  the  details  of  the  report  that  may  be  expected  of  it.     A  car 
consideration  of  the  subject,  and  some  correspondence  suggest  tie 
lowing  points  as  of  possible  service  to  any  future  committee: 

The  first  requirement  is  the  preparation  of  a  list  of  publicar 
of  the  Societies  of  the  Federation  during  the  year.     The  data    I 
such  a  list,  with  others,  are  by  constitutional  requirement  furnished  t  • 
the  Secretary  of  the  Federation,  and  the  list  for  last  year  was  ]  . 
tically  made  by  that  officer  and  printed  with  his  report.    AVhilst  re     2 
nizing  the  great  services  of  the  Secretary  in  this  publication,  a 
suggestions  are  ventured  in  regard  to  any  subsequent,  more  for 
and  complete  publication  as  seems  contemplated  by  the  by-laws, 
order  to  adapt  them  more  fully  to  the  needs  of  those  engaged  in 
torical  study. 

Such  lists  should  include: 

1.  Title, — Subject,  when  not   clearly  expressed   in   title. — Author. 
— Number  of  pages. — Price. 

It  is  found  that  the  practice  of  historical  societies  varies  greatly  i:1. 
regard  to  publication.  Some  publish  separate  papers  from  tin, 
time,  during  the  year,  which  can  be  obtained  separately,  and  wl 
are  bound  into  volumes  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Other  societies  | 
lish  only  volumes,  generally  annually,  containing  a  number  of  pai 
which  papers  can  not  be  obtained  as  separates.  It  would  be  advis 
in  the  latter  cases  to  list  the  separate  papers  contained  in  a  voli 
under  it. 

2.  The  by-laws  restrict  the  list  of  publications  of  societies  to  tho<^ 
of  the  Federation.     It  seems  very  advisable  that,  as  far  as  possi 
publications   by   historical   societies   of   the   State,    although   not 
members  of  the  Federation,  should  be  included  in  the  list,  under  I 
several  societies,  and  not  simply  be  placed  under  the  general   I 

of  historical  publications. 

3.  Many  papers  of  very  highest  value  on  account  oi  authentic 
formation  they  contain,  the  result  of  careful  and  often  exhaust  iv 
vestigation,  appear  from  time  to  time  in  Local  newspapers  and  p< ■■:• 
•'■alx,   independently   of   any   historical   organization.      This   is   n 
particularly  the  ease,   where   the   local   historical   societies,   othen 
very  active,  seem  to  rely  mainly  upon  this  mode  of  publication, 
such  papers  were  listed  under  the  several  counties,  in  connection  ■ 
those  of  the  historical  societies,  with  nana*  and  date  oi  periodical  in 
which  they  appear,  they   might  prove  of  great   service  to  many

the  attention  of  the  historical  societies  was  called  to  this  matter, 

without  doubt  complete  lists  of  such  publications  would  be  farms! 
and  it  is  probable  that  copies  of  the  same  would  be  furnished  to 
State  Librarian  for  the  Historical  Scrap  Books  of  the  Library, 
titles  of  other  larger  and  more  notable  publications  in   the  several 
counties  could  also  be  obtained  in  the  same  way. 

The  main  reliance  for  the  corn  pi  -lion  of  the  lists  contemplated  by 
the  by-laws  must  be  upon  the  historical  societies  of  the  State, 
after  the  matter  has  been  called  to  their  attention,  perhap  tedlj 

in  some  cases,  and  in  time  it  comes  to  be  generally  understood  what 
is  desired,  they  will  without  doubt  come  up  to  all  expectations. 

4.  The  form  of  the  publication  of  the  list,  as  to  size,  typography 
and  general  arrangement,  is  of  considerable  importance  for  ready  ref- 
erence, and  will  be  in  great  measure  fixed  by  the  first  annual  publica- 
tion. This  is  a  matter  that  can  be  well  left  to  the  State  Librarian, 
so  that  uniformity  from  year  to  year  may  be  fixed.  If  the  pagination 
were  two  fold,  of  the  particular  year  at  the  top.  and  of  the  whole 
series  at  the  bottom,  it  might  facilitate  reference.

DEFERRED    BUSINESS. 

1.  Fort  Sites'  Markers. 

^Slr.  Samuel  M.  Sener,  chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Fort 
Sites'  Markers,  reported  verbally  as  follows: 

Under  the  head  of  deferred  business  T  think  there  was  a  special 
committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  in  reference  to  the  marking 
of  sites  of  frontier  forts.  Since  the  last  annual  meeting  two  mem- 
bers of  that  committee  died — Col.  Henning  and  Mr.  Wm.  A.  Kelker. 
These  vacancies  in  the  committee  were  filled  by  the  President,  Mr. 
Montgomery,  in  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Sachse  and  Prof.  Prowell. 
As  chairman  of  that  committee  I  beg  to  report  that  the  bill  which  we 
prepared,  and  sent  to  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session,  was  n  ported 
to  me  as  having  passed  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  said  informa- 
tion having-  been  sent  me  by  Senator  F<»\.  Subsequently  I  discovered 
that  the  bill  was  neither  in  the  approved  bills,  nor  in  the  vetoed  bills, 
and  so  reported  to  the  Federation,  at  its  List  me<  ting,  Aft.'-  two  vis  ts 
to  the  oftiee  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  at  Harr  -  we 

finally  succeeded  in  uncovering  the  fact  that  on  third  reading  in 
Senate  the  Senator  from  Mifflin  County  had  offered  an  amendment  to 
the  bill  compelling  its  return  to  the  Senate  committee  for  fur: 
sideration.     The  bill  was  kept    there  and  not   again   reported   to  the 
Senate,  and  consequently  was  not  passed. 
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Oar  committee  desires  to  know  whether  the  action  of  the  Federation 
taken  a  year  ago  shall  be  continued,  namely,  shall  we  proceed  to  pre- 
sent a  new  lull  or  take  no  further  action  ? 

In  answer  to  a  question  by  the  President  as  to  what  recommenda- 
tion, if  any,  the  committee  had  to  make  as  to  the  matter,  Mr.  Suner 
said  that  it  favors  a  second  time  presenting  a  bill  to  the  Legislature, 
and  pressing'  its  passage. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  as  also  was  its  recom- 
mendation as  to  presenting  a  new  bill  at  tie.-  present  session  of  the 
Legislature,  including  authority  to  the  committee  to  act  forthwith  in 
the  matter. 

2.  Bibliography  and  Imprints. 

Mr.  Prowell:  Do  I  understand  that  a  certain  amount  of  money  is 
given  to  a  person  who  prepares  a  bibliography  of  a  certain  county  I 

The  President:  Only  by  action  of  the  Executive  Committee.  I 
asked  in  my  report  for  a  definite  direction  to  be  given  the  Executive 
Committee  as  to  the  course  it  is  to  pursue  with  regard  to  bibliograph- 
ical work  already  done  and  bibliographical  work  in  prospect.  It 
seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  very  unwise  to  go  into  the  past,  because 
executor's  of  estates  of  people  long  dead  might  come  to  us  and 
that  honorariums  be  given  to  the  families  for  work  done  along  these 
lines.  That  is  the  absurdity  of  the  proposition,  of  course,  but  it  would 
be  better  that  we  should  contract  as  a  committee  on  bibliography  with 
people  about  to  do  work,  or  whose  work  is  in  the  process  of  formation, 
rather  than  to  consider  past  matters,  that  is,  those  things  that  are 
already  completed. 

Mr.  Prowell:  Am  I  to  understand  that  other  counties  have  already 
prepared  bibliographies? 

The  President:  Tioga  has  prepared  its  bibliography  without  any 
aid  at  all  from  the  Federation.  Washington  County  has  prepared  a 
bibliography  without  any  cost  to  the  Federation.  Some  aid  lias  been 
asked  on  the  part  of  Rev.  Mr.  Croll,  who  is  to  complete  the  biblio- 
graphy of  Lebanon  County. 

The  Secretary:  Dr.  Croll 's  work  is  completed  and  is  here  in  my 
hands  ready  for  the  Committee  on  Bibliography. 

The  President:  And  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Rush  Kervey.  the  circum- 
stances were  these:  I  heard  from  Mr.  Cope  that  this  bibliography  of 
Chester  County  was  for  sale.  Mr.  Kervey  died,  the  matter  was  all  in 
manuscript,  he  had  been  working  for  years  and  years  upon  it.  and 
his  widow  said  that  unless  she  got  two  hundred  dollars  from  the  - 
ciety  in  West  Chester  she  would  burn  the  manuscript.  As  Mr.  I 
had  examined  the  work  and  found  that  it  hail  been  thoroughly  v.  ell 
done,  and  in  good  shape,  I  authorized  him  personally,  and  en  my  own 
responsibility,  to  buy  the  manuscript,  if  he  could,  for  one  hundred 
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dollars.    I  then  presented  the  matter  before  the  Executive  Commit 

and  in  ease  they  had  not  approved  of  its  purchase  by  the  Federation. 
1  should  have  taken  it  myself;  but  the  committee  thought  it  was  a 
very  good  purchase,  and  approved  it.  Those  are  the  eireumstai 
connected  with  the  Kervey  episode.  Those  are  the  only  eases  that  we 
have  been  connected  with  up  to  the  present  time.  Mr.  Sener,  I  under- 
stand, has  almost  completed  his  work  on  Lancaster  County. 

Mr.  Prowell:  Could  we  ascertain  here  in  a  few  words  just  what 
that  bibliography  includes? 

The  President :    Of  Chester  County  1 

Mr.  Prowell:    Of  any  comity. 

The  President :  I  think  Mr.  Cope  could  probably  tell  you  in  a  very 
few  words  what  is  contained  in  the  Kervey  bibliography. 

Mr.  Prowell:  We  have  never  made  any  special  effort  in  York,  not 
because  we  do  not  want  to.  but  because  I  am  not  sure  that  I  am 
familiar  with  what  is  to  be  done.  I  was  going  to  delegate  somebody 
to  do  it. 

The  President :    You  want  the  form  ? 

Mr.  Prowell:    You  know  frequently  in  the  larger  towns  and  cities 
of  Pennsylvania  a  large  number  of  books  are  printed  that  you  would 
hardly   want  to  record  in  their  bibliography.     I   suppose   there 
fixe  or  six  or  seven  or  eight  hundred  printed — 

The  President:     I  think  this  includes.  Mr.  Prowell.  what  we  have 
in  mind,  that  is.  books  written  concerning  the  county  and  books  \ 
ten  by  people  of  the  county. 

Mr.  Prowell:  I  would  like  to  have  Mr.  Cope  and  Mr.  Sener  explain 
how  they  prepared  theirs. 

The  President:  I  think  Mr.  Sener  will  do  that,  if  you  will  be  kind 
enough  to  postpone  your  question  until  new  business  is  in  order. 

The  President:  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Bibliography.  Is 
the  chairman  here?     See  Dr.  Jordan's  report,  page  23. 

Dr.  Jordan:  As  I  came  into  the  room.  I  heard  remarks  being  made 
as  to  bibliography.  I  heard  some  questions  asked  by  Mr.  Prowell  and 
others. 

The  President:  I  think  that  the  matter  is  pretty  thoroughly  cov- 
ered in  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Dr.  Jordan  :    The  question  T  heard  Mr.  Prowell  ask  as  I  came  in 
as  to  what  we  considered  a  bibliography  of  a  county.     I  think  that 
the  eommittee  so  far  have  considered  that  an  imprint  should  be  first 
considered,  and  then  Rdd  a  bibliography  as  an  appendix  to  that,  but 
what  we  want  to  gather  is  the  imprint  of  the  count]  Now  in 

the  matter  of  Montgomery  County,  for  instance,  where  they  are  pre- 
paring a  bibliography,  the  same  question  was  propounded  to  me  by  the 
President  of  the  Montgomery  County  Historical  Society  a  month  or 
•so  ago.  and  he  seemed  to  be  very  much  discouraged  at  mj   -  i 
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that  all  the  histories  relating  to  Montgomery  County  wett  not  to  be  in- 
cluded in  their  bibliography.  I  told  him  they  were  to  be  included r 
but  as  an  appendix.  Our  first  work  is  the  recording  of  the  imprints 
of  each  county. 

The  Secretary:     Will  you  allow  me  to  ask  you  to  tell  our  peo] 
what  you  mean  by  an  imprint? 

Dr.  Jordan:     An   imprint  emanating  from   Harrisburg  would 
say,  the  History  of  Robin  Hood.  Harrisburg,  1790.     That  is  an  im- 
print for  Dauphin  County,  but  if  you  have  a  Robin  Hood  printed  in- 
1790,  or  a  Dauphin  County  book  distributed  in  Dauphin  County,  and 
it  is  printed  in  New  York,  that  is  not  a  Dauphin  County  imprint. 

Mr.  Prowell:     How  can  you  tell? 

Dr.  Jordan:  The  publisher's  name  is  always  on  the  sub-title.  F<>r 
instance,  you  may  put  a  counterfeit  in  front,  but  when  you  turn 
over,  the  publisher's  name  is  generally  there. 

The  Secretary:  Allow  me  to  say  that  at  our  very  first  meeting  in 
1905  that  YQvy  question  was  asked,  and  our  friend.  Dr.  Jordan,  and 
our  worthy  President  were  appointed  a  committee  to  define  an  im- 
print, that  is.  what  constitutes  an  imprint.  That  committee  has  so 
far  made  no  report. 

Dr.  Jordan:     The  definition  of  an  imprint  is  in  my  report. 

Dr.  Diffenderffer :  I  think  it  is  important  to  know  what  the  com- 
mittee decided.  I  was  the  person  who  raised  the  question  three  or 
four  years  ago.  There  was  in  Lancaster  a  printing  house  that  printed 
at  least  a  thousand  books  with  its  name  on  the  sub-title  only,  not  on 
the  title  page.     Are  we  entitled  to  those  books  or  not  f 

The  President :  You  are  entitled  to  them,  but  whether  you  would 
be  proud  of  them  I  don't  know. 

Dr.  Diffendertt'er :  Of  all  of  them,  that  is  the  only  kind  we  print 
down  there. 

Dr.  Jordan :  The  idea  of  the  committee  is,  both  by  correspondence 
and  verbally,  to  make  a  list  first  of  all  of  the  actual  imprints  of  the 
county,  then  an  appendix  can  be  brought  in  of  all  books  printed  or 
published  relating  to  that  county  wherever  that  may  have  been  -lone, 
but  the  imprint  is  of  value  to  the  county,  much  more  so  than  the 
publication.  For  instance,  take  [Montgomery  County.  I  spoke  to  Mr. 
Fornance.  who  is  the  president  of  the  Montgomery  County  Historical 
Society,  and  saw  him  about  it.  He  said.  "We  will  lose  Bond's  Hist  ry 
of  Pennsylvania.''    I  said.  ''Well,  lose  it." 

The  President:    In  the  appendix  you  may  have  it. 

Dr.  Jordan:  In  the  appendix.  What  you  want  to  got  is  the  credit, 
if  it  is  a  credit,  it  is  that  that  goes  to  the  county,  not  as  to  the  pub- 
lications that  came  out.  but  what  books  were  printed  in  the  county: 
say,  Lancaster  County.  Oi  course,  you  had  a  great  many  books  print- 
ed before  Lancaster  County  became  such  a  wonderful  publishing  ct  n- 
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tre,  in  Philadelphia  and  other  [joints.     Well,  of  course,  you 

imprints,  but  you  do  not  lose  the  imprints  of  what  you  hai 
That  is  what  is  to  be  preserved.     It  is  not  a  case  of  how  many  ]■■ 
were  printed  relating  to  the  county  but  how  many  bo 
in  Lancaster  County.     You  can  make  a  supplemental  index  bring 
in  histories  that  relate  to  that  county,  you  can  bring  them  in  from 
Spain  up  to  the  Sandwich  Islands,  but  they  do  not  affect  what  we  want 
to  get  at. 

Prof.  Himes:     That  is  just  the  question  I  raised  here  four  or  five 
years  ago.     I  believe  there  has  been  no  decision  whatever  upon  I 
point.     Now  what  is  the  word  "imprint"  to  mean?     If  you  talk  of 
Ilildeburn,  and  if  he  is  to  be  the  standard,  he  expresses  himself  trery 
clearly.    He  has  a  list  of  the  issues  of  the  press  of  Pennsylvania.     An 
imprint  is  a  printer's  imprint,  and  the  question  is  where  do  you  . 
for  this  imprint  ?     According  to  a  statement  made  here,  if  it  - 
Harrisburg,  seventeen  hundred  and  so  and  so,  and  it  is  on  the  * 
page,  that  means  Harrisburg.     That  it  was  published  at  Harrisl 
does  not  necessarily  imply  that  that  is  a  Harrisburg  imprint.     T 
imprints  simply  come  to  be  rather  a  list  of  title  pages  than  of  im- 
prints.   That  is  what  we  are  discusssing  here,  a  list  of  titl^  pag  5, 
a  title  page  has  not  the  printer's  imprint  on  it.    In  the  modern  b 
an  imprint  of  the  printer  is  on  the  second  page,  but  in  the  elder  b 
running  back  to  the  last  century  you  will  have  to  look  to  the  last  page 
of  the  book,  where  you  will  find  printed  by  so  and  so.  such  and  s 
a  place.    Now  if  you  are  going  to  have  issues  of  the  press  of  Pern 
vania,  and  have  imprints,  and  confine  it  to  the  printer's  imprint,  you 
are  bound  to  look  all  through  the  book  to  find  where  that  book  was 
printed,  and  credit  properly.     Now  there  is  a  book  published  a] 
in  1784,  and  tl)e  title  page  of  it  shows  that  it  was  written  by  a  man  in 
Carlisle,  and  "Philadelphia"  stands  at  the  foot  of  the  page,  but  v 
you  turn  over  to  the  last  page  there  it  says  printed  by  so  and  so.  of 
Carlisle,  Pennsylvania.     Now  that  we  would  certainly  claim  as  a  ( 
lisle  imprint,  as  it  was  by  a  Carlisle  author  and  a   Carlisle  printer, 
and  Ilildeburn  himself  gives  you  the  printer's  imprint.     In  the 
of  printers  that  Hildeburn  gives,  he  says.  "I  have  placed  in  this 
a  number  who  have  no  presses  of  their  own,  if  they  were  publishers, 
and  he  places  them  in  that  list  of  publishers  and  says.  "They  have  no 
presses  of  their  own."    Now  if  you  will  take  the  definition  of  an  im- 
print in  any  lexicon  you  will  see  there  are  publisher's  imprints  and 
printer's  imprints,  and  what  is  far  better  than  a  lexicon,  it'  you  take 
a  librarian:  say  Cutter,  he  will  give  you  a  definition  of  an   in  ; 
that  is  broad  enough  to  take  in  everything  that  belongs  to  the  COUl 
I  think  this  definition  of  an  imprint  is  entirely  too  narrow  it  yon 
fine  it  to  the  title  page.    You  must  hunt  for  the  imprint  of  the 
wherever  you  can  find  it. 
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The  President:  I  think  that  is  what  Dr.  Jordan  said,  He  said  if 
it  said  on  the  title  page,  Harrigburg,  1786,  he  would  credit  it  to  Ilar- 
risburg.  I  think  you  misunderstood  him.  That  wa*  a  definite  im- 
print that  he  was  quoting  at  that  time. 

Prof.  Ilimes:     That  was  not  necessarily  a  Ilarrisburg  imprint. 

The  President:     Oh  yes,  in  that  particular  case  it  was. 

Prof.  Himes:    If  you  turn  over  the  page. — 

The  President.    Perhaps  he  turned  over  the  page.  Doctor. 

Prof.  Himes:    He  did  not  state  that. 

The  President:  He  was  quoting  a  case  in  which  he  thought  he  was 
quoting  right  in  that  particular  instance. 

Dr.  Sachse:  In  answer  to  Prof.  Himes  I  wish  to  say  that  the  im- 
print of  the  printer  in  the  rear  is  generally  known  as  the  colop1:. 
I  don't  know  of  ten  cases  of  that  kind  in  Pennsylvania  imprints  where 
there  is  a  colophon.  It  naturally  means  an  imprint.  Xow  as  it  was 
understood.  I  think,  by  Hildeburn. — and  my  connection  with  Hilde- 
burn  was  pretty  close  and  also  with  Dr.  Seidenstieker  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  issues  of  the  first  century  printing. — it  was  that  the  im- 
print meant  a  strictly  local  book.  If  the  book  was  written  by  a  party 
in.  say,  Lancaster  County  and  printed  here,  that  is  a  Lancaster  im- 
print. If  it  was  written  by  a  Lancaster  party  and  printed  in  Phila- 
delphia, that  really  is  another  Lancaster  book,  but  should  go  in  the 
appendix.  In  the  case  quoted  by  Prof.  Himes  I  would  say  that  that 
book  be  a  strictly  Cumberland  County  imprint.  Cases  of  colophons 
in  Pennsylvania  imprints  are  exceedingly  rare.  To  my  knowledge.  I 
really  cannot  recall  a  case  amongst  either  German  or  English  im- 
prints. 

Mr.  Sener :  Mr.  Chairman.  I  was  under  the  impression  when  our 
Executive  Committee  and  Bibliography  Committee  met  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia  on  the  second  day  of  November  that  they  definitely 
decided  what  an  imprint  should  be. 

The  President :    I  think  we  did. 

Mr.  Sener:  I  think  we  did.  and  I  think  we  should  stand  by  that 
definition  and  let  the  members  of  this  body  know  just  what  we  ail 
decide.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  the  decision  we  arrived  at  in 
Philadelphia  was  this.  Taking  the  title  page.  "Lite  ol  John  Smith, 
in  two  volumes,  by  Henry  Jones.  Lancaster.  1810."  That  was  an  idea 
of  what  an  imprint  at  Lancaster  or  a  Lancaster  County  imprint,  or, 
to  use  the  term  we  have  defined,  Cumberland,  whatever  it  might  he. 
meant.  It  does  not  matter  whether  it  was  by  a  Lancaster  party  i  P 
New  York  party  so  long  as  the  title  page  shows  at  the  bottom  of  it 
Lancaster,  Columbia,  MiUersville,  Ephrata,  Strassburg  or  any  place  in 
Lancaster  county  or  Philadelphia,  Harrisburg,  or  any  place  in  1 1 
in  or  Philadelphia  County,  it  is  then  a  Philadelphia.  Lancaster  W 
Dauphin  imprint.     Hildeburn  has  followed  this  rule,  and  1  think  it 
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is  a  good  one.     I  myself  have  complied  the  bibliography  of  Lai 
ter  County,  covering  about  fifteen  hundred  titles.     I  followed  IJi 
burn's  rule,  the  same  rule  that  we  adopted  at  our  Fed 
ecutive  meeting  in  Philadelphia.     I  have  restricted  my  bibliography 
of  Lancaster  County  to  publications  in  which  the  term  Lancaster  ap- 
pears on  the  title  page.     There  are  hundreds  of  books,  as  my  friend. 
Dr.  Ditfenderfier  says,  printed  yearly  in  Lancaster  for  outside  parti   5. 
I  know  of  one  firm  in  the  city  of  Lancaster  that  prints  close  to  three 
or  four  hundred  books  for  the  Macmillan  firm  of  Xew  York.     They  all 
contain  at  the  foot  of  the  title  page.  Maemiilairs  1906,   '07,   r0S.  or 
whatever  the  year  may  be,  but  if  you  turn  over  to  t\  se  of  the 

title  page,  you  will  find  imprints  such  and  such  press.  Lancaster,  Pa. 
Xow  that  I  do  not  consider,  although  printed  in  Lancaster,  strictly  a 
Lancaster  imprint.  It  should  come  in,  for  instance,  in  the  appendix. 
I  know  dozens  of  books  of  Lancaster  County  printed  elsewhere,  yet  I 
have  not  classed  them  in  my  Lancaster  imprints.  I  have  placed  them  in 
the  appendix  as  works  referable  to  Lancaster.  Xow  we  decided  at  our 
executive  meeting  in  Philadelphia  that  the  imprints  should  be  as  I 
said.  If  printed  at  Harrisburg,  or  wherever  it  may  be,  '06,  '07.  '08, 
or  whatever  the  time  may  be.  Now  in  reference  to  my  Lancaster  bib- 
liography I  begin  the  first  imprint  that  I  know  of  about  1730  and  close 
it  with  1909.  The  work  has  been  the  work  of  four  years'  hard  lal  r 
ori  my  part  as  the  compiler,  aided  and  assisted  by  the  members  of  nr 
Historical  Society.  The  Historical  Society  of  Lancaster  County  would 
like  to  see  that  work  in  print,  but  by  and  with  the  consent  of  a  num- 
ber of  prominent  members  of  the  Society,  instead  of  printing  it 
selves,  as  the  compiler  of  it  I  offered  it  to  the  Federation  for  publica- 
tion. 

The  President:     I  think  the  proper  course  would  be  to  move  that 
this  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  or  the   Commits 
Bibliography, 

Capt.  Richards:     Mi*.  Chairman,  I  think  that  the  proper  action  to 
take,  and  I  move  that  this  whole  matter  be  referred  to  the  Pn  - 
find   the  Committee   on   Bibliography.      I   am   willing  to   gay,   to   the 
Executive  Committee,  authorizing  them  to  briefly  stare  what  tL 
tion  of  the  Federation   is.  and  then   distribute  that   in   print  to  the 
different  societies. 

The  President:    You  are  referring  to  the  definition  of  an  imprint. 

Capt.  Richards:     Yes.  although   I  think   in  addition   to  that, 
might  be  well  to  add  a  memorandum  with  regard  to  the  appendix. 

Hie  President:     The  question  of  imprints  has  been  answered  in  Dr. 
♦Jordan's  report. 

Capt  Richards:    Yes.  dr. 

The  President:    What  Mr.  Sener  is  speaking  of  is  his  collection  of 
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imprints  of  Lancaster  County,  and  the  referring  of  it  to  the  Comm 
on  Bibliography  in  order  that  it  may  be  published  by  the  Federation. 
Capt.  Richards:     My  purpose  is  to  have  this  matter  published  by 

the  Federation  authoritatively,  and  the  Executive  Committee  can  I 
Dr.  Jordan's  report,  which  has  been  made,  as  the  substance  of  what 
it  proposes  to  say  to  the  Federation. 

The  President:     It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  that  1his  mal 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  with  power  to  act. 

(Motion  agreed  to.) 

Mr.  Sener:  Mr.  Chairman,  just  one  word  in  reference  to  the  biblio- 
graphy of  Lancaster  County.  I  don't  think  it  is  necessary  to  refer  it 
to  the  Executive  Board.  If  my  memory  serves  me  right.  I  made  this 
offer  in  Philadelphia  and  it  was  accepted. 

The  President :    That  is  right. 

Mr.  Sener :  I  simply  am  making  the  offer  anew  in  order  to  have  the 
whole  Federation  ratify  the  action  of  the  Executive  Commit! • 

The  President:  They  have  to  cany  out  the  business  between  the 
annual  meetings. 

Mr.  Kelker:  In  the  case  of  Dauphin  county,  shall  I  distineuish  the 
State  publications  in  our  report  from  the  ordinary  works1 

The  President:  I  think  we  should.  I  think  it  would  be  just  - 
well  to  distinguish  between  them.  . 

Prof.  Himes:     I  said  where  the  printer's  name  was  printed  by   - 
and  so  it  was  the  printer's  imprint.     I  never  have  seen  that  call 
colophon,  a  colophon  is  entirely  different. 

The  President :  The  colophon  ordinarily  is  in  the  back  of  the 
volume. 

Mr.  Prowell :  The  first  book,  so  far  as  I  know,  written  west  of  the 
Susquehanna  was  written  in  York  County  and  published  in  Baltimore. 
It  was  distinctly  and  positively  a  production  of  York  County.  It  was 
the  first  book  printed  in  the  city  of  Baltimore.  I  would  like  t<> 
the  gentleman  from  Lancaster  where  he  would  class  that.  And  I 
would  like  to  ask  another  question.  Another  book  of  considerable  im- 
portance and  of  more  recent  date  was  printed  in  York.  It  bears  the 
imprint  of  having  been  printed  in  Philadelphia,  but  in  fact  ^a* 
printed,  as  I  know,  in  York.    Where  would  you  class  that ! 

The  President:     Claim  it. 

Prof.  Himes:  It  was  printed  in  York  and  it  bears  the  imprint  of 
Philadelphia? 

Mr.  Prowell:    Mr.  Sener." where  would  you  class  the  book  I  refer 
to,  printed  in  1760  in  Baltimore? 

Mr.  Sener:    AVas  it  printed  in  Baltimore? 

Mr.  Prowell:    It  was  printed  in  Baltimore. 

Mr.  Sener:     I  would  class  it  as  a  Baltimore  imprint. 

The  President:     And  mention  it  in  your  appendix. 
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Mr.  Sener:    And  mention  in  your  appendix  that  it  referred  to  V 

-county. 

Mr.  Prowell:     I  suppose  it  is  the  desire  of  other  counties  besides 

the  noble  counties  of  Lancaster  and  Chester,  and  so  on.  to  have  a  bib- 
liography prepared  during  the  next  year.  How  far  down  did  the 
gentlemen  from  Lancaster  and  Chester  carry  their  imprints,  down  to 
the  present  year? 

The  President:    Mr.  Sener  has  stated  it  is  down  to  1909. 

Mr.  Sener :    To  the  close  of  1908. 

Mr.  Sener:    I  would  just  like  to  say  another  word.     Two  year>  i  _- 
Dr.  Jordan  sent  me  from  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Society  an 
print  supposed  to  be  a  Lancaster  book.  "The  Golden  Wedding  Ring." 
by  Rev.  Clev.es.  printed  for  a  publisher.  1832.    He  told  me  he  tho\ 
it  was  a  Lancaster  imprint,  but  as  he  did  not  know  anything  abonl 
and  as  Clewes  had  been  an  English  Episcopalian  Minister,  he  thoi 
possibly  it  was  printed  in  Lancaster  or  England.     I  wrote  to  Bern 
Quoriteh,  the  best  bibliographer  I  know  of.  and  I  have  his  letter  si 
ing,  "That  book  evidently  was  printed  at  Lancaster.   Pennsylv; 
TVe  know  nothing  of  it  in  England.''    So  I  put  it  among  my  Lai. 
ter  imprints. 

Mr.  Prowell:  I  have  in  mind  a  book  written  by  a  Lancaster  County 
party  and  printed  elsewhere,  where  does  that  belong  f 

The  President :    In  the  appendix. 

NEW  BUSINESS. 

The  President:  There  are  several  subjects  brought  up  in  these 
various  reports  I  think  the  Federation  ought  to  act  upon.  First. 
whether  the  Federation  should  be  officially  represented  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Historical  Association.  I  did  not  feel  it  right  to 
appoint  anybody  without  the  action  of  the  Federation. 

Dr.  Jordan:    I  move  that  this  be  the  action  of  the  Society. 

The  President:    It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  that  hereafter  th< 
Federation  be  represented  at  the  meeting  of  the  American  Histoi 
Association  by  a  delegate  to  be  appointed  by  the  President 

The  Secretary:  These  people  send  us  a  very  cordial  invita* 
every  year,  especially  in  their  section  of  State  and  Lm-al  Bistori 
Societies,  and  I  think  we  owe  them  this  courtesy. 

The  President:     We  are  about  to  grant  that.     All  in  favor  o{ 
motion  will  say  aye.     (Motion  carried.) 

Tin1  President:  Second,  whether  payment  should  be  made  by 
Executive  Board  for  work  along  bibliographical  lines  submitte 
them  in  its  completed  form,  and  so  forth.  It  is  not  important  ex 
that  we  would  like  to  know  the  feeling  of  the  association  in  these 
ters.  In  other  words,  a  man  may  have  finished  his  work  ten  J 
a^o,  and  he  may  come  to  the  Federation  for  compensation.     If  | 
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meat  is  made  to  a  man  whoso  work  is  two  or  three  years  old.  why  not 
for  those  who  preceded  him?    I  think  it  ought  to  be  a  matter  of  i 
tract  with  a  man  whose  work  is  actually  in  progress.     It  is  merely  a 

suggestion,  no  action  need  be  taken. 

Third,  whether  it  would  be  well  to  form  an  alliance  with  the  Penn- 
sylvania Free  Library  Commission,  and  work  hand  in  hand  with  the 
consulting  librarian.  That,  I  think  is  really  important.  Here  is  a 
person  who  is  going  from  town  to  town  and  has  every  facility  for 
making  our  work  known. 

Mr.  Lamberton  :  I  move  the  suggestion  of  the  President  be  adopted 
and  carried  out. 

(Motion  agreed  to.) 

The  Secretary:  Is  there  a  report  from  the  Committee  on  Legisla- 
tion % 

Mr.  Nead :  There  is  no  report  from  the  committee,  there  has  been 
no  Legislature  in  session. 

The  President:  I  would  like  some  one  to  make  a  motion,  however, 
that  this  committee  be  reappointed. 

Mr.  Sener:  I  move  that  the  committee  be  reappointed  and  proceed 
to  secure  for  us  another  appropriation  from  the  present  Legislature. 

The  President :  The  motion  is  that  they  draw  up  a  bill  and  seek 
from  the  Legislature  the  same  appropriation  as  at  the  last  term. 

(Motion  agreed  to.) 

The  Secretary :  In  my  report  I  ask  whether  we  could  not  improve 
on  the  present  method  of  getting  fuller  reports  from  all  the  s«  ieties 
in  order  to  enable  me  to  make  the  statistieal  part  of  my  report  like 
that  of  last  year,  more  complete.  I  take  a  great  deal  of  pride  in  that 
report,  and  I  know  that  a  very  great  deal  of  commendation  has  ! 
given  our  Federation  on  account  of  that  report.  How  can  we  induce 
the  societies  in  the  Federation  to  send  fuller  reports .'  At  the  present 
time  I  have  reports  from  twenty-four  societies,  and  from  seven  others 
none  at  all.  Some  of  these  reports  are  very  good,  and  some  are  de- 
fective, and  some  so  defective  as  to  be  worthless.  I  would  like  to  see 
whether  the  Federation  can  not  devise  some  plan  to  help  on'  the 
Secretary  along  that  line.  Last  year  I  worked  three  months  to  com- 
plete that  report.  I  suppose  I  wrote  more  than  fifty  letters.  Although 
it  was  a  great  task.  I  was  determined  to  complete  it  if  it  could  at  all 
be  done,  or  as  far  as  it  could  be  done,  by  means  of  special  appeals  \'or 
the  information  needed  in  that  part  of  my  report. 

The  President:  I  have  in  my  hands  the  report  of  the  Montgomery 
County  Historical  Society,  which  gives  the  delegate,  Mr.  Williams,  the 
officers  of  the  society,  and  the  number  of  members.  If  in  addition  to 
the  report  such  as  that,  you  had  the  publications  of  the  society  for  the 
current  year,  it  seems  to  me  that  that  would  be  a  perfectly  sufficient  re- 
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port  to  make  at  this  meeting.  I]  every  one  would  bring  just  such  a 
statement  as  that,  it  would  save  the  Secretary  a  tremendous  amount 
of  correspondence  and  it  seems  fco  me  it  would  be  v  y  to  do  | 

Miss  Kobinson :  Would  it  not  be  desirable  in  publishing  a  list  of 
papers  to  give  the  names  of  the  author*? 

The  President:  I  think  it  would  be  very  desirable  if  we  could  have 
that.  The  Secretary  is  not  opposed  to  that,  it  is  only  a  question,  I 
think,  of  his  being  able  to  obtain  the  information. 

Mr.  Proweli :    May  I  ask  another  question?     I  don't  know  what  an 
imprint  is.  I  have  not  learned  yet.     And  why  not  include  in  thai 
of  imprints  the  newspapers  printed  in  the  respective  counties  from  the 
earliest  dates  printed  down  to  the  present  year  ? 

Dr.  Jordan :    They  will  be  included. 

Mr.  Proweli:    T  have  a  file  of  Lancaster  County  and  I  would 
trade  with  Lancaster  County.     I  have  a  file  of  other  counties.     We 
have  files  of  newspapers  from  1789  down  to  1909,  except  four  ye 
probably  we  might  trade  with  Lancaster  or  some  other  county. 

The  President:    I  think  that  ought  to  go  before  the  committee 
exchanging  duplicates.     I  think  they  could  probably  find  you  a  cus- 
tomer or  bargainer  for  that  material,  Mr.  Proweli. 

Mr.  Proweli:    I  have  a  file  of  the  first  paper  printed  in  Harrisl 
for  five  years.     It  was  found  in  a  box.  and  the  man  who  foun 
said  he  was  going  to  burn  it  if  I  did  not  send  for  it  soon.     I  sent 
it  soon.     They  have  been  found  and  I  will  present  them  to  the  - 
ciety.    It  is  marked  as  a  gift  to  the  Society. 

Dr.  Diffenderffer :     Lancaster  County  Historical  Society  had  pr  - 
pared  for  it  eight  or  nine  years  ago  a  full  bibliography,  so  far  as 
known,  of  all  the  papers  published  in  the  city  of  Lancaster  and 
anon  county  up  to  three  hundred  in  all.    It  is  all  an  imprint. 

Mr.  Sener:  That  is  not  among  the  imprints  but  is  included  in  tt.  • 
appendix  as  newspapers. 

Dr.  Jordan:     One  word  for  the  relief  of  the  Secretary.     I  know  all 
historical  societies  are  not  conducted  on  the  same   plan,  and  I 
very  well  understand  from  my  communication  with  historieal  > 
tics  in  the  country  why  there  is  difficulty  in  getting  reports   I 
them.     Some  of  them  do  not  print  at  all.  whereas  Lancaster  Cou 
and  other  counties  have  fuller  reports.     That  is  the  reason  thei 
not  that  hearty  response  from  some  of  the  societies.     It  is  imposs 
to  report  anything  unless  they  have  published  something. 

The  President:     I  have  two  matters  I  want  to  bring  hef  r 
Federation,  one  a  very  admirable  report  on   the   Pennsylvania 
topical  exhibit.     This  work  was  carried  on.  as  you  know,  at  tt  •    •  '. 
town  Exposition  by  Mr.  Emerieh  and   Mr.   Myers,     Re| 
exhibit  were  published  by  the  State.    1  should  be  glad  to  send  t;.  - 
any  one  who  will  write  me  a  postal  card  about  it.     There  ;- 
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publication   called   Heads  of  Families,  First  Census  of  the   United 

States.  1790,  printed  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  S.  M.  D.  North,  of 
the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  Bureau  of  Census,  a  very 
valuable  compilation  which  can  be  had  from  the  Census  Bureau  for 
one  dollar. 

The  Secretary  :  Mr.  President :  I  would  like  to  recall  now  the  report 
of  Dr.  Himes-;-  and  I  would  like  to  know  whether  the  Fed-ration  is 
going  to  take  Dr.  Himes'  interpretation  of  the  scope  of  this  question. 
The  Constitution  calls  for  an  annual  report  of  the  bibliography  of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  That  includes  all  historical  societies  and 
all  historical  associations  in  the  State,  and  provides  that  this  com- 
mittee shall  secure  lists  of  their  publications  for  that  year  and  shall 
put  them  on  one  list,  that  said  list  shall  be  printed,  and  a  copy  fur- 
nished to  each  society  in  this  Federation.  Does  Dr.  Himes  take  that 
view  of  the  constitutional  provision  f 

Prof.  Himes:  I  do  not  object  to  that  at  all.  but  I  did  not  prepare 
that  list.  I  just  stated  here  that  it  is  expecting  a  great  deal  of  a 
committee  to  prepare  a  list  such  as  has  been  described  here.  The  S  - 
retary  has  told  us  that  he  spent  three  months  himself  and  a  little  more 
than  that  to  get  the  societies'  reports.  It  is  a  regular  dragnet  there  i< 
a  great  amount  of  clerical  labor  involved  in  that,  and  it  is  more  than 
any  committee  would  do.  AYhat  is  the  necessity  of  this  committee 
getting  up  a  list  of  publications  of  these  societies  when  the  worthy 
Secretary  is  so  good  as  to  spoil  any  committee.  The  worthy  Secretary 
has  done  all  that. 

The  Secretary:  The  Secretary's  work  concerns  matter  pertaining 
only  to  the  Federation.  The  provision  of  the  Constitution  referred 
to  takes  in  all  historical  societies  of  Pennsylvania,  not  alone  the  so- 
cieties in  the  Federation.  This  clause  in  the  Constitution  includes 
all  historical  societies  in  the  State  and  all  historical  publications  dur- 
ing any  given  year,  and  in  that  way.  and  by  doing  that,  we  would  an- 
nually have  a  full  list  of  all  the  historical  publications  issued  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania.  If  that  is  possible.  I  do  not  know,  but  that  is 
the  interpretation  of  the  Constitution. 

Prof.  Himes:     I  agree  as  to  the  interpretation,  and  if.  as  the  Sec- 
retary states,  it  took  him  three  months  just  to  secure  the  material  for 
this  partial  list.  I  don't  know  how  long  it  would  take  the  commitl 
to  get  all  that  is  stated  in  the  Constitution.     It   would  take  a  !.■ 
amount  of.  work. 

Dr.  Jordan:     Was  it  the  understanding  that  the  different  soci<  I 
were  to  contribute  the  bibliography  and  in  that  way  that  chip! 
lists  would  be  made  up  ? 

The  Secretary:     Here  is  the  exact  wording  of  the  Constitution — 
that  is,  as  to  Dr.  Himes'  committee:     "The  annual  publication 
list  of  historical  papers  relating  to  the  Commonwealth  and  a  list  of 
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historical  productions  of  Pennsylvania."  It  does  not  confine  itself 
to  our  association  merely;  and  here  is  a  second  definition  amongst  the 
standing  committees'  definitions,  "a  committee  of  three  to  prepare  a 

list  of  publications  of  the  societies  of  the  Federation,  of  histo: 
papers  relating  to  the  Commonwealth  and  of  historical   product] 
in  Pennsylvania.     Each  society  shall  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  said 
list." 

Prof.  Himes:     I  have  stated  to  the  Secretary,  and  I  want  to  ^*      • 
to  the  Federation,  that  I  understand  that  constitutional  provision, 
I  simply  said,  and  I  state  here,  that  we  have  not  done  it.  and  [do 
not  propose  to  do  it.    Now  you  will  have  to  get  a  committee  that  will 
do  that,  I  cannot  put  three  months  or  six  months  time  in  the  | 
tion  of  that  list.     That  is  what  it  means,  a  great  amount  of  e].  I 
labor,  but  the  suggestions  I  made  in  my  report  are  for  an  inde] 
publication  of  such  a  list  that  will  be  uniform  in  character.    1  want  to 
know  exactly  what  form  it  was  to  take. 

The  President :    Whom  do  you  propose  to  do  it  I 

Prof.  Himes:  I  simply  reported,  and  I  think  the  committee  last 
year  reported  the  same  thing.  If  you  will  look  at  that  report,  you  will 
find  that  they  reported  that  that  data  for  the  first  part  would  be 
found  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary.  The  Secretary  had  this  data. 
and  arranged  it  so  that  the  committee  was  relieved  from  that. 

The  Secretary :  I  simply  submit  that  the  adoption  of  the  report  of 
Dr.  Himes  as  made  up  will  make  it  the  action  of  the  Federation.  The 
question  is,  does  the  Federation  want  that  kind  of  action.  I  am  I 
criticizing  or  finding  fault,  but  we  ought  to  be  careful  that  we  do  I  I 
adopt  something  that  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  constitutional 
provision. 

Dr.  Saehse:    Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say  a  few  words  that  I  be- 
lieve will  be  of  interest  to  the  members.    In  the  fire  of  1819.  when  the 
Masonic  Hall  of  Philadelphia  burned,  all  the  records  were  suppos^ 
have  been  destroyed  and  burned  up.     That  has  been  accepted  until 
the  present  day.    I  am  glad  to  say  that  six  boxes  of  those  records 
not  burned  and  are  now  at  our  disposal,  and  some  of  them,  especially 
running  from  17G5  down  to  17SG  are  full  of  Revolutionary  matter  . 
relate  to  the  officers  of  the  Revolution.     These  records  are  now   : 
put  in  order  so  as  to  be  available,  and  I  think  they  are  a  fountain  ol 
information  for  the  genealogist  as  well  as  the  historian.     They  a: 
care  of  the  librarian  at  the  Masonic  Temple.    We  are  getting  them  in 
order  as  rapidly  as  we  can.     Among  other  things  there   is  a   list 
Colonel   Proctor's   regiment.      They    were    members    of    the    Masonic 
fraternity,  they  had  a.  travelling  military  lodge.    Those  records, 
others,  are  there. 

Mr.  Sener:     The  newly  elected  President  has  handed  a  list 
committees  to  the  Secretary  for  the  coming  year. 
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The  President:    For  the  purpose  of  announcing  said  appointment 

I  ask  Dr.  Saehse.  our  new  President,  to  take  the  Chair. 

The  Secretary:     The  President  appoints  these  committees  as 
standing  committees  (Committees  read  by  the  Secretary).    (See  page 

27.) 

Dr.  Jordan:  I  was  recently  informed  by  the  President  of  the 
Frankford  Historical  Society  that  Miss  E.  E.  Wright  had  to  resign 

her  position  as  Secretary  of  that  society  owing  to  ill  health. 

The  Secretary:     Pier  sister  is  here  and  can  inform  us  as  to  tl 

Miss  Mary  Wright:    That  is  so. 

The  President :     The  fact  that  she  is  not  able  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  society  does  not  mean   that  she  cannot   do  committee  work. 
There  is  a  committee,  I  think,  which  did  not  report,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  Mr.  Cope  was  out  of  the  room.     It  is  the  Committee  on  * 
Preservation  of  Records.    Have  you  any  report  on  that,  Mr.  Cope  ? 

Mr.  Cope:  No.  I  have  nothing  to  say.  I  am  not  the  chairman  oJ 
the  committee,  but  the  chairman.  Mr.  Steinman,  stated  that  the  com- 
mittee had  nothing  to  report. 

The  President :    Then  there  is  no  report  of  that  committee. 

Dr.  Jordan  :  I  think  that  is  a  subject  that  should  be  thoroughly 
urged  by  this  association.— the  preservation  of  records.  I  think  we 
ought  to  do  something.  I  think  the  Federation  should  take  that  mat- 
ter up.  It  is  something  that  all  of  us  connected  with  historical  so- 
cieties are  interested  in.  and  there  is  nothing  more  important. 

The  President :  It  seems  to  me  the  proper  way  to  proceed  would  be 
for  this  Federation  to  find  some  place  where  the  records  are  in  pretty 
bad  condition  and  work  upon  that,  every  one  of  us,  on  the  Preserva- 
tion of  Manuscript  Records,  the  committee,  of  course,  taking  the  lead. 
It  seems  to  me  that  that  could  be  done,  and  one  place  made  an  object 
lesson,  and  it  would  be  easy  enough  to  go  on  after  that. 

Dr.  Dubbs:  We  as  laymen  are  apt  to  think  that  the  records  of  the 
courts  must  be  absolutely  impeccable,  that  everything  can  be  found 
there  if  we  only  went  to  look  for  it.  I  have  recently  had  occasion  to 
make  some  inquiries  with  regard  to  early  suits  in  court,  and  criminal 
trials,  and  I  must  confess  our  records  seem  to  be  in  a  condition  su«-h 
as  those  to  which  the  preceding  speaker  referred,  and  I  think  it  is 
just  an  excellent  place  where  the  work  ought  to  be  begun. 

Capt.  Richards:  I  think  I  can  mention  even  a  better  place  than 
that.  Lebanon  County  has  just  partly  lost  its  court  house,  our  records 
are  in  a  deplorable  condition.  Xow  they  are  going  to  build  a  new 
court-house.  If  this  Federation  of  Historical  Societies  would  make  an 
effort  to  induce  the  people  of  Lebanon  County  to  put  up  such  a  build- 
ing where  their  county  records  will  be  preserved  and  the  historical 
records  of  the  Historical  Society  of  Lebanon  County  will  bi  pre- 
served, they  will  be  doing  good  work. 
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The  President:  Isn't  the  new  court-house  going  to  be  a  fireproof 
building? 

Capt.  Kichards:  The  new  court-house  is  not  going  to  be  anything 
under  the  sun,  we  simply  know  they  are  going  to  put  something  up 
for  fifty  cents  that  they  ought  to  pay  a  dollar  for. 

Mr.  Prowell:  Isn't  it  a  matter  of  fact  and  law  that  the  preserva- 
tion of  records  of  Lebanon  County  is  with  the  county  commission 

The  President :    That  is  my  understanding  of  it. 

Capt.  Richards:  We  could  influence  our  county  commissioners  by 
our  action. 

Dr.  Jordan :  I  move  a  special  committee  of  five  be  appointed  for 
Lebanon  County  to  take  up  that  matter,  and  that  the  representative, 
in  connection  with  the  representative  from  the  Executive  Committee 
and  the  representatives  of  the  Lebanon  County  Historical  Society  be 
appointed  on  that  committee. 

Mr.  Kelker:    Second  the  motion. 

The  President:  It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  that  a  committee 
of  five  be  appointed  to  use  their  influence  with  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  Lebanon  County  to  see  to  the  proper  preservation  of  early 
records  of  Lebanon  County  Historical  Society. 

Mr.  Bair:  I  am  interested  in  this  particular  matter.  York  County 
has  erected  most  recently  a  new  and  modern  court-house.  I  was  one 
of  a  committee  of  three  appointed  in  the  wisdom  of  the  court  and  the 
county  commissioners  to  classify  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  or  more 
of  our  valuable  records.  I  have  always  called  them  garret  records  be- 
cause it  seemed  to  designate  the  place  where  they  had  been  tossed  and 
horned  about,  and  I  have  always  seen  those  papers  in  the  nature  of 
the  breaking  up  of  an  old  corn  fodder  stack  that  had  been  tramped 
about  and.  as  I  said,  horned  about.  Well,  we  put  those  records,  if 
we  do  compliment  ourselves,  in  most  excellent  condition,  and  when  the 
work  was  all  done,  and  the  records  put  in  bundles,  narrs  and  declara- 
tions and  petitions,  drafts  of  our  surveys,  and  all  that,  and  that  g  - 
to  make  up  the  value  of  a  court-house  record,  after  we  had  placed 
them  in  that  condition  there  was  no  place  that  they  could  be  evened 
to  except  boxes,  in  which  no  one  could  find  what  he  wanted,  not  even 
the  committee  that  had  put  them  together.  I  labored  with  everyone 
that  seemed  to  have  an  interest  in  the  appointment  of  this  committee 
in  the  first  place,  to  put  those  papers  in  such  condition  that  I 
would  be  available,  as  they  were  valuable.  Time  went  on,  And  ' 
boxes  were  opened  and  this  very  moment — and  this  is  confidential  in 
the  presence  of  this  Federation, — this  very  moment  those  paper-?,  while 
they  are  not  in  such  a  deplorable  condition  as  they  were  originally, 
yet  it  makes  my  heart  ache  when  1  go  into  that  garret  and  Bee  the 
money  that  was  expended  with  the  pure  motive  o(  preserving  to  tl    §e 
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who  may  come  after  us,  some  way  to  reach  what  they  wanted  to  know, 
and  see  the  papers  in  a  condition  that  seems  almost  Like  sacril  _ 
That  is  the  point  I  wanted  to  come  fee.     It  is  true  thai   I  :  <mis- 

sioners  are  the  conservators  and  trustees  of  those  papers,  but  when 
you  reach,  as  in  our  case,  a  point  where  the  papers  are  in  the  condi- 
tion they  are,  and  the  commissioners  will  not  act,  and  there  seems  to 
be  no  other  spur  than  this  as  it  is  presented  here  by  possibly  som-_- 
pointed  action  of  this  kind,  not  pointed  at  Lebanon  County  that  is  a 
cut-oft1  from  one  of  the  older  counties,  but  pointed  at  a  county  like 
ours  as  originally  surveyed  and  outlined.  It  may  be  Lebanon  County 
got  its  bad  example  before  it  was  Lebanon,  from  people  living  in 
Lancaster  County.  But.  Mr.  Chairman.  I  think  it  most  important  that 
this  be  carefully  worded  so  that  it  will  reach,  either  by  spike,  gimlet 
or  some  other  process,  the  brain  centre  of  county  commissioners  every- 
where in  Pennsylvania.  I  am  simply  showing  conditions  with  us.  If 
there  is  anybody  from  elsewhere  here  who  will  be  frank  enough,  he 
may  say  that  it  is  even  worse  there  than  with  us.  I  leave  it  to  this 
committee  to  frame  some  pointed  communication  whereby  to  notify 
the  commissioners  that  the  public,  is  taking  account  of  this  sacrilege. 

Dr.  Jordan :  I  accept  that  as  an  amendment  to  the  motion.  Lebanon 
and  York  counties. 

Mr.  Kelker :  Why  specialize  one  or  two  ?  For  the  past  year  I  have 
examined  records  and  there  are  plenty  of  counties  worse  than  York 
County. 

Dr.  Jordan:  The  statement  was  made  to  us  here  of  Lebanon  being 
in  a  terrible  condition.  I  thought  here  is  the  opportunity. 

The  President:  AVe  might  name  all  the  counties  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  to  be  examined. 

Dr.  Jordan :  My  recollection  is  that  one  of  the  objects  of  this 
Federation  is  to  see  to  the  preservation  of  the  records  and  here  is 
a  specified  county. 

The  Secretary :  Our  Constitution  does  not  say  county  records,  it 
says  manuscript  records. 

The  President:  Manuscript  records  include  county  records.  The 
motion  as  amended  is  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  communicate 
with  the  county  commissioners  of  Lebanon  County  and  York  County 
in  reference  to  the  preservation  of  their  records. 

Mr.  Bair:  I  must  oppose  such  an  amendment  as  that  attached  to 
Dr.  Jordan's  original  motion.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  York  (  >unty  and 
Lebanon  County  must  be  specifically  pointed  out  here,  for  other  coun- 
ties are  certainly  more  reprehensible  than  ours.  Why  not  ask  this 
Federation  to  suggest  like  action  to  all  delinquent  commission 
I  don't  want  Lebanon  and  York  counties  tt^  saddle  this  whole  mat 

Mr.  Williams:     That  is  just  the  point.     Don't  point  the  ringer  of 
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•scorn  at  one  or  two  counties.     The  fact  is  there  are  six  or  seven  coun- 
ties, Philadelphia  as  bad  as  any  of  them. 

I  would  like  to  move  an  amendment  to  that  motion,  if  it  is  '.  <■  ■:•*  I 
by  Dr.  Jordan,  that  this  committee  be  made  general,  and  that  its  work 
"be  directed  to  all  counties. 

The  President:    As  the  President  understands  it,  we  are  not  holding 
any  county  up  to  scorn.     It  was  only  suggested  that  we  begin  some- 
where.   In  my  opinion  it  is  a  question  absolutely  of  starting  in.     As  I 
•said,  I  would  rather  begin  with  twenty-four  saved  manuscripts  than 
with  all  the  general  reports  of  the  committees  that  have  pr<^- 
from  the  year  1  to  the  present  day.  and  not  have  these  reports  in  bo 
many  pages  and  signed  by  a  number  of  people  with  everybody's  ideas 
how  to  proceed  and  not  a  single  atom  of  work  done.     I  have  no  ob- 
jection to  mentioning  every  county  in  the  State.     I  say  let  us  de 
upon  some  place  where  these  people  can  get  to  work  and  save  a  paper. 
"What  we  want  is  the  saving  of  manuscripts  and  the  beginning 
work.     The  start  is  the  only  point  I  think  that  this  committee  has  to 
-ileal  with. 

Mr.  Sener:    Isn't  that  within  the  province  of  the  committee? 

The  President :     I  think  so. 

Mr.  Sener:  I  think  the  matter  has  now  gone  beyond  the  regular 
order.  We  have  a  committee  on  the  preservation  of  manuscript  rec- 
ords, let  us  define  to  that  committee  what  it  is  to  do.  I  can  cite  Lan- 
caster County  for  example.  In  the  cellar  of  the  Lancaster  County 
court-house  are  a  number  of  boxes  with  all  the  early  marriage  licens 
prior  to  1800,  and  a  great  number  of  road  reports,  and  so  forth.  In 
the  register's  office  are  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  wills  written  in 
German,  which  the  Genealogical  Society  of  Pennsylvania  has  t: 
lated.  and  its  record  is  the  only  record  of  it.  If  you  go  to  the  files 
and  look  up  in  the  index,  "John  Smith,  died  17!)0.  vol.  c,  page  so 
and  so,  or  vol.  A.  page  so  and  so."  and  refer  to  that  you  will  rind: 
"John  Smith's  will  written  in  High  German,  could  not  be  transcribed 
here."  Now  there  are  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  them  in  the 
Lancaster  County  records,  and  the  Pennsylvania  Genealogical  S.H-i^tv 
bad  them  translated.  Our  Lancaster  County  Historical  Society  passed 
a  resolution  about  five  years  ago  calling  the  attention  of  the  county 
commissioners  to  this,  and  asked  them  to  have  those  wills  transcribed 
bi  English.    What  have  they  done?    Nothing. 

Vvot  Himes:     Here  is  a  practical  suggestion.     The  oomraiss 
have  charge  of  these  papers.    If  you  will  go  to  the  ,\\\di:o  and 
interested  in  this  matter,  the  commissioners  will  act  under  his 
<ion,  and  you  will  have  less  difficulty.    That  is  the  way  it  was  done  in 
our  county.    Wo  (two  the  preservation  of  our  records  and  the  order 
in  which  they  are.  not  to  the  county  commissioners,  but  to  the  jud 
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The  President:    I  think  that  is  a  point  very  well  taken.     That  hag 
been  my  experience. 

Mr.  Prowell :  I  "was  triad  that  my  associate.  Mr.  Bafr,  made  that 
statement  a  -while  ago.  We  have  in  the  attic  of  our  new  court-bouse, 
which  cost  half  a  million  dollars,  those  records  Mr.  Bair  mentioned, 
which  are  tabulated  and  classified.  Let  me  add  this  to  that  -which 
he  explained.  At  the  special  suggestion  of  the  president  judge  of 
York  County  I  appeared  a  few  years  ago  before  the  board  of  York- 
County  commissioners,  the  president  of  whom  was  not  xcry  progres- 
sive, and  said  if  he  would,  employ  the  two  most  intelligent  janitors 
there  that  I  would  direct  them  how  they  should  put  those  papers  in 
proper  condition.  I  regret  to  say  that  that  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners did  not  act  in  obedience  to  the  request  of  the  president  judge 
of  York  County,  and  he  was  very  much  chagrined.  I  will  not  say  that 
that  is  characteristic  of  the  condition  of  affairs  with  all  of  the. county 
commissioners.  We  did  not  get  from  the  board  of  commi.ssinners  of 
York  County  for  three  years  any  appropriation  whatever  because  they 
thought  our  society  was  composed  of  wealthy  men.  By  a  little  per- 
suasion, coaxing,  a  little  manipulating,  the  board  of  commission. -rs 
have  given  us  an  appropriation  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  1 
Now  we  cannot  appoint  any  committee  here  that  seems  to  me  can  do 
anything  more  than  send  a  circular  letter  around  to  the  board  of  the 
county  commissioners  of  each  county,  and  at  the  same  time  ask  the 
members  of  historical  societies  in  the  different  counties  to  use  persua- 
sion rather  than  demand  to  have  those  records  preserved.  1  think 
that  getting  out  a  circular  letter  is  strictly  within  the  province  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

The  President:     I  think  so,  and  it  will  have  the  effect  of  putting 
the  thing  to  sleep.     Nothing  can  be  done  by  circular  letters. 

Mr.  Bair:  I  want  to  offer  my  view  of  that  matter.  I  have  given 
some  thought  to  it.  how  to  propel  the  powers  that  be  at  home  to  do 
things  that  everybody  else  seems  to  think  reasonable  and  proper.  I 
have  had  close  relationship  with  those  papers,  having  spent  about 
nine  months  in  classifying  them,  and  I  continue  that  interest.  I  want 
to  see  them  preserved.  I  believe  that  if  this  Federation  wen1  to  p  iss 
a  resolution,  and  then  issue  a  circular  letter  to  the  county  commis- 
sioners, and  if  the  officials  of  the  local  historical  societies  were  notil 
of  the  time  that  such  letter  was  to  be  sent  to  the  commissioners,  and 
the  local  historical  societies  would  hold  meetings  to  which  they  would

ADDRESS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  President  addressed  the  Federation  as  follows : 

"As  President  of  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Socn  ti  s 
it  is  my  privilege  to  report  progress  in  the  various  departments  oi  the 
association  as  the  reports  of  the  different  committees  will  show. 

"The  interest  taken  of  late  in  historical  research,  and  the  preserva- 
tion of  ancient  documents,  is  not  confined  to  Pennsylvania  or  the  States 
of  the  Federal  Union,  but  appears  to  be  universal.  In  the  British  do- 
main, at  home  and  abroad,  as  well  as  on  the  continent,  both  in  France 
and  Germany,  systematic  efforts  are  being  made  to  gather  and  arrange 
in  the  various  archives  and  universities  all  material  relating  to  either 
public  or  family  history,  legal,  military  or  genealogical.  In  many  cases 
important  historical  documents  have  been  published  in  whole  or  in 
part,  occasionally  in  fac  simile. 

"In  our  own  country  in  addition  to  the  different  State  Historical. 
Hereditary,  Patriotic  and  Genealogical  Societies,  who  have  done  exem- 
plary work  in  gathering  and  publishing  valuable  material,  we  must 
mention  the  American  Historical  Association,  which,  through  its  vari- 
ous committees  and  conferences,  has  done  such  notable  work  in  this 
line.  The  same  is  true  of  the  American  Society  oi  Church  Hist*  ry,  and 
the  American  Jewish  Historical  Society,  and  much  credit  is  due  unto 
them  for  their  careful  research  and  valuable  publications. 

"To  such  an  extent  has  this  work  progressed  that  it  is  hv  no  m< 
an  unusual  case  for  historical  students  in  search  of  mater:.

"In  this  class  the  speaker  does  not  include  the  professional  gen 
gist  or  the  searcher  for  visionary  millions. 

"Often  some  of  the  very  documents  which  have  lain  dormant  f 
century  and  over  in  some  of  our  out-of-the-way  County  Court  H< 
neglected  and  forgotten,  brittle,  discolored  and  fragmentary,  are 
gently  sought  for  by  the  authorities  to  settle  some  disputed  fact 
student  to  establish  some  precedent  of  great  historical  important 
give  a  clue  where  such  evidence  may  be  found. 

''The  same  rule  and  argument  applies  to  the  early  church  and  s 
records  of  our  own  State  and  the  country  at  large. 

"As  an  illustration  of  this  the  speaker  will  say  that  in  arrangi-  ;  s 
neglected  and  long  forgotten  document  belonging  to  a  certain  frai    r- 
nal  organization  of  this  State,  Colonial  and  Revolutionary  di  c 
and  matter  were  found  which  made  it  necessary  to  re-write  the  ei 
history  of  the  organization,   further  the  papers   gave   us   informal 
regarding  some  of  the  chief  actors  in  our  struggle  for  freedom 
the  British  rule, — all  of  which  was  heretofore  entirely  unknown. 

"Nor  is  this  an  isolated  case — but  may  apply  to  many  sets  of  reo  I  Is, 

be  they  public,  personal,  religious  or  legal,  whose  owners  or  cus 
fail  to  see  the  importance  of  careful  preservation  or  knowledge  ox  I 
contents. 

"Mow  important  it  is  that  legal  documents  in  private  possession  should 

be  properly  placed  on  record  is  shown  by  a  case  in  Lancaster  ( 
where  in  completing  the  purchase  of  a  large  tract  of  land  for  char- 
itable purposes  it  was  found  that  no  less  than  a  hundred  and  twenty 
odd  Deeds  covering  these  properties  had  never  been  placed  on  rec   r  I. 

"This  is  but  another  instance  which  showed  the  importance

"I  had  intended  to  represent  the  Federation  at  the  m< 
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American  Historical  Association  in  New  York  last  week,  but  was  pre- 
vented by  the  inclement  weather  and  indisposition. 

"I  would  here  call  the  attention  of  the  members  to  the  importance  of 
obtaining-  funds  from  the  State  for  our  uses  in  the  furtherance  of  our 
efforts  to  bring  about  a  systematic  movement  throughout  the  Si 
looking  to  the  Preservation.  Collation,  Indexing:  and  making  ava:. 
the  official  manuscript  records  in  our  various  county  court  houses — a 
work  that  should  be  taken  up  by  the  various  county  societies,  in  getting 
the  county  commissioners  interested,  whose  duty  it  really  is  under  the 
law  as  I  understand  it. 

"In  conclusion  I  would  suggest  the  advisability  of  holding  our  next 
annual  meeting  in  Philadelphia.  The  Hall  of  the  Historical  Society 
would  be  available,  where  two  sessions  could  be  held  and  the  members 
have  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  various  large  libraries  and  learned  in- 
stitutions in  and  about  the  city."

As  pertaining  to  the  matter  of  nominating  officers,  and  before  the 
committee  appointed  to  make  nominations  entered  upon  that  work, 
the  Secretary  said  that  he  felt  that  he  ought  to  state  that  his  attention 
had  been  called  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Samuel  M.  Sener.  who  is  a  mem- 
ber of  our  Executive  Committee,  is  no  longer  a  member  of  the  Lan- 
caster County  Historical  Society.

The  Secretary  stated  further  that  there  is  a  similar  C 
tion  as  to  some  others  of  the  present  officers,  and  that  it  might  he 
well  for  the  Federation  to  make  a  ruling  as  to  the  matter,  or  point  at 
issue,  as  to  whether  it  has  any  bearing  or  not.  adding  that  iu 
brought  up  the  question  from  a  sense  of  duty  only,  and  for  no  1 
reason,  and  to  prevent  any  misunderstanding.

I 
Ninth  Congressional  District  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  a] 
ating  thirtv  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  memorial  to  R     i  rt 
Fulton   in   commemoration   of   said   Fulton's   ingenious   and    w 
application  to  steam  to  the  propulsion  of  boats:  and 

"Whereas.  Said  bill  proposes  that  the  design   and  construe: 
said  memorial  shall  be  in  commemoration  of  the  centennial  of  R 
Fulton's   historic   achievement ;   and 

"Whereas.  Such  memorial  is  to  be  erected  in  the  county  and, 
in  which  Robert  Fulton  was  horn  and  educated;  now,  therefore, 
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"Resok'ed,  by  the  Lancaster  County  Historical  Society  and  citizens 

assembled  at  the  birthplace  of  the  inventor,  in  celebration  of  the  cen- 
tenary of  his  distinguished  services,  That  the  Congress  of  the  United 

States  be  memorialized  and  earnestly  urged  to  enact,  during  the  Sixty- 
first  Congress,  the  bill  referred  to  in  the  preamble  of  this  resolution.*' 

In  pursuance  of  that  I  would  like  to  offer,  Mr.  President,  this  reso- 
lution to  this  Federation  of  Historical  Societies : 

''Resolved,  That  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Societies 
cordially  endorses  and  earnestly  urges  the  bill  presented  to  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  by  Congressman  VV.  W.  Griest  of  the 
Ninth  Congressional  District  of  Pennsylvania,  appropriating  thirty 
thousand  dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  memorial  to  Robert  Fulton  in 
commemoration  of  said  Fulton's  ingenious  and  scientific  application  of 
steam  to  the  propulsion  of  vessels,  a  bill  presented  in  pursuance  to 
the  resolutions  adopted  by.  the  mass  meeting  of  5,000  citizens,  assembled 
September  21,  at  Fulton  House  on  the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of 
Tablets  presented  by  the  Lancaster  County  Historical  Society  to  mark 
the  birthplace  of  Robert  Fulton." 

On  motion,  the  resolution  was  unanimously  agreed  to.

I  re- 
plied to  these  people  that  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical 
Societies  has  no  home  of  its  own,  and,  therefore,  is  not  prepared  to 
store  anything  along  the  line  of  exchanges  ;  and  I  might  say,  in  addi- 
tion to  that  fact,  that  within  the  last  two  or  three  years  quite  a  good 
deal  of  matter  has  been  coming  to  me  as  the  Secretary  of  this  Associa- 
tion, and  is  being  stored  in  my  private  house  at  Ileilman  Dale.

What  to  do  with  this  material  that  is  accumulating  on  my  hands  for 
this  Association? 

Mr.  Montgomery:     Mr.  President,  I  move  that  Dr.  Ileilman  be  al- 
lowed to  keep  it;  hold  it  for  the  purpose  of  reference. 

(Motion  agreed  to.) 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Mr.  President,  I  think  that  the  invitation  from 
the  committee  in  charge  of  the  affairs  at  the  Lancaster  inauguration  oi 
the  President  would  require  some  little  different  acknowledgment.  .. 
I  would  suggest  a  resolution,  asking  the  President  of  the  Federation 
to  convey  to  the  committee  our  appreciation  of  this  very  kind  invita- 
tion, and  the  wish  that  the  very  best  success  attend  the  efforts  of  the 
new  President  in  the  future. 

Mr.  Lamberton  :     Mr.   President,  as  an  amendment  to  that,  as  the 
Treasurer  of  our  association  expects  to  be  in  Lancaster.  I   move  that 
he  (Benjamin  M.  Nead,  Esq..)  be  requested  officially  to  represe:r. 
Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Societies. 

Mr.  Montgomery:     I  think  that  would  be  a  good  idea.     Then  I  II 
it  as  a  motion,  that  Mr.  Xead  be  our  official  representative  at  the  in- 
auguration of  President  Apple,  and  that  he  convey  our  wishes  for  his 
best    success   in    his    future   field. 
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The  Secretary :  I  am  glad  to  know  of  that,  and  as  I  expect  to  go 
direct  from  here  to  Lancaster  to  the  meeting-  of  the  Board  tomorrow 
at  eleven  o'clock,  of  which  I  am  Secretary  pro  tern.,  I  might  state 
that  fact  there,  and  secure  Mr.  Xead  a  place  where  the  ceremonies  will 
come  oft. 

Mr.  Lamberton :  I  would  say  that  Mr.  Xead  will  officially  represent 
Yale  University  at  the  Apple  inauguration,  so  that  a  place  will  be  re- 
served for  him. 

(Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted.) 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  reported  as  follows : 

"At  the  time  of  my  last  report,  Jan.  7,  1909.  thirty-one  Societies  were 
reported  as  being  members  of  the  Federation.  Since  that  time  one 
body  has  come  in.  viz. :  the  Library  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons  of  Pennsylvania,  making  thirty-two  as  the  num- 
ber of  members  at  this  time,  a  gain  of  one  during  the  year.  Corre- 
spondence was  had  with  other  historical  societies  and  bodies  in  the 
State  relative  to  uniting  with  our  federated  body,  but  without  definite 
result.  Of  the  32  Societies,  29  have  paid,  .their  annual  dues,  amounting 
to  58  dollars,  which  have  been  paid  over  to  our  Treasurer,  as  will 
appear  in  his  report. 

"On  June  4  of  last  year  (1909),  copies  of  the  printed  Acts  and  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Annual  Meeting,  held  January  7,  1909.  were  mailed  out 
to  Societies  in  the  Federation,  to  its  officers,  to  the  members  oi  the 
Standing  Committees,  and  to  a  number  of  State  and  national  histori- 
cal societies  and  libraries.  This  publication,  comprising  46  pages,  be- 
sides giving  an  account  of  the  proceedings  at  the  annual  meeting,  con- 
tains a  number  of  reports  which  have  given  the  publication  conceded 
value  in  the  opinion  of  many  librarians,  and  has  commanded  attention 
and  study  in  many  places. 

"No  meeting  was  held  by  the  Executive  Committee  during  the  vear. 
nor,  as  far  as  is  known  to  your  Secretary,  by  any  of  the  Standing 
Committees. 

"Beside  the  published  Acts  and  Proceedings,  two  other  publications 
were  gotten  out  during  the  year  under  the  auspices  ,n  the  Federation, 
namely:  The  Bibliography  of  Washington  County,  as  Xo.  1  in  the 
scries  of  county  bibliographies  to  be  compiled,  and  The  Bibliography 

of  Lebanon  County,  as  Xo.  2  in  that  series,  and  copies  distributed  to 
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the  constituent  societies.  These  bibliographies  are  well  gotten  jjp,  are 
very  interesting'  in  their  way,  comprise  minute  details,  and  evidence 
much  research  and  labor  oil  the  part  of  their  compilers,  Boyd  Crum- 
nnc.  Esq.,  of  Washington,  Pa.,  in  the  one  case,  and'  the  Rev.  P.  C 
Croll,  D.D.,  of  Lebanon,  Pa.,  in  the  other.  If  no  actually  aggressive 
work  has  been  done  during  the  year  by  the  Federation,  at  least  here 
is  something,  and  something  accomplished  of  real  practical  value.  Re- 
quests for  copies  of  these  publications  have  come  to  your  Secretary 
from  many  libraries. 

"In  the  report  of  statistics  to  be  annexed,  giving  the  names  of  the 
Societies,  the  names  and  addresses  of  their  1909  officers,  number  of 
members,  number  of  meetings  held,  and  their  publicaiions,  papers, 
addresses  and  special  events,  it  is  hoped  when  finished  a  showing  more 
complete  than  that  of  previous  reports  along  the  same  line  will  appear, 
and  add  so  much  more  to  the  value  of  this  annual.  Taking  the 
judgment  of  many  in  the  Federation  that  the  value  of  this  table  would 
be  further  enhanced  by  the  addition  of  the  names  of  the  authors  or 
writers  of  Papers  listed  in  the  table,  your  compiler  will  make  the  best 
endeavor  to  supply  as  far  as  possible  this  desired  additional  data  in 
1  lie  forthcoming  report.

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Secretary  was  adopted,  and  ordered  to 
be  spread  on  the  minutes. 

The  Secretary  added  verbally  that  since  the  close  of  his  written  re- 
port he  had  a  note  from  Mr.  E.  C.  Jellett,  a  member  of  the  Site  and 
Relic  Society  of  Germantow'n,  that  that  Society  had  voted  to  join  the 
federation,  and  had  instructed  its  Secretary,  Mr.  W«.  E.  Chapman, 
t<»  make  due  application  for  admission.  This  statement  as  to  the  pur- 
pose of  that  Society  to  join  the  Federation  was  confirmed  by  Miss 
Campbell  here  at  the  meeting,  she.  also  being  a  member  of  the  Site  and 
Relic  Society,  she  further  affirming  that  its  Board  oi  Directors  as  far 
back  as  last  September  had  issued  instructions  to  its  Secretary  to  apply 
for  membership,  altho,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  ami  according  to  his  state- 
ment, no  such  application  had  been  received  by  the  Secretary  oi  the 
Federation. 

In  view  of  this  statement  on  the  part  of  Miss  Campbell,  and  her 
application  now  in  person  for  admission  of  the  Society  named,  the 
opinion  was  expressed  that  the  Federation  can  act  in  the  matter  right 
n*w,  following  which  a  motion  was  offered  to  admit  the  Society,  which 
motion  was  agreed  to.

REPORTS    OF    THE    STANDING    COMMITTEES. 

a.     On   Bibliography. 

The  Committee  on  Bibliography,  Dr.  Jordan,  Chairman,  reported  as 
follows : 

Dr.  Jordan,  Chairman:     I  do  not  know  that  T  can  make  very  m 
of    a    report.      The    Committee    on    Bibliography    has    to    a  cert 
degree  secured  a  bibliography    of    Chester    county,    which    is    in  I 
hands   of    Mr.    Cope.      It    has    also    had    offered    to    it  and    accepte  I 
at  the  previous   meeting   a  bibliography   of   Lancaster  county,   v. 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Librarian,  or  will  be.  for  publication.     1 
publications   of   the   bibliographies    of  two   oi   our   counties   have   i 
doubt  been  received  by  all  the  different  societies.     I  have  written  I  ' 
Mr.  Tubbs,   of  Tioga  county,  if  he  can  amplify  his  bibliography 
that  county,  which  he  has  promised  to  do.     I  do  not  know  that  I 
make   any  suggestions   except   in   a  general   way.   and  that   is  that 
will  be  very  desirable,  especially  of  the  older  counties,  that  an  attempt 
be  made  as  has  been  done  in  Lancaster,  to  prepare,  or  to  comm< 
to  prepare,  their  bibliographies, — for  instance,  Berks,  and  Bucks, 
Chester,  and  Delaware  have  commenced  to  prepare  bibliographies 
the  publications  of  their  counties. 

Mr.  Montgomery:     Mr.  President,  in  addition  to  what  Dr.  Joi 
has  said,   I   would  like  to  state  to  the  Federation,  that   we  are  c  ri 
fronted  with  the  same  condition  that  existed  after  the  last  Feder 
meeting.     The   fact  that   the   appropriation   made  by   the    Legisl 
would  very  soon  lapse,*   made  it   necessary   that   we  should  act    • 
quickly  in  order  to  get  any  use  of  the  sum  that   had  been   voted 
the  Legislature.     We  paid  out  of  that   fund   for  the  minutes 
proceedings  of  the  last  year:  and  then   I   endeavored  to  gei    tin 
liographies  pushed   forward  in  such  a  way  that  they  could  be  prinu 
•out  of  that  appropriation.     We  succeeded  in  getting   I 
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•See  Foot-note  pase  36. 
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liogtaphy  of  Washington  county  as  Xo.  i,  and  of  Lebanon  county  as 
No.  2,  and  I  hoped  that  we  could  also  get  out  the  Chester  o. 
bibliography,  but  1  have  discovered  that  it  contains  some  errors, 
although  Mr.  Cope  has  not  told  me  so  himself,  and  it  will  take  some 
time  before  that  will  be  ready  for  publication.  The  Lanca-ter  county 
bibliography  was  not  ready  for  printing  at  that  time.  So  that  unfor- 
tunately the  sum  voted  by  the  Legislature  lapsed**  before  we  could 
put  into  print  all  the  bibliographies  that  were  available.  N< 
theless,  we  made  a  beginning,  and  these  first  two  numbers  have -been 
published,  and  been  sent  to  all  the  societies,  and  if  there  are  any 
members  of  the  Federation  that  want  them,  their  request  for  them 
will  be  favorably  considered  up  to  the  number  of  copies  that  we  have 
on  hand,  and  it  will  be  a  pleasure  to  send  them  to  any  member  of  any 
affiliated  society. 

The  President:     In  connection  with  this,   I  would  ask  the  delegate 
from   the   Site   and   Relic    Society   whether   there   has   been   an   effort 
made,  or  a  commencement  made,  of  getting  up  a  bibliography-  of 
publications    of    Germantown.   I    am    under    the    impression    that     1 
heard  something  of  that. 

Miss  Campbell:  I  think  our  librarian  is  preparing  such  a  bib- 
liography now,  he  and  Mr.  Jeannette  together.  Mr.  Jeannette  is 
Treasurer  of  our  Library  Committee.  They  are  preparing  a  bib- 
liography, and  I  think  it  is  pretty  well  under  way.     We  are  collect     g 

all  of  the  books  and  publications  about  Germantown  and  hunting  up 
all  about  the  Germantown  people  that  we  possibly  can,  and  we  already 
have  quite  a  considerable  collection  in  our  museum.

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Mr.  Jordan:  We  are  glad  that  the  Site  and  Relic  Society  of  Ger- 
mantown  is  at  work.  It  has  one  of  the  most  important  work  or  the 
histories  in  the  State. 

Mr.  Prowell:  Mr.  President,  at  the  last  meeting  I  think  I  sug- 
gested a  certain  gentleman,  whose  name  I  do  not  care  to  mention  now, 
because  I  have  not  talked  to  "him  recently.  I  asked  him  to  get  up  a 
bibliography  of  York  county.  He  is  adapted  to  it,  because  he  is  a

Mr.  Montgomery:     Tell  us  what  you  know. 

Dr.  Himes :  Mr.  President,  I  would  speak  for  our  Carlisle  associa- 
tion; that  we  are  not  altogether  inactive  in  this  matter.  We  have 
started  two  books,  a  bibliography  of  Cumberland  county  which  is  to 
include  all  books  by  whomsoever  written  or  wherever  published,  or 
publications  of  any  kind  that  contain  any  information  or  promise  of 
information  in  regard  to  Cumberland  or  any  part  of  it.  We  have 
started  another  book  which  follows  the  lines  of  the  Washington 
county  publication,  a  book  in  which  we  endeavor  to  get  the  titles  oi 
all  books  or  publications,  newspapers,  posters  or  anything  else  having 
a  Cumberland  author,  a  Cumberland  county  publisher  or  a  Cumber- 
land printer.  These  two  books  are  in  course  of  growth.  It  is  a  matter 
of  time  to  complete  them.  Our  publications  run  back  pretty  far,  and 
every  day  a  new  publication  is  coming  to  life,. but  I  do  not  know  when 
we  will  be  ready  to  have  them  go  into  the  hands  of  the  printer.  I 
simply  make  this  statement  to  show  the  lines  along  which  we  are 
working  and  that  we  are  not  altogether  inactive  in  the  matter. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Bibliography  was  received  and 
adopted. 

b.     On  Historical  Activity, 

The  Committee  on  Historical  Activity,  James  M.  Lamberton.  Esq.. 
Chairman,   reported   as   follows : 

Mr.  Lamberton.  Chairman:     Mr.  President,  by  way  of  a  report  of 
the   committee   on    Historical   Activity.    I    can   say    its   inactivity   may 
properly   be   called   masterful   or   masterly.      The   Committee   hai 
succeeded  in  getting  the  information  it  had  hoped  to  get  from  certain 
gentlemen,  and  the  sinews  of  war  have  been  wanting;  it.  therefore. 
to  report  little  progress. 
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The  President:  The  society  has  heard  the  report.  What  action  is 
to  be  taken?     Xo  objection  it  will  be  received  and  filed. 

c.     On  Exchanging  Duplicates. 

The  President:  The  Committee  on  Exchanging  Duplicates  will 
report.  Is  there  any  member  of  that  committee  here?  Mr.  Cope, 
have  you  any  report  to  make? 

Mr.  Cope :     I  did  not  remember  of  being  on  that  committee. 

Mr.  Jordan:  Mr.  President,  in  that  connection  I  want  to  say  that 
I  commenced  about  a  month  ago  to  make  an  assortment  of  duplicates 
which  we  have  in  the  library.  It  may  be  acceptable  to  different  coun- 
ties, but  it  is  a  job  that  I  can  only  do  at  times.  So  it  is  progressing 
slowly.  I  suppose  we  have,  about  40  or  50  duplicates  and  I  am  making 
a  selection  of  duplicates  for  our  own  use  as  well  as  for  others.  I 
suppose  during  the  present  year  I  will  know  pretty  well  what  we  have. 

Capt.  Richards:  Mr.  President,  it  is  hardly  fair  to  the  Committee 
on  Duplicates.  I  think  it  is  the  Washington  County  Historical  Society 
that  has  issued  a  pamphlet  showing  what  duplicates  they  have  on  hand, 
and  that  much  progress  at  least  has  been  made?  I  believe  it  is  Wash- 
ington county.     So  that  some  action  at  least  has  been  taken. 

The  Secretary:  Supplementary  to  Capt.  Richard's  remarks,  relative 
to  the  Washington  county  society  as  having  issued  a  printed  list  of  its 
duplicates.  I  beg  to  say  that  I  also  have  word  from  the  Bucks  county 
Society  that  it  is  at  work  on  this  same  matter.  On  the  printed  call 
for  this  meeting  there  was  entered  a  request,  formulated  last  year  by 
the  Federation,  that  each  society  in  it  annually  furnish  such  a  list.  1 
have  replies  from  only  two  societies  along  that  line  in  response  to 
this  official  request  in  the  call. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Exchanging  Duplicates  was  re- 
ceived and  ordered  to  be  filed. 

d.     On  Preserving  Manuscript  Records. 

The  President:  The  Committee  on  Preserving  Manuscript  Records 
will  report. 

The  Committee  on  Preserving  Manuscript  Records.  Geo.  Steinm.vi. 
Chairman,  reported  as  follows : 

Mr.  Steinman.  Chairman:  Lancaster  has  been  doing  something. 
We  have  a  lawyer  in  Lancaster,  Mr.  Eshelman,  who  is  very  active  in 
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that   business,   and   he   has   put   together   a   great   many   papers    in    I 
cellar  of  our  court  house,  packed  away  for  future  use.  and  we  proj 
eventually  to  get  at  them.     lie  could  not  come  himself,  so  he  sent  this 
communication  to  the  Federation,  which  I  now  hand  to  the  President. 


Capt.  Richards:  Mr.  President,  in  that  connection,  although  I  am 
not  on  that  committee,  I  will  add  to  that  report  what  Lebanon  County 
Historical  Society  is  doing.  We  have  been  actively  interested  in 
looking  up  all  the  records  of  Lebanon  county,  and  we  have  the  promise 
that  when  our  new  court  house  is  erected. — I  do  not  know  when  that 
will  be,  but  I  understand  it  will  go  up  some  time  or  other, — but  when 
it  lis  erected  such  steps  will  be  taken  that  we  will  be  in  position  to 
properly  preserve  our  manuscript  records  and  other  records  of  tl 
county,  and  such  preservation  will  be  given  attention  at  that  time. 
As  you  know,  our  court  house  was  burned  down. 

The  Secretary  read  Mr.  Eshleman's  letter. 

''Lancaster,  Pa.,  January  5,  1910. 
"Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Societies,  Harrisburg,  Pemia. : 

''Mr.  President  and  Members  As  to  steps  towards  preserving  the 
ancient  documents  and  other  valuable  historical  data  found  in  our 
Court  House,  both  on  the  main  floor  and  in  the  cellar.  I  have  done 
as  follows : 

"(I)  I  have  made  an  inventory  of  all  the  old  dockets  that  are  in 
existence  here  from  1729  to  about  1850  and  have  typewritten  lists  oi 
them.  I  have 'also  seen  to  it  that  they  are  in  proper  closets  where  they 
are  for  the  present  safe.  They  are  not  classified  so  that  if  any  one 
wishes  to  find  a  particular  docket  he  may  be  required  to  search  through 
a  large  number  of  them. 

"(2)  In  addition  to  this  I  have  collected  the  dockets  of  unusual 
character  .together,  such  as  those  containing  the  lists  of  persons  drafted 
in  the  Civil  War  in  this  County  and  a  great  variety  of  others. 

"(3)  Wt  have  collected  and  they  are  now  all  in  a  safe  place,  the 
assessment  lists  of  this  County  and  at  one  time  borough  and  now  City 
but  have  nothing  earlier  than  I752land  there  are  only  a  few  of  [752  up 
to  1760  and  after  1760  there  are  a  large  number  oi  them  on  hand. 

"(4)    There  are  a  great  many  papers  which  at  present  are  in  a  - 
place  and  I  have  not  gone  through  these  because  I  have  not  had  I  w 
time,  but   we  propose   to   do   so  'in   the   vacation   months   of  Jul) 
August.     I  believe  there  are  many  valuable  papers  among  them. 

"(5)     Among  some  of  the  most   interesting  next  to  the  assess 
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lists  are  the  reports  of  the  County  Treasurer  from  about  1785  to  18 jo 
or  1812  and  the  first  criminal  and  civil  dockets,  which  we  have  intact 
from  1729,  the  organization  of  the  County  to  the  Revolutionary  War. 

Yours  very  truly, 

H.  FRANK  ESHLEMAN." 

Capt.  Richards ;  Mr.  Eshleman  is  very  active  in  that  work,  and  I 
know  he  will  preserve  all  those  records.  I  move  the  Federation  tender 
him  its  thanks  for  that  work. 

(Motion  agreed  to.) 

Mr.  Montgomery :  Air.  President,  following  up  that  general  sub- 
ject, we  had  at  the  last  meeting  a  considerable  amount  of  talk  with 
regard  to  those  manuscript  records,  and  we  went  so  far  as  to  suggest 
that  a  beginning  be  made  in  some  particular  county,  through  the  activi- 
ties of  this  Federation  and  in  conjunction  with  the  State  Department, 
the  Division  of  Public  Records,  and  I  made  the  statement  then  'that  the 
officers  of  the  State  could  take  a  very  active  interest  in  the  repairing 
of  the  papers  and  in  the  arranging  of  the  papers  of  any  section  that 
might  be  indicated  in  any  geographical  position  within  the  State.  In 
fact  I  go  further  than  that,  by  saying  that  I  did  not  expect  the  as- 
sistants in  that  Division  to  do  this  work  until  it 'became  so  evident  to 
the  authorities  that  it  was  the  proper  thing  to  do  that  they  will  take 
the  matter  up  themselves.  A  couple  of  counties  were  mentioned  in 
which  the  records  seem  to  have  been  treated  with  less  care  than  in 
others,  and  then  a  motion  was  made  that  a  beginning  be  made  in  those 
counties,  and  an  objection  was  made  because  those  eounties  did  not 
think  they  should  be  made  examples  of.  The  remarks  I  then  made 
were  as  follows  :l 

"As  the  President  understands  it,  we  are  not  holding  any  county  up 
to  scorn.  It  was  only  suggested  that  we  begin  somewhere.  In  my 
opinion  it  is  a  question  absolutely  of  starting  in.  As  I  said,  I  would 
rather  begin  with  twenty-four  saved  manuscripts  than  with  all  the 
general  reports  of  the  committee  that  have  preceded  from  the  year  one 
to  the  present  day,  and  not  have  these  reports  in  so  man)  pages  and 
signed  by  a  number  of  people  with  everybody's  ideas  how  to  proceed 
and  not  a  single  atom  of  work  done.  I  have  no  objection  to  mention- 
ing every  county  in  the  State.  I  say,  let  us  decide  upon  some  \ 
where  these  people  can  get  to  work  and  save  a  paper.  What  we  • 
is  the  saving  of  manuscripts  and  the  beginning  of  work.  The  start  is 
the  only  point  I  think  that  this  committee  has  to  deal  with." 

I  think  we  ought  to  indicate  some  places  where  there  are  papers  that 
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need  attention,  and  that  we  ought  to  say  to  'these  officials  that  the)  go 
to  work  and  repair  their  papers.  Now  Mr.  Eshleman's  work  is  excel- 
lent, it  is  an  absolute  beginning.  But  there  must  be  hundreds  of  other 
places,  counties  and  towns  and  all  sorts  of  places,  where  this  work 
should  be  appreciated,  and  L  shall  never  feel  satisfied  with  our  work 
along  this  line  until  we  do  some  very  active  things  to  secure  the 
preservation  of  these  priceless  relics. 

Mr.  Cope:  Our  records  are  in  pretty  good  condition,  and  I  am 
watching  that  they  are  not  destroyed.  My  idea  was  that  the  committee 
ought  to  make  some  effort  to  influence  the  officials  in  other  counties 
than  our  own,  and  that  was  something  that  we  had  not  done,  and  yet  it 
was  not  out  of  mind  at  all.  For  my  part,  I  thought  about  it  a  great  many 
times,  and  I  hope  something  may  be  prepared  iri  the  way  of  an  address 
to  county  officials,  and  that  seems  the  only  available  way  when  we  can 
not  visit  places.     1  hope  it.  may  be  done  in  the  near  future. 

The  Secretary:  I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Montgomery  what  sug- 
gestion he  would  make  to  get  the  work  started  which  he  has  so  well 
delineated  or  mapped  out. 

Mr.  Montgomery :  If  I  were  to  do  such  a  thing  I  would  proceed  as 
follows :  I  would  bring  this  committee  together  and  get  them  to  write 
a  letter  to  the  County  Commissioners,  or  the  officers  having  such  papers 
in  charge,  and  ask  them  whether  they  would  care  to  meet  with  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee,  or,  say,  the  Director  of  the  Division  of  Public 
Records,  to  have  a  talk  over  the  matter  and  to  bring  the  matter  before 
a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners.  Let  permission  be  had  to  take  cer- 
tain papers  which  need  attention  and  exhibit  them  as  examples  of  how 
such  papers  should  be  dealt  with,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  in  any  en- 
lightened community  the  effect  would  be  at  least  to  start  the  work,  and 
by  continuing  these  very  generous  offers  these  people  might  be  led  to 
continue  work  on  these  very  valuable  papers  of  theirs,  and  see  to  it  that 
they  are  all  put  into  proper  condition.  I  think  the  State  could  do  no 
better  work  than  to  proceed  along  these  lines. 

Mr.  Powell:  Mr.  Chairman,  about  four  years  ago  I  went,  along 
with  another  gentleman,  to  the  court  house  at  York  ;  we  found  a  num- 
ber of  valuable  documents.  And  about  ten  years  ago — I  was  not  in 
York  at  that  time — I  spent  two  or  three  weeks  in  a  certain  place,  along 
with  some  gentleman  who  unfortunately  is  not  now  living;  we  found 
^11  the  muster  rolls,  excepting  one  battalion  oi  soldiers  that  was  en- 
listed in  the  opening  of  the  Revolution  in  1775.  and  those  we  took  our- 
selves down  and  put  them  into  the  rooms  of  the  Historical  Society, 
which  is  in  the  court  house.    Then  about  two  or  three  years  ag 
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tain  lady,  a  practical  genealogist,  had  permission  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners, and  she  looked  through  a  great  number  of  papers,  and,  I  think 
she  found  at  least  fifty  papers  relating  to  the  Revolutionary  service,  to 
the  soldiers  of  the  Revolution,  and  some  ef  the  pensioners  under  the 

Act  of  18 — ,  I  think  it  was  that .    So  we  have  in  our  society,  I  d ) 

not  know  just  the  number,  but  a  large  number  of  papers  that  we  ob- 
tained from  the  court  records.  We  could  not  get  them  and  put  them 
anywhere  else  without  the  permission  of  the  county  commissioners.  1 
only  rose  to  say  that  we  have  in  our  possession  quite  a  collection  of 
papers  that  were  taken  from  the  records  of  the  Court  House  and  placed 
among  the  archives  of  the  Historical  Society  of  York  County.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  these  muster  rolls  were  found  by  accident.  I  never 
knew  they  were  left  there.  I  also  got  a  larg  number  of  newspaper  files 
bound  years  ago  by  the  county  commissioners.  I  just  took  those  down 
and  put  them  in  the  library.  I  would  like  to  make  a  rtport  about  some 
rare  books.  I  bought  at  a  sale  in  Philadelphia  about  four  years  ago  a 
book  printed  in  Hanover,  York  county,  for  which  I  had  to  pay  S70.  I 
would  not  have  paid  that  much  had  I  not  received  a  telegram  from 
some  .body  from  York  to  buy  the  book  whatever  it  sold  fur.  Xow  that 
is  a  book  that  we  had  printed  in  Hanover,  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
for  Frederick  Valentine.  My  instructions  were  to  buy  the  book  what- 
ever it  sold  for.  Xow  I  would  like  to  know  why  there  are  not  more 
copies  of  that  book.  I  have  searched  high  and  low  in  Hanover  for  that 
book,  and  I  only  know  of  seven  copies  in  existence.  The  one  Gover- 
nor Pennypacker  had  I  found  in  an  attic  about  fourteen  years  ago,  and. 
not  thinking  much  about  it.  I  gave  it  to  Mr.  Henry  Laird.  Recently  1 
discovered  a  letter  from  the  Governor  to  the  effect  that  that  book  had 
been  presented  to  him.  I  do  not  know  of  more  than  seven  copies,  and 
I  would  like  to  know  why  not  more  copies  are  to  be  found. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Preserving  Manuscript  Records 
was  received  and  adopted. 

e.     On  Publication  of  Lists. 

The  Committee  on  Publications  of  Lists.  Dr.  Chas.  Hirnes,  Chair- 
man,   reported   as    follows: 

Dr.  Llimes,  Chairman:  I  would  just  state  here  that  I  really  have  no 
report.  I  was  not  aware  that  I  was  chairman  of  this  committee.  I  was 
chairman  of  the  committee  last  year,  and  there  was  considerable  dis- 
cussion. We  offered  a  report  as  good  as  we  could  make  upon  the  sub- 
ject, and  I  stated  very  distinctly  at  that  time  that  it  was  impossible. 
utterly  impossible,  for  me  to  do  the  work  that  was  assigned  to  that  com- 
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mittee.  I  have  been  out  of  the  country  during  the  whole  summer  sea- 
son, and  since  my  return  have  been  out  west.  I  received  a  letter  from 
the  Secretary  stating'  I  was  chairman,  and  calling  my  attention  to  the 

matter.  Xow  I  just  state  that  my  report,,  if  I  had  a  report  to  make, 
would  simply  reiterate  last  year's  report.  There  are  two  divisions  of 
ihc  work  of  this  committee:  the  one  seems  to  be  to  ascertain  the  pub- 
lications of  different  societies,  and  to  make  a  list  of  them.  Xow  the 
Secretary  is  in  communication  with  the  Secretaries  of  the  different 
societies,  he  gets  full  reports,  they  are  required  to  report  to  the  Sec- 
retary, he  has  embodied  these  reports  in  his  report  of  this  association 
or  this  Federation,  and  he  has  printed  it  in  hs  report  and  with  the 
assent  of  the  Federation.  Xow  it  would  be  superfluous  for  this  com- 
mittee to  write  to  these  different  societies  and  Secretaries  and  make  up 
an  additional  list.  Xow  then  that  dismisses  that  point.  The  second 
part  of  their  work  is  to  make  a  list  of  all  publications  in  regard  to  the 
history  of  Pennsylvania.  Xow  that  means  an  amount  oi  work  and 
labor  that  ]  do  not  feel  disposed  at  all  to  enter  upon.  I  made  the  sug- 
gestion to  the  President  of  this  association,  after  the  meeting  of  last 
year,  which  I  thought  possibly  he  might  lav  before  the  executive  com- 
mittee, it  was  under  his  discretion,  and  that  was,  that  the  proper  person 
to  be  chairman  of  this  committee  is  the  Secretary  ex  officio.  He  knows 
the  work,  and  he  is  in  communication  with  the  persons  and  societies, 
and  if  it  is  done  at  all  it  could  be  done  in  that  way.  Xow  the  commit- 
tee that  preceded  me.  I  find  in  consulting  their  report,  simply  talked  on 
that  one  part  of  that  work,  and  stated  the  first  part  of  the  work  was 
carried  out  by  the  Secretary.  Xow  I  make  this  statement.  T  do  not 
know  whether  you  call  it  a  report,  but  I  refer  to  my  report  of  last  year 
tor  several  suggestions  I  made  there.  If  the  Secretary  is  to  publish 
tlu-se  lists  an  important  point  with  me  in  them  is  the  author  of  the 
papers.  The  list  of  publications  contained  nothing  but  the  titles  with- 
out the  authors.  It  is  an  important  and  interesting  factor  to  know  the 
author  of  a  publication,  because  then  one  may  desire  to  put  himself 
directly  in  communication  with  the  author.  And  I  made  some  other 
suggestions  there.  So  that  I  regret  very  much  that  there  is  no  full 
report  But  if  I  had  known  I  was  on  the  committee  I  could  not  have 
done  any  more  than  what  I  have  done  in  this  connection. 

The  President:     What  action  shall  be  taken  on  this  report? 

Idle    Secretary:     Mr.    president,    there   seems    to   be   a   little   bit    of 
hfsitancy  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  this  committee,  or  of  all 
these  committees,  to  admit  that  they  are  members,  or  that  they  knew 
"t  it.     Xow  the  Secretary  wants  to  sav  in  justice  t->  himself,  and  b 
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of  you,  that  on  the  4th  day  of  June,  1909,  after  the  printed  minutes 
had  come  from  the  printer,  every  officer  of  this  association  was  sent  a 
copy,  every  member  of  every  committee  was  sent  a  marked  copy,  every 
society  was  sent  two  copies,  and  a  great  many  public  libraries  and  so- 
cieties were  sent  copies.  Now  I  do  not  see  that  Dr.  Himes,  yet  with 
all  respect  due  him,  can  claim  that  he  was  without  information  as  to 
his  being  on  this  committee,  and  this  applies  equally  to  all  other 
appointees  on  committees.  The  Secretary  made  special  effort  to  have 
all  appointees  take  note  of  their  appointments. 

Dr.  Himes :  I  simply  said  I  was  not  aware.  I  did  not  recollect  it. 
June  came  and  I  was  about  preparing  to  leave  the  country,  and  then 
went  out  west.  But  the  statement  I  made  on  the  floor  at  that  time  was 
explicit  and  decided,  that  it  would  be  utterly  impossible,  that  it  is  utterly 
impossible,  for  me  to  do  the  work  assigned  to  me  as  the  chairman  ot 
that  committee,  and  that  was  one  reason  I  wrote  to  the  President  of 
that  fact.  It  seems  to  me  it  would  be  a  very  good  plan  to  make  the 
Secretary  ex  officio:  he  has  all  the  correspondence  and  has  all  the  data. 
It  would  be  superfluous  for  any  one  to  apply  to  the  societies  and  their 
Secretaries  and  overload  them  with  unnecessary  work  to  make  two 
applications,  and  practically  have  two  parties  do  the  same  work. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Mr.  President,  as  I  understood  the  discussion 
at  the  last  meeting,  it  was  not  proposed  that  this  committee  should 
take  up  the  work  performed  by  Dr.  Heilman.  but  rather  that  the  infor- 
mation for  preservation  not  covered  or  reached  by  the  Federation  shall 
be  covered  by  this  committee.  I  can  easily  understand  that  it  would 
mean  a  great  deal  of  labor  if  that  work  would  be  done  thoroughly  and 
well.  But  I  would  like  to  bring  before  the  Federation  the  suggestion 
that  the  province  of  this  committee  be  changed  somewhat,  and  that 
we  have  a  dissertation  upon  important  historical  matters  connected  with 
the  State  submitted  at  these  Federation  meetings.  I  should  think  if  a 
committee  would  take  up  a  matter  of  that  kind  that  a  very  interesting 
paper  could  be  made  each  year  with  regard  to  the  important  material 
that  had  appeared  through  the  press  during  each  twelve  months,  and 
substitute  that  rather  for  this  other  material,  which  would  l>e  rather 
hard  to  get  at.  There  is  no  question  about  that.  I  just  offer  it  as  a 
suggestion,  and  it  can  be  referred  to  the  committee. 

Capt.  Richards:  Mr.  President,  I  move  that  a  status  of  operation  oi 
this  committee  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  due  consid- 
eration. 

(Motion  agreed  to.) 
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The  report  on  Publication  of  Lists  was  received  and  adopted. 

The  report  on  Preserving  Manuscript  Records  was  re-opened  for 
further   discussion. 

The  Secretary  :  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Montgomery 
for  further  suggestions  from  him.  Mow  would  he  get  the  work  of 
getting  the  matter  of  preserving  these  manuscript  records  into  oper- 
ation. How  would  he  get  this  committee,  this  committee  of  this  Fed- 
eration, get  to  work  to  get  these  manuscript  records  preserved?  How 
would  he  get  that  work  under  way  ? 

Mr.  ■Montgomery :  I  should  say  that  I  would  get  a  meeting  of  the 
committee  first,  that  they  should  pass  a  resolution,  taking  into  their 
confidence,  so  to  speak,  the  Director  of  the  Division  ofPublic  Rec- 
ords, and  that  they  should  jointly  go  to  the  commissioners  or  write  to 
them,  and  hold  a  meeting  with  them  and  try  to  impress  them  with 
the  necessity  of  this  work  being  started,  and  asking  permission  of  them 
to  take  over  certain  old  papers  which  are  in  bad  condition,  those 
papers  to  be  submitted  to  the  commissioners  when  they  have  been  fin- 
ished, and  then  make  that  the  basis  of  their  argument  for  the  repairing 
of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Myers:  Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  say  a  word  about  the  preserva- 
tion of  public  records.  It  seems  to  me  this  Federation  has  no  more 
important  work  than  the  preservation  of  our  public  records.  I  have 
had  occasion  during  the  last  few  years  to  go  around  among  the  old 
counties,  and  I  have  been  very  much  impressed  with  the  dilapidated 
condition  of  many  of  these  records,  and  I  had  hoped  that  this  commit- 
tee would  get  to  work  and  do  something.  At  the  last  meeting  we  had 
a  great  deal  said  about  the  matter,  and  I  was  hoping  by  this  time 
more  work  had  been  done.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  might  be  an  import- 
ant thing  to  consider,  to  find  out  more  specifically  just  what  the  condi- 
tion of  these  records  is.  We  ought  to  know  something  more  about 
the  trouble ;  then  we  can  apply  a  remedy ;  and  it  occured  to  me  it 
might  be  a  good  thing  to  make  some  sort  of  survey  of  the  condition  of 
the  records,  particularly  to  make  a  start,  in  the  old  part  of  the  State, 
the  old  counties  southeast  of  the  mountains,  southeast  of  the  A 
gheny  Mountains.     I  do  hope  this  very  important  work  will  go  on. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  would  like  to  say  in  reference  to  die  suggestion 
made  by  Mr.  Myers,  that  we  had  survey  upon  survey  oi  every  con- 
ceivable thing  along  this  line.  There  have  been  legislative  commissions, 
and  commissions  of  historians  and  all  sorts  who  have  reported  \\\^n 
the  condition  of  the  archives  and  the  condition  of  everything 
They  meet  and  spend  money.     But  I  never  iou\u\  one  internal  thing 
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that  any  of  these  commissions  ever  did  in  the  way  of  real  work.  You 
can  report  and  report,  and  survey  and  survey,  hut  I  would  like  to  see 
just  some  definite  move  made  with  regard  to  some  particular  place 
whether  the  papers  arc  in  bad  condition  or  not.  Xow  the  Department 
of  Public  Records  is  perfectly  willing  to  follow  out  this  idea,  but  they 
do  not  wish  to  take  it  up  unless  they  are  in  thorough  accord  with  the 
Federation,  and  I  simply  say  in  that  connection  that  the  Department  is 
simply  waiting  to  have  the  committee  get  together  and  work  with  them 
along  the  lines  indicated. 

Mr.  Sener:  The  manuscripts  are  not  found  in  the  court  house,  but 
they  are  found  in  garrets.  In  one  garret  in  Lancaster  county  I  came 
across  three  bushel  baskets  full  of  papers,  very  many  of  them  valuable, 
one  of  them  from  Washington.  But  where  you  will  rind  those  records 
mostly  is  not  in  the  court  house,  but  in  private  families,  in  the  garrets 
where  they  are  never  looked  at.  I  know  of  three  lots  of  papers  of  that 
kind  that  have  been  found  in  Lancaster  county. 

Mr.  Myers:  Mr.  President.  Mr.  Montgomery  has  not  quite  under- 
stood what  I  meant.  It  seems  to  me,  for  the  information  of  the  I 
eration,  that  it  would  be  a  good  thing  to  have  some  specific  end  as 
to  the  condition  of  the  records.  Not  an  elaborate  report  to  the  State, 
but  for  our  own  use  here.  Why  would  it  not  be  a  good  thing?  It 
would  not  need  to  be  an  elaborate  thing  to  have  some  sort  of  a  report. 
Just  about  the  condition  of  the  things  :  what  county  records  are  in  g 
shape  and  what  are  in  bad  shape.  It  seems  to  me  that  would  be  the 
logical  thing,  to  have  some  fact  before  you  go  to  work. 

Mr.  Montgomery:    I  have  no  objection  whatever. 

Mr.  Myers:  I  do  not  think  that  has  been  done.  The  trouble  is.  the 
committees  have  not  done  anything.  It  seems  to  me  it  would  not  be 
a  great  deal  of  work  to  find  out  what  are  the  conditions  of  certain 
records  in  Pucks.  Chester,  Lebanon  and  Berks  counties,  etc..  that  is, 
to  find  out  in  a  general  way  without  a  detailed  catalogue  o{  them.  I 
should  like  to  see  that,  too,  come  in  time,  but  a  general  account  of  how 
the  records  are  preserved,  whether  they  really  get  attention. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  think  Mr.  Myers  probably  misunderstood  me. 
I  did  not  mean  to  say  that  this  committee  or  any  portion  of  it  should 
not  be  properly  informed  from  any  source  they  can  possiblv  get  in- 
formation concerning  the  condition  ox  the  records  in  any  countu  - 
the  State.  Put  I  say.  the  general  idea  oi  appointing  a  committee  oi 
survey  results  usually  in  the  survey  reporting  but  not  in  the  activity 
following.     Ft  seems  to  me  that  we  could  get  very  actively  t.>  work. 

Mr.  Myers:    The  thing  of  first  importance  is  the  preservation,  and 
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it  occurred  to  me  at  times  that  possibly  this  committee  ought  to  be  en- 
larged; have  more  workers.  In  many  respects  it  is  the  most  important 
committee  of  this  Federation. 

Mr.  Wilt:  Mr.  President,  I  have  had  a  little  experience  in  keeping 
public  records.  I  have  been  in  the  basement  of  our  court  house.  Now 
when  you  talk  about  a  public  record,  I  do  not  consider  the  files  of 
which  the  record  is  made  the  record  itself.  One  is  a  file  and  the  other 
is  a  record  of  that  file  when  the  paper  is  filed  for  that  purpose.  So  I 
do  not  know  just  exactly  what  you  mean  when  you  talk  about  a  record, 
whether  you  mean  the  book  or  docket,  or  mean  when  the  paper  was 
made  or  filed  or  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  filed,  or  whether  you 
mean  the  original  file. 

Mr.  Montgomery:    We  mean  everything  in  manuscript. 

Mr.  Myers:    In  the  court  house. 

Mr.  Wilt:  Of  course,  our  methods  and  ways  of  keeping  records  are 
different.  I  know  in  the  county  of  Bradford  all  the  business,  that  is. 
nearly  all  the  business,  was  done  in  the  quarter  sessions ;  now  nine- 
tenths  of  that  same  business  which  was  previously  done  in  the  quarter 
sessions  is  done  in  the  common  pleas,  yet  the  files  are  down  there. 
Who  is  going  to  determine  this?  Whose  duty  is  it  to  see  to  it  that 
these  things  are  preserved?  As  Air.  Montgomery  says,  the  people 
having  charge  of  these  things  are  the  county  commissioners.  Now 
the  only  thing  we  could  do.  and  possibly  we  can  do  it  through  the  local 
historical  societies,  as  members  of  this  Federation,  is  calling  their 
attention,  if  there  is  any  need  of  it,  to  doing  it  differently  than  what 
they  are  doing  it,  to  do  it  so  they  may  be  preserved.  So  can  not  we 
act  with  the  State  Department  and  the  local  historical  societies  and 
this  committee  all  in  unison.  The  Bradford  County  Historical  Society 
ami  the  Lancaster  Historical  Society,  how  are  their  records?  Is 
there  anything  there  that  needs  preservation  that  is  not  being  looked 
after?  Get  this  information,  go  to  the  county  commissioners  and  con- 
vince them  of  the  necessity  of  preserving  their  records.  It  strikes  me 
that  this  is  the  practical  way, — to  know  that  there  is  a  necessity  there 
to  preserve  those  records.  We  must  get  down  to  where  the  thing  is. 
in  order  to  get  that  thing  remedied,  if  there  is  any  defect  in  the  way 
of  doing  it. 

The  President:  That  is  what  our  committee  is  for — to  stimulate 
the  county  commissioners,  whose  duty   it  is. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  And  they  have  to  have  some  concrete  example, 
because  they  do  not  know  what  it  is. 

A  Member:    As  has  been  said,  how  shall  we  hnd  out  that  there  are 
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files  and  records  in  Lancaster  county,  which  are  not  being  preserved 

as  they  should  be,  except  through  the  Lancaster  County  Historical 
Society  or  some  one  interested?  Then  a  report  should  be  made  to  the 
committee  of  this   Federation. 

The  President :   The  same  thing  applies  to  any  county.    How  can  we 
find  out  in  any  county  unless  you  report  to  the  Federation  or  this  t 
mittee? 

A  Member:  This  committee  can  not  spread  itself  all  over  the  coun- 
try. They  must  get  something  that  they  can  put  their  fingers  on  and 
report  here.  I  say,  the  thing  is  to  get  the  local  historical  societies  in- 
terested in  this  thing,  and  then  with  this  committee,  and  probably  the 
State  Department,  call  the  attention  of  the  county  commissioners  if 
there  is  any  defect,  and  try  to  remedy  it. 

Mr.  Stein:  What  is  everybody's  business  is  nobody's  business.  Why 
could  not  the  Federation  get  into  communication  with,  or  through 
the  Federation,  or  through  a  committee,  appoint  a  member  oi  each 
historical  society,  or  in  those  counties  that  have  no  historical  society 
select  some  public  man  who  is  interested  in  this  question,  and  let  him 
be  the  referee  in  regard  to  such  matters.  Let  him  look  up  the  state  of 
the  records  in  his  county,  whether  found  in  the  court  house  or  any- 
where else,  report  whatever  is  interesting  in  that  connection  and  re- 
port to  the  committee,  and  then,  as  Mr.  Montgomery  has  stated,  not 
let  the  matter  rest  by  that  report,  but  in  order  to  act  secure  information 
first.  •  Now  if  this  committee  would  have  active  members  in  the  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  State  and  inform  them  of  the  condition  oi  affairs. 
why  then  the  committee  would  better  know  how  to  go  about  it. 

The  President:  It  is  primarily  the  duty  of  the  local  historical  socie- 
ties to-  satisfy  themselves  as  to  the  condition  of  the  records.  Almost 
every  county  historical  society,  as  I  understand  it.  is  a  member  of  this 
Federation.  If  they  are  not,  they  should  be.  Let  them  report  It  is 
the  individual  work  of  the  county  historical  societies.  They  are  the 
ones  to  find  out.  They  are  the  ones  to  reach  the  county  commission- 
ers. We  as  a  Federation  could  not  reach  the  county  commissioners. 
but  the  local  county  historical  societies  can  reach  their  own  commis- 
sioners. 

A  Member:  I  think  you  can  reach  them  bv  such  authority.  How 
about  the  counties  where  there  are  no  historical  societies? 

The  Secretary:  There  are  6;  counties  in  the  State.  Less  than  JO 
of  them  have  historical  societies.  This  very  same  problem  has  con- 
fronted other  States.  In  other  States  they  are  trying  to  solve  the 
problem  in  quite  a  different  way.  and  that  solution  is  endeavored  by  the 
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creation  of  the  office  of  State  Historian  in  some  States,  in  other  States 
by  the  creation  of  the  office  of  State  Archivist,  in  stillother  States  by 
securing  an  expert  person  at  a  fixed  compensation.  YoU  will  never, 
in  my  humble  judgment:,  have  this  work  done  satisfactorily  until  some 
one  is  appointed  who  is  an  expert  and  who  makes  it  his  sole  business, 
and  who  is  paid  for  doing  the  work.  We  are  all  very  busy  men.  As 
soon  as  we  have  gotten  back  to  our  homes  and  engrossed  in  our  home 
affairs,  we  lose  sight  of  the  importance  of  the  work  and  discussion 
had  here  today.  What  are  we  going  to  do  about  it?  I  believe  the 
time  has  come  when  we  ought  to  modify  our  mode  of  operation  by 
the  employment  of  a  person  for  the  exclusive  doing  of  this  work  or  of 
some  person  who  makes  it  his  business  to  gather  together  material  of 
this  kind. 

Mr,  Montgomery:  We  have  a  department  that  can  do  this  work 
very  well,  can  teach  anybody  how  to  do  it.  It  only  requires  a  certain 
amount  of  care  and  patience,  that  is  about  all  that  is  needed.  There 
is  no  necessity  for  that  sort  of  thing.  But  the  moment  you  appeal  to 
the  local  historical  society,  it  will  say :  No,  sir ;  I  do  not  see  why  you 
are  making  an  example  of  us.  That  is  exactly  what  was  done  here. 
Now  you  can  not  go  beyond  that.  It  stopped  all  discussion  last  year 
in  regard  to  this  matter,  and  I  think  this  committee  can  actively  take 
up  this  question— hunt  for  this  one  concrete  example  of  a  paper  that 
ought  to  be  prepared.  Allow  Mr.  Kelker's  division  to  look  at  that 
paper,  put  it  in  proper  shape,  as  he  has  done  in  dozens  of  papers,  and 
when  you  see  that  coming  out  of  the  press  and  the  condition  it  is  in. 
then  you  have  an  argument  that  is  irresistible,  but  not  until  that  time. 

Mr.  Prowell:  Mr.  President,  I  understood  the  State  Librarian  to 
state  that  this  might  be  done,  or  a  start  might  be  made,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Division  of  Public  Records.  I  will  say  this,  that  I  am 
willing  to  invite  anybody  into  York  to  look  over  our  records  and  find 
what  would  be  necessary  to  be  done  to  the  public  records.  Many  oi 
the  public  records  of  the  court  are  court  records,  and  I  do  not  care  much 
about  reading  quarter  sessions  reports,  but  I  did  find  just  a  few  weeks 
before  I  finished  the  History  of  York  County,  on  the  attic  of  the  court 
house,  a  survey  of  ten  miles  square  around  York  in  1787.  and  addressed 
to  the  Senate  of  Pennsylvania,  taking  this  for  the  Capital  of  the  United 
States,  and  giving  the  distances  York  was  from  all  the  other  towns  in 
the  country.  York  did  not  happen  to  become  the  Capital  of  the  United 
States,  but  there  are  a  great  many  documents  of  that  kind  that  might 
probably  be  taken  from  the  court  records,  and  if  the  Division  of  Public 
Records  wants  to  send  a  person  to  York,  I  assure  them  he  will  receive 
a  cordial  reception. 
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/.     Report  of  the  Committee  on  State  Legislation. 

The  Committee  on  Legislation,  Benjamin  M.  Nead,  Esq.,  Chairman,

amendment  be  deemed  advisable,  it  shall  issue,  in  advance  of  the  next 
annual  meeting,  due  notice  of  the  purpose  to  submit  a  proposal  to  that 
effect  at  said  annual  meeting,  then  and  there  to  be  voted  on. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  tender  the  thanks  of  the 
Federation  to  the  Dauphin  County  Historical  Society  for  its  courtesy 
in  extending  free  use  of  its  fine  building  for  this  annual  meeting  of  the 
Federation,  and  to  felicitate  the  Society  on  having  come  into  possession 
of  a  permanent  home,  and  one  so  beautifully  located  and  so  well  adapted 
for  its  use  and  purpose. 

Mr.  Sener,  of  the  Committee  on  Fort  Site  Markers,  reported  that 
they  had  not  believed  it  prudent  to  apply  to  the  last  Legislature  for 
Fort  Site  legislation,  and,  therefore,  did  not  apply  for  any. 

No  other  business  being  presented,  the  President  declared  a  motion 
to  adjourn  in  order,  which  having  been  moved  and  agreed  to,  he  de- 
clared the  meeting  adjourned.

PROCEEDINGS   OF   THE   SIXTH   ANNUAL   MEETING 


Harrisburg,  Pa.,  January  5.  1911. 

Pursuant  to  due  call  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  So- 
cieties convened  in  sixth  annual  meeting  in  the  rooms  of  the  His- 
torical Society  of  Dauphin  county,  No.  9  South  Front  street.  Harris- 
burg, Pa.,  Thursday,  January  5,  1011.  one  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  President.  Dr.  DiiYenderffer,  took  the  chair  and  called  the 
meeting  to  order. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  having  been  put  into  print, 
and  copies  distributed  to  the  Societies  in  the  Federation,  their  reading 
was,  on  motion,  dispensed  with. 

SOCIETIES,     DELEGATES    AND    REPRESENTATIVES. 

On  roll  call  of  the  Societies  the  following  named  were  shown  to  be 
represented  at  the  meeting,  together  with  the  names  of  their  delegates 
and  representatives  actually  present:

ADDRESS    OF    THE    PRESIDENT. 

The  President  addressed  the  Federation  as  follows: 

(Owing  to  the  President's  impaired  eyesight,  his  address  was.  mi 
request,  read  for  him  by  Mr.  Montgomery,  i 

Fellow  members  of  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Socie- 
ties:    Ladies  and  gentlemen: 

I  shall  endeavor,  in  accordance  with  the  mandate  of  our  constitu- 
tion; to  place  before'  you  such  matters  pertaining  to  our  work  as  seem 
proper  for  the  information  of  the  members  of  the  Federation. 

First,  and  most  important,  is  the  question  of  the  searching  our. 
care  and  preservation  of  all  written  or  printed  records.  State,  county 
and  the  minor  territorial  divisions.  The  question  naturally  presented 
itself  at  our  v^vy  organization  and  has  been  kept  in  the  foreground 
ever  since. 

Ex-(Jovernor  Ponnypacker.  an  ardent  advocate  of  the  conservation 
flml  care  of  valuable  public  documents,  took  the  initial  Ive  in  thi>  mat 
ter  when  he  became  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Commonwealth.  He 
approved  the  bill  that  provided  tor  a  commission  to  see  to  the  pre- 
servation of  the  State  record.  Many  of  the  delegates  here  may  not 
be  aware  of  the  splendid  results  that  have  been  achieved  on  the  Hill 
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untie?  the  direction  of  the  Advisory  Committee  for  the  Preservation 
of  the  Public  Records.  It  wmiiM  be  an  insolation  to  every  ineml>er 
of  this  body  if  they  were  to  visit  the  Public  Library  building  and  see 
the  excellent  work  thai  has  been  done  there  in  the  way  of  repairing. 
docketing  and  caring  for  thousands  of  the  Commonwealth's  most 
vahiaMe   documentary   papers   and    relics. 

The  subject  has  been  called  up  in  one  way  or  another  at  every  one 
of  our  annual  meetings  and  ended  in  little  more  than  discussion.  At 
the  meeting  last  year  it  again  made  its  appearance  and  after  debate 
was  linally  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  action.  As  that 
committe  consists  of  nine  members,  some  of  them  at  considerable 
distances  from  this  city,  it  was  at  once  seen  through  our  informal 
correspondence  among  some  of  the  members  thai  it  might  he  difficult 
to  get  the  members  together  here,  and  even  if  such  a  call  was  made 
the  question  voukl  probably  be  threshed  our  in  the  old  way. 

Tinier  these  circumstances  the  Committee  on  Preserving  Manu- 
script Kecords.  consisting  of  Prof.  Ames,  of  Philadelphia, 
Albert  Cook  Myers,  of  Moylan,  and  EL  Frank  Eshleniau, 
of  Lancaster,  met  in  Philadelphia,  in  December  and  after 
discussing  the  subject  very  fully  decided  to  formulate  an 
elaborate  series  of  questions  covering  every  phase  of  the  subject. 
and  send  the  same  accompanied  by  a  circular,  to  the  County  Commis- 
sioners of  every  county  in  the  State,  earnestly  requesting  and  urging 
their  early  attention  to  the  important  matter  at  issue.  The  same 
interrogatories  and  requests  were  sent  to  officers  of  the  local  Hist«»r- 
ical  Societies,  urging  them  to  exert  their  best  efforts  to  bring  about 
the  results  desired.  It  was  expected  that  This  appeal  would  meet 
with  a  prompt  and  healthy  response  from  those  to  whom  it  was  ad- 
dressed, and  it  affords  me  much  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  say  that 
a  very  general  response  has  been  made  to  these  requests,  and  the 
Committee  on  Preserving  Manuscript  Records  has  prepared  a  very 
excellent  report  on  the  results  of  its  work,  which  will  be  presented 
t<>  you  later.  It  is  only  the  beginning,  however,  of  what.  I  trust,  will 
prove  to  be  the  forerunner  of  much  equally  effective  work  in  the 
future 

There  is  a  subject  to  which  I  beg  leave  to  direct  the  attention  of 
the  delegates  present  here  to-day.  I  have  heard  the  criticism  made 
that,  although  we  are  in  the  sixth  year  of  our  existence,  <>ur  Federa- 
tion has  little  to  show  in  the  way  of  effective  and  substantial  work 
done.  While  I  cannot  accept  that  criticism,  there  is  perhaps  some 
thing  in  it  more  than  mere  fault-fmding  assertion.  Ii  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  Tins  Federation  is  a  comparatively  young  organization, 
in  its  early  infancy,  in  what  may  fairly  be  termed  the  formative 
period.  It  has  been  blazing  the  way,  so  to  speak,  and  the  greater  high- 
way we  propose  to  travel  over  will  make  ii<  appearance  in  due  time. 
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;  At  the  same  time,  it  must  be  admitted  that  our  Federation  has  not 
quite  measured  up  to  the  standard  expected  of  it.  Let  me  cite  an  ex- 
ample: Jn  addition  to  the  Executive  Committee,  we  have  six  other 
Standing  committees:  one  on  Bibliography,  one  on  Historical  Activity, 
one  on  the  Exchange  of  Duplicates,  another  on  the  Publication  of 
Lists,  still  another  on  State  Legislation  and  finally  the  one  on  Pre- 
serving Manuscript  Records.  Some  of  these  committees  come  to  the 
annual  meeting  without  even  a  verbal  report,  save  that  of  nothing 
doing,  and  only  a  few  have  presented  satisfactory  written  ones,  line 
is  a  fair  field  for  improvement.  The  members  of  these  committees  are 
chosen,  I  take  it,  for  their  recognized  abilities  and  high  standing  in 
the  several  lines  of  activity  assigned  to  them,  1  do  not  say  this  in  a 
fault-finding  spirit.  I  know  all  are  as  deeply  interested  in  the  suc- 
cess of  our  splendid  organization  as  I  can  be,  but  they  have  allowed 
things  to  run  along  without  giving  them  the  consideration  which  the 
situation  demands.  Perhaps  I  am  speaking  a  little  hastily:  it  is  just 
possible  that  these  committees  will  all  come  to  the  front  to-day  with 
carefully  prepared,  extended  reports  of  their  work  during  the  past 
year  and  administer  a  solar-plexus  blow  to  the  criticism  referred  to. 
At  the  same  time,  I  declare  very  emphatically  that,  while  we  may  not 
have  achieved  as  much  as  some  think  we  should  have  done,  we  have 
done  quite  a  great  deal.  Our  Federation  has  provided  the  Historical 
Societies  of  the  State  what  they  most  needed,  a  healthy  stimulus. 
Many  of  them  seem  to  have  rolled  up  their  metaphorical  sleeves  and 
gone  to  work  with  a  vigor  that  promises  to  produce  better  results 
than  have  heretofore  been  in  evidence.  That  is  in  itself  a  cause  for 
congratulation. 

Perhaps  Ave  have  been  talking  too  much — too  often  and  too  long — 
and  doing  too  little.  If  that  be  so,  let  us  hasten  to  reverse  ourselves 
and  make  a  start  in  the  other  direction. 

Another  question  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  its- 
consideration  by  the  Federation  at  the  annual  meeting  last  year.  It 
was  the  recommendation  of  the  President  that  the  meeting  of  1911 
should  be  held  in  Philadelphia.  As  the  Constitution  expressly  de- 
clares that  "the  annual  meeting  of  the  Federation  shall  be  held  in 
the  city  of  ITarrisburg  on  the  first  Thursday  in  January,  except  when 
the  first  Thursday  is  the  first  day,  and  in  that  case  the  annual  meet- 
ing shall  be  held  on  the  second  Thursday,"  no  action  could  be  taken. 
as  that  clause  effectively  disposed  of  the  President's  suggestion.  I 
may  say,  however,  that  an  informal  canvass  of  the  views  (^'  some  of 
the  members  of  the  Committee  disclosed  a  strong  sentiment  against 
any  change  in  the  Constitution  relative  to  this  matter.  The  propriety 
of  holding  our  annual  meetings  in  the  capital  city  of  the  State,  BO 
easily  accessible  from  all  quarters,  seems  too  obvious  to  require  fur- 
ther discussion. 
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So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn,  there  lias  been  considerable 
aetiyitv  among  the  sister  societies  composing  this  Federation  during 

the  past  year.    Our  courteous  and  efficient  secretary  informs  me  that 

only  a  few  of  them  have  so  far  sent  in  their  yearly  reports  as  required, 
ami  I  am,  therefore,  unable  to  say  anything  further  on  that  score,  but 
from  personal  inquiry  I  learn  that  they  have  been  doing  good  work. 

I  will  be  pardoned  for  alluding  to  the  work  done  by  the  Lane. 
County  Society,  of  which  I  am  a  member,  during  the  past  year.  The 
usual  number  of  meetings  were  held,  at  which  the  business  of  the 
organization  was  transacted.  It  is  with  no  little  gratification  that  I 
mention  that,  doubts  having  arisen  in  the  minds  of  some  of  us  that 
the  date  of  the  first  white  settlement  in  the  county,  which  our  his- 
tories assign  to  the  year  1700,  was  erroneous,  a  committee  was  named 
to  thoroughly  sift  the  matter,  with  the  result  that  documents  were 
found  in  Europe  fixing  the  time  beyond  a  p>erad venture  in  the  fall  of 
1710. 

lint  our  Society  carried  the  matter  a  step  further.  A  committee 
was  appointed  to  take  the  matter  in  charge,  and  the  result  was  the 
erection  of  a  huge  boulder  on  the  spot  where  the  settlement  was  made, 
with  a  bronze  memorial  tablet  properly  inscribed  with  the  names  <-f 
the  original  settlers  and  a  map  of  their  several  tracts  of  land.  Com- 
memorative services  were  held  at  the  unveiling  of  the  memorial,  and 
several  thousand  persons  were  present  at  the  ceremony.  Notable  ad- 
dresses were  made  by  Governor  Pennypacker  and  others.  The  cost 
of  all  this  work  exceeded  $400,  all  of  which  was  raised  by  members 
of  the  Society  and  none  taken  from  its  treasury.  I  cite  these  two  acts 
of  that  Society  merely  to  show  what  can  be  done  if  the  Historical  >-•- 
Heties  throughout  the  State  will  only  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunities that  lie  open  to  them. 

Every  county  has  its  individual  history  and  it  will  not  be  difficult 
to  select  some  special  subject  for  local  commemoration.  Such  ocenr- 
retires  are  inspiring  and  go  far  to  draw  intelligent  men  and  Women 
t<»  the  ranks  of  our  Historical  Societies.  The  fact  is,  there  is  almost 
a  boundless  held  for  these  societies  to  operate  in.  more  so  even  than 
f«»r  our  Federation,  and  it  is  from  them  that  we  have  a  right  to  expect 
tliH  greatest  historical  activity  and  the  most  satisfactory  results.  At 
tlie  same  time,  co-operation  and  unceasing  activity  on  the  part  of 
both  must  be  kept  continually  before  us. 

As  the  sphere  of  this  Federation  is  limited  in  certain  directions, 
s"<  h  as  membership,  the  collection  of  books,  manuscripts,  curios  and 
ihe  like,  one  of  our  aims  should  be  to  stimulate  the  associate  organ 
nations  to  greater  efforts  to  increase  their  membership  and  general 
^efulness.  How  can  this  best  be  done?  To  meet  monthly  or  »p.. 
teriy,  listen  to  a  paper  and  transact  routine  business,  is  the  main 
tenor  of  the  proceedings.  Hut  that  alone  is  not  enough.  The  societies 
■Mould  stop  over  their  threshold  sometimes  and  attract  more  general 
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attention.     The  great  public  should  be  made  better  acquainted  with 

the  purposes  and  operations  of  the  societies.     Then-  should  be  occsi 
sional  pilgrimages  to  historic  sites  and  shrines.    Able  men  should  '>■• 
procured  to  deliver  lectures.     Historical  events  should   be  publich 

celebrated.  A  society  with  100  members  is  a  good  thing:  but  one 
with  500  is  a  better.  Keep  in  the  public  eye,  not  only  to-day.  but  every 
day.  Above  all,  use  the  local  newspapers.  You  can  talk  only  t<>  :\  few 
persons  at  a  time;  the  newspaper  talks  to  a  thousand.  To  be  gen 
uinely  successful,  public  enthusiasm  must  be  aroused.  Wo  should 
carry  our  own  enthusiasm  home  to  our  federated  organizations. 

On  motion,  the  address  of  the  President  was  received  and  entered 

to  be  spread  on  the  minutes. 

READING    OF    COMMUNICATIONS. 

Of  communications  to  the  Federation  received  during  the  year  by 
the  Secretary,  he  stated  that  two  are  as  to  matters  which, 
in  his  opinion,  the  Federation  should,  itself,  dispose  of;  one,  dated 
Towanda,  Pa.,  December  0,  1010,  from  J.  Andrew  Wilt,  Esq.,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Bradford  County  Historical  Society,  reading  in  part  as 
follows: 

"An  impression,  perhaps  unfounded,  that  1  gut  at  the  meeting  <>!' 
the  Federation  Societies  at  the  meeting  last  .January,  was  that  what 
was  done  at  the  meeting  was  done  too  hurriedly  and  the  reports  of 
committees  had  been  made  without  mature  consideration  and  delib- 
eration; nearly  every  delegate  seemed  to  be  in  a  hurry  t<»  get  back 
home.  I  may  have  gotten  this  impression  from  the  fact,  that  I.  as  the 
representative  of  our  Society  came  150  miles  at  my  own  ex|>ense, 
and  was  anxious  to  meet  the  men  and  women  from  the  different  S<» 
cieties,  and  listen  to  their  discussions  and  deliberations.  This  op- 
portunity, was  too  short,  and  there  was  a  spirit  of  hurry  up.  ami  get 
away  about  the  meeting,  that  gave  me  this  impression.  Why  could 
not  an  evening  meeting  be  arranged  for,  the  public  invited  and  an 
historical  address  delivered,  papers  read,  and  discussion  had?*' 

The  other  communication,  dated  Pittsburgh,  Pa..  January  :J.  1011, 
is  from  liurd  S.  Patterson,  Esq.,  Secretary  of  the  Historical  Society  of 
Western  Pennsylvania,  and  reads  in  part  as  follows:  (On  request 
of  the  Secretary  this  communication  was  read  by  the  Po\ .  M.  1>.  Lich 
liter,  a  member  of  the  Society  named,  and  its  representative  at  this 
meeting,  although  himself  a  resident  of  llarrisburg.  That  p;irt  of  the 
communication  not  given  here  pertains  to  the  statistics  of  the  >  i 
eiety,  which  are  given  in  the  statistical  part  (A'  this  report.) 

"The  Historical  Society  of  Western  Pennsylvania,  in  connection 
with  the  Ohio  Valley  Historical  Association,  and  other  similar  bodies, 
will   celebrate  the  centennial   of  steam   navigation   on    the   Western 
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rivers.  The  initial  celebration  will  l>e  held  at  Pittsburgh  and  con- 
tinue for  three  days,  beginning  September  LMJ,  next.  The  tirsl  two 
days  will  be  devoted  to  historical  addresses,  the  third  will  witness  a 
great  river  parade  headed  by  a  replica  of  "The  Xew  Orleans,"  the  first 
steamboat  on  the  Western  rivers. 

it  is  the  intention  to  have  "The  Xew  Orleans'  repeat,  the  voyage  of 
its  prototype  from  Pittsburgh  to  New  Orleans  and  to  have  celebra- 
tions at  various  points  along  the  Ohio  ami  Mississippi  Rivets  under 
the  auspices  of  the  appropriate  state  historical  societies  As  a  dele- 
gate to  the  Historical  Society  of  Western  Pennsylvania.  J  last  week 
attended  the  convention  of  historical  societies  at  Indianapolis  and 
presented  the  matter,  with  the  result  that  the  Ohio  Valley  and  .Mis- 
sissippi Valley  Historical  Societies  endorsed  the  celebration.  The 
President  of  the  American  Historical  Association  also  agreed  to  at- 
tend the  celebration.  The  Louisiana  State  Historical  Society  is  pre- 
paring for  a  celebration  of  the  arrival  of  *The  New  Orleans' 

A  cordial  invitation  is  hereby  extended  to  the  members  of  The  Penn- 
sylvania Federation  of  Historical  Societies  to  attend  the  proposed 
celebration  at  Pittsburgh,  next  September,  which  1  may  add  will  be 
participated  in  by  the  city  authorities  of  this  community." 

Discussion  of,  and  action  as  to,  these  communications  was  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  President:  Any  remarks  about  that  communication?  Tt 
seems  to  be  a  society  moving  in  the  right  direction,  full  of  life  and 
activity. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  suppose  it  would  hardly  be  possible  that  the 
Federation  in  itself  could  be  represented.  We  would  have,  of  course. 
a  number  of  societies  that  might  be  represented  ;ir  that  time,  but  if 
there  is  any  desire  to  have  representation  of  the  Federation  itself  1 
would  be  very  glad  to  make  a  motion. 

Mr.  Liehliter:  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Society  to  have  a  represents 
fion  of  the  Federation,  if  you  think  proper. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the  choice  of  repre- 
sentatives to  represent  our  Federation  be  made  by  the  incoming 
I'l-eshlent. 

Mr.  Liehliter:     A  representative  or  representatives? 

Mr.  Montgomery:     I  should  think  a  representative. 

The  President:     You  have  heard  the  motion. 

(The  motion  was  put,  and  agreed  to.) 

!  lie  Secretary:  What  is  the  wish  of  the  Society  with  reference  to 
Hie  Wilt  communication? 

Mr.  Montgomery:  \  would  like  to  say,  Mr.  Chairman,  in  reference 
r°  Hi  at  communication,  that  it  seemed  at  first,  when  the  Federation 
*'«*  founded,  to  most  of  the  people  concerned,  that  the  da\  time  meet- 
J,»H*  would  be  more  agreeable  because  tluy  could  come  up  lore  from 
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a  great  many  places  in  1  he  State  and  get  bark  to  their  own  homes  at 

night,  and  they  seemed  to  be  almost  unanimous  at  that  time.  Now  if 
there  is  any  desire  tor  an  evening  meeting  and  for  such  an  address  as 
is  mentioned  by  Mr.  Wilt,  it  could  he  very  easily  done,  of  course,  and 
1  have  no  doubt  that  we  could  get  one  of  the  caucus  rooms  in  the 
capitol  in  which  to  hold  such  a  meeting.  T  have  never  regarded  our 
meetings  as  being  of  so  much  importance  to  the  public  at  large  ;*-  to 
ourselves.  It  struck  me  as  not  being  a  particularly  good  idea  to  have 
it  drift  into  a  public  meeting,  but  if  that  is  the  wish  of  the  Society, 
I  am  sure  we  could  have  the  caucus  room  of  either  the  House  or  Sen- 
ate at  any  time  that  we  might  so  decide. 

The  Secretary:  Mr.  President,  Mr.  Wilt's  communication,  and 
what  Mr.  Montgomery  has  just  submitted,  opens  up  the  entire  que* 
tion  of  what  Mr.  Montgomery  himself  submitted  last  year  at  our 
meeting,  as  shown  on  page  4  4  of  the  proceedings,  where  he  says  "Hut 
1  would  like  to  bring  before  the  Federation  the  suggestion  that  the 
province  of  this  committee  (the  Committee  on  Publication  of  Lists V 
be  changed  somewhat,  and  that  we  have  a  dissertation  upon  important 
historical  matters  connected  with  the  State  submitted  at  these  Fed- 
eration meetings.  I  should  think  if  a  committee  would  take  up  The 
matter  of  that  kind  that  a  very  interesting  paper  could  be  made  here 
with  regard  to  the  important  material  that  had  appeared  through 
the  press  during  each  twelve  months,  and  substitute  that  rather  for 
this  other  material,  which  would  be  rather  hard  to  get  at.  There  is 
no  question  about  that.  I  just  offer  it  as  a  suggestion,  and  it  can  be 
referred  to  the  commit  tee." 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  this  suggestion  was  referred  to  the  executive 
committee,  but  that  committee  had  no  meeting  during  the  year,  (here- 
fore  it  could  not  be  acted  upon,  and  I  believe  that  Mr.  M outgone:. \  > 
suggestion  last  year  would  form  for  this  Federation  a  very  interest- 
ing part  of  its  annual  meetings.  I  believe  it  should  not  be  left  lie.  but 
that  some  action  should  be  taken  to  work  it  out  along  proper  lines. 

The  President:     Any  further  remarks  on  that  subject? 

Mr.  M.  R.  Allen:  Mr.  President,  it  occurred  to  me  that  this  is 
rather  an  important  matter  for  this  organization  to  consider,  ihar 
its  represcn ta fives  generally  come  in  from  other  historical  societies 
and  to  get  an  interesting  historical  address  on  the  matter  to  th«'>< 
delegates  present  would  in  my  mind  serve  as  instruction  to  take 
home  with  them,  and  keep  the  thing  worked  up. 

Capt.  Kichaids:  Mr.  President,  we  must  not  overlook  one  ;l 
that  there  are  a  number  of  delegates  from  other  societies  coming  in 
here,  one  gentleman  from  Western  Pennsylvania  for  example-.  Are 
those  delegates  ready  and  willing  to  remain  over  uight?  llecailse  i,v 
the  time  we  get  through  with  our  usual  business  and  a  dissertatt** 
ou  some  historical  matter,  or  have  a  paper  read  on  some  historical 
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matter,  it  means  to  remain  over  night,  and  I  feel  in  that  case  we 
Hiighi  luive  a  very  nice  gathering  of  the  Daupliin  County  Historical 
Society,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  hut  a  very,  poor  gathering  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Historical  Societies. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  would  suggest.  Mr.  Chairman,  thai  we  hare  a 
rising  vote  as  to  this,  to  show  those  in  favor  of  our  day  meetings, 
such  as  we  have  now,  and  those  that  would  prefer  having  evening 
meetings. 

Mr.  President:  The  objection  to  an  evening  meeting  might  be  over- 
come by  holding  our  annual  meeting  earlier  in  the  day. 

Capt.  Richards:  Then  they  could  not,  Mr.  President,  get  away 
from  home  in  time  to  get  to  the  meeting  here. 

The  Secretary:  Mr.  President,  the  idea  was  in  Mr.  Montgomery's 
suggestion  of  last  year,  that  the  matter  not  gathered  in  that  table  of 
statistics  of  historical  work  done  through  the  year  should  be  brought 
together  by  some  one  who  would  collate  it,  from  all  over  the  State, 
and  bring-  here  an  address  or  report  of  the  historical  work  through- 
out the  State,  and  make  that  as  sort  of  a  report.  Now  that  is  what 
is  before  you. 

("apt.  Kichards:  Pardon  me  for  rising  again,  Mr.  President,  it 
would  be  an  admirable  thing  if  we  could  get  someone  to  give  a  resume 
of  historical  events  and  operations  during-  the  year,  something  that 
would  be  half  an  hour's  reading.  Then  we  could  get  through  with 
that,  it  would  add  to  the  interest  of  our  meetings  and  I  think  that 
would  be  a  very  excellent  thing  and  I  think  probably  that  is  in  line 
with  what  Mr.  Montgomery  had  in  view. 

Mr.  Montgomery:     Yes.  that  was. 

The  President:     The  suggestion  was  to  take  a  vote  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  would  suggest  that  we  see  what  expres>ioii  we 
have  here. 

Mr.  Lichliter:  Mr.  President,  I  think  the  idea  is  very  pertinent. 
F<»r  instance,  take  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Society.  In  our  pi! 
grimage  to  historical  points,  and  one  who  is  acquainted  with  the 
work  of  those  pilgrimages  could  give  a  very  excellent  talk  fur  half  an 
h<»ur  describing-  the  incidents  connected  with  the  historical  places. 
lor  instance,  the  point  visited  last  year  at  EJannastown.  A  very  in- 
structive address  could  be  given  on  that  subject,  or  on  other  subjects 
that  have  come  before  our  pilgrimages.  For  instances  on  the  Forties 
Uoad,  Prof.  Leacock  has  traveled  the  road  over  from  beginning  t<» 
**Wd,  as  well  as  Hraddock's  Road.  He  has  a  stereoptkon  and  illu*- 
''ates  on  the  screen  the  dill'erent  points  along  that  road.  Something 
'kc  (hat  would  be  interesting  for  this  organization,  and  the  mem 
"'is  nf  the  Federation  present  at  these  meetings.  I  think  an  evening 
nutting  could  be  called,  and  I  think  everybody  could  get  away  before 
midnight  and  get  home  anvliow. 
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The  President:    Any  further  remarks? 

Mr.  Steinman:  Why  n<>r  have  one  meeting  in  the  morning  and  the 
other  in  the  afternoon.  Those  people  who  cannot  get  away  in  the 
morning  in  time  for  the  meeting  would  have  to  come  the  day  before 

or  stay  over  night  after  the  meeting  is  over. 

Mr.  Allen:  I  move  to  amend  that  the  society  add  an  evening  meet- 
ing, along  the  line  that  we  have  been  discussing. 

The  President:     Is  that  .Mr.  Montgomery's  idea? 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Rather  the  idea  of  extending  the  meetings  to 
some  extent,  but  not  the  question  of  holding  two  meetings.  I  am  per- 
fectly willing  that  that  should  be  tried.  I  should  vote  for  it.  I  am 
sure,  if  there  seems  to  be  a  majority  in  favor  of  it. 

Mr.  LichlKer:  Why  not  have  our  regular  meeting  at  one  o'clock 
and  have  an  evening  meeting  at  three  o'clock?  Two  hours  ought  t»> 
be  time  enough  to  do  the  regular  business,  and  then  in  the  ramus 
room  of  the  House  or  Senate  have  a  public  meeting  to  which  the  pub- 
lic could  be  invited.  I  am  sure  a  great  many  people  who  come  feel 
that  they  must  get  away  on  that  same  day. 

Mr.  Richards:  T  do  not  want  to  g^et  up  again  but  perhaps  I  was 
misunderstood.  We  could  have  half  an  hour's  paper  at  these  after- 
noon meetings,  and  still  get  away  in  time,  transact  our  business,  have 
a  paper  not  beyond  a  period  of  one-half  hour,  or  have  a  topic,  tie1  dis- 
cussion  of  which  not  to  t^xtend  beyond  the  period  of  one-half  hour  at 
those  meetings.  Then  we  can  get  through  by  half  past  three  o'clock, 
and  take  our  trains  home. 


Mr.  Montgomery:  Mr.  President,  I  make  the  motion  that  this  mat- 
ter be  referred  to  the  executive  committee  with  all  the  correspondence 
relating  thereto,  with  power  to  act. 

Mr.  Lichliter:    Mr.  President,  I  second  the  motion. 

Mr.  Allen:  I  have  been  thinking  about  this  matter,  and  s..  tar  ;is 
the  attendance  from  the  western  part  of  the  Srate  is  concerned  ire 
generally  come  the  day  before  and  we  could  get  home  thai  night,  be 
cause  trains  leave  for  the  western  part  at  11.30  and  the  meet  it 
would  be  over  l»efore  that.  Most  anyone  could  come  in  in  the  morning 
or  the  evening  before  and  get  out  that  night. 

The  President :  You  have  heard  Mr.  Montgomery's  motion  t<»  leave 
the  matter  to  the  executive  committee  with  power  to  act. 

(The  motion  was  put,  and  agreed  to."» 

The  President:     We  will  now  have  the  report  of  the  Secretary. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  reported  as  follows: 

In  submitting  this  report,  your  Secretary  has  very  litle  to  present 
to  you  beyond  routine  work  done,  such  as  pertains  to  his  office.  Of 
this  there  was.  however,  somewhat  more  than  the  usual  amount  and 
involved  much  time  and  labor,  and  a  large  correspondence. 

At  the  time  of  my  last  report.  January  r>,  1!)10,  the  Federation  was 
reported  as  having  a  membership  of  thirty-two  Societies.  Since  that 
time  one  Society,  the  Site  and  Relic,  of  Germantown,  has  joined  the 
Federation,  and  one  Society,  the  Moravian  Historical,  has  withdrawn, 
leaving  a  total  membership  at  this  time  the  same  as  at  the  close  of  last 
year,  namely,  thirty-two  Societies.  With  the  exception  of  two,  all  of 
the  Societies  paid  their  1910  dues,  the  sum  total  of  which  was  paid 
over  to  your  Treasurer,  January  2,  1011.  At  different  times  during 
the  year  your  Secretary  has  been  in  correspondence  with  other  his- 
torical societies  iu  the  State,  relative  to  having  them  associate  them- 
selves with  our  Federation  and  the  work  it  is  attempting  to  accom- 
plish. It  now  seems  probable  that  two  more  societies  will  shortly 
join  our  organization  as  a  result  of  this  correspondence. 

At  the  time  of  our  last  meeting.  January  i'».  1010,  it  was  made  to 
appeal'  that  that  portion  of  the  §2,000  appropriated  to  our  use  by  the 
State  Legislature  in  1907.  not  expended  July  1.  1909,  reverted  back 
iuto  the  State  Treasury,  the  effect  of  which  would  have  been  to  leave 
us  almost  without  any  funds  with  tvhich  to  pay  even  our  mosr  press- 
ing expenses,  not  to  say  anything  of  means  for  publication  and  other 
purposes.  Happily  in  pursuance  of  an  opinion  obtained  in  the  month 
of  May  of  last  year  ilOUh.  from  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State, 
by  our  State  Librarian,  the  Hon.  Thos.  L.  Montgomery,  under  whose 
"direction  and  authority"  the  said  $2,000  weie  to  be  expended  uin 
carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Federation,"  it  was  declared  by  him— the 
Attorney  General — that  no  such  reversion  attached  to  the  Act  o( 
Ass'.nbly  appropriating  the  §2,000,  and  that  the  act  remains  in  force 
without  a  limit  as  to  time.  This  restored  to  us  availability  of  the 
unexpended  portion  of  the  original  amount  appropriated,  and  gave 
os  a  working  capital  of  considerable  proportions. 

On  account  of  numerous  and  vexatious  hindrances,  entirely  beyond 
the  control  of  your  Secretary,  and  much  to  his  regret,  the  issuing  ami 
distributing -Of  the  Acts  and  Proeedings  of  the  annual  meeting  held 
January  G,  11)10.  was  not  accomplished  earlier  than  the  Lath  of  Sep 
•eniher  of  the  year.  lie  sincerely  trusts  that  a  delay  so  extreme,  ami 
^♦I'linngly  altogether  inexcusable,  shall  not  occur  as  to  another  issue 
«'*  the  Federations  minutes. 

In  speaking  of  the  matter  in  the  report  it   is  to  be  remarked  thai 
that  part  of  ir  giving  the  names  of  the  Societies  in  the  Federation, 
•» 
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their  officers,  number  of  members,  number  of  meetings  held,  and  titles 
oi'  their  publications  and  papers  read,  addresses  delivered  and  reports 
of  special  work  done,  now,  by  reason  of  greater  detail  and  [jrecisenegH 
as  to  information,  covers  10  pages,  8  pages  more  of  this  kind  of  mat- 
ter than  in  previous  years.  This  tabulated  statement  shows  a  mem- 
bership of  over  10.000  persons  in  the  Societies  constituting  tin*  Fed- 
eration, together  with  the  impressive  fact  that  during  a  single  year, 
these  Societies  issued  publications,  papers  and  addresses  on  historical 
topics,  to  the  number  of  about  1130  titles.  It  is  an  exhibit  of  kistor- 
ical  activity  throughout  our  State,  that  is  surprising  for  its  quantity, 
high  quality,  and  diversity  of  matter  treated,  and  of  which  wide  and 
common  knowledge  is  now  made  possible  by  means  of  our  associated 
activity. 

On  the  morning  of  December  27,  1010,  the  newspapers  announced 
the  death  of  Gen.  YV.  W.  II.  Davis,  the  President  of  the  Bucks  County 
Historical  Society,  one  of  the  Societies  in  our  Federation.  In  view  of 
the  pre-eminence  in  many  ways  of  General  Davis,  especially  as  a 
writer  on  historical  topics,  your  Secretary  wrote  that  Society  a  sym- 
pathetic expression  in  behalf  of  our  Federation,  as  to  the  loss  of  the 
Society's  worthy  President,  together  with  a  brief  tribute  to  bis  worth, 
as  per  copy  of  said  communication  annexed  to  this  report,  if  the 
Federation  deems  it  to  be  within  its  province  to  take  note  of  worth 
and  service  along  individual  lines  it  can  approve  of  the  Secretary's 
action  and  communication  in  this  case,  or  formulate  action  of  its  own. 

Perchance  we  may  have  failed  to  advance  as  measurably  as  we  had 
hoped  the  work  we  set  ourselves  six  years  ago  to  do.  If  so,  let  it 
induce  us  only  to  strive  the  more.  We  have  at  least  Learned  to  know 
one  another,  our  thoughts  and  purposes  are  being  unified,  <>ur  en- 
deavors quickened,  and  our  personal  contacts  have  been  uplifting. 
May  our  associated  work  have  far  advanced  when  at  the  end  of  this 
year  we  shall  again  meet  to  tally  results!

A.  The  Committee  on  Bibliography — 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Jordan,  Chairman,  Mr.  Montgomery  reported 
for  the  committee  as  follows: 

''I  am  exceedingly  sorry  that  Dr.  .Jordan  is  not  here  to-day.  It  was 
his  intention  to  come,  but  he  had  not  been  at  all  well  during  the  last 
two  weeks,  and  I  was  not  surprised  that  he  could  not  come.  In  his 
absence  I  shall  report  for  the  committee  that  we  have  had  wry  con- 
siderable trouble  in  getting  material  ready  fin-  the  press.  As  you  will 
remember,  we  purchased  the  Bibliography  of  Chester  County,  and 
although  it  was  found  to  contain  a  wealth  of  material,  yet  it  seemed 
Well,  that  some  one  familiar  wiih  that  work  should  go  over  it.  and  Mr. 
Cope  volunteered  for  that  service.  That  Bibliography  has  nor  yel 
been  returned  to  me.  Mr.  Sener,  early  in  December  sent  me  his  Bibli- 
ography of  Lancaster  County,  but  as  there  arc  some  additions  to  lie 
made  to  it  I  have  asked  Mr.  Sener  to  route  ami  put  ih.it  material 
where  he  wishes  it  in  the  Bibliography.  The  bills  are  all  paid  for  the 
first  two  numbers,  namely,  the  Washington  and  Lebanon  Count >  Rib 
liography,  and   I   would  like  the  Federation  to  order  the  printing  of 
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these  other  two  Hibliographies  just  as  soon  as  rhey  can  be  gotten  into 
condition  for  printing.     It  ought  to  be  ready  in  a  very  siiort  time  now, 

Mr.  Nead:  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  make  a  motion  to  That 
effect,  that,  the  association  authorize  the  Libliograpliy  Committee  to 
publish  the  Bibliographies  referred  to. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  And  the  State  Librarian  be  authorized  to  pay 
for  the  same. 

Mr.  Nead :  And  the  State  Librarian  be  authorized  to  pay  for  the 
same. 

The  motion  was  put,  and  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Gilmore:  Tn  that  connection,  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
report  that  the  Kittochtinny  Historical  Society  of  Chambersburg  at 
the  present  time  has  its  work  on  Bibliography  very  well  advanced,  and 
will  undoubtedly  be  ready  for  its  submission  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Federation. 

The  President:    That  is  the  Franklin  County  organization? 

Mr.*  Gilmore:  It  is  really  a  Chambersburg  organization  taking  in 
the  whole  county,  of  course. 

The  President:  The  committee  on  auditing  the  Treasurer's  report 
is  James  M.  Lamberton,  Ilarrisburg,  EL  M.  M.  Richards.  Lebanon, 
and  Albert  K.  Hostetter,  Lancaster. 

It  is  customary  to  appoint  a  nominating  committee  to  report  officers 
of  the  Federation  for  the  ensuing  year.  I  appoint  on  that  committee, 
B.  M.  Nead,  Albert  Cook  Myers,  and  Charles  Tubbs. 

The  Secretary:  Mr.  President,  1  have  prepared  ami  have  here  a 
paper  to  assist  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  showing  who  are  the 
present  officers,  with  a  blank  column  for  entering  nominations.  I 
would  like  to  say  before  that  committee  retires — it  may  not 
be  quite  in  order,  but  I  want  to  say  it  anyhow — that  last 
year  in  electing  officers  it  occurred  that  our  good  friend,  the  State 
Librarian,  was  overlooked,  of  course,  not  intentionally,  but  it  was 
done.  Now  the  State  Librarian  should  be  a  member  of  the  official 
body  of  this  organization  without  a  doubt,  and  I  hope  the  Committee 
on  Nominations  will  bear  that  in  mind. 

Mr.  Montgomery.:  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  say  with  refer- 
ence to  that,  that  that  receives  no  response  whatever  from  my  point  of 
view.  I  am  always  here  and  always  willing  to  assist  in  any  way  the 
interests  of  the  Federation,  and  I  should  feel  very  badly  indeed,  if 
anybody  thought  it  at  all  necessary  that  I  should  be  on  any  list  of 
officers  or  anything  of  the  kind.  I  have  quite  enough  to  do  without 
acting  in  an  official  capacity,  and  I  suspect  Dr.  lleilman  was  a  little 
selfish  in  that  matter,  because  it  was  only  after  having  received  four 
or  five  letters  in  one  dav  from  him,   I    (hink,   that    I    told  him   that 
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J  was  not  an  officer  of  the  association,  and  I  thought  that  sonie  one 
who  was  should  be  appealed  to,  and  1  think  he  wants  to  get  back  to 
that  correspondence  pitch,  and  he  must  not  he  taken  seriously. 

The  Secretary:  .Mr.  President,  I  still  hold  to  the  though*  that  Mr. 
Montgomery  should  belong  to  the  official  body  of  this  organization, 
because  he  represents  a  very  large  portion  of  its  working  force.  I  do 
not  wish  to  dictate  but  that  is  my  view. 

C.  On  Historical  Activity — 

The  President:  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Historical  Activity 
is  in  order. 

Mr.  Lamberton,  Chairman,  reported  as  follows: 
To  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Societies: — 

The  Committee  on  Historical  Activity  report  that  they  have  had 
some  correspondence  with  regard  to  the  formation  of  historical  ><>- 
eieties,  and  think  that  further  effort  in  Adams,  Bedford,  Fayette,  Ju- 
niata, Lycoming,  Monroe  and  Northumberland  Counties  may  lead  to 
successful  results.

The  President:  Are  there  any  remarks  on  that  report?  If  not  it 
will  be  accepted,  and  handed  over  to  the  Secretary  to  be  included  in 
the  proceedings. 

C.  On  Exchanging  Duplicates — 

The  President:  On  Exchange  of  Duplicates,  what  is  the  report 
of  that   committee? 

Mr.  Cope,  Chairman,  reported  verbally  as  follows: 
Mr.  Cope:  Mr.  President,  L  am  sorry  to  say  I  have  nothing  to  re- 
port on  that  subject.  I  did  not  receive  the  printed  proceedings  until 
about  two  or  three  weeks  ago  I  think,  I  did  not  know  I  w  a>  on  the 
Committee,  and  Dr.  Heilman  can  explain  why  the  report  did  not 
reach  me,  although  he  mailed  some  copies,  hut  they  failed  to  reach 
me.  My  post  office  address  was  changed,  yet  I  ought  to  have  received 
it.  There  is  nothing  to  report  ou  that  subject.  I  do  not  know  that  I 
should  speak  about  the  report  of  societies,  other  than  the  Chester 
County  Historical  Society's  doings  last  year.  I  thought  thai  prop 
erly  came  into  another  report.  While  it  is  very  interesting  to  hear 
what  some  other  societies  have  done  there  would  not  be  time  to  hear 
a  report  from  all. 
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On  motion,  the  verbal  report  of  Mr.  Cope  fur  the  Committee  on  Ex- 
changing Historical  Duplicates  was  received,  and  ordered  to  be  spread 
on  the  minutes. 

D.  On  Publication  of  List* — 

Neither  the  Chairman,  Dr.  Himes,  nor  the  other  two  members  of 
the  Committee,  Messrs.  Crumrine  and  Zeamer,  were  present,  nor  was 
any  report  by  them  sent  in. 

E.  On  the  Preservation  of  Manuscript  Record* — 

Prof.  Ames,  Chairman,  reported  for  his  committee,  prefacing  ver- 
bally the  reading-  of  his  report  as  follows: 

Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say  in  presenting  this  report,  although  I 
read  it,  that  it  is  the  joint  work  of  the  three  members  of  the  commit- 
tee. Mr.  Eshlemau  did  not  have  an  opportunity  to  see  the  report 
as  written,  but  he  took  an  active  part  in  the  work  of  the  commit- 
tee, especially  in  seeing  to  the  printing,  distribution  and  sending  out 
of  the  letters  and  the  question  sheets  to  the  several  counties  of  the 
State.  I  may  say  that  the  committee  was  a  hard  working  body,  each 
member  contributing  his  part. 

THE  REPORT. 

This  Federation  by  its  Constitution  recognizes  the  importance  of 
the  preservation,  publication  and  use  of  manuscript  material  in  con- 
nection with  historical  work,  and  in  consequence  it  appropriately  pro- 
vides, as  one  of  its  standing  committees,  a  Committee  on  Preserving 
Mianuscript  Records.  Doubtless  it  was  the  feeling  that  there  was 
ample  justification  for  such  a  committee  as  representative  of  a  Federa- 
tion of  thirty-two  Historical  Societies  with  an  aggregate  of  over  ten 
thousand  members,  probably  including  those  most  deeply  interested 
in  such  sources  of  the  history  of  the  State. 

The  present  committee,  the  members  of  which  are  all  new  ap- 
pointees regret,  that  owing  to  the  fact  that  if  was  not  until  the  recent 
fall  that  notification  of  its  appointment  was  received,  the  rime  avail- 
able for  its  work  has  been  limited.  In  consequence  the  report  it  is 
able  to  present  is  necessarily  preliminary  in  character,  being  incom- 
plete and  limited  in  its  scope.  As  soon  as  notification  of  appointment 
was  received,  correspondence  was  begun,  but  it  was  not  until  No- 
vember 22d  that  a  full  meeting  of  the  committee  could  he  arranged 
and  a  plan  adopted  for  immediate  procedure.  Of  the  two  general 
classes  of  manuscript  records,  public  and  private,  your  committee 
unanimously  agreed  to  limit  its  present  work  to  a  certain  class  of 
Public  Records,  namely  those  of  the  Counties,  for  reasons  which  will 
shortly  be  presented. 

Before  stating  these,  however,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  briefly  re- 
view the  movement  which,  during  the  last  decade  or  so,  has  extended 
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to  all  pairs  of  the  United  States,  directing  attention  to  the  inipor  - 
anee  of  better  care  of  the  Public  Archives,  whether  national,  state  or 
local  in  Character.  That  there  was  netd  of  such  a  movement  is  ap- 
parent from  the  reports  that  were  received  from  various  parts  u 
country,  which  led  a  committee  of  experts  to  write  in  1000  that  "it 
may  be  doubted  if  in  any  country  in  the  world  archives  of  relatively 
so  much  value  are  so  lightly  regarded  or  so  carelessly  kept.  In  con- 
sequence of  this  too  common  neglect  and  carelessness,  many  val: 
public  documents,  both  printed  and  manuscript  have  been  lost  Pome 
have  been  entirely  destroyed,  others  fortunately  have  been  preserved 
but  have  passed  out  of  the  control  of  the  government  to  which  they 
belonged. 

Prof.  Ames  here  inserted  verbally  the  following: 

One  of  two  illustrations  occur  to  me  oft- hand.     A  year  ago  i  was  dining  i:    N 
York  City  with  Mr.    Worthington  C   Ford,    formerly  Superintendent  of  the    ' 
script  Division  of  the  Library  of  Congress,   and  now  connected  with  the  Mass 
setts- Historical   Society.     Mr.   Ford  related  to  me  an  experience  of  his  father's,    a 
well  known   collector  of  historical  documents,    that  confirmed    what  had   prei 
heen  told  me.   to  the  effect  that  many  years  ago,   before  the  present  divisj.  o 
lie  records  was  formed,    the  manuscripts  on   the  Hill   here  at   Harrisburg  had 
systematically  robbed.     He  said  his  father  bought  at  an  auction  in  New  York   S 
a  number  of  documents   which,    upon   examination,    he   said    manifestly   ':>• 
the   State  of  Pennsylvania.      About   a   year  afterward   he   bought    those   same 
ments  over  again.     lie  then  did  not  return   them.     Upon  his  death   the  mantis 
wvnt  to  the  Lenox  Library  in  Xew  York  <'ity.   and  there  they  are  now  to  l>.    : 
I  don't  know  what  class  of  documents  these  were,    but  1  give  you  this  on   *..- 
of  Mr.  Ford  himself. 

Last  week  I  was  attending  the  meetim:  of  the  American  Historical  Asaociati 
Indianapolis,   and  a  party  from  one  of  the  border  states  told  me  that  the  jani 
the  State  House  of  that  State  was  allowed  to  sell  thirty  dollars  worth  of  «rast< 
a  year.

By  chance 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  State  Librarian  of  the  Srate.   who  rescued  i:  .  : 
posited  it  in  its  proper  place. 

Mr.  Sachse:  On  that  subject  1  have  always  understood  "liar  the 
majority  of  the  Kohert  S.  Davis  collection  of  photographs  of  Srate 
papers  now  at  Haverford  College  also  were  taken  out  of  the  room 
at  the  IT  111  here,  and  are  now  at  Haverford  College.

Indeed  it  is  a  cause  for  wonder  that  so  many  records  have  l»een 
preserved  and  escaped  the  various  agencies  of  destruction,  wl<.  re  so 
much  was  left  to  fortuitous  circumstances  rather  than  to  inte  ligenl 
care.     Fortunately,  however,  several  agencies  are  now  and  have 
at  work  iu  an  endeavor  to  change  adverse  conditions.     First  among 
these  may  he  mentioned  The  Public  Archives  Commission,1  establ  el 
by  The  American  Historical  Association  in   December,   lv.m.     From 
the   lirst   it  has  directed   its  attention   **to  an   examination   of  d<»<  u 
mentary  material  of  a  public  or  governmental  nature."     In  the  < 
years  since  its  organization,  it  has  heen  the  one  ngenet  national  in

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its  character  thai,  has  been  conceived  with  Public  Arcfiives,  and  in 
consequence  it  has  taken  the  lead  in  the  movement  to  aronse  public 

opinion  to  the  need  of  **a  more  rational  and  beientHie  treatment  of 
documentary  material." 

This  Commission  has  been  careful  not  to  duplicate  the  work  of  any 
existing  agency,  nor  has  it  undertaken  the  publication  of  archives, 
but  it  has  devoted  its  attention  primarily  to  an  investigation  into  the 
character,  content,  condition  and  availability  of  the  public  archives 
of  the  several  states,  and  to  a  limited  extent  to  local  archives,  and, 
secondly,  to  stimulating  ami  promoting  legislation  by  the  states  which 
would  lead  to  more  adequate  provision  being  made  for  the  care  of 
public  records. 

In  the  first  decade  of  its  existence,  it  has  published  reports  on  the 
archives  of  thirty-two  states  and  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Phila- 
delphia. Almost  half  of  these  have  been  preliminary  and  partial,  but 
the  remaining  reports  have  been  fairly  comprehensive  in  character. 
It  is  a  more  difficult  task  to  estimate  the  influence  of  the  commis- 
sion's work  in  advising  interest  in  the  proper  care  of  public  archives. 
It  is,  however,  a  significant  fact  that  the  years  during  which  the 
commission  has  been  in  existence  have  been  characterized  by  much 
greater  attention  being  paid  to  archives  matters  by  the  states  than 
ever  before,  with  the  resulting  establishment  by  law  of  various  agen- 
cies for  the  care  and  supervision  of  public  records.  Most  of  this  leg- 
islation can  be  traced  either  directly  or  indirectly  in  the  influence  of 
the  commission,  and  in  almost  every  instance  followed  the  published 
report  showing  the  existing  conditions.  During  this  period,  ten 
years,  some  twenty-four  (2-1)  states  have  passed  measures  of  import- 
ance relating  to  the  preservation  and  custody  of  archives. 

Even  this  notable  progress  is  but  a  beginning.  The  American  dele- 
gates to  the  International  Conference,  held  at  Brussels  lasi  summer. 
report  that  in  comparison  to  European  methods,  we  in  this  country 
are  but  in  the  infancy  of  the  science  of  the  care  of  archives.  A  re- 
newed effort  is  being  made  by  the  American  Historical  Association 
at  the  present  time  to  secure  the  erection  of  a  National  Archives 
Building  at  Washington  for  the  concentration  of  the  older  records  i>\' 
the  several  departments  of  the  Federal  government. 

Among  the  state  reports  made  under  the  direction  of  this  commis- 
sion, was  one  on  the  condition  of  the  State  Archives  at  Harrisburtf, 
published  in  1900V  and  another  on  those1  of  the  city  and  county  «>t 
Philadelphia,  in  1001.2  Following  the  publication  of  these  report- 
some  of  the  advocates  of  inaugurating  better  methods  for  the  care  of 
archives  were  successful  in  promoting  the  enactment   by  the  Legislu

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ture,  April  14,  1903,  of  a  law  establishing  the  Division  of  Public  Rec- 
ords .as  a  Department  of  the  State  Library  and  with  an  advisory  com- 
mission of  five  members.  This  act  was  not  all  that  was  desired",  but 
it  was  welcomed  as  a  hopeful  beginning.  By  the  provision  of  the  act. 
the  .Division  was  given  especial  "custody  of  all  public  records  of  the 
State  government  not  in  current  use  ami  consequently  primarily  of 
historical  value."  This  act  was  slightly  amended.  June  S,  lf>07,  so  that 
the  Advisory  Commission  was  increased  from  five  to  seven  persons. 
The  division  in  the  seven  and  more  years  since  its  establishment  has 
done  excellent  work.  Jt  has  made  marked  progress  in  collecting, 
classifying  and  mounting  the  older  documents  from  the  various  de- 
partments of  the  State  government.  It  also  has  served  as  a  bureau 
of  information  to  the  general  public  on  the  records  committed  to  its 
charge,  and  has  placed  its  resources  at  the  service  of  historians,  gene- 
alogists and  other  investigators.  It  is  now  installed  in  quarters  suit- 
able for  the  proper  care  and  use  of  these  older  manuscript  records, 
some  of  them  historically  of  inestimable  value.  This  situation  should 
be  a  source  for  congratulation  and  encouragement  to  all.  bin  espe- 
cially so  to  those  who  have  a  personal  knowledge  of  the  old  conditions 
of  inditference,  neglect  and  worse. 

The  time  seemed  opportune  for  the  extension  of  the  same  systematic 
care  and  attention  to  the  county  archives.  It  was,  therefore,  with  the 
intent  of  promoting  this  end  that  your  committee  believed  that  the 
most  effective  service  that  it  could  render  at  this  meeting  was  to  at- 
tempt to  collect  such  information  in  regard  to  the  county  records.  as 
was  possible  in  the  short  time  available,  which  would  throw  light  on 
this  problem.  It  was  thought  that  such  information  was  essential  "■> 
any  intelligent  consideration  of  the  matter.  Accordingly,  a  series  of 
questions  were  prepared  and  sent  to  the  sixty-seven  counties,'  with  an 
accompanying  letter,  either  to  the  county  commissioners  or  to 
local  historians  known  to  be  familiar  with  or  interested  in 
the  county  records.-  These  questions  called  for  information 
in  regard  to  the  extent,  character  and  condition  of  the 
existing  records,  provision  for  their  safe  keeping  and  appr  »- 
priate  use,  and  information  touching  upon  the  destruction  i»r 
loss  of  .records  from  any  cause.  Special  inquiry  was  made  in  regard 
to  records  in  an  unorganized  condition,  or  stored  in  ba>einents  or  gar 
rets;  also  as  to  whether  the  records  were  housed  in  fireproof  build- 
ings, or  in  fire-proof  vaults  or  safes:  and  as  to  the  kind  and  duality 
of  the  ink,  paper,  typewriter  ribbons,  pads  and  so  forth,  owed  in  mak- 
ing current  records,  and  whether  any  of  the  new  records  had  faded  be 
cause  of  the  use  of  poor  ink.

In  consideration  of  the  brevity  of  the  time,  less  than  a  month,  the 
number  of  replies  received  is  gratifying,  and  the  committee  desires  to 
tender  its  thanks  to  those  who  have  so  promptly  and  cheerfully  as 
sisted  in  this  endeavor.  Of  the  sixty-seven  counties  of  the  State,  re- 
sponses have  been  received  from  twenty-seven  counties,  or  about  forty 
per  cent.  The  counties  replying  include  the  three  original  counties 
nearly  all  the  other  colonial  comities  where  the  records  are  older  and 
are  more  liable  to  destruction  by  reason  of  age. 

With  so  many  counties  not  yet  heard  from,  it  is,  of  course,  impos- 
sible to  present  anything  like  a  comprehensive  survey;  the  present 
summary  must,  therefore,  be  considered  as  preliminary  and  tentative. 
It  should  further  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  data  here  presented  is  to 
a  certain  extent  ex  parte,  and  coming  as  it  does  in  many  instances 
from  the  officials  that  have  charge  of  these  archives,  it  therefore  prob- 
ably presents  the  most  favorable  view  of  the  situation. 

Present  Conditions: — As  to  the  extent  of  the  county  records  pre- 
served, replies  show  that  in  almost  all  of  the  counties  thus  far  heard 
from,  the  usual  records,  such  as  deeds,  wills,  and  similar  documents 
of  present  legal  value  have  been  kept  since4  the  establishment  ,»f  the 
counties.  Early  court  minutes,  tax  lists,  and  various  classes  of  loose 
papers  have  not  been  so  generally  preserved. 

Conditions: — In  general  the  condition  of  records  is  reported  as 
good.  In  many  instances,  however,  this  would  seem  more  applicable 
to  the  usual  records  primarily  of  legal  value. 

Organization: — For  the  most  part  the  records  appear  to  be  classi- 
fied and  tiled.  In  a  number  of  counties,  especially  those  of  older  dates, 
where  there  is  a  large  accumulation  of  papers,  heaps  of  documents, 
chiefly  of  no  present  legal  value,  but  often  of  great  historical  interest, 
are  stored  in  inaccessible  conditions  in  basements  and  garrets. 

Equipments: — Equipment  of  the  several  county  court  houses,  for 
the  care  of  records,  seems  to  be  generally  good.  Eire-proof  vaults  and 
metal  tiling  cases  appear  to  be  the  rule.  Although  in  some  counties, 
the  replies  would  seem  to  intimate  !he  lack  of  these  modern  safe 
guards  in  certain  of  the  offices  of  the  court  house. 

Records  last  or  passtd  out  of  Public  Control: — Several  instances 
are  reported  of  the  destruction  of  public  records  by  tire;  as  lor  e\ 
ample,  most  of  those  of  Erie  county,  covering  the  period  1  sou  1  >_'::.  bi 
the  tire  that  destroyed  the  court  house  in  the  hitter  yeur.  Similarly 
the  records  of  the  office  of  Prothonotary  and  clerk  o['  the  court  ^\ 
Franklin  county  for  the  period  17s I -isr»i  were  consumed  in  the  i'<>u 
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federate  firing  of  Chambershurg  in  1S<>4.  Similarly  reports  show  that 
a  number  of  records  have  nut  been  destroyed,  but  have  passed  oat  of 
the  hands  of  the  officials.    There  are  several  instance  where  certain 

classes  of  public  records  either  have  been  deposited  with,  or  found 
their  way  into  the  possession  of  historical  societies.  As  for  example, 
certain  tax  lists  of  Berks  county  have  been  deposited  in  the  Berks 
County  Historical  Society,  certain  miscellaneous  records  of  ttucks 
county  with  the  Bucks  County  Historical  Society,  some  [{evolutionary 
papers  and  early  county  records  of  several  counties  have  found  their 
way  to  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania.  Again,  enmity  records 
have,  in  some  instances,  found  their  way  into  the  hands  of  individual 
collectors;  as  is  notably  true  of  some  of  the  records  of  Chester  county, 
which  were  rescued  from  waste  paper  barrels. 

On  the  whole,  however, as  far  as  can  be  learned  from  the  replies  that 
have  thus  far  been  received,  the  committee  feel  that  there  is  cause  for 
gratification  in  view  of  the  general  favorable  condition  of  the  county 
records,  both  in  respect  to  the  extent  to  which  they  have  been  pie- 
served,  and  also  in  regard  to  their  general  physical  condition,  organ- 
ization, and  equipment  for  their  custody.  Nevertheless,  certain  ad- 
verse conditions  appear  which  call  for  amendment. 

II.  Summary  of  Adverse  Conditions. 

Among  the  adverse  conditions  affecting  records  that  in  general 
must  be  guarded  against  are  those  of  fire,  light,  excessive  heat,  water, 
leaks,  mildew,  and  dampness;  lack  of  ventilation,  accumulation  of 
dust,  ravages  of  vermin,  such  as  rats,  mice,  fish  worms,  and  the  like; 
theft  on  the  part  of  unscrupulous  officials,  or  persons  permitted  ac- 
cess to  records:  general  carelessness  of  custodians,  and  investigators; 
as  for  example,  disarranging  of  classified  paper,  throwing  old  dustj 
volumes  violently  upon  the  floor  to  dislodge  the  dust,  piling  books 
on  top  of  each  other,  or  face  downward,  thus  rending  liable  the  break- 
ing of  old  and  fragile  paper,  writing  directly  on  old  records,  or  liear- 
ing  down  on  old  documents  with  the  elbows,  or  pen.  or  pencil.  To 
these  common  dangers  should  be  added  the  misuse  of  ink  with  the  con- 
sequent danger  of  blotting  records;  the  arrangement,  of  lack  <•{'  ;ir 
rangemeut.  abrasion  from  over-crowding  of  volumes,  and  loose  |ia|»ers, 
the  ill-advised  repairing  of  old  records,  and  the  destruction  by  too 
I'-beral  wetting,  ami  (he  use  of  poor  ink,  cheap  paper.  and  insufficient 
binding.  While  it  would  appear  that  the  public  records  of  Pennsyl- 
vania have  suffered  from  nearly  all  of  these  evils,  your  committee 
wishes,  at  this  stage  of  its  work,  to  concentrate  attention  upon  two 
particular  points;  namely,  first,  certain  immediate  needs  t«>  remedy 
adverse  conditions,  reported  or  observed;  second,  additional  recom- 
mendations to  be  carried  on!  as  soon  as  practicable.

III.  Recom  mend  a  f  ions. 

Immediate  Needs — Of  the  immediate  needs  that  we  would  mention 
are  tirst,  the  removal  of  the  masses  of  unorganized  records  stored  in 

the  garrets  and  cellars,  or  basements,  of  conrt  houses.  It  is  believed 
that  much  of  this  material  is  historically  valuable,  and  that  it  should 
be  sifted  and  arranged  and  rendered  accessible  to  the  investigator. 
From  the  reports  received,  it  appears  that  a  considerable  class  of 
records  are  stored  in  the  garrets  of  the  court  houses  in  the  following 
counties:  Cumberland.  Bucks,*  Northampton,  Pike  and  York;  in 
basements  or  cellars  in  Berks,  Chirion,  Delaware,  Erie,  Franklin,  In- 
diana, Lancaster,  Lebanon,  Lehigh,  Montgomery,  Philadelphia,  and 
Wayne, 

Second,  of  the  immediate  needs  that  we  would  recommend  are  that 
the  original  wills  of  the  early  period  with  their  accompanying  inven- 
tories, accounts,  and  so  forth,  together  with  many  old  valuable  mis- 
cellaneous papers,  which  are  now  universally  arranged  in  the  sev- 
eral counties  as  folded  papers,  usually  preserved  in  sharp  edged  metal 
filing  cases,  should  be  skilfully  repaired  and  mounted  in  bound  vol- 
umes. This  procedure  has  been  successfully  carried  out  in  the  rase 
of  the  early  wills  of  New  Jersey,  now  preserved  at  Trenton.  By  the 
present  method  employed,  these  folded  papers,  especially  those  of  the 
17th  and  18th  centuries  in  the  older  colonial  counties,  tend  to  separate 
into  pieces,  or  crumble  away  in  the  process  of  handling.  Your  com- 
mittee believes  that  it  is  most  urgent  that  early  steps  should  be  taken 
for  the  preservation  of  these  important  legal  documents  of  great  his- 
torical value.  To  give  an  example  of  what  might  be  done,  it  is  sug- 
gested that  a  beginning  might  be  made  with  certain  papers  of  the 
archives  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  county  of  Philadel- 
phia, located  in  room  <>s7.  City  Hall.  These  papers  comprise  thirteen 
packages  of  very  interesting  and  valuable  road  papers,  including  pe- 
titions, drafts,  and  so  forth  for  the  period  17o:>  to  1800.  They  are 
now  folded  in  a  delapidated  condition  and  kept  in  a  wooden  cupboard. 
Some  of  the  papers  are  in  pieces,  and  are  exceedingly  fragile.  Such 
papers  should  be  carefully  repaired  and  mounted  in  volumes.  Similar 
treatment  should  be  given  to  the  loose  papers  of  the  Orphans'  Court 
of  Philadelphia,  Which  date  from  1710. 

We  believe  that  this  work  can  best  be  done  by  the  Division  of  Pub- 
lic Records,  and  to  this  end  we  would  recommend  that  an  eifurt  be 
made  to  seeure  from  the  Legislature  an  appropriation  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

In  case  there  are  no  adequate  facilities  for  the  proper  rare  a>f  tbe*e 
classes  of  older  documents,  atid  the  county  officers  do  not  have  i*  i  I

sion  to  use  the  same,  and  prefer  To  he  relieved  of  their  custody,  ice 

See  fio  objection  to  their  being  voluntarily  deposited  with  the  Division 

of  Public  Records  at  Harrisburg.  If  it  is  believed  that  ii  is  nor  vcithiu 
tbe  discretion  of  the  county  officials  to  make  such  disposition  of  ;hi* 
same,  a  law  might  be  passed  giving  them  authority  to  do  >o. 

To  bring  about  an  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  records  in 
general,  and  to  carry  out  the  suggestions  above  mentioned,  public 
opinion  must  be  aroused  To  the  value,  interest,  and  need  of  better  pro- 
visions being  made  for  the  care  of  The  county  records,  by  especially 
impressing  Their  importance  upon  the  public  officials  and  custodians 
who  are  directly  responsible  for  them,  and  also  upon  those  who  make 
use  of  the  records  for  legal,  historical,  genealogical,  antiquarian,  and 
other  literary  and  scientific  purposes.  Your  committee  hob's  the 
opinion  that  the  best  results  can  be  obtained  by  a  sympathetic  a-: ra- 
tion, and  The  co-operation  of  The  Federation  of  Historical  Societies 
with  the  members  of  The  several  historical  societies  of  which  ii  is 
composed,  Together  with  the  Division  of  Public  Keeords  of  The  State 
Library  and  its  Advisory  Commission,  all  working  together  harmo- 
niously for  The  common  cause,  urging  upon  The  judges  and  commis- 
sioners of  the  several  counties,  locally  through  The  county  historical 
society  and  iTs  members,  and  generally  through  Stale  organizations, 
and  prominent  and  influential  individuals.  By  so  doing  it  is  hope  1  that 
a  more  general  appreciation  of  The  value  of  this  class  of  records  will  be 
promoTed  and  disseminated  with  the  result  that  better  methods  for 
their  preservation  and  use  will  be  introduced  where,  at  present,  the 
conditions  are  unsatis  factor  v. 


Further  recommendations: — -Some  of  Those  interested  in  the  public 
records,  have  for  some  time  cherished  the  hope  that  the  Division  of 
Public  JJecords,  which  has  brought  about  such  salutary  changes  in  the 
condition  of  the  State  records,  might  now  extend  its  beneficient  work 
to  the  local  records  of  The  Commonwealth,  and  so  more  completely 
fulfill  the  mission  intrusted  To  it.  which  by  The  act  establishing  the 
division  is  declared  to  be  "The  preservation  of  '///  public  re!orda 
throughout  The  Commonwealth*" 

It  is  not,  of  course,  proposed  to  remove  The  records  from  the  i»  nnty 
seats  and  other  local  depositories,  save  as  iT  may  be  done  voluntarily, 
but  it  is  desired  that  the  influence  and  interest  of  the  1H vision  of  Kcc 
ords  should  be  extended  to  Them.  In  this  connection,  it  is  recognized 
that  the  greater  portion  of  these  records  are  primarily  t>\'  legal  and  ad- 
ministrative importance,  and  that  the  claims  of  the  historian  tunst  be 
considered  secondary  to  these,  but  ii  is  believed  tliar  the  step  proposed 
will  promote  the  interest  of  all.  May  not  the  officers  of  the  Diva* 
of  Public  Records  with  propriety  visit  the  several  count*  Heats  :ind 
make  a  more  detailed  examination  of  the  extent  of  the  records  of  each 
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county,  and  die  facilities  for  their  custody  and  use.  in  co-operation 
with  the  local  historical  society,  if  there  be  one?  This  examination, 
of  the  county  Archives,  should  include  a  thorough  Listing  of  the  rec- 
ords, similar  in  character  to  that  made  by  ihe  Mary  hmd  Public  Rec- 
ord Commission  during;  the  years  1004-1900.  Such  an  inventory 
would  be  valuable  for  three  reasons,  first,  it  would  show  the  complete- 
ness of  the  records;  secondly,  it  would  afford  a  full  knowledge  of  the 
actual  conditions  at  first  hand:  and  thirdly,  it  would  be  of  great  ser- 
vice to  the  various  classes  of  investigators.  Already  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Advisory  Commission  the  Division  has  inaugurated 
this  work  during  the  past  ten  months,  and  its  representative  has  vis- 
ited Lebanon  county.  We  trust  it  may  continue  this  work  until  all 
the  counties  of  the  State  have  been  covered  and  there  is  presented  a 
body  of  information  systematically  gathered  and  scientifically  organ- 
ized upon  this  matter. 

Furthermore,  the  Federation  and  affiliated  societies  should  give  its 
earnest  consideration  to  the  support  of  legislation  which  may  be  pro- 
posed by  the  Advisory  Commission  of  the  Division  of  Public  Records, 
legislation  which  is  intended  to  promote  the  interests  we  all  have  at 
heart,  the  extension  and  perfection  of  the  system  of  the1  care  and 
custody  of  records  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Some  <>f  us  would 
like  to  see  a  law  giving  more  specific  supervisory  powers  to  the  Di- 
vision over  all  the  public  records  of  the  .State,  both  general  and  local, 
along  the  lines  of  the  office  of  Commissioner  of  Public  Records  «>f 
Massachusetts.1  The  duties  of  this  office  relate  chiefly  to  insuring  the 
security  of  the  old  records,  and  giving  permanency  to  the  current 
records,  by  the  use  of  durable  paper  and  of  ink  of  lasting  quality. 
The  present  Commissioner  of  Public  Kecords,  in  a  paper  prepared  foi 
the  recent  International  Conference  of  Archivists,  sums  up  Hie  re- 
sults of  the  work  of  the  Commission  in  Massachusetts-  as  follows: 

''The  erecting  of  many  new  and  fire-proof  buildings,  the  remodelling 
of  old  ones  to  contain  tire  proof  receptacles,  and  the  purchase  of  fire- 
proof safes,  so  that  every  county,  city  and  town,  with  a  few  excep- 
tions where  necessary  changes  are  now  under  consideration,  has  its 
principal  records  protected  against  loss  by  fire. 

The  repairing  and  rebinding.  and  consequent  preservation,  of  many 
of  the  formerly  decaying  and  mutilated  records. 

The  recording  on  durable  paper,  with  ink  that  will  not  fade,  of  pull- 
lie  records  throughout  all  offices. 

The  bringing  of  the  records  into  prominence,  and  making  them  of 
the  importance  with  which  they  ought  to  be  regarded.*'8

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At  some  later  time  the  Federation  may  well  take  nnder  confident 
tion  some  of  the  more  technical  problems  thai  are  now  confronting 
archivists  and  tbe  custodian  of  manuscript  records.     Among  those 

of  most  importance  may  be  mentioned: 

(a)  Problems  as  to  what  classes  of  records  should  be  discarded  s« 

as  to  insure  more  room  and  better  care  of  the  really  valuable 
records. 

(b)  Problems   as   to  treatment  of  manuscripts   in   repairing   and 

mounting-  them:  the  wetting  process/  the  use  of  silk  ti^>i:»\ 
and  the  desirability  of  binding  in  canvas  rather  than  in 
leather  as  the  former  will  withstand  greater  heat  while 
leather  binding  will  melt  and  cause  additional  injury, 
(c).  Regulations  as  to  kinds  of  ink.  paper,  and  so  forth,  to  be  osed 
in  making  records  which  are  of  a  durable  character.  A  stat- 
ute might  well  be  adopted  conferring  upon  the  Division  of 
Public  Records  the  power  of  determining  what  are  approved 
standard  inks,  typewriter  ribbons,  pads,  paper  and  the  like. 
with  the  requirement  that  only  such  should  be  used  by  ail 
officials  of  the  State  and  local  political  divisions  in  the  mak- 
ing of  current  records. 

In  concluding  this  hasty  report,  which  has  trespassed  too  far  upon 
your  patience,  your  committee  would  request  that  any  information  in 
regard  to  the  public  records  which  have  passed  out  of  the  public  de- 
positories, particularly  in  regard  to  the  early  township  record,  he 
sent  to  them.  AVe  also  invite  discussion  upon  any  of  the  proposals 
made  and  earnestly  solicit  suggestions  which  may  be  of  service  in  this 
work. 

The  committee  would  further  suggest  that  in  case  it  should  be  the 
policy  of  the  Federation  to  continue  the  inquiry  inaugurated,  that 
the  question  of  enlarging  the  membership  of  the  committee  be  con 
sidered.  Finally,  the  committee  requests  a  small  appropriation  to 
cover  the  expenses  of  printing  and  postage  incurred  by  its  Secretary. 
The  committee  intended  to  send  duplicate  blanks  and  letters  to  the 
counties  that  have  not  responded  until  we  get  answers  from  every 
county  in  the  State  if  possible.

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The  President:  The  Federation  has  heard  the  excellent  report  of 
the  committee:  what  action  shall  be  taken  upon  it? 

Mr.  Lamberton:  I  move  the  report  be  received  and  the  appropria- 
tion asked  for  be  granted.

For  some  years  I  have  been 
trying  to  get  just  such  action  as  has  been  brought  out  by  this  report 
and  we  have  somewhat  in  advance  of  this  suggestion,  started  on  the 
labor  to  go  to  these  places,  and  see  what  the  actual  condition  is,  and 
to  establish  friendly  relations  with  these  people.  It  is  a  matter  that 
has  to  be  done  with  some  tact,  because  after  all  people  do  not  like  to 
be  told  that  they  are  not  doing  things  as  well  as  at  some  other  place, 
and  it  has  to  be  done  with  a  considerable  amount  of  t  are.  We  started 
in  that  way;  we  started  at  Lebanon,  where  we  wore  very  nicely  met 
by  the  commissioners,  the  matter  was  all  gone  over,  and  there  was 
considerable  interest  on  their  part,  and  it  was  Mr.  Kelkor's  intention 
to  go  to  Carlisle  ami  to  make  a  report  on  the  Carlisle  situation  this 
month.     lie  made  his  report  to  me  with  regard  to  the  Lebanon  mat- 
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ter,  and  I  suggested  to  him  that  he  follow  that  up,  and  see  tha:  their 
interest  was  maintained  in  the  question  as  far  as  we  are  concerned, 
of  helping  them  preserve  and  put  in  proper  condition  any  papers  that 
need  it,  more  particularly  that,  because  that  has  always  been  my  ['ar- 
ticular fad,  the  care  of  one  particular  paper. 

(Dr.  Ames  read  extract  from  Massachusetts  law  regarding  ink.i 

Mr.  Tubbs:  Mr.  President,  I  take  occasion  as  attorney  from  time 
to  time  to  examine  the  records,  especially  of  wills  and  of  deeds,  in 
the  office  of  Register  and  Recorder  of  Tioga  County,  and  J  stumbled 
upon  some  very  indistinct  records  that  were  less  than  ten  years  old. 
I  made  inquiry  as  to  the  cause  of  it.  and  1  was  informed  by  the  Reg- 
ister that  the  County  Commissioners  furnished  the  ink  with  which  the 
records  are  made,  and  a  few  years  ago,— not  to  exceed  five,  as  I  re- 
member it,— that  they  furnished  them  with  a  quart  bottle  of  ink  which 
covered  several  hundred  pages  of  deeds,  and  also  the  records  of  wills 
and  also  used  it  in  the  Prothonotary's  office  in  making  the  records  of 
judgments  recorded,  and  various  other  papers — that  are  recorded 
there,  that  within  live  years  had  become  illegible  because  the  ink  had 
faded.  Those  records  at  the  public  expense  have  all  been  recopied,  in- 
volving an  expense  of  between  five  and  seven  hundred  dollars,  to 
remedy  the  use  of  ink  that  had  so  speedily  faded  from  the  public  rec- 
ords, while  they  may  yet  be  deciphered,  in  some  cases  only  by  the 
use  of  a  powerful  magnifying  glass  to  tell  what  the  original  record 
was  before  it  would  become  entirely  illegible.  Now  in  the  matter  of 
indexing  it  has  been  a  work  of  great  labor  to  complete  the  index- 
ing of  these  faded  records.  It  all  had  to  be  gone  over  and  re- 
traced in  the  matter  of  indexing  these  pages,  especially  in  the  Pro- 
thonotary's office  where  records  of  judgments  were  recorded  by  va- 
rious persons  of  great  value  to  the  individuals  and  certainly  <>f 
great  concern  to  those  entrusted  with  the  care  of  public  records  My 
recollection  is  that  the  Recorder  of  Deeds  told  me  that  this  was  all 
through  the  use  of  one  quart  bottle  of  very  line  flowing,  exceedingly 
good  looking,  ink  that  was  of  no  permanent  value.  This  is  my  recol- 
lection of  it  at  present.  I  had  the  statement  of  the  Register  ami  Re 
corder  which  I  left  with  the  Advisory  Committee,  I  think  it  originally 
was  left  With  Mr.  Montgomery,  he  may  have  it  in  his  files  at  present. 
I  did  not  keep  a  copy  of  it  myself,  but  substantially  that  is  the  situa- 
tion of  the  records  in  Tioga  County. 

Mr.  Steinman:  Mr.  President,  another  point  1  think  ought  to  be 
taken  care  of,  ami  that  is  the  legibility  of  the  w  riling.  We  have  some 
writing  in  our  Court  House.  \  know,  written  long  bark  that  it  would 
take  experts  to  make  out.

The'  President  having  called  for  a  report  from  the  Committee  on 
State  Legislation,  Mr.  Xead,  Chairman  of  that  committee,  reported 

verbally  as  follows: 

Mr.  President;  The  Committee  on  State  Legislation  is  ready  to  re- 
port if  the  last  report  would  have  any  reference  whatever  to  the  meet- 
ing as  it  was  made  last  year.  There  has  been  no  meeting  of  the  Legis- 
lature since  that  time  and  no  plan  has  been  adopted  by  the  commit- 
tee for  recommendations  for  the  coming  Legislature,  so  that  it  will 
be  an  impossibility  to  report  anything  of  value. 

Capt.  Richards:  Mr.  President,  in  this  connection,  if  it  be  in  order, 
I  would  say  that  when  I  was  a  member  of  the  commission  on  Locating 
the  Frontier  Forts  of  Pennsylvania,  isi>4.  an  effort  was  made  by 
said  commission  to  secure  an  appropriation  from  the  Legislature  to 
mark  the  locations  then  ascertained,  but  as  usual,  our  very  rich  Com- 
monwealth was  lacking  in  funds  and  we  failed.  Recently  a  special 
committee  of  this  Federation  made  a  similar  attempt  and  very  nearly 
succeeded  in  their  purpose. 

It  does  seem  to  me  that  Ave  should  not  discontinue  our  efforts  in  this 
direction.  From  an  historical  standpoint,  as  well  as  for  many  other 
reasons,  it  would  be  a  most  valuable  object  lesson  to  place  a  suitable 
granite  marker  on  the  spot  where  stood  each  one  of  our  Frontier 
Forts  erected  prior  to  1783.  Hardly  one  of  them  but  witnessed  scenes 
which  redound  to  the  glory  of  our  people.  They  were  instrumental 
in  making  a  grander  and  more  far-reaching  history  than  many  of  us 
reck. 

We  should  also  not  forget  the  defenses  of  our  Civil  War,  which 
merely  include  one  or  two  forts  across  the  Susquehanna  river  from 
where  we  now  sit.  and  which  were  occupied  for  a  time  by  one  of  the 
regiments  in  which  I  had  the  honor  to  serve.  They  represent  the 
high-water  mark  of  the  Confederate  invasion  of  the  North,  the  crest  of 
whose  wave  broke  at  their  very  base  and  harmlessly  receded  never 
again  to  advance  so  far. 

The  President:  'It  is  a  matter  that  the  Committee  on  Legislation 
might  take  up  at  the  coming  session. 

The  Secretary:  Is  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation  be- 
fore the  house  now? 

The  President:     Ir  is  over. 

The  Secretary;  There  is  one  matter  as  to  Legislation,  coming  over 
from  last  year  that  should  be  considered,  or  reconsidered.  The  a<  tion 
of  the  Association  last  year  was  to  instruct  the  Committee  oil  Legis- 
lation hi  apply  for  a  thousand  dollars.  Do  you  want  to  give  thai  com- 
mittee new  instructions? 
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Mr.  >»*ead:  Mr.  President,  I  did  not  understand  that  the  Federa- 
tion bad  instructed  this  committee  to  take  any  sperinv  steps  along 
that  line,  in  fact,  J  think  it  would  be  inadvisable  for  the    Federation 

to  pass  suel)  instructions.  That  should  rather  be  left  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  committee,  because  very  many  things  arise  which  might 
make  it  inadvisable  and  impracticable  to  make  application  for  sm-h 
appropriation.  The  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose,  it  seems 
to  me.  should  have  the  discretion  of  acting  in  that,  particular. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  make  a  motion  to  that  effect,  that  the  matter 
of  applying  for  the  appropriation  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  that 
committee,  and  that  the  report  of  the  committee  be  adopted.

Address  of  the  President 

The  President,  Mr.  Gilbert  Cope,  addressed  the  meeting  on 
"History,  and  What  Means  We  Have  of  Studying  It,"  as 

follows  :* 

Fellow  31  embers  of  theFederation — 

I  must  admit  that  I  have  been  too  closely  occupied  with  my 
own  affairs,  either  to  do  much  in  behalf  of  our  aim  or  to  learn 
what  others  were  doing.  I  will  therefore  confine  my  remarks 
pretty  closely  to  a  little  philosophizing. 

No  plea  or  apology  is  offered  for  history,  its  utility  being 
generally  conceded;  though  it  might  be  well  to  inquire  how 
much  its  value  depends  upon  the  amusement  it  affords,  and 
how  much  upon  the  instruction  conveyed.  To  those  who  be- 
lieve that  human  affairs  are  regulated  by  chance,  or  are  con- 
trolled by  an  arbitrary  power  whose  different  manifesta- 
tions bear  no  relation  to  each  other,  the  subject  matter  of  his- 
tory will  convey  but  little  instruction.  There  are  some,  how- 
ever, who  believe  in  an  evolution  of  society;  that  there  are 
laws  underlying  all  the  varied  phenomena,  in  accordance  with 
which  there  is  a  gradual  change  from  one  state  to  another,  in 
manners,  customs,  morals  and  religion. 

The  things  of  to-day  depend  on  those  of  yesterday,  of  last 
year,  of  the  last  century,  and  on  those  of  the  dim  and  distant 
ages,  in  the  contemplation  of  which  the  mind  becomes  lost  in 
mystery.  We  may  not  be  able  to  see  them,  but  we  feel  it  must 
be  so,  that,  like  rays  from  a  distant  star  which  may  have  re- 
quired thousands  of  years  to  reach  us,  there  have  come  down 
from  the  illimitable  past  forces,  which,  varying  under  new 
conditions,  have  moulded  society  into  its  present  state.  The 
social  laws  have  not  been  determined  with  such  exactness  that

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from  any  given  state  of  society  we  can  predict  its  past  or 
future  with  certainty,   yet   there  are   many   generalizations 

which  carry  with  them  a  strong  weight  of  probability.  Our 
experience  in  other  departments  of  knowledge  teaches  us 
that  in  order  to  gain  an  insight  into  these  laws  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  collect  the  facts;  to  sift  and  classify  them  according 
to  their  mutual  relations.  The  conclusions  arrived  at  from  a 
study  of  these  facts  will  have  value  in  proportion  to  the  com- 
pleteness and  impartiality  of  the  collection. 

History  as  generally  written  is  too  much  a  record  of  what 
may  be  termed  the  accidental  or  exceptional,  while  those  mat- 
*  ters  of  the  most  importance  are  scarcely  touched  upon.  Some 
histories  are  little  more  than  a  detail  of  the  wars  in  which  na- 
tions have  been  engaged,  which  might  be  likened  to  a  biogra- 
phy composed  of  the  minatia?  of  a  person's  spells  of  sickness. 
With  the  mass  of  our  people  the  history  of  the  Revolution 
overshadoys  all  beside  in  the  18th  century,  yet  I  venture  the 
opinion  that  the  result  was  of  far  less  importance  to  the  wel- 
fare of  our  country  than  was  the  introduction  of  the  so-called 
artificial  grasses.  The  improvements  in  the  methods  of  farm- 
ing, of  mining,  and  of  manufacturing  are  matters  which  have 
a  close  relation  to  our  daily  needs  and  comforts,  and  the 
progressive  stages  therein  should  be  noted. 

It  may  be  asked  what  history  we  have  to  write  about ;  when 
did  it  begin,  and  what  means  have  we  of  knowing  the  succes- 
sive events  down  to  the  present  time  ?  Leaving  out  of  account 
the  history  of  the  Indians,  in  which  few  are  interested,  we  may 
be  considered  fortunate  in  having  a  pretty  definite  starting 
point,  not  too  remote. 

Our  historical  records  may  be  said  to  commence  with  the 
surveys  and  proceedings  connected  with  the  acquirement  of 
land  by  the  settlers.  The  large  mass  of  papers  belonging  to 
the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  furnish  information  respecting 
the  organization  and  divisions  of  townships,  settling  their 
boundaries,  the  laying  out  of  roads  for  public  benefit,  appoint- 
ment of  township  officers,  granting  of  license  to  taverns,  which 
in  early  times  were  places  of  much  importance  from  a  social 
point  of  view.  The  petitions  to  the  Court  upon  these  subjects 
are  of  much  interest  to  the  antiquarian,  showing  who  were  the 
parties  concerned  and  giving  the  autographs  of  nearly  all  the 
citizens  of  any  influence  in  the  community. 

The  records  of  the  Criminal  Court  furnish  interesting  in- 
formation as  to  the  prevalence  of  certain  crimes,  the  kind*  and 
severity  of  punishments  at  different  dates,  and  matters  upon 
which  carefully  prepared  statistics  would  be  valuable. 
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In  the  Commissioners '  office,  where  too  many  of  the  papers 
have  been  suffered  to  be  lost,  we  may  find  lists  of  taxable-, 
what  expense  incurred  in  the  erection  and  repair  of  public 
buildings  and  bridges,  maintenance  of  prisoners,  payment  of 
Adages  of  Assemblymen,  bounties  for  the  killing  of  wolves, 
foxes  and  squirrels.  The  assessment  lists  exhibit  the  progres- 
sive increase  in  population  and  wealth  of  the  county. 

There  is  perhaps  no  more  valuable  manuscript  known  than 
the  Domesday  Book,  which  is  little  else  than  an  assessment 
covering  the  greater  part  of  England,  made  by  order  of  Wil- 
liam the  Conqueror,  and  completed  in  1086.  An  Englishman 
who  can  point  to  an  ancestral  name  therein  does  so  with  pride. 

The  various  records  herein  alluded  to,  as  well  as  some  others 
not  mentioned,  seem  to  me  comparable  to  a  foundation  of  con- 
crete upon  which  to  erect  a  firm  superstructure.  They  fur- 
nish many  definite  facts  and  often  serve  to  correct  the  errors 
or  exaggerations  of  tradition. 

The  State  has  done  well  in  publishing  numerous  tax  lists 
from  various  counties,  though  not  always  the  earliest  that 
might  have  been  obtained,  and  likewise  in  publishing  the  lists 
of  land  warrants,  though  unfortunately  the  dates  of  the  war- 
rants are  stated  to  be  the  dates  of  survey. 

To  my  mind  there  is  no  other  volume  of  the  recently  pub- 
lished Archives  so  interesting  as  the  one  containing  the  Min- 
utes of  the  Commissioners  of  Property  (Second  Series,  XIX  ), 
since  which  earlier  minutes  have  been  discovered.  Perhaps 
the  Federation  might  make  up  for  our  failure  to  accomplish 
all  that  we  aim  to  do  by  urging  the  publication  of  these  by  the 
State.  In  fact  there  is  much  that  the  State  might  do  to  assist 
the  local  historian.  We  need  complete  indexes  for  the  Colon- 
ial Records  and  the  First  and  Second  Archives.  New  Jersey 
has  set  a  good  example  by  publishing  abstracts  of  the  earliest 
wills  and  administrations  for  the  first  fifty  years  of  that  col- 
ony, and  has  had  thousands  of  the  original  wills  covered  on 
both  sides  with  transparent  silk,  bound  up  in  handsome  bind- 
ings. If  we  could  have  even  the  indexes  to  wills  in  the  dif- 
ferent counties,  say  to  1850,  it  would  be  a  great  boon  to  gene- 
alogists and  those  seeking  admission  to  patriotic  societies.  In 
my  own  county  it  is  probable  that  not  one-fourth  of  the  deeds 
executed  prior  to  the  year  1800  have  been  recorded.  On  two 
occasions  I  made  efforts  to  secure  the  passage  oi  an  act  for 
the  recording  of  these,  when  found,  at  the  public  expense. 
Deeds  often  contain  both  local  and  genealogical  information 
and  their  removal  from  the  land  they  describe  often  leads  to 
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their  destruction  when  they  fall  into  the  hands  of  those  who 

have  no  interest  in  the  land. 

Man  is  the  central  figure  in  history;  hence  our  interest. 
Knowledge  is  relative,  an  isolated  fact  being  incomprehensi- 
ble; but  if  we  can  discover  its  relation  to  some  other  fact  we 
think  we  can  understand  it  and  the  mind  experiences  pleasure 
in  the  act.  Our  interest  in  things  external  doubtless  begins 
with  those  which  are  nearest  and  extends  sympathetically 
through  intermediate  and  allied  subjects  to  the  more  remote. 
We  feel  an  interest  in  our  family,  in  our  ancestors,  in  then- 
other  descendants,  and  so  widening  out  we  take  in  the  whole 
human  race.  The  mind  may  be  led  by  a  variety  of  influences 
into  other  channels  or  pursuits,  but  the  pleasure  derived  from 
the  discovery  of  new  facts,  the  tracing  of  analogies  and  rela- 
tions, is  similar  in  all.  The  botanist  discovers  a  new  plant, 
the  conchologist  a  new  shell,  the  mineralogist  a  new  stone,  and 
their  feelings  are  akin  to  those  of  the  genealogist  who  discov- 
ers a  remote  and  hitherto  unknown  ancestor.  One  who  has 
never  had  a  hobby  can  scarcely  appreciate  the  feelings  of 
either. 

My  interest  began  with  the  history  of  my  father's  family 
and  gradually  extended  to  all  the  known  families  from  which 
I  am  descended;  then  I  wanted  to  know  about  all  the  families 
who  had  settled  in  our  county;  copied  thousands  of  surveys  of 
land  in  Delaware,  Chester  and  Lancaster  Counties,  and  in  Xew 
Castle  county,  Del.;  made  abstracts  of  thousands  of  wills  and 
deeds,  and  copied  thousands  of  pages  from  the  records  of  the 
Society  of  Friends.  This  I  state  to  show  to  what  extent  the 
disease  may  carry  its  victims. 

That  which  affects  the  health,  happiness  and  prosperity  of 
the  human  race  is  worthy  of  study,  and  though  a  man  may 
pass  through  life  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  these  blessings  with- 
out knowing  that  he  has  a  liver,  it  does  not  prove  the  science 
of  physiology  useless.  Whatever  we  are,  in  the  totality  of 
our  physical,  mental,  moral  and  religious  natures  is  the  result, 
firstly,  of  what  our  ancestors  were,  and  secondly,  of  the  cir- 
cumstances under  which  we  have  been  placed.  There  may  be 
a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  relative  importance  of  the 
factors,  but  rest  assured  that  if  either  were  varied  the  result 
also  would  be  varied.  We  cannot  now  change  the  characters 
of  our  ancestors,  but  we  can  study  them  so  far  as  the  facts  are 
attainable,  and  ascertain  the  laws  of  heredity;  how  certain 
physical  and  mental  traits  are  transmitted;  the  effect  of  in- 
termarriages between  kindred,  and  many  other  data  which 
might  be  of  use  to  posterity. 
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Reading  of  Communications 

The  Secretary  reported  that  all  communications  pertaining 

tp  the  Federation,  received  by  him  during  the  year,  had  been 
attended  to  in  due  order,  none  of  them  being  of  a  character 
requiring  action  by  the  association  itself.  An  invitation  re- 
ceived from  the  American  Historical  Association  to  send  a 
representative  to  its  annual  meeting,  Buffalo,  X.  Y.,  Dec.  29- 
31,  1911,  was  reported  to  President  Cope.  He  appointed  Mr. 
M.  R.  Allen,  secretary  of  the  Washington  County  Historical 
Society,  said  representative.  Relative  to  the  naming  of  a  rep- 
resentative to  the  Historical  Society  of  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania's Centennial  celebration  of  steam  navigation  on  the 
western  waters,  Oct.  30-Xov.  1,  1911,  as  decided  at  last  year's 
meeting  and  then  referred  to  the  President  for  action  at  the 
proper  time,  your  Secretary  wrote  President  Cope  early  last 
September  as  to  that  matter,  but  is  not  aware  that  an  appoint- 
ment was  made. 

Report  of  the   Secretary 

The  Secretary  reported  as  follows: 

The  close  of  the  sixth  year  of  the  Federation  finds  it  con- 
stituted of  the  same  number  of  societies  as  the  year  before, 
namely,  32,  there  having  been  no  additions  and  no  withdraw- 
als. It  is  believed,  however,  as  a  result  of  more  persistent  ef- 
fort during  the  year  towards  widening  information  as  to  the 
scope  and  work  of  the  Federation,  that  additional  historical 
societies  in  the  State  are  about  to  affiliate  with  our  association, 
and  thus  lend  their  influence  and  aid  in  promoting  the  object 
of  the  Federation,  which  its  Constitution  tersely  states  it  is: 
"The  advancement  of  historical  research  relating  to  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania." 

The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  that. all  the  societies  have 
paid  their  1911  Annual  Dues. 

Of  the  historical  societies  in  the  Federation  twenty-one,  as 
you  see  by  the  list  in  your  hands,  are  County  Societies,  and 
eleven  of  them  do  what  may  be  called  general  work,  that  is 
other  than  only  local  work,  although  all  of  the  eleven,  with  the 
exception  of  one,  have  their  home  and  publication  interests 
within  the  State,  the  one  exception  being  the  Pennsylvania 
Society  of  New  York. 

Assuming  only  twenty  of  the  sixty-seven  counties  in  the 
State  as  the  number  having  historical  societies  the  mere  state- 
ment of  the  fact  is  startling  and  accusing  to  the  effect  that  in 
so  many  counties  of  our  grand  Commonwealth  there  is  yet  no 
outward  evidence  of  the  existence  of  a  historical  spirit  and  co- 
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ordinated  historical  activity,  the  more  so  iii  view  of  the  fact 
thai  county  organization  began  as  early  as  229  years  ago,  and 
none  effected  more  recently  than  the  year  1879.  It  is  a  neglect 
that  in  very  truth  is  making,  and  must  make  for  irreparable 
loss,  and  irretrievable  oblivion  of  innumerable  matters  of  local 
history  and  of  a  local  kind  that  unfailingly  should  be  given 
permanent  historical  enshrinement. 

One  of  the  divisions  of  the  objective  activity  of  this  Federa- 
tion is  "the  encouragement  of  historical  activity  in  each  coun- 
ty of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  formation  of  local  historical 
societies,"  for  which  particular  work  it  provides  annually  a 
Standing  Committee.  It  is  a  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  report 
that  during  the  past  year  this  Committee  held  a  meeting,  at- 
tended also  by  the  honored  Librarian  of  State  and  your  Sec- 
retary, at  which  meeting  the  entire  field  was  thoroughly  can- 
vassed, and  definite  work  was  mapped  out.  That  work  will  be 
detailed  to  you  in  the  report  to  be  submitted  at  this  meeting 
by  that  Committee. 

On  the  other  hand  an  examination  of  the  work  done  by  the 
working  societies  in  the  Federation,  as  this  comes  to  hand  in 
their  annual  reports,  shows  historical  activity  and  productiv- 
ity on  their  part  of  the  very  highest  order — by  historical  pa- 
pers, historical  addresses,  pilgrimages  to  historic  places,  tab- 
laturing  historic  buildings,  erecting  monuments  to  historic 
persons  and  occurrences,  historic  anniversaries,  and  so  on. 

Of  highly  notable  events,  by  way  of  special  work  during  the 
year,  rising  even  to  international  interest,  may  be  mentioned 
the  placing  and  dedicating  by  the  Pennsylvania  Society  of 
New  York,  on  July  13,  in  the  Church  of  Allhallows  Barking, 
London,  England,  of  a  memorial  to  William  Penn,  in  which 
church  our  now  honored  founder,  on  October  23rd,  1644.  seven 
days  after  his  birth,  was  administered  the  rite  of  baptism,  in- 
cident to  which  dedication  act  that  society  published  a  beauti- 
ful monogram  descriptive  of  the  Church  named  and  its  place 
in  history,  and  also  struck  off  a  handsome  Commemoration 
Medal,  in  bronze,  as  a  Souvenir  of  the  Society's  great  under- 
taking. 

Another  notable  event  was  the  commemoration  by  the  Lan- 
caster County  Historical  Society,  on  September  9th,  of  the 
Christianna  Riot  and  Treason  Trial  of  1851  in  that  county,  in- 
cident to  which  it  erected  a  granite  monumental  shaft  on  the 
spot,  and  issued  an  historical  sketch  of  134  pages,  descriptive 
of  that  sadly  memorable  affair. 

And  still  another  notable  event  was  the  commemoration  by 
the  Chester  County  Historical  Society,  October  7th.  of  the 
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Found m;-;  of  Some  of  the  Famous  Schools  of  Chester  County, 
signalized  further  by  the  placing  of  descriptive  tablets  at  foar 
different  places,  and  the  erection  of  a  monument  on  the 
grounds  of  the  New  London  Academy. 

And  yet  another  highly  notable  event  was  the  commemora- 
tion by  the  Historical  Society  of  Western  Pennsylvania,  Octo- 
ber 30th  to  November  1st,  of  the  Beginning  of  Steam  Naviga- 
tion in  1811  on  the  Western  Sivers,  in  centennial  of  that  sig- 
nificant early  adventure. 

All  of  these  events  were  given  prominent  mention  in  the 
newspapers  of  the  day. 

County  historical  societies,  and  other  historical  associations 
and  bodies  in  the  State,  are  going  more  and  more  into  the 
matter  of  placing  permanent  markers  at  site.-  in  their  terri- 
tory to  which  attach  specially  noted  events  or  occurrences  of 
the  past,  or  noted  deeds  of  former  citizens,  a  form  of  histor- 
ical activity  most  praiseworthy,  and  illustrative  of  historic 
appreciation.* 

So  also  the  historic  sense  is  being  fostered  by  holding  so- 
called  "Home  Week''  celebrations,  these  enriched  by  means 
of  characteristic  industrial  and  historical  pageantry,  and  made 
memorable  by  the  temporary  home-gathering  of  the  out-wan- 
derers, by  way  of  a  revisit  to  "the  folks  back  home."t 

In  other  instances  prizes  are  annually  awarded  to  school 
boys  and  school  girls  for  competitive  essays  on  matters  ot 
local  history.! 

In  still  other  sections  desire  is  developing  for  the  making  of 
the  teaching  and  studying  of  straight  down  local  history  a 
part  of  the  curriculum  in  their  pubiic  schools.  It  is  beginning 
to  be  felt  an  absence  of  the  fitness  of  things  that  our  school 
people  should  be  so  assiduously  exercised  in  studying  the  his- 
torical bearings  of  other  and  distant  peoples  and  places,  and

their  own  people  and  pi  aces.  § 

Along  these  and  other  deservedly  suggestive  lines  historical 
societies  might  with  gratifying  effect  widen  out  their  present 
activity  so  as  to  inch.de  this  hitherto  almost  unattempted 
work,  and  thus  induce  in  this  and  coming  generations  of  their 
people  the  inculcation  of  a  deeper  pride  in  and  larger  knowl- 
edge of,  the  notable  persons,  and  events  and  places  that  give 
their  home  world  a  claim  for  larger  historical  enshrinement. 

In  "The  Pennsylvania-German"  for  February,  1911,  a  mag- 
azine published  at  Lititz,  Pa.,  appeared  a  two-column  account 
of  the  Sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Federation,  held  at  Har- 
risburg,  January  5.  The  publisher  of  that  journal  kindly  fur- 
nished your  Secretary  with  reprints  of  the  account  referred 
to,  and  these  in  turn  were  mailed  to  the  societies  in  the  Fed- 
eration. On  March  6th  your  Secretary  mailed  to  the  members 
of  the  Standing  Committees  lists  of  said  committees  as  these 
had  been  named  by  your  President,  and  on  July  6th,  printed 
copies  of  the  Acts  and  Proceedings  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting 
to  the  officers  and  societies  of  the  Federation,  and  to  numerous 
persons  and  Libraries  throughout  the  country. 

Relative  to  a  change  of  hour,  number  of  sessions,  and  busi- 
ness to  be  transacted  at  our  annual  meetings,  discussed  at  the 
last  annual  meeting,  and  then  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, with  power  to  act,  no  action  was  taken  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  no  meeting  was  held  by  that  committee,  except  that 
our  worthy  President  issued  letters,  Xovember  3rd,  to  secure 
opinions  pertaining  to  said  matters,  he  himself  favoring  their 
reference  back  to  the  meeting  this  year.  The  only  course 
therefore  open  to  your  Secretary,  whose  duty  is  "to  issue 
notices  of  all  meetings  of  the  Federation/ '  was  to  make  the 
call  for  this  meeting  to  accord  with  previous  years  as  to  hour 
and  order  of  business. 

Trusting  that  the  foregoing  presentation  of  the  affairs  of 
the  Federation,  and  of  its  interests,  may  be  to  your  approval, 
it  is  -  Respectfully  submitted.

The  President.  Mr.  Cope,  here  appeared  in  the  meeting,  and 
took  the  chair. 

Dr.  Jordan:  In  the  reading  of  the  Secretary's  report  on  the 
operations  of  the  different  Societies  that  are  attending  to  his- 
torical work,  the  thought  occurred  to  me  as  to  whether  the 
Sons  of  the  Revolution  of  Pennsylvania  would  be  eligible  for 
membership  in  this  Federation.  They  are  doing  work  similai 
to  our  work,  in  the  way  of  marking  historic  spots,  erecting 
monuments  to  different  events  that  took  place  during  the  Rev- 
olution, and  are  printing  historic  sermons,  essays,  etc.  I  think 
it  would  come  within  our  province  to  invite  them,  and  I  think 
the  Pennsylvania  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  would 
be  very  glad  to  unite  with  the  Federation.  It  is  not  a  Library 
Association  or  strictly  a  Genealogical  Society;  it  is  really  do- 
ing historical  and  bibliographical  work.  I  want  to  see  the 
number  of  Societies  of  our  Federation  swell,  but  I  don't  want 
to  go  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Constitution.  If  the  members 
of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  are  eligible,  I  think  I  could 
have  them  join  the  Federation. 

Secretary:  I.  might  say  in  response  to  Doctor  Jordan's 
views,  that  the  matter  of  eligibility  is  expressed  on  the  top  of 
your  folder — at  the  top  of  the  second  page.  "The  Federation 
shall  be  composed  of  such  Historical  and  kindred  Societies  in 
Pennsylvania  and  Pennsylvania  Societies  in  other  States,  as 
are  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  which  shall 
pay  annually  two  dollars  to  the  treasurer."  I  have  sent  our 
latest  announcement  to  different  outside  organizations,  such 
as  the  Daughters  of  the  Revolution,  and  others,  and  I  would 
have  done  the  same  to  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  had  I  known 
where  to  address  them.  If  you  think  it  advisable  I  will  be  very 
glad  to  correspond  with  that  Society  to  acquaint  it  with  the 
scope  of  our  work. 

Dr.  Jordan:  I  happen  to  be  an  officer  of  that  Society,  which 
is  going  to  meet  next  Tuesday,  and  will  bring  the  matter  up. 
I  might  say  in  connection  with  the  work  o(  that  Society,  that 
we  are  just  preparing  to  erect  a  monument  to  General  Wayne, 
costing  $30,000.00. 

Mr.  Kelker:  I  think  without  doubt  they  should  be  members 
of  this  Federation. 

Secretary:  I  had  a  letter  from  Mrs.  11.  C.  Valentine,  erf 
Bellefonte,  Pa.,  Secretary  of  the  Centre  County  Chapter  oi9 
the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  inquiring  as  to  our 
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Federation,  and  stating*  that  that  Chapter  is  strongly  inclined 
to  become  a  member  of  this  Association,    i.  believe  we  ought  to 

open  the  way  for  these  different  organizations  to  come  in. 
They  are  doing  historical  work. 

Dr.  Jordan:  I  would  suggest  that  there  are  a  number  of 
other  Societies,  such  as  the  Colonial  Dames,  etc.,  who  might  be 
invited  to  become  members  if  they  see  fit.  They  are  all  doing 
more  or  less  historical  work  together  with  their  genealogical 
work. 

Mr.  Kelker:  There  is  no  doubt  that  these  Societies  are  do- 
hm  historical  work.

This  year 
the  objective  point  of  commemorating  was  made  that  of  the  Found- 
ing and  Career  of  certain  famous  early  schools  in  Chester  Cour.ty. 
amongst  these  the  Birmingham  Friends'  school,  founded  in  1753, 
whose  most  famous  teacher  was  John  Forsythe,  who.  in  1799  became 
the  first  headmaster  of  the  Westtown  Friends'  School,  now  still  in 
flourishing  existence.  On  the  site  of  the  school  was  erected  a  p< 
nent  bronze  marker.  In  West  Chester,  the  sit.'  of  the  West  lestei 
Academy,  founded  in  1812,  was  marked  by  a  bronze  tablet.  At 
Fagg's  Manor,  where  stood  the  Fast's  Manor  Classical  School,  es- 
tablished in  I7i!7  by  Rev.  Samuel  Blair,  a  bronze  tablet  was  fastened 
to  the  Presbyterian  Church,  now  occupying  the  site  of  the  s 
named.  The  exercises  of  the  day  were  held  at  New  London,  where 
the  Academy  by  that  name  was  estnhli-he.i  in  1743  by  Francis  Alison. 
Here  also  a  monument  was  erected  with  bror,;:e  tablets  thereon  and 
inscriptions  of  its  famou*  scholars  and  teachers.  Provost  Eogar  Fay 
Smith,  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  President  I.-aac  Kharpless, 
of  Haverford  College,  and  Prof.  Paul  Van  Pykee.  of  Princeton, 
spoke  at  these  commemoration  exercises.  Out  of  the  three  schools 
named  came  a  President  and  a  Profes>or  of  Princeton  College,  some 
of  the  prominent  founders  of  Jefferson  and  Dickinson  (  i  eges,  three 
signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  the  SH.-ret.nry  of  the  Con- 
tinental Congress,  and  a  Provost  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
Dec.  7th  the  annual  Banouet  of  the  Society  was  held,  addresses  by 
Dr.  Talcott  Williams,  of  the  Philadelphia  Press.  Gen.  E.  E.  Wood,

Report  of  the  Standing  Committees 

A.  On  Bibliography. 

Mr.  Montgomery,  of  the  Committee  on  Bibliography,  re- 
ported as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Bibliography  respectfully  reports  that  it 
has  been  unable  to  print  either  of  the  bibliographies  now  in 
hand.  The  biblography  of  Chester  County  is  still  in  the  hands 
of  Mr.  Cope  for  revision  by  him.  The  biblography  of  Lancas- 
ter County  was  sent  to  me  by  Mr.  S.  M.  Sener,  its  compiler, 
now  deceased,  with  certain  commendations.  It  did  not  appear 
to  me  to  be  in  good  order  for  printing,  and  I  asked  Professor 
Learned  to  examine  the  manuscript  and  see  whether  it  could 
be  put  in  order  within  a  reasonable  time. 

Your  Committee  does  not  feel,  after  hearing  Professor 
Learned 's  report,  that  it  would  be  justified  in  printing  this 
material  until  it  had  been  examined  thoroughly  by  a  compe- 
tent authority.  Respectfully  submitted,

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Mr.  Montgomery:  The  point  the  Committee  wishes  to  make 
is,  that  Mr.  Sener's  notes  are  such  that  without  elucidation 
it  will  be  necessary  to  have  an  expert  bibliographer  go  over 
this  entire  proposition.  There  are  some  apparent  discrepan- 
cies; it  is  hard  to  understand  in  certain  cases  why  he  docs  not 
give  dates,  and  in  many  places  he  has  omitted  any  reference 
to  the  time  of  puhlication,  although  it  is  very  plain  from 
dates  within  the  title  page  when  they  were  published,  and  it 
is  up  to  the  Federation  to  decide  whether  somebody,  such  as 
Professor  Learned  himself,  should  take  this  matter  in  hand 
and  be  compensated  for  it,  or  whether  some  one  in  Lancaster 
County  should  take  it  Up  and  make  it  satisfactory  from  that 
point  of  view.  I  would  like  to  hear  expressions  from  the 
members  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

Dr.  Jordan:  Mr.  President,  I  think  it  is  very  important  in- 
deed that  the  work  that  lias  been  done  by  Mr.  Sener  should  be 
carried  to  a  successful  conclusion.  The  omissions  that  Mr. 
Montgomery  has  noted  are  exceedingly  important,  and  as  long 
as  we  have  some  little  funds  looking  toward  that  end,  I  would 
offer  a  resolution  that  Professor  Learned  be  authorized  to  re- 
vise the  lists  of  Mr.  Sener,  of  the  Lancaster  County  Bibli- 
ography. 

Secretary.  Does  that  mean  he  should  be  compensated? 

Dr.  Jordan :  Yes  sir. 

Mr.  Kelker:  There  are  two  works — Sener's  and  Diffeu- 
derffer's;  the  one  is  right,  that's  Diffenderffer's. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  The  matter  comes  up  in  the  shape  of  a 
recpiest  as  to  whether  it  should  be  put  in  the  hands  of  a  com- 
petent bibliographer,  or  referred  back  to  the  Society.  Tt  did 
not  come  from  the  Society  in  the  first  place;  it  came  from  Mr. 
Sener.  Nevertheless  there  are  probably  people  in  Lancaster 
interested  in  that  proposition,  and  it  might  be  that  some  one 
in  Lancaster  might  be  willing  to  take  up  the  matter.  Either 
proposition  is  satisfactory  as  far  as  the  Committee's  stand- 
point is  concerned. 

Mr.  Kelker.  I  don't  see  how  yen  are  going  to  refer  it  back 
to  the  Lancaster  Society  when  it  did  not  come  from  them. 

Secretary:  Do  T  understand  that  \h\  Jordan  made  the  prop- 
osition that  the  manuscript  be  referred  back  to  the  Lancaster 
Society,  with  request  that  some  person  finish  the  work. 

Mr.  Kelker:  It  can't  be  referred  back  to  where  it  didn't 
come  from. 

Dr.  Jordan:  T  withdraw  my  original  resolution  and  move 
that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The-motion  was  agreed  to  and  it  was  so  ordered. 
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B.  Ox  Historical  Activity. 

The  Committee  on  Historical  Activity  reported  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Historical  Activity  of  the  Federation  of 
Historical  Societies  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  presents  the 
following  report: 

The  Committee  held  a  meeting  in  the  office  of  the  Hon. 
Tlios.  L.  Montgomery,  State  Librarian,  Harrishurg,  Pa.,  Oc- 
tober 10,  1911.  Mr-  Montgomery  and  Secretary  Heilman  met 
with  the  Committee. 

The  work  entrusted  to  the  Committee  by  the  Federation  is 
the  task  of  finding  out  the  status  of  historical  work  being 
done  in  the  various  Counties  of  the  State,  to  devise  means  to 
encourage  weak  societies  to  persevere  in  their  work,  and  to 
excite  an  interest,  if  possible,  among  the  residents  of  Coun- 
ties not  having  Historical  Societies,  that  will  lead  to  the  form- 
ation of  such  Societies. 

The  importance  of  the  work  assigned  to  the  Committee  may 
be  estimated  by  the  fact  that  of  the  sixty-seven  counties  of  the 
state  only  twenty-two  have  Historical  Societies.  There  are 
known  to  be,  or  to  have  been  historical  organizations  in  some 
other  counties  in  the  State,  but  are  inactive  through  loss  of  in- 
terest. 

The  committee  decided  to  begin  its  work  by  issuing  a  cir- 
cular letter  urging  the  importance  of  establishing  Historical 
Societies  in  all  the  counties  in  the  State  that  are  yet  without 
such  societies  in  order  that  the  history  of  the  State  may  be 
gathered  together  and  preserved,  for  the  lasting  benefit  of  our 
own  and  future  generations,  and  of  calling  special  attention 
to  the  aid  given  by  the  State  to  such  societies  by  empowering 
County  Commissioners  to  appropriate  of  County  funds  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  a  year  to  County  Historical  So- 
cieties. 

To  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Committee,  the  State  was  di- 
vided into  three  sections.  The  western  section  was  assigned 
to  Mr.  Mi  E.  Allen  of  Washington  Co.,  the  middle  section  to 
Mr.  George  Steinman  of  Lancaster,  and  the  eastern  section 
to  Miss  Eleanor  E.  Wright  of  Philadelphia. 

Dr.  Heilman,  the  most  efficient  Secretary  of  the  Federation. 
had  prepared  a  circular  letter  expressive  of  the  objects  and 
purposes  of  the  Committee,  which  letter  was  adopted  by  the 
Committee.  Mr.  Montgomery,  with  the  kind  spirit  in  which 
lie  always  assists  all  efforts  to  promote  the  intellectual  devel- 
opment of  our  people  and  Commonwealth,  offered  to  have  the

chairman  of  the  committee,  absent  on  account  of  illness. 
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circular  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Committee,  and  to  have 
copies  sent  from  the  Librarian's  office  in  Harrisburg,  to 
County  Superintendents  of  Public  Schools  throughout  the 
State  of  such  counties  not  having  a  County  Historical  Society. 

Upon  the  members  of  the  Committe  devolved  the  task  of  fol- 
lowing up  the  circulars,  by  personal  letters  addressed  to  lead- 
ing citizens  in  the  several  Counties. 

Twenty-six  counties  were  assigned  to  Mr.  Allen.  Three  of 
them — Allegheny,  McKean,  and  Washington — have  Historical 
Societies  doing  good  work.  The  remaining  twenty-three 
Counties  were  found  to  be  without  any  such  organization,  and 
nothing  is  being  done  to  gather  together  the  historical  records 
and  traditions  in  these  Western  Counties,  which  contain  so 
much  interesting  and  valuable  material. 

The  Counties  in  Mr.  Allen's  Section,  not  having  Historical 
Societies,  are  Armstrong,  Beaver,  Butler,  Bedford,  Blair, 
Cambria,  Clearfield,  Cameron,  Clarion,  Crawford,  Erie,  Elk, 
Fayette,  Forrest,  Greene.  Indiana,  Jefferson,  Lawrence,  Mer- 
cer, Somerset,  Venango,  Warren  and  Westmoreland.  Mr. 
Allen  reports  having  written  personal  letters  to  persons  in 
Greene,  Fayette  and  Lawrence  Counties,  respectively,  asking 
them  to  furnish  him  with  the  names  of  persons  who  might  be 
interested  in  the  formation  of  Historical  Societies,  and  to 
whom  to  send  the  Committee's  circular.  These  letters  have 
remained  unanswered.  From  information  received  from  Mr. 
A.  M.  Sloan,  Mr.  Allen  hopes  a  Society  will  soon  be  organized 
in  Westmoreland  County,  at  Greensburg,  the  county  town. 

To  Mr.  Steinman  twenty-four  counties  were  assigned. 
Seventeen  of  the  number  were  supposed  to  be  without  Histor- 
ical Societies,  though  the  fine  work  being  done  by  the  Societies 
of  Bradford,  Cumberland,  Dauphin,  Lancaster,  Lebanon.  Ti- 
oga and  York,  redeemed  the  barrenness  of  the  field. 

The  counties  in  Mr.  Steinman 's  section  supposed  to  be  with- 
out historical  societies  comprise  Potter,  Lycoming,  Sullivan, 
Columbia,  Montour,  Northumberland,  Union,  Snyder,  Centre, 
Huntingdon,  Fulton,  Adams,  Mifflin,  Juniata  and  Perry.  Mr. 
Steinman  wrote  to  and  sent  the  circular  letter  to  two  and  three 
persons  in  fifteen  of  these  counties,  thirty-six  letters  in  all. 
He  received  four  answers,  one  from  the  Hon.  James  A.  Bea- 
ver Bellefonte,  Justice  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Pennsylvania. 
stating  that  there  is  a  historical  organization  in  Bellefonte, 
Centre  Co.,  one  from  the  Hon.  George  B.  Orladv,  also  a  Jus- 
tice of  the  Superior  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  in  which  he  prom- 
ised to  try  to  do  something  in  Huntingdon  County,  one  from 
G.  C.  Benner,  Esq.,  of  Gettysburg,  Adams  County,  that  he  is 
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trying  to  arouse  the  interest  of  the  people  "of  that  County, 
and  the  fourth  from  Charles  P.  Ulrieh,  Esq.,  of  Middleburg, 
Snyder  County,  stating  that  there  is  already  a  Historical  So- 
ciety at  Middleburg  in  that  County. 

Of  the  seventeen  counties  assigned  to  Miss  Wright,  ten 
have  well  organized  historical  Societies  doing  valuable  work: 
— Bucks,  Berks,  Chester,  Delaware,  Lehigh,  Montgomery, 
Northampton,  Philadelphia,  Susquehanna  and  Schuylkill. 
Miss  Wright  reports  having  addressed  a  personal  letter,  en- 
closing a  copy  of  the  Committee's  circular,  to  the  County 
School  Superintendents  of  Carbon.  Luzerne,  Monroe,  Pike, 
Wyoming,  and  Wayne  Counties.  Xo  answers  were  received 
from  any  of  the  persons  addressed.  By  special  request  Miss 
Wright  also  wrote  to  Mr.  Munson  and  Mr.  Charles  Lose  at 
WilJiamsport.  They  replied  that  a  Society  had  been  organ- 
ized in  Lycoming  County,  but  that  interest  in  it  had  died  out, 
and  that  no  one  came  to  the  meetings.  Mr.  Lose  offered  to  do 
all  he  could  to  arouse  new  interest  in  the  Society.  Miss 
Wright  also  wrote  to  Miss  Hale,  of  Philipsburg,  who  replied 
that  a  Society  already  exists  in  Centre  County,  at  Bellefonte. 
A  letter  was  afterwards  received  from  Mrs.  H.  C.  Valentine, 
of  Bellefonte,  stating  that  she  would  gladly  do  all  she  could 
to  revive  interest  and  activity  in  the  Society  in  Bellefonte. 

Miss  Wright  also  wrote  to  the  Albright  Memorial  Library 
at  Scranton,  beside  the  County  Commissioners  of  Lackawanna 
County,  but  received  no  answer.  She  also  addressed  letters 
to  Professors  Owen  and  Martin  of  Bueknell  University,  at 
Lewisburg,  'Union  Co.  No  answer  was  received  to  either  of 
these  letters. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  and  towards  the  furthering  of 
this  part  of  the  work  of  the  Federation,  that  of  promoting  his- 
torical activity,  Miss  Wright  wrote  to  the  Friends'  Historical 
Society,  to  the  Baptist  Historical  Society,  to  the  Methodist 
Historical  Society,  the  German  American  Historical  Associa- 
tion and  the  German  Pioneer  Society,  all  in  Philadelphia,  and 
to  the  Moravian  Society  at  Nazareth,  asking  them  to  become 
members  of  the  Federation,  and  calling  special  attention  to 
the  annual  publication  by  the  Federation,  containing  a  valu- 
able list  of  original  work  done  that  year  by  the  societies  con 
nected  with  the  Federation.  This  annual  list  places  into  the 
hands  of  students  in  special  historical  research,  information 
as  to  where  new  and  valuable  material  is  issued  and  can  re 
obtained. 

Copies  of  the  report  of  the  Federation  for  1910  were  sent 
to  all  these  societies.     With  the  exception  of  the  German  As- 
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soeiatiou  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  Moravian  Historical  So- 
ciety of  Nazareth,  the  letters  were  all  acknowledged,  and  the 
Friends '  Society  promised  to  join  the  Federation.  The  Ger- 
man Pioneer  Society,  we  hope,  will  take  favorahle  action  on 
the  subject  at  its  meeting  to  be  held  later  on  in  this  month.  Mr. 
Ilueh,  the  Secretary,  promised  to  attend  the  meeting  in  Har- 
risburg,  if  the  weather  is  favorable. 

A  resume  of  the  results  thus  far  ascertained  is  as  follows  :- 
A  large  number  of  the  Committee's  Circular  Letters  were 
sent  out,  and  some  of  them  may  yet  fall  into  the  hands  of  in- 
terested persons.  Judge  Orlady,  of  Huntingdon  County,  and 
Mr.  Benner,  of  Adams  County,  have  promised  to  try  to  or- 
ganize societies  in  their  counties.  Information  has  been  ob- 
tained of  the  existence  of  historical  societies  in  Centre  Coun- 
ty at  Bellefonte,  in  Lycoming  County  at  Williamsport,  and 
in  Snyder  County  at  Aliddleburg,  thus  reducing  the  number 
of  unoccupied  counties  from  forty-seven  to  forty-four.  It  is 
hoped  these  societies  can  be  revived  sufficiently  to  realize  the 
great  necessity  of  the  work  of  gathering  together,  and  pre- 
serving historical  data,  before  the  older  generation  of  our 
time  passes  away.  With  the  passing  of  this  generation  the 
knowledge  of  many  traditions  and  facts  will  be  lost. 

The  Committee  suggests  that  an  effort  be  made  in  large 
counties,  with  many  historical  interests,  to  form  local  so- 
cieties in  the  larger  towns,  the  same  to  affiliate  with  the  Coun- 
ty Historical  Society.  A  Society  at  Philipsburg  in  Centre 
County,  for  example,  could  work  up  the  beginnings  of  its  coal 
industry,  and  the  building  of  its  railroads,  which  brought  a 
market  for  its  coal.  One  section  of  a  county  might  take  ap 
its  Indian  history,  or  its  collection  with  the  events  of  the  Civil 
War,  and  another,  biographical  studies  of  the  men  who  work- 
ed out  its  destinies. 

On  presenting  this  Report,  the  members  of  the  Committee 
realize  they  have  made  only  a  beginning  in  carrying  out  the 
duty  assigned  to  them  by  the  Federation. 

Though  the  success  attending  their  efforts  has  not  been 
very  great,  they  feel  something  has  been  accomplished.  A 
•certain  amount  of  patriotic  feeling  for  and  pride  in  local  hi>- 
tory,  must  be  aroused  before  any  work  of  this  kind  can  be 
successfully  begun,  and  patient  perseverance  exercised  before 
practical  results  can  be  obtained.

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The  following  is  a  copy  of  tlic  circular  letter  referred  to  in 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Historical  Activity  as  having 
been  sent  out  by  that  Committee,  and  following  this  is  a  copy 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  the  21st  day  of  May,  A.  1). 
1901,  entitled  ''An  Act  to  Encourage  County  Historical  Socie- 
ties," also  referred  to  in  that  Committee's  report,  as  also  in 
its  circular  letter  immediately  below.  The  "Act"  is  inserted 
here  for  the  purpose  of  affording  County  Historical  Societies 
ready  reference  thereto. 

Philadelphia,  Pa.,  November  1,  1911. 

To  any  public-spirited  citizen  or  citizens  of  the  County  of in 

the  State  of  Pennsylvania: 

Jt  is  herewith  respectfully  represented  that  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of 
Historical  Societies  is  an  association,  organized  at  Harrisburg,  Jan.  5,  1905,  which 
has  for  its  object:  "the  advancement  of  historical  research  relative  to  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  local  and  general." 

The  members  of  the  association  are  such  County  Historical  Societies  and  other 
historical  bodies  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  as  have  voluntarily  federated  for 
the  common  purpose  named  above.  The  Federation  now  has  a  membership  of  32 
such  societies  aud  bodies,  representing  in  their  individual  membership  a  number 
aggregating  over  10,000  persons,  producing  and  supporting  historical  activity 
throughout  the  state.  A  combined  exhibit  of  their  historical  papers  read,  papers 
printed,  addresses  delivered  and  publications  of  historical  matter,  runs  up  annually 
to  the  high  average  of  about  200  titles,  historical  material,  local  and  general,  of 
the  very  highest  value,  and  revived  and  preserved  against  its  sure  alternate  fate 
of  lasting  oblivion. 

Of  these  32  members  of  the  Federation  21  are  of  counties  having  County  His- 
torical Societies  namely,  Philadelphia,  Washington,  Dauphin,  Chester,  Cumberland. 
Lebanon,  Berks,  York,  Lancaster,  Schuylkill,  Susquehanna.  Montgomery,  Alle- 
gheny, Franklin,  Delaware,  Lehigh,  Tioga,  McKean,  Bucks,  Bradford  and  North- 
ampton. The  other  historical  bodies  in  the  Federation,  not  County  Historical 
Societies,  are  such  as  do  general  historical  work,  but  have  their  home  offices 
within  the  State,  and  by  their  adhesion  and  contributions  signalize  their  interest 
and  helpfulness  in  promoting  the  common  object  for  which  the  Federation  stands. 
The  other  counties  in  the  State  not  named  above,  comprising  over  two-thirds  of 
the  total  number  of  counties,  either  are  without  any  historical  society,  or  if  there 
are  such  others  having  historical  societies  the  Federation  is  without  knowledge 
of  them. 

Of  the  six  stauding  committees  of  the  Federation  one  of  them  is  on  Historical 
Activity,  to  which  committee  is  assigned  ""the  encouragement  of  historical  activity 
in  each  county  of  the  commonwealth,  and  the  formation  of  local  historical  sur- 
eties. '  * 

It  is  that  committee  herewith  named  below  that  submits  this  presentation,  therein- 
to enter  its  plea  with  any  public-spirited  citizen  or  citizens  in  counties  in  the  State 
not  having  a  County  Historical  Society,  or  any  historical  association,  to  exer/ise 
themselves  towards  the  formation  in  their  districts  of  an  organization  that  shall 
study  and  compile  the  history  of  that  district,  its  lore,  it*  traditions,  to  collect, 
preserve  and  publish  its  historical  records  and  data,  its  books,  newspapers,  maps, 
genealogy,  portraits,  paintings,  relics,  engravings,  manuscripts,  letters,  journals, 
and  any  anil  all  matt-rial  that  may  elucidate  or  illustrate  its  history,  collate  the 
data   relative   to    the    growth   and    progress   of    its    population,    wealth,   education. 
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agriculture,   arts,   manufactures   and   commerce   and   acquire   its   tools,   appliances 
and  object*  of  antiquarian  interest. 

It  would  seem  almost  superfluous  to  impress  the  very  great  importance  of  this 
work  being  done  in  every  part  of  the  State,  and  it  is  almost  inexplicable  that  a- 
a  matter  of  fact  it  is  not  being  done  in  so  large  a" part  of  it. 

When  it  is  borne  in  mind  what  splendid  and  lasting  work  has  already  been 
and  is  being  done,  by  many  of  the  County  Historical  Societies  in  the  State,  and 
its  other  historical  activities,  in  the  way  of  collating  their  historical  material   ire 
are  more  profoundly  impressed  as  to  onr  duty  in  making  the  strongest  po* 
plea  that  this  work  shall  be  done  in  every  part  of  our  grand  Commonwealth. 

In  no  way  and  by  no  agency  can  the  work  be  done  so  effectually  as  by  a  County 
Historical  Society.  To  the  pressing  importance  of  this  work,  and  that  the  County 
Historical  Society  is  the  best  agency  whereby  it  is  to  be  done,  even  the  State  at 
large  by  legislative  action  gave  its  full  assent  in  that  in  the  year  1901  it  placed 
upon  its  statutes  an  act  empowering  County  Commissioners  to  extend  aid  to  the 
County  Historical  Societies  to  the  amount  of  $200  of  public  funds  per  annum  in 
each  county  having  such  a  society.  And  again  in  1P07  $2,000  of  State  funds  were 
appropriated  to  this  Federation  to  aid  it  in  its  work. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  and  in  consonance  with  the  line  laid  down  to  us,  vre 
of  the  committee  named  below  invite  and  plead  for  an  early  consideration  of  the 
matter  of  the  formation  of  a  historical  society  in  your  county  and  its  entrai.ee 
upon  the  work  ordinarily  pertaining  to  such  a  society,  and  to  any  action  in  that 
direction  that  may  be  taken  by  your  people  we  shall  be  glad  to  render  all  the  aid 
and  assistance  in  our  power.  We  hope  that  this  will  meet  with  a  hearty  response 
from  you.

An  Act  to  Encourage  County  Historical  Societies 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the 
commissioners'  board  of  the  respective  counties  of  this  Commonwealth  may,  in  its 
discretion,  pay  out  of  the  county  funds  not  otherwise  appropriated,  aud  upon 
proper  voucher  being  given,  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  annually,  to 
the  historical  society  of  said  county,  to  assist  in  paying  the  running  expenses 
thereof. 

Section  2.  In  order  to  entitle  the  said  historical  society  to  the  said  appropri- 
ation, the  following  conditions  shall  have  been  rirst  complied  with:  The  money 
shall  be  paid  to  the  oldest  society  in  each  county,  if  there  be  more  than  one:  it 
shall  have  been  organized  at  least  three  years;  incorporated  by  the  proper  authority, 
and  have  an  active  membership  of  one  hundred  persons,  each  of  whom  shall  have 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  society  a  membership  fee  of  at  least  two  dollars  :'  r 
the  support  of  the  same:  And  provided  further.  That  no  appropriation  under 
this  act  shall  be  renewed  until  vouchers  shall  bo  first  tiled  with  the  board  of 
county  commissioners,  showing  that  the  appropriation  for  the  prior  year  - 
have  been  expended  for  the  purpose  designated  by  this  act. 

SECTION  3.     And   be  it.   further  enacted,   that    to  entitle   said   society   to   receive 
said  appropriation  it  shall  hold  at  least  two  public  meetings  yearly,  whereat  | 
shall  be  read  or  discussions  held  on  historic  subjects;  that  it  shall  have  esta't 
a  museum,  wherein  shall  be  deposited  eurios  and  other  objects  of  interest  rela..    g 
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to  the  history  of  county  or  State,  and  shall  have  adopted  a  constitution  and  code 
of  "by-laws,  and  elected  proper  officers  fce  conduct  its  bus':,. 
Approved— The  21st   day  of  May,  A.  D.   1901.

The  President  :  I  think  the  report  is  very  interesting, 
and  even  if  the  result  is  not  very  great  in  the  way  of  stir- 
ring up  interest,  it  shows  the  condition  of  affairs  at  the  present 
time,  and  is  well  worth  preservation  on  that  account. 

Mr.  Montgomery  :  I  move  that  the  report  be  accepted  and 
printed  in  full.  The  motion  was  agreed  to,  and  it  was  so  or- 
dered. 

Secretary  :  Mr.  President,  I  would  remind  you  that  there 
was  no  action  taken  in  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Bibliography. 

Mr.  Montgomery  :  The  Committee  simply  reported  prog- 
ress. 

C.     On  Exchanging  Duplicates. 

Secretary  :  There  are  two  members  of  that  Committee 
here — Dr.  Grumbine  and  Mr.  Roberts;  Mr.  Ashmead,  the 
chairman,  is  not  here.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  at  hand 
a  report  from  the  Committee. 

Dr.  Jordan  :  As  a  suggestion  to  that  committee  I  would 
report  that  during  the  year  1912  we  shall  be  ready  to  ex- 
change duplicates,  that  is,  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsyl- 
vania ,  PI  1  ila delphi a . 

D.     On  Publication  of  Lists. 

No  member  of  the  Committee  was  present,  nor  was  a  report 
by  it  handed  in.     The  following  discussion  ensued. 

Capt.  Richards  :  In  connection  with  that  Committee,  it 
seems  to  me  that  it  is  hardly  fair  to  keep  Dr.  Himes  at  the 
head  of  the  Committee.  Indeed  his  views  are  that  it  is  hardly 
necessary  to  keep  the  committee  on  the  list  at  all,  because  he 
thinks  the  duties  of  this  comittee  are  taken  care  of  by  other 
committees;  the  duties  seem  to  overlap,  lie  has  on  several 
occasions  requested  that  he  be  relieved  from  the  Chairman- 
ship. 

The  President  :  It  looks  to  me  as  if  it  was  a  little  difficult 
to  fulfil  the  duties  apparently  belonging  to  that  Committee 
and  get  the  information. 

Secretary  :  Mr.  President,  it  is  one  oi^  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees called  for  by  the  Constitution,  and  neither  the  Presi-

dent  or  anybody  else  has  any  choice  in  the  matter  except  to 
make  appointments.  Xow  as  far  as  the  matter  of  lists  is  con- 
cerned, so  far  as  they  come  from  the  Societies  in  the  Federa- 
tion, it  is  all  right — that  part  the  Secretary  can  take  care  of, 
but  there  is  a  large  putting  forth  of  historical  matter  in  this 
grand  Commonwealth,  of  which  this  Federation  has  no  listed 
information.  Now  it  was  considered  that  this  Committee 
should  in  some  way  secure  information,  and  annually  report 
as  to  that  kind  of  matter  published  outside  of  the  So- 
cieties in  the  Federation,  so  that  we  would  have  at  the  end 
of  the  year  a  complete  list  of  the  work  done  along  this  line 
throughout  the  entire  State. 

The  President  is  required  by  the  Constitution  to  appoint 
such  a  committee,  he  has  no  choice  in  the  matter,  and  some 
one  must  therefore  be  the  appointee,  as  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  under  Constitution. 

Captain  Richards  :  I  only  request  that  Dr.  ITimes  be  re- 
lieved of  the  Chairmanship,  that  we  do  not  again  appoint  him 
Chairman,  but  find  someone  else  who  would  be  willing  to  as- 
sume the  duties  of  this  Committee  and  make  him  its  chairman. 

Mr.  Montgomery  :  In  regard  to  the  Federation  work,  it 
was  thought  that  this  Committee  would  handle  very  much 
that  which  Dr.  Heilman  has  assumed  in  the  proceedings  each 
year.  In  addition  to  that  there  is  the  preparation  of  a  list  of 
everything  that  comes  into  the  hands  of  the  big  Societies  in 
relation  to  the  State,  and  of  matter  that  comes  under  the 
State  Librarian's  report.-  These  additions  to  the  Library 
might  be  called  Pennsylvaniaua.  Xow  it  would  not  be  diffi- 
cult for  any  committee  to  take  these  two  lists  and  tell  us  what 
was  worth  while.  We  would  probably  get  some  chairman  to 
join  these  lists  and  tell  us  what  was  best  in  the  literature  of 
the  previous  year  with  relation  to  the  State.  It  would  be  in- 
teresting and  might  be  useful  for  the  smaller  associations  in 
the  choice  of  books. 

Mr.  Myers  :  I  think  it  is  very  true  that  we  ought  to  have 
some  one  handle  this  work.  A  lot  of  stuff  comes  out ;  some  of 
it  is  good  and  some  not  so  good,  but  we  ought  to  have  some  one 
to  make  notes  on  it.  It  seems  to  me  quite  in  the  province  of 
this  Committee.  Our  Secretary  does  very  valuable  work  in 
compiling  what  the  societies  composing  the  federation  are 
doing,  but  there  is  nothing  done  on  the  outside.  I  think  it 
very  desirable  that  the  committee  follow  this  up. 

Mr.  Kelker  :     Is  the  idea  to  gather  stuff  published  in  the

newspapers  in  the  State?  It  would  he  impossible  for  one  man 
or  three  men  to  read  the  papers  necessary  and  then  sit  down 
and  make  note  of  everything  to  bring  bore. 

The  President  :  The  only  thing  to  do  is  to  do  what  you 
can. 

Mr.  Montgomery  :  The.  works  that  could  be  gathered  are 
those  accredited  to  Pennsylvania  each  year.  There  is  of 
course  a  great  deal  of  trouble  in  getting  this  matter.  You 
have  to  read  all  sorts  of  magazines,  and  when  this  is  pre- 
pared in  a  general  list  it  is  a  valuable  record.  Now  you  take 
the  publications  of  the  American  Historical  Association. 
They  have  a  resume  of  the  matter  sent  in  by  a  number  of  the 
smaller  associations.  You  could  have  an  excerpt  from  the 
best  criticism  of  each  of  these  works.  There  used  to  be  pub- 
lished in  Philadelphia  a  catalogue  in  connection  with  the  Mer- 
cantile Library  Association,  but  note  was  not  made  of  all  ad- 
ditions to  the  Library,  but  only  some  of  them,  and  there  was 
given  underneath  the  title  of  the  book  an  opinion  for  and  an 
opinion  against  the  publication  giving  a  great  deal  of  informa- 
tion thereby.  Xow  even  if  we  could  not  have  a  committee 
which  would  search  the  records  in  so  far  as  reading  all  these 
books  and  making  their  notes  upon  them,  we  might  have  them 
tell  us  what  has  been  said  by  the  leading  authorities  in  these 
journals  with  regard  to  the  printed  literature. 

Mr.  Myers  :  If  they  would  only  take  the  twelve  best  books 
issued  on  Pennsylvania  History  in  one  year.  They  could 
glean  these  from  the  leading  reviews — take  the  Pennsylvania 
Magazine  and  other  works.. 

Secretary  :  If  the  Chairman  will  allow  me,  before  we  go 
beyond  this  committee  work,  I  want  to  say  in  regard  to  the 
Committee  on  Exchanging  Duplicates,  of  which  Mr.  Ashmead 
is  Chairman,  that  near  the  beginning  of  last  year,  or  in  con- 
nection with  the  reports  that  came  to  the  Secretary  that  year, 
(1910,)  there  came  to  him  two  lists  of  duplicate  matter  ottered 
for  exchange.  These  lists  were  referred  to  Mr.  Ashmead  for 
his  examination  and  use,  but  there  does  not  seem  to  have  been 
any  action  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Ashmead,  so  that  it  would  ap- 
pear that  that  part  of  the  work  is  "up  in  the  air"  somewhere, 
and,  as  Dr.  Jordan  has  said,  there  is  room  for  quite  a  large 
exchange  of  duplicate  material  that  would  be  appreciated 
and  be  mutually  valuable;  yet  we  do  not  seem  to  get  any  work 
done  along  that  line. 

Mr.  Jordan  :  If  the  Secretary  will  send  me  these  lists  I 
will  make  selections  for  the  Pennsvlvania  Historical  Society

and  will  also  state  what  that  Society  has  to  offer  in  the  way  of 
duplicate  material  of  its  own  for  exchanging. 

Secretary  :  The  lists  referred  to  are  from  the  Lancaster 
County  Historical  Society  and  the  Washington  County  Histor- 
ical Society.  If  yon  will  write  to  Mr.  Askmead,  Chester,  Pa., 
you  may  be  able  to  get  these  lists. 

E.     On  the  Preservation  of  Manuscript  Records. 

Mr.  Myers  :  The  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  Dr.  Ames, 
was  not  able  to  get  up  here  today,  on  account  of  certain  cir- 
cumstances, and  requested  me  to  read  his  report. 

The  Committee  on  Preserving  Manuscript  Records  reported 
as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  Preservation  of  Manuscript  Records 
presents  herewith  the  report  of  its  activities  during  the  past 
year. 

1.     County  Archives. 

It  will  perhaps  he  recalled  that  last  year  the  Committee  de- 
voted its  attention  chiefly  to  collecting  information  in  regard 
to  the  county  archives.  Replies  were  received  from  27  of  the 
67  counties  of  the  State  to  inquiries  which  were  sent  to  the 
county  officials  or  individuals  who  were  familiar  with  the  local 
conditions,  including  nearly  all  of  the  colonial  counties.  It 
was  the  hope  of  the  Committee  that  it  would  be  able  to  pre- 
sent at  this  time  data  from  the  majority  of  the  remaining 
counties.  Unfortunately,  however,  this  information  is  not  in 
hand.  The  second  set  of  inquiries  sent  out  to  the  county 
officials  who  had  not  responded  to  the  first  inquiry  were  pro- 
ductive of  little  results,  only  three  additional  counties  being 
heard  from,  and  it  was,  therefore,  apparent  that  it  would  be 
necessary  to  seek  the  information  from  unofficial  sources. 
To  this  end,  it  was  hoped  that  the  interests  of  local  and  his- 
torical societies,  or  individuals  in  the*  several  counties,  could 
he  elicited  in  aiding  the  Committee  in  securing  this  informa- 
tion. However,  owing  to  a  comhination  of  peculiar  circum- 
stances that  it  is  not  necesasry  here  to  recount,  it  proved  to  he 
impracticable  for  this  work  to  he  immediately  followed  up. 
It  is  hoped,  however,  that  a  more  substantial  report  of  prog- 
ress along  these  lines  will  he  made  at  the  end  of  the  coining 
year. 

As  was  shown  from  the  data  presented  in  last  year's  re- 
port, that  in  a  considerahle  number  of  the  counties  heard  from 
the  records  had  overflowed  the  usual  rooms  in  which  they 
had  been  stored  into  garrets  and  basements,  it   was  ree'om- 
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mended  that  the  Division  of  Public  Records  of  the  State  should 
extend  its  activities  by  an  examination  of  the  public  records 

of  the  counties.  In  order  that  more  reliable  data  might  be 
obtained,  both  as  to  the  nature  of  Vnv  public  records  and 
to  the  additional  needs  for  their  preservation  and  utilization, 
it  was  suggested  that  legislation  should  be  secured  to  further 
this  work  and  to  authorize  county  and  other  local  officials  to 
turn  over  to  the  Division  of  Public  Records  sucb  documents 
as  they  might  not  wish  to  retain.  This  suggestion  as  well  as 
several  others  made  by  the  Committee,  were  favorably  con- 
sidered by  the  Advisory  Commission  of  the  Division  of  Public 
Records  at  its  meeting  held  immediately  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  last  annual  meeting  of  this  Federation.  The  Ad- 
visory Commission,  to  carry  out  the  first  recommendation, 
urged  that  the  Custodian  of  Public  Records  and  some  of  his 
assistants  should  actively  take  up  the  work  of  visiting  and 
examining  the  county  records,  in  so  far  as  circumstances 
would  permit.  To  this  end,  it  was  proposed  that  at  least  a 
thorough  examination  of  three  counties  be  undertaken  during 
the  current  year.  It  was  felt  that  it  was  desirable  that  this 
modest  beginning  should  be  followed  up  more  actively  in  the 
future  in  order  that  the  67  counties  of  the  state  might  be 
covered  within  a  reasonable  time.  We  are  officially  informed, 
however,  that  during  the  last  year  no  progress  has  been  made 
by  the  Division  of  Public  Records  in  carrying  out  this  recom- 
mendation, owing  to  the  pressure  of  work  in  Harrisburg. 
We  are,  therefore,  lead  to  conclude  that  with  the  present  force 
connected  with  the  Division  of  Public  Records,  we  cannot  ex- 
pect that  the  work  of  examining  the  county  archives  can  be 
rapidly  promoted.  In  view  of  this  fact  and  for  several  other 
reasons,  we  believe  it  highly  desirable  that  there  should  be 
an  additional  official  connected  with  the  Division  of  Public 
Records  whose  chief  occupation  should  be  that  of  supervising 
the  public  records  of  the  counties,  municipalities,  and  other 
local  governmental  divisions  of  the  state.  The  better  care 
and  preservation  of  the  local  records  that  followed  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  an  official  in  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island, 
and  Connecticut,  is  a  strong  argument  in  favor  of  such  legis- 
lation. The  law  passed  in  Connecticut  this  past  year  may 
well  serve  as  a  model  for  such  legislation.  Connecticut  had 
a  Temporary  Examiner  of  Public  Records  from  1903  to  1910 
and  the  value  of  his  services  pointed  to  the  need  o[^  a  perman- 
ent officer,  and  led  to  the  recent  enactment  which  author 
the  State  Librarian  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Library 
Committee  to  appoint  an  Examiner  of  Public  Records,  who 
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shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  State  Librarian.  His 
duty  shall  be  to  see  that  persons  having  the  eare  of  public 
records  keep  them  in  proper  custody  and  condition  and  obey 
the  laws  relating  to  their  safety  and  preservation.  He  is  to 
report  biennially  to  the  State  Librarian.  A  similar  officer  in 
this  State,  we  believe,  is  highly  desirable. 

IT.     Legislation   Enacted. 

The  Advisory  Commission  also  authorized  the  preparation 
and  x>resentation  of  a  bill  authorizing  the  voluntary  transfer 
of  county  and  other  local  records  by  county  and  municipal 
officials  to  the  Division  of  Public  Records.  Such  a  bill  was 
prepared  by  the  Division  of  Public  Records  and  presented  in 
both  the  Houses  and  received  the  warm  support  of  the  Advis- 
ory Commission  and  your  Committee.  It  is  a  matter  of 
public  record  that  the  bill  encountered  some  opposition  in  the 
House.  One  representative  not  being  informed  as  to  its  ori- 
gin, in  a  speech  assailed  the  bill  as  he  thought  he  had  discov- 
ered in  its  provision  a  possible  if  not  a  probable  raid  upon  the 
Treasury.  These  fears,  however,  were  shown  to  be  ground- 
less and  the  bill  passed  both  house  5  and  received  the  approval 
of  the  Governor  on  the  27th  of  April,  1911.  This  paragraph 
reads : 

"The  various  county  and  municipal  officials 
of  this  Commonwealth  may  turn  over  to  said 
Division,  with  the  approval  of  the  said  Division, 
such  of  their  records  as  they  shall  not  wish  to 
retain.  Upon  receipt  of  them,  the  said  division 
may  repair  such  of  said  records  as  shall  need  re- 
pairing, and,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  division, 
are  worthy  of  it." 

Pennsylvania  thus  followed  the  precedent  established  by 
law  in  10  other  states. 

It  may  be  added  as  a  matter  of  information  that  by  the 
same  act,  Section  5  of  the  original  act  of  April  14th,  1903,  was 
further  amended  by  striking  out  the  original  section  5  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  following: — 

"Section  5.  That  the  heads  of  the  various  de- 
partments of  the  State  Government  shall  deposit 
all  papers  relating  to  their  departments  with 
this  division,  beginning  with  the  earliest  records. 
which  are  not  needed  by  the  departments  for 
business  purpose. M 
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This  struck  out  the  former  needless  provision  limiting  the 
authority  to  turn  over  records  to  the  Division  to  those  prior 
to  1750.  This  desirable  legislation  in  regard  to  the  trans- 
fer of  county  archives,  to  be  effective  must  be  followed  up 
by  active  measures  to  secure  voluntary  transfer  of  histori- 
cally important  documents  which  are  no  longer  of  legal  and 
administrative  inrportance  in  the  counties  and  which  are  not 
satisfactorily  preserved  from  the  dangers  of  destruction,  or 
in  other  cases  where  the  local  officials  would  welcome  being 
relieved  of  the  responsibility  of  their  custody. 

The  experience  in  the  majority  of  the  ten  States  already 
referred  to,  which  have  similar  laws,  shows  that  the  privilege 
permitting  the  transfer  of  local  records  to  a  central  deposi- 
tory has  not  to  any  great  extent  been  made  use  of,  due  ap- 
parently not  to  any  reluctance  to  transfer  these  documents 
but  rather  to  the  fact  that  the  matter  has  not  been  properly 
presented  to  the  attention  of  the  custodians  of  local  records. 
The  State  Librarian  has  suggested  that  the  Federation 
should  co-operate  with  the  Division  of  Public  Eecords  by  the 
appointment  of  a  committe  that  might  suggest  such  a  trans- 
fer of  historically  valuable  documents  to  the  custodians  of 
public  records,  in  order  to  better  insure  the  proper  preserva- 
tion, administration,  and  utilization  of  the  same  by  histori- 
cal students  and  investigators.     We  endorse  this  suggestion. 

III.     Proposed  Legislation. 

The  Advisory  Commission  of  the  Division  of  Public  Rec- 
ords also  approved  of  the  suggestion  made  in  your  Commit- 
tee's report  that  legislation  should  be  sought  regulating  the 
kind  of  ink,  paper,  typewriter  ribbons  and  stamping  pads 
which  should  be  used  in  the  making  of  current  records  to  in- 
sure that  they  should  be  of  a  durable  character.  This  pro- 
vision had  been  previously  discussed  by  the  Advisory  Com- 
mission, but  it  was  now  taken  up  with  new  interest  and  legis- 
lation to  this  end  recommended.  Accordingly,  a  tentative 
bill  was  prepared  by  the  representative  of  your  Committee 
who  is  also  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Commission,  modeled 
on  the  lines  of  the  acts  in  force  in  the  states  of  Massachu- 
setts and  Connecticut.  In  the  proposed  draft  of  this  bill, 
it  was  proposed  that  the  Division  of  Public  Records  should 
specify  the  standard  inks  and  papers  to  be  used  for  record 
purposes  by  the  record  otlices  throughout  the  State,  and  pen- 
alties were  provided  in  case  of  the  failure  to  use  the  supplies 
authorized.  Some  practical  objections  were  raised  to  this 
proposed  measure  as  it  might  be  thought  to  conflict  with  the 
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duties  of  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  and  Grounds. 
Although  to  the  members  of  your  Committee  it  would  seem 
that  they  were  good  and  eogeut  reasons  why  the  measure 
having  reference  to  all  records  of  the  State  should  be  en- 
trusted to  the  Division  of  Public  Records,  which  according 
to  the  original  act  of  1903  is  declared  to  be  established  "for 
the  preservation  of  all  public  records  throughout  the  Com- 
mon wealth,"  rather  than  to  an  official  whose  duties  relate  to 
the  State  offices  at  Harrisburg  only,  they  were  willing  to 
waive  this  feature  of  the  measure.  Their  paramount  inter- 
est was  to  secure  the  enactment  of  this  desirable  measure 
rather  than  questioning  the  character  of  the  machinery  which 
should  be  made  use  of  in  putting  it  into  force,  provided  this 
machinery  gave  promise  of  being  adequate.  The  time 
proved  to  be  unfavorable  for  meeting  this  difficulty  and  fur- 
thering this  legislation.  Although  disappointed,  you  Com- 
mittee trust  that  some  solution  of  this  pro))] em  will  be  reached 
which  will  insure  the  enactment  of  a  law  regulating  the  use 
of  inks  and  paper  by  the  next  legislature. 

In  conclusion,  you  Committee  would  call  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  lessons  to  be  learned  from  the  recent  catastrophies 
and  extensive  losses  to  the  archives  of  New  York  and  Mis- 
souri by  the  recent  fires  at  the  State  capitols  of  these  States. 
These  lessons  should  make  a  deep  impression  upon  all  who 
have  either  any  interest  or  responsibility,  however  remote,  for 
the  safe  keeping  of  public  records.  Urgent  attention  should 
be  called  to  the  necessity  of  providing,  not  only  for  fire-proof 
quarters  for  the  archives  of  the  State  Capitol  but  also  for 
those  of  the  county  offices.  We  bespeak  the  interest,  not 
only  of  the  members  of  this  Federation  and  of  the  local  so- 
cieties that  have  representatives  here,  but  also  of  the  intel- 
ligent citizens  of  this  State  to  this  work.

Mr.  Montgomery  :  I  am  not  a  member  of  that  Commit- 
tee, and  did  not  see  the  report  before  it  came  before  the  So- 
ciety. There  are  one  or  two  of  its  points  that  should  be 
dealt  with  more  fully.  With  reference  to  the  idea  that  noth- 
ing has  been  done  during  the  past  year.  I  would  say  that  the 
year  began  January  1st  with  the  Legislature  in  session,  The 
Legislature  Lasted  practically  until  the  15th  of  June,  and  it 
is  onlv  since  the  15th  of  June  that  we  have  had  any  time  to 
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Mr.  Myers:  Is  it  not  desirable  to  do  something  along  this 
line? 

Mr.  Montgomery :  Mr.  Kambo  will  make  the  proper  analysis 
to  start  with.  Then  let  us  have  a  law  for  all  counties  to  have 
the  same  analysis  of  inks  or  adopt  a  similar  analysis.  The 
proper  official  should  recommend  the  use  of  certain  ink-. 
There  is  trouble  in  the  counties  in  regard  to  the  kind  of  ink 
used.  Sometimes  when  they  run  out  of  ink  they  go  to  a  local 
store  and  get  some  miserable  stuff  made  up  of  a  crude  mixture 
which  corrodes  and  consequently  impairs  the  records. 

Mr.  Myers:  It  is  not  so  much  the  kind  of  machinery  as  get- 
ting things  done. 

The  President:  I  will  now  appoint  the  following  Committee 
on  Nominations:  Dr.  John  W.  Jordan,  Mr.  J.  Andrew  Wilt. 
"Mr.  Thomas  S.  Stein. 

Mr.  Lamberton:  The  committee  appointed  to  audit  the 
Treasurer's  account  is  now  ready  to  report.

F.  Ox  State  Legislation. 

None  of  the  members  of  that  Committee  being  present,  the 
following  as  to  State  legislation  was  submitted  by  the  Treas- 
urer : 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Outside  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  on  Public  Records,  it  would  seem  to  me  advisable 
to  present  here  today  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  if  the 
money  we  now  have  on  hand  is  spent  another  application  can 
be  made  to  the  next  legislature. 

Secretary:  Mr.  President,  there  is  some  work  that  might  be 
disposed  of  meanwhile,  if  you  will  allow  it.  One  of  the  mat- 
ters is  that  there  is  a  report  here  from  the  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania Historical  Society  which  you  may  wish  to  hear,  and 
which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lichliter,  of  that  Society,  is  ready  to  read 
to  you. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  move  that  Mr.  Lichliter  be  given  the 
lloor  to  make  the  report. 
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The  motion  was  put  and  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Lichliter :  I  have  been  requested  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Historical  Society  of  "Western  Pennsylvania  to  read  this  re- 
port. 

Pittsburgh,  Dec.  30,  1911. 

During  the  past  year  the  Historical  Society  of  Western 
Pennsylvania  has  held  a  number  of  interesting  and  well  at- 
tended meetings.  The  principal  events  of  the  Society's  year 
included  a  banquet  held  at  the  Fort  Pitt  Hotel,  Pittsburgh,  on 
the  evening  of  March  24,  in  commemoration  of  the  centennial 
of  the  launching  of  the  New  Orleans,  the  first  steamboat  to 
navigate  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Rivers.  At  this  banquet, 
which  was  presided  over  by  President  Thomas  L.  Eodgers. 
and  was  attended  by  one  hundred  and  fifty  persons ;  addresses 
were  made  by  United  States  Senator  Theodore  E.  Burton,  of 
Ohio,  Chairman  of  the  National  Internal  Waterways  Commis- 
sion; Professor  Archer  Butler  Hulbert,  of  Marietta  College, 
President  of  the  Ohio  Valley  Historical  Association,  Dr.  Wil- 
liam J.  Holland,  William  H.  Stevenson,  Erasmus  Wilson  and 
Burd  S.  Patterson. 

On  October  30,  31,  and  November  1,  a  celebration  of  the  cen- 
tennial of  the  beginning  of  steamboat  navigation  on  the  west- 
ern rivers  was  held  at  Pittsburgh  under  the  auspices  of  the 
society.  The  program  of  the  celebration  accompanies  this  re- 
port. The  literary  program  embraced  addresses  by  prominent 
historical  professors  and  students  which  it  is  expected  to  pub- 
lish in  a  volume  in  the  near  future.  On  the  afternoon  of  Oc- 
tober 31st  there  was  the  greatest  river  parade  ever  held  on  the 
western  rivers  in  which  forty-six  steamboats  took  part  besides 
many  smaller  craft.  President  William  H.  Taft  was  the  chief 
guest  of  honor  and  made  an  address  from  the  bow  of  the 
replica  of  the  New  Orleans  which  was  as  near  as  possible  a 
copy  of  its  prototype  of  1811.  The  parade  was  participated 
in  and  witnessed  by  several  hundred  thousand  people.  The 
entire  celebration  was  a  great  success.  The  city  of  Pittsburgh 
appropriated  $15,000  for  it  and  the  Historical  Society  raised 
about  five  thousand  more.  Mayor  William  A.  Magee  of  Pitts- 
burgh, a  member  of  the  Society,  was  general  chairman  of  the 
Celebration  Committee.  William  H.  Stevenson,  President  of 
the  Historical  Society,  was  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  Professor  A.  B.  Hulbert,  President  of  the  Ohio 
Valley  Historical  Association,  was  Chairman  of  the  Literary 
Program  Committee.  The  Ohio  Valley  Historical  Association 
which  collaborated  in  the  celebration,  held  an  interesting  meet- 
ing during  its  continuance. 
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On  November  2nd  the  New  Orleans  left  Pittsburgh  for  the 
purpose  of  repeating  the  voyage  of  its  prototype  in  1811  to 
New  Orleans.  On  it  was  a  committee  of  the  Historical  Society 
of  Western  Pennsylvania.  The  voyage  lasted  until  November 
27,  when  the  boat  reached  New  Orleans  and  had  a  great  recep- 
tion at  the  hands  of  the  Louisiana  State  Historical  Society, 
the  State  and  City  authorities,  and  Business  Men's  Organiza- 
tions. At  every  important  intermediate  point  the  boat  wa> 
welcomed  by  representatives  of  State  and  local  historical  so- 
cieties, and  State  and  municipal  bodies.  About  one  hundred 
and  seventy-five  thousand  persons  visited  the  boat  including 
seventy-five  thousand  school  children  and  teachers.  More 
than  a  million  persons  saw  the  boat  from  the  shores  of  the 
Ohio  and  Mississippi  Rivers.  A  great  popular  interest  in  his- 
torical research  and  in  the  improvement  of  the  Ohio  and  Mis- 
sissippi Eivers,  and  the  construction  of  the  Lake  Erie  and 
Ohio  River  Ship  Canal  was  created  by  the  voyage. 

The  Society  secured  an  appropriation  of  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  from  the  Pennsylvania  Legislature  for  the  build- 
ing which  it  proposes  to  erect  in  1912.  Last  summer  it  pur- 
chased a  fine  lot  on  Grant  P>oulevard,  Pittsburgh,  adjoining 
the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  The  lot  is  72  x  120  feet  and  cost 
fourteen  thousand  dollars.  A  payment  of  eight  thousand  dol- 
lars was  made  out  of  the  fund  contributed  to  the  Society  by 
the  Pittsburgh  Sesqui-Centenuial  Executive  Committee,  and 
the  balance  of  six  thousand  dollars  is  expected  to  be  raised  in 
the  next  few  months,  about  half  of  it  being  already  in  hand. 

During  the  year  a  considerable  number  of  new  members  was 
added  and  the  interest  in  the  Society  of  the  community  vastly 
increased. 

In  April  the  Society  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  its 
President,  Thomas  L.  Rodgers,  who  had  for  several  years 
been  its  official  head  and  who  had  always  evinced  the  greatest 
interest  in  its  work.  William  H.  Stevenson,  who  had  been  for 
a  few  years  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  was  chosen 
President  to  succeed  Mr.  Rodgers.

The  President:  Yon  have  heard  the  report.  What  action 
shall  be  taken  ? 

Mr.  Montgomery :  I  move  it  be  included  in  the  Proceedings 
of  this  meeting. 

The  motion  was  put  and  it  was  agreed  to. 
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Secretary:  Mr.  President,  Miss  Wright,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Historical  Activity,  did  not  include  a  very  spe- 
cial request  from  Mr.  Allen  of  that  Committee.  He  is  a  v^ry 
efficient  member  of  that  Committee,  and  it  might  be  discour- 
teous to  him  not  to  bring  his  request  before  the  association. 
He  advises  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  expenses  of 
a  representative  who  shall  go  out  into  the  different  counties 
to  start  historical  activity  and  the  organization  of  county  his- 
torical societies.  My  only  purpose  is  to  bring  the  matter  be- 
fore you. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  have  been  advised  by  Mr.  Steinmau 
that  the  members  of  the  Committee  had  concluded  that  they 
would  not  ask  for  any  appropriation.  In  the  second  place 
there  is  a  rule  by  which  the  Executive  Committee  can  authorize 
any  one  to  do  any  particular  work  suggested,  and  it  seems  to 
me  it  would  not  be  wise  to  authorize  the  expenditure  of  money 
in  this  way,  when  we  have  scratched  only  the  surface  of  this 
work.  A  great  deal  can  be  done  by  correspondence,  and  I 
think  traveling,  from  my  experience,  is  a  very  expensive  tiling. 

Deferred  Business 

Secretary:  There  is  a  matter  under  the  head  of  Deferred 
Business.  The  matter  of  the  hour  of  the  day  and  the  number 
of  sessions  for  our  annual  meetings  is  still  open,  and  was  re- 
ferred back  to  this  meeting  to  do  what  it  thinks  proper.  It 
was  discussed  very  fully  last  year  and  theu  was  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee.  It  prefers,  however,  to  refer  it  back 
to  the  Federation  itself.  If  you  desire  different  action,  and  a 
different  kind  of  meeting  next  year,  it  would  seem  that  some 
action  should  be  taken  now. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  In  order  to  open  the  question,  I  move 
that  the  second  Thursday  of  January,  instead  of  the  first 
Thursday,  be  the  meeting  day  next  year,  and  that  one  o'clock 
afternoon,  be  set  for  the  time.  My  reason  for  suggesting  this 
day  is  that  I  have  heard  complaint  from  a  great  many  mem- 
bers that  they  cannot  get  away  on  the  first  Thursday  of  Jan- 
uary, at  which  time  they  are  kept  busy  with  accounts  and  set- 
tlements incident  to  the  beginning  of  the  year.  In  regard  to 
the  hour,  one  o'clock,  P.  M.,  we  do  not  eome  here  to  enjoy 
dissertations  upon  historical  matters;  we  are  a  kind  of  histor- 
ical clearing  house.  We  come  here  to  get  a  general  resume  of 
what  is  being  done  in  the  active  field  of  historical  research. 
We  simply  want  to  know  what  each  society  is  doing  in  it>  Of*tl 
way.    It  seems  to  me  the  hours  from  one  to  four  or  five  in  the 
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afternoon  are  all  that  eonld  be  used  to  advantage  for  work  of 
this  character. 

Mr.  Lamberton:  In  regard  to  the  change  of  day,  my  recol- 
lection is  that  we  made  it  the  first  Thursday  to  be  convenient 
for  people  connected  with  educational  institutes,  etc.  Person- 
ally the  second  Thursday  will  be  just  as  well  for  me,  but  I 
thought  I  would  mention  that  that  was  one  of  the  considera- 
tions in  choosing  the  first  Thursday— when  Professors  and  in- 
structors, etc.,  could  more  easily  attend. 

Captain  Eichards  :  Personally  I  would  not  like  very  much  to 
have  it  the  second  Thursday,  because  we  have  our  Board 
meeting  on  that  day.  The  third  Thursday  would  suit  me  very 
well,  but,  of  course,  my  own  personal  wishes  must  not  be  taken 
into  consideration.  In  regard  to  the  other  matter  mentioned 
by  Mr.  Montgomery,  of  extraneous  matters  going  on  at  this 
meeting,  he  has  very  fully  and  clearly  expressed  the  situation 
when  he  calls  it  an  Historical  Clearing  House.  Our  duty, 
rather  our  business  here  is  to  consider  things  for  the  welfare 
of  the  various  societies.  We  are  here  strictly  on  matters  of 
business,  and  jVleasuve  and  entertainment  at  these  meetings  is 
not  the  purpose  of  our  gathering.  I  think  if  we  keep  on  the 
way  we  have,  and  meet  in  the  afternoon,  as  we  have  been  doing, 
that  it  is  about  as  much  as  we  should  do. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  ani  perfectly  willing  to  substitute  the 
third  Thursday. 

Secretary:  Mr.  President,  I  do  not  believe  there  is  any  one 
who  knows  the  situation  more  fully  than  the  Secretary.  There 
are  many  reasons  given  why  the  first  week  in  January  is  a 
very  unfortunate  week  for  very  many  of  our  people.  It  is  not 
so  much  a  matter  of  getting  into  this  or  that  week  as  getting 
away  from  the  first  week,  that  is  before  you. 

Mr.  Lamberton:  Can  we  change  the  day  of  meeting  without 
changing  the  By-laws? 

Secretary:  It  may  require  a  year's  laying  over. 

Mr.  Lamberton:  I  move  that  the  Secretary  he  directed  to 
correspond  with  the  different  Societies  and  get  their  views. 

Mr.  Richards:  \  offer  the  following  amendment  to  the  By- 
Laws  :  Changing  the  day  of  the  meeting  to  the  third  Thursday 
of  January,  instead  of  the  first  Thursday  as  at  present 

Mr.  Kelker:   I  move  the  amendment  be  accepted. 

Mr.  Lamberton:  The  next  meeting  will  oH  course  have  to  he 
held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  January,  and  if  there  is  any 
change  it  will  be  in  the  following  year. 

Secretary:  Article  6  of  the  Constitution  savs  that  "The  an- 
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nna!  meeting  of  the  Federation   shall   be  hold  on  the  first 
Thursday  of  January." 

Mr.  Lamberton:  I  withdraw  my  motion.  Will  the  Secre- 
tary read  the  article  in  regard  to  changing  the  Constitution  : 

Secretary:  " This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  an- 
nual meeting  bv  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  ninety  days  no- 
tice •■••■'*» 

The  motion  was  put  by  the  President  and  it  was  so  agreed. 

Mr.  Lamberton :  I  do  not  understand,  in  view  of  what  the 
Constitution  says  about  amendments,  why  this  question  was 
put  to  a  vote  in  this  meeting. 

The  President:  It  was  simply  to  see  who  is  in  favor  and 
who  is  against  submitting  the  amendment.  I  believe  we 
should  have  a  rising  vote. 

Mr.  Lamberton:   I  would  like  to  have  a  count. 

On  a  rising  vote  a  count  was  made,  showing  all  but  two  or 
three  in  favor  of  the  amendment. 

Mr;  Wilt:  May  I  ask,  must  the  proposition  come  from 
some  Society,  a  member  of  this  Association?  The  proposition 
can  be  made  here  that  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  notify 
the  different  Societies  that  there  will  be  such  a  proposition 
made,  and  that  is  the  thing  we  can  act  upon. 

Secretary:  I  will  again  read  the  article  about  amendments: 
1 ' This  Constitution  may  be  amended,  etc.,  *  *  *  *" 

Mr.  Wilt:  That  is  what  I  do  not  quite  catch.  This  must  be 
done  by  the  Societies  composing  this  association,  but  is  there 
any  objection  to  this  Association  having  the  Secretary  notify 
these  Societies  that  such  amendment  will  be  proposed  at  the 
next  meeting! 

The  President:  The  Secretary  will  notify  all  the  Societies 
ninety  days  before  next  meeting. 

Captain  Richards :  The  expressions  of  the  Societies  will  de- 
termine this.  The  amendment  is  simply  offered  at  this  time. 
Ninety  days  before  next  meeting  the  Secretary  will  send  out 
notices  of  this  offered  amendment.  Each  Society  will  vote 
upon  it  and  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  result,  and  if  a  two- 
thirds  vote  is  received  for  the  amendment  that  ends  it.  We 
do  not  act  on  it. 

Secretary:  'Suppose  the  Societies  do  not  send  in  any  votes ! 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Some  of  them  will. 

Election  of  Officers 

Dr.  Jordan:  Mr,  President,  the  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions is  ready  to  report,  if  it  is  in  order. 
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The  President:  We  will  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Nominations.

Secretary:  Article  5,  Section  2,  of  the  Constitution  says 
that  the  President  and  Vice-Presidents  shall  not  he  eligible  to 
succeed  themselves  in  office. 

Mr.  Jordan:  Neither  of  these  nominees  will  he  succeeding 
themselves  in  the  same  office. 

Mr.  Jordan:  I  move  that  the  Secretary  he  instructed  to  cast 
the  ballot  for  the  persons  nominated. 

Secretary:  Mr.  President;  I  have  just  a  little  protest  to 
make  to  this  report.  It  rules  out  of  the  management  our 
good  friend,  Dr.  Jordan,  and  from  his  having  any  leading 
part  in  this  Federation,  and  I  do  not  think  that  is  quite  right. 
Dr.  Jordan  is  one  of  the  founders  of  this  Association,  and  is 
a  man  whom  we  can  always  rely  on  for  good  advice  and  good 
work. 

Dr.  Jordan:  That  is  possibly  pood  Lebanon  law,  but  we 
are  not  very  large  in  numbers,  and  I  thoroughly  believe  in 
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all  sections  of  the  State  being  represented  as  far  as  we  can 
do  it  year  after  year — having  competent  men  step  in  and  take 
our  places.  I  think  the  Executive  Committee  should  be  select- 
ed as  near  to  Ilarrisburg  as  possible,  as  it  makes  it  much 
more  convenient  for  them  to  get  together.  As  far  as  the  offi- 
cers are  concerned,  I  believe  we  should  make  a  rotation  of 
offices.  I  most  assuredly  asked  the  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions that  my  name  be  left  off. 

The  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  for  the  officers  nominated, 
and  they  were  declared  by  the  President,  duly  elected. 

New  Business 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Mr.  President,  under  New  Business,  the 
Sixth  Series  of  Archives  has  been  indexed,  and  will  probably 
take  up  five  or  six  volumes,  as  far  as  we  can  make  out,  which 
will  constitute  the  first  five  or  six  volumes  of  the  Seventh 
Series.  I  would  only  be  too  glad  to  have  members  of  the 
Association  take  up  and  recommend  appropriate  papers  to  be 
printed  in  the  archives. 

Secretary :  I  would  like  to  say,  Mr.  President,  that  although 
I  made  it  a  very  special  point  to  request  the  Secretaries  of  the 
different  Societies  to  report  to  me  along  the  four  different 
lines  our  Constitution  requests  reports  from  them,  but  when 
J  left  home  I  had  reports  from  only  13  out  of  the  32  Societies. 
1  would  very  much  like  to  make  that  part  of  our  forthcoming 
report  as  satisfactory  as  that  in  previous  reports,  but  I  am 
at  a  great  loss  to  know  how  to  get  these  reports  from  the  dif- 
ferent societies  in  due  time  and  in  as  complete  form  as  they 
should  be.  I  would  like  to  have  you  help  me  out  in  some  way 
to  induce  improvement  along  this  line.  I  would  like  to  have 
your  advice  or  opinion.  In  our  printed  proceedings  last  year 
we  had  the  report  of  every  Society  except  one — the  Susque- 
hanna County  Historical  Society. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  move  that  Dr.  Heilman  take  the  same 
methods  this  year  that  he  did  last. 

The  President:  In  behalf  of  the  Chester  County  Historical 
Society  I  beg  to  say  that  as  the  Federation's  report  will  not 
come  out  until  after  this  meeting,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
it  will  be  a  good  while  therefore  before  the  reports  assembled 
of  the  Societies  are  published,  it  was  not  thought  necessary 
to  have  that  Society's  report  immediately  here  on  this  occa- 
sion, but  it  will  be  forthcoming.* 


*Section  2,  Article  in,  of  the  Constitution,  requires  that  the  Societies  shall 
send  their  annual  reports  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Federation  before  the  latter'* 
annual  meeting,  and  this  is  expressly  repented  to  them  in  every  year's  announce- 
ment of  the  annual  meeting. — Secretary. 
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Mr.  Montgomery:   How  about  the  bibliography  of  Chester 

County? 

The  President:  I  must  say  thai  I  have  so  much  other  work 
that  I  cannot  undertake  editing  that  work  at  present,  at  least 
not  without  compensation.  T  am  anxious  nevertheless  that  it 
done  and  much  regret  its  delay. 

Mr.  Montgomery :  Have  you  heard  anything-  about  the  bib- 
liography of  Franklin  County? 

Secretary:  I  expected  to  hear  from. these  people  to-day, 
but  Col.  Giimore  seut  a  telegram  this  morning  that  he  is  ill. 
They  promised  last  year  that  they  would  have  their  bibliogra- 
phy ready  for  this  meeting.  I  shall  write  to  them,  or  the 
committee  can,  and  inquire  about  it. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  have  been  wondering  whether  it  would 
be  worth  while  to  suggest  to  the  Committee  on  Bibliography 
that  if  the  bibliography  of  that  County  be  submitted  in  proper 
form  it  be  printed. 

I  move  that  the  Committee  be  empowered  to  print  300 
copies  of  the  Bibliography  of  Franklin  Couuty. 

Mr.  Lichliter:   I  second  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to,  and  it  was  so  ordered. 

Adjournment 

No  other  business  being  presented,  the  President  declared 
a  motion  to  adjourn  to  be  in  order,  which  on  being  made  and 
agreed  to,  he  declared  the  meeting  as  standing  adjourned.

Address  of  the  President 

The  President,  Prof.  Ames,  addressed  the  meeting  oil  "The 
Work  of  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Societies' ' 
as  follows : 

The  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Societies  is  a 
unique  organization.  It  has  the  distinction  not  only  of  being 
the  first  state  federation  of  historical  societies,  but  also,  if  I 
am  correctly  informed,  it  is  still  the  only  organization  of  this 
character.  It  may,  therefore,  be  of  value  briefly  to  review  its 
activities  in  the  eight  years  of  its  existence. 

The  Federation  was  organized  January  5,  1905.  Two  years 
later,  January,  1907,  it  adopted  a  constitution  and  in  the  fol- 
lowing month  was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State. 
Its  fundamental  object  as  stated  in  the  Constitution  and  in 
the  act  of  incorporation  is  "the  advancement  of  historical  re- 
search relating  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  local 
and  general,''  and  five  different  lines  of  activity  were  speci- 
fied by  means  of  which  the  end  in  view  could  be  accomplished. 
In  addition  to  the  Executive  Committee,  six  different  standing 
committees  were  provided  for  to  initiate  and  direct  the  work 
each  in  its  own  particular  field. 

Shortly  afterward,  June  13,  1907,  the  State  appropriated  In- 
law the  sum  of  $2,000  "for  the  prosecution  of  this  work  in  gen- 
eral  and  particularly  in  the  collection  of  material  for 
a  complete  bibliography  of  the  Commonwealth,  local 
and  general,  and  in  the  annual  publication  of  lists 
thereof,  together  with  lists  of  historical  papers  relating 
to  the  Commonwealth,  and  of  the  historical  productions  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  the  preservation  of  manuscript  records  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  the  publication  of  such  records  when 
possible."  Such  was  the  laudable  and  comprehensive  pro- 
gram outlined  by  the  founders  and  incorporators  of  this  Fed- 
eration. Possibly  it  is  pertinent  and  fitting  to  inquire  what  in 
general  has  been  accomplished  towards  realizing  the  object 
of  our  Federation,  and  to  note  in  particular  what  measure  of 
success  has  resulted  from  the  work  of  the  several  committees 
in  carrying  out  this  commendable  as  well  as  ambitions  task. 
In  other  words,  what  has  the  Federation  as  a  State  organiza- 
tion done  to  impress  itself  and  its  work  upon  those  interested 
in  historical  affairs  in  the  State,  and  how  far  has  the  methods 
that  it  has  adopted  advanced  historical  research.  It  is  my 
intention  to  attempt  to  point  out  not  only  its  achievements 
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but  also,  some  of  its  shortcomings,  not  with  a  view  to  criticising 
individuals  or  committees  but  rather  to  call  attention  to  points 
in  which  improvement  may  be  marie  in  the  future,  and  to 
make  some  suggestions  of  activity  in  certain  fields  already 
under  cultivation  as  well  as  in  some  not  hitherto  tilled. 

At  the  outset,  it  should  be  realized  that  this  Federation  has 
been  inaugurating  a  new  movement  without  the  experience  or 
precedents  of  any  similar  body  to  guide  it.  As  Dr.  Diffen- 
derffer  pointed  out  in  his  President's  address  two  years  since, 
the  Federation  is  still  in  its  "formative  period,"  and  has  been 
chiefly  concerned  in  "blazing  the  way"  over  which  it  proposes 
to  travel.  The  successful  organization  of  a  Federation  of  32 
historical  societies,  comprising  a  collective  membership  of 
over  10,000  persons  interested  in  and  sustaining  historical 
work  of  a  wide  and  varied  character,  including  21  of  the  22 
County  Historical  Societies  of  the  State,  as  well  as  a  number 
of  other  important  historical  bodies,  is  in  itself  an  accomplish- 
ment of  no  small  merit,  and  should  be  a  force,  if  thoroughly 
organized  and  wisely  directed,  potential  for  greater  influence 
in  historical  research  and  writing  in  this  Commonwealth. 

In  pursuing  the  inquiry  that  we  have  proposed,  may  I  first 
direct  your  attention  to  the  most  manifest  and  important  ex- 
pressions of  the  Federation's  activities,  its  annual  meeting, 
and  the  published  reports  of  its  Acts  and  Proceedings.  Since 
the  establishment  of  the  Federation,  an  annual  meeting  has 
been  held  in  January  of  each  year.  There  has  been  present  at 
these  meetings  on  an  average  representatives  from  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  societies  included  in  its  membership.  These  annual 
sessions  have  served  to  bring  together  representatives  of  the 
organized  historical  societies  of  the  State,  and  have  served  as 
a  medium  for  the  exchange  of  views,  or  as  has  been  aptly  said, 
have  performed  the  mission  of  an  historical  clearing  house. 
It  is  our  belief  that  these  meetings  have  been  of  decided  value 
in  bringing  about  a  realization  of  the  community  of  interests 
of  the  various  historical  societies  of  the  State,  and  in  develop- 
ing a  feeling  of  kinship  and  association  that  has  been  con- 
ducive to  co-operation  between  these  societies,  which  before 
were  isolated  and  entirely  independent,  and  practically  un- 
known to  each  other.  These  meetings,  as  well  as  the  account 
of  the  activities  of  the  various  societies  and  the  discussion  of 
problems  of  common  interest,  have  proved  to  be  stimulating. 
The  question  of  making  the  annual  meeting  still  more  im- 
portant and  stimulating  has  been  discussed  at  the  past  two 
sessions,  and  while  some  difference  of  opinion  has  been  ex-

pressed  as  to  the  diameter  of  the  meeting,  there  seems  to  have 

ibeen  a  pretty  general  agreement  that  more  time  was  desirable 
than  has  hitherto  been  available.  During  the  year,  the  speaker 
lias  heard  expressed  from  several  quarters,  the  desire  for  at 
least  two  sessions  in  order  that  opportunity  might  be  given 
for  more  deliberation  in  dealing  with  business  affairs  of  the 
Federation.  Some  indeed  favor  a  session  in  which  papers 
dealing  with  questions  relating  to  the  history  of  Pennsylvania 
should  be  read,  or  as  was  proposed  two  years  since,  that  a 
resume  of  historical  events  of  the  year  should  be  presented. 
While  we  must  recognize  that  the  matters  of  business  are  of 
primary  importance  at  these  annual  meetings,  the  speaker  is 
inclined  to  believe  that  historical  papers  of  general  interest 
might  tend  to  attract  a  larger  and  more  representative  attend- 
ance at  this  meeting,  an  end  much  to  be  desired,  as  this  not 
only  would  increase  the  interests  of  the  several  societies  in  the 
Federation,  but  also  would  serve  to  make  better  known  the 
*  work  of  the  Federation  throughout  the  State.  Speaking  for 
s\f\ myself,  I  should  be  pleased  to  see  the  experiment  tried. 

The  printed  reports  of  the  Acts  and  Proceedings  of  the 
Federation  have  been  issued  each  year,  and  have  increased  in 
size  from  the  small  pamphlet  of  7  pages  in  1905  and  15  pages 
in  1906  to  a  substantial  report  of  61  pages  in  1912.  I  re- 
cently presented  a  copy  of  the  last  report  to  one  of  the  most 
careful  and  expert  historical  investigators  in  the  country, 
who  is  especially  familiar  with  historical  activities  in  the  east- 
ern states.  After  an  examination  of  the  same,  he  expressed 
his  surprise  at  what  had  been  accomplished  in  uniting  the 
historical  interests  of  Pennsylvania,  saying  that  there  was 
nothing  comparable  to  it  elsewhere,  and  he  especially  praised 
the  statistical  portion  of  the  report.  I  am  not  sure  that  we 
appraise  at  its  full  value  this  statistical  material,  which  has 
been  presented  in  the  report  each  year  since  1908.  Its  publica- 
tion has  been  made  possible  only  through  the  zeal  and  persist- 
ence of  our  Secretary  in  securing,  sometimes  I  might  say,  in 
extracting  information  from  the  several  societies  in  the  Fed- 
eration. These  statistics  not  only  include  a  list  of  societies, 
their  officers,  the  number  of  their  members  and  meetings  held, 
but  also  what  is  of  especial  value,  presents  a  List  of  their  pub- 
lications and  the  papers  read,  as  well  as  noting  any  special 
work  that  may  have  been  done.  Here  is  presented  in  con- 
crete form  a  combined  exhibit  of  the  historical  activity  of 
the  several  societies,  comprising  on  an  average  of  some  '2^0 
titles  of  papers  and  addresses  which  have  been  prepared  and 
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delivered.  It  is  this  feature  that  gives  our  annual  report  its 
chief  value.  Xo  future  historian  of  Pennsylvania  can  afford 
to  neglect  it.  I  agree  with  the  reported  statement  of  our 
State  Librarian  that  "This  annual  exhibit  in  itself  fully  jus- 
tifies the  existence  of  the  Federation. V  This  data  is  not  only 
informing  but  alike  stimulating  and  suggestive  to  further  re- 
search along  similar  lines.  This  phase  of  the  Federation's 
work  I  regard  as  its  most  signal  achievement,  and,  if  possible, 
should  be  developed  to  even  a  greater  extent. 

Passing  from  the  general  to  the  particular,  or,  in  other 
words,  from  the  work  of  the  Federation  as  a  whole  to  the  work 
of  the  several  committees,  candor  compels  me  to  state  that  the 
record  of  achievement  is  neither  long  nor  impressive.  A  some- 
what careful  reading  of  the  reports  of  the  Federation,  as  well 
as  communications  from  the  present  chairmen  of  the  several 
committees,  enables  me*  £ 6  present  the  following  summary  of 
the  work  done. 


1.  Committee  on  Bibliography. 

This  committee  established  as  its  goal  the  preparation  first 
of  local  bibliographies  of  counties,  and,  second,  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  list  of  Pennsylvania  imprints,  reserving  for  some 
future  time  the  compilation  of  a  complete  bibliography  of  the 
State.  Two  pamphlets  have  been  published  under  the  auspices 
of  the  committee,  namely,  a  bibliography  of  "Washington 
County,  in  29  pages,  and  "Lebanon  County  Imprints,"  42 
pages.  A  bibliography  of  Tioga  County  was  previously  pub- 
lished by  the  Hon.  Charles  Tubbs.  The  committee  has  se- 
cured notes  for  the  bibliography  of  Chester  and  Lancaster 
counties,  and  I  understand  that  the  latter  is  now  being  revised 
preparatory  to  being  published.  Other  lists  have  been  in  con- 
templation but  do  not  seem  to  be  in  hand.  The  printing  of  300 
copies  of  the  Franklin  county  bibliography  was  authorized  last 
year  in  case  it  could  be  secured.  In  the  speaker's  opinion. 
it  is  desirable  that  work  on  the  county  bibliographies  and  im- 
prints should  be  advanced  more  rapidly,  and  if  possible  a 
bibliography  of  some  period  or  some  particular  phase  of  the 
history  of  the  State  should  be  inaugurated  at  an  early  date. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Historical  Activity. 

The  object  of  this  committee,  as  stated  by  the  Constitution, 
is  the  encouragement  oix  historical  activity  in  each  county  in 
the  forming  of  local  historical  societies.  Only  22  of  the  67 
counties  of  the  State  possess  county  historical  societies,  all 


but  one  of  these  belong  to  the  Federation.  A  well-planned 
and  systematic  effort  was  made  by  the  committee  last  year 
to  promote  the  object  in  view,  but  apparently  no  results  are 
to  be  recorded.  In  the  remaining  -15  counties  of  the  State. 
there  would  seem  to  be  a  large  field  to  cultivate.  No  new 
organizations,  however,  have  joined  the  Federation  in  two 
years,  and  three  former  members  have  dropped  out.  In  1909, 
acting  on  the  suggestion  of  the  then  President,  Mr.  Montgom- 
ery, it  was  voted  to  affiliate  with  the  Pennsylvania  Free  Li- 
brary Commission  in  extending  the  historical  activities  of  the 
various  counties.  Xo  report  seems  to  have  been  published  as 
to  the  result  of  this  apparently  promising  opening.  If  it  has 
not  been  given  a  trial,  we  hope  it  will  be. 

The  suggestion  made  last  year  that  it  would  be  well  to  en- 
courage the  various  hereditary  patriotic  societies  to  identify 
themselves  with  the  Federation  is  one  that  might  well  be  fol- 
lowed up.  The  membership  of  these  societies  is  considerable, 
and  their  constituents  are  to  be  found  in  almost  every  county 
and  community  through  the  Commonwealth.  A  paper  on  the 
productive  work  of  the  hereditary  patriotic  societies  was 
read  before  the  conference  of  historical  societies  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Historical  Association  in  1911.  In  this 
paper  the  various  kinds  of  historical  work  accomplished  by 
these  organizations  was  shown  to  be  considerable.  Here  we 
believe  is  a  possible  source  of  strength  and  influence  which 
should  not  be  neglected.  The  interest  of  these  societies,  it  is 
believed,  could  be  aroused  and  their  influence  secured  in  carry- 
ing forward  several  of  the  phases  of  the  Federation's  work, 
especially  in  securing  their  support  for  the  legislation  for  the 
preservation  of  archives,  as  many  of  their  members  have  been 
brought  through  observation  and  experience  to  a  realization 
of  the  importance  of  archives  and  the  necessity  for  their  pres- 
ervation. The  Federation  might  also  be  instrumental  in  di- 
recting their  attention  to  certain  lines  of  historical  work  which 
they  would  be  interested  in  undertaking. 

3.  Committee  on  Exchanging  Duplicates. 

There  appears  to  be  little  field  of  activity  for  this  committee. 
In  the  entire  period,  so  I  am  informed,  only  two  societies  have 
submitted  lists  of  duplicates,  and  up  to  the  present  time  no 
actual  exchanges  have  been  affected  through  its  instrumental- 
ity.  Nothing  can  be  done  to  further  the  work  of  this  committee 
without  the  co-operation  of  the  several  societies  of  this  Fed- 
eration, and  unless  the  recant  letter  sent  out  to  the  societies 
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meets  with  an  early  response,  it  would  seem  that  the  function 
of  this  committee  should  be  changed  or  the  committee  be 
abolished. 

4.  Committee  on  Publication  of  Lists. 

The  work  originally  designed  to  be  done  by  this  committee 
was  so  considerable  an  undertaking  that  in  previous  years 
the  committee,  appalled  by  its  task,  made  little  or  no  attempt 
to  do  anything.  In  line  with  the  excellent  suggestions  made 
at  the  last  meeting,  the  chairman  of  the  present  committee  has 
given  his  attention  to  the  selection  of  a  list  of  such  works 
as  have  recently  appeared  on  the  history  of  Pennsylvania 
that  are  particularly  meritorius.  The  work  seems  to  be  both 
a  practicable  and  desirable  project,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  fur- 
ther trial  of  this  plan  will  be  made.  It  would  seem  to  be  fitting 
that  one  or  more  librarians  should  be  appointed  on  this  com- 
mittee, and  that  sufficient  funds  should  be  placed  at  its  dis- 
posal to  enable  the  committee  to  employ  if  necessary  expert 
assistance.  In  that  £ase,  a  more  ambitious  project  might  be 
attempted,  such  as  the  preparation  of  a  list  of  colonial  news- 
papers known  to  be  in  existence,  with  the  library  or  other 
place  where  they  are  to  be  found.  A  similar  list  of  P>oston 
papers  was  prepared  for  and  published  by  the  Colonial  So- 
ciety of  Massachusetts;  likewise  a  similar  list  has  been  made 
of  colonial  newspapers  of  New  Jersey.  Other  suggestions 
will  doubtless  be  forthcoming  with  the  accomplishment  of  this 
task. 

5.  Committee  on  Preserving  Manuscript  Records. 


Effort  has  been  made  by  this  committee  in  the  past  three 
years  to  gather  information  in  regard  to  one  class  of  manu- 
script records,  namely,  those  of  the  several  counties.  Infor- 
mation has  been  sought  in  regard  to  their  character,  extent, 
conditions,  methods  of  preserving  and  the  like,  and  consid- 
erable data  has  been  obtained  with  more  or  less  difficulty  in 
regard  to  the  same  in  39  out  of  the  67  counties  of  the  State. 
This  information  although  incomplete  has  been  sufficient  to 
show  the  need  of  legislation  along  certain  lines,  especially  in 
regard  to  the  supervision  of  county  records  by  some  officer 
of  the  Division  of  Public  Records,  and  also  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  standard  for  the  ink  and  paper  used  in  the  making 
of  current  records.  As  the  report  of  the  present  committee 
will  show,  bills  to  accomplish  these  ends  have  been  prepared 
by  a  committee  of  the  Advisory  Commission  of  the  Division  oi 
Public  Records,  which  it  is  hoped  will  commend  itself  to  this 
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body  find  secure  their  indorsement  and  the  active  support  of 
the  Committee  on  Legislation  of  this  Federation.

State  Librarian  for  suggestion  still  remains  open.    A  number 
of  suggestions  have  been  made  from  various  sour<  es, 
larly  in  a  scries  of  papers  which  have  been  read 
Pennsylvania  History  Glub,  especially  those  by  Professor  W. 
Eoy  Smith,  of  Dryn  Mawr  College,  ••    1  Professor  Albert  E. 
McKinJey,  of  Temple  University,  on  the  omissions  or  ga 
the  published  records  of  a  political  and  con  tit  itional  nature. 
Among  tlcsc  I  would  select  as  particularly  worthy  tsid- 

eration,  the  publication  of  a  complete  edition  o^  the 
spondenee  of  the  colonial  governors,  both  with  the  propriel 
and  with   the  English  government,  also   of  the   G  ►vernors' 
Commissions  and  Instructions,  the  reprinting  of  the  "Yot< 
the  Assembly,"  which  have  become  very  rare.     Few  of  the 
Colonial   Court   records,   whether   of   the  Supreme  Court 
County  Courts  have  been  printed.     Some  of  the  latter,  such 
as  those  of  Burks,  Chester,  Lancaster  and  Philadelphia  c< 
ties  still  exist  for  a  portion  of  the  period,  as  is  also  I 
with  a  portion  of  the  Supreme  Court  docket  are  papers.    S< 
of  these  should  be  printed.     Likewise,  the  publication  of  the 
election  returns  for  the  colonial  and  revolutionary   periods  is

valuable  paper  prepared  by  I>r.  John  \V.  Jordan 
manuscript  collections  of  the  Historical  So<   ety  ol 
vania,   read    before   the    Pennsvlvaniii    Historv    Club, 
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paper,  or  better  a  calendar  of  the  collection,  should  be  pub- 
lished.   Similar  articles  might  well  he  prepared  on  the  manu- 
script collections  of  other  societies  in  the  State.    There  is  need 
of  a  guide  to  all  the  manuscript  material  relating  to  Pennsyl- 
vania history,  both  of  the  colonial  and  revolutionary  periods 
as  well  as  that  for  the  subsequent  period.    This  might  be  mod- 
elled along  the  lines  of  the  reports  now  being  prepared  by  the 
Bureau  of  Historical  Research  of  the  Carnegie  Institution  on 
American  material  in  European  collections.    If  the  proposal  to 
establish  a  Committee  on  Manuscripts  of  a  private  character 
should  be  adopted,  such  a  committee  might  properly  give  its 
.attention  to  this  work.     Further  suggestions  along  this  line 
would  be  the  completion  of  the  printing  of  the  Penn-Logan 
•Correspondence ;  the  publication  of  the  most  important  diaries, 
journals,  letter  books,  account  books,  ledgers  of  the  colonial 
;and  revolutionary  times,  as,  for  example,  the  extremely  valu- 
able Letter  Book  of  Jonathan  Dickinson  for  the  years  1715- 
1721  in  the  Ridgway  Library. 

6.  Committee  on  State  Legislation. 

The  activity  of  this  committee  has  been,  of  course,  confined 
to  those  years  in  which  the  Federation  has  sought  legislation. 
The  two  thousand  dollar  appropriation  which  was  secured 
from  the  State  in  1907  was  promoted  through  the  good  offices 
of  this  committee,  and  it  would  seem  probable  that  this  com- 
mittee will  again  be  called  into  activity  as  an  additional  ap- 
propriation will  soon  be  required. 

Let  us  not  be  afraid  to  expend  our  appropriation,  as  I  be- 
lieve we  can  count  upon  a  continuation  of  the  liberal  policy 
towards  the  historical  interests  of  the  Commonwealth  on  the 
part  of  the  State  authorities  provided  we  can  present  evidence 
that  the  confidence  in  the  Federation  is  deserved  and  the  ap- 
propriations are  productive  of  results. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  said  that  the  government  of 
the  State  not  only  has  been  generous  in  its  attitude  toward 
the  Federation  but  also  it  has  shown  a  disposition  to  en- 
courage the  advancement  of  historical  interest  by  the  ap- 
propriation of  funds  for  the  publication  of  six  series  of 
archives  as  well  as  for  other  historical  publications.  In  addi- 
tion, it  has  in  recent  years  made  substantial  appropriations  for 
the  erection  of  buildings  for  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  the  Historical  Society  of  Western  Pennsylvania. 
It  has  also  shown  a  disposition  to  encourage  the  formation  and 
maintenance  of  count v  historical  societies  bv  the  enactment

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meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  each  year  at  a  time 
other  than  that  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Federation. 
Tf  possible  the  transportation  expenses  of  the  members  should 
be  met  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Federation  to  insure  a  full 
attendance.  May  I  remark  here  that  I  think  this  accounts 
in  part  for  the  success  of  the  American  Historical  Association, 
that  it  has  been  able  to  pay  transportation  expenses  of 
the  committees  when  they  assemble  for  committee  business 
at  special  times,  not  at  the  time  of  the  regular  meeting,  in 
recognition  of  the  principle  that  a  man  who  gives  his  time 
ought  not  to  be  obliged  also  to  give  his  money.  Let  the 
Executive  Committee  hear  preliminary  reports  from  each  of 
the  standing  committees  and  carefully  consider  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  membership  of  the  several  committees  for  the  en- 
suing year,  and  present  its  recommendations  to  the  new- 
President,  who  is  likely  to  welcome  suggestions  coming  from 
such  a  source.  It  is  desirable  to  introduce  from  time  to 
time  new  men  into  the  committee  work,  and  I  would  par- 
ticularly suggest  that  an  effort  be  made  to  enlist  the  inter- 
est and  secure  the  services  of  more  of  the  teachers  of  history, 
particularly  those  connected  with  the  universities,  colleges, 
and  high  schools  of  the  State,  many  of  whom  already  are 
trained  in  research  work  and  have  had  experience  in  the 
committee  work  of  the  American  Historical  Association  or 
the  Association  of  History  Teachers  of  the  Middle  States.  It 
is  desirable  to  have  this  element  as  well  as  all  the  other  his- 
torical interests  of  the  State  represented  in  the  work  of  the 
Federation. 

Let  the  Executive  Committee  place  at  the  disposal  of  such 
of  the  committees  that  can  present  a  promising  plan  of  work 
such  a  sum  of  money  from  the  amount  at  its  disposal  as  will 
enable  the  committee  to  produce  results.  Then  let  each  com- 
mittee understand  that  it  will  be  held  accountable  for  its 
stewardship  by  making  a  material  advance  in  the  particular 
line  of  work  committed  to  its  charge.  If  such  a  course  will 
not  produce  results  the  committee  system  must  give  way  in 
favor  of  some  other  form  of  organization  that  will. 

That  there  is  ample  opportunity  for  the  promotion  of  the 
declared  object  of  this  Federation,  namely,  "the  advance- 
ment of  historical  research  relative  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania,  local  and  general,''  is  clear  to  anyone  who 
has  attempted  the  study  of  the  history  of  the  Keystone  State. 
Only  recently  in  a  review  in  The  Nation  of  a  study  of  a 
phase  of  the  colonial  history  of  Pennsylvania,  the  reviewer 
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called  attention  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  existing  histories 
of  the  Province  and  of  the  State,  and  to  the  difficulty  of 
supplying  this  deficiency  in  the  following  words:  "The  writ- 
ing of  an  adequate  history  of  Pennsylvania,  owing  to  the 
variety  of  racial  and  other  elements  in  the  society  of  that 
colony,  has  so  far  baffled  the  numerous  individuals  who  have 
contemplated  or  actually  undertaken  the  work.  The  volume 
assigned  to  that  State  in  the  American  Commonwealth  serii  &, 
announced  many  years  ago,  has  been  abandoned  in  despair 
by  one  writer  after  another  and  has  never  yet  been  pre- 
pared. "  If  I  am  correctly  informed,  such  experienced  writers 
as  the  Hon.  Wayne  MacVeagh,  Miss  Agnes  Eepplier  and  Dr. 
Talcot  Williams  each  in  turn  essayed  the  task  only  to  recog- 
nize its  difficulty  and  to  withdraw,  and  yet  no  state  in  the 
Union  has  a  more  important  and  interesting  history,  both 
in  itself  as  also  in  its  relation  to  the  Union  at  large.  In  this 
connection  I  desire  to  say  that  it  is  just  and  right  that  we 
should  recognize  the  excellence  of  the  Histories  of  the  State 
by  Pres.  Sharpless  and  by  the  late  Howard  M.  Jenkins  and 
his- associate,  especially  on  the  colonial  period.  Much  of  the 
history  of  Pennsylvania,  however,  is  largely  unknown,  and 
the  importance  of  its  contributions  are  insufficiently  realized. 
However,  before  any  satisfactory  general  history  of  the  State 
can  be  written  there  remains  much  to  be  done  in  actual  re- 
search. First  in  the  preparation  of  monographs  and  special 
studies  of  particular  phases,  localities  and  periods  of  the  his- 
tory of  its  varied  people  and  multifold  interests.  Xext  there 
remains  "a  still  more  difficult  task,"  to  quote  the  words  of 
ex-Governor  Pennypacker  in  his  address  before  this  body 
in  1906,  namely,  "the  co-ordinating  the  work  which  has  been 
done."  This  is  "a  task  that  the  Federation  has  taken  upon 
itself." 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  published  two  notable 
and  scholarly  volumes  on  important  and  hitherto  largely  neg- 
lected phases  of  Pennsylvania  history.  Each  volume  is  writ- 
ten by  a  representative  of  the  younger  group  of  historians 
after  extensive  research  through  all  the  available  material. 
The  result  is  that  each  has  made  a  very  real  contribution 
which  at  once  led  to  the  recognition  of  each  work  as  an 
authority  in  its  field.  I  refer  to  Dr.  E.  EL  Turner's  history 
of  "The  Negro  in  Pennsylvania,"  and  to  Dr.  W.  T.  Root's 
study  of  "The  Relations  of  Pennsylvania  with  the  British 
Government,  1696-1760. n  Tn  this  connection  mention  should 
be  made  of  the  excellent  monograph  by  the  Hon.  W.  U.  Hensel 
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on  "The  Christiana  Riots  and  the  Treason  Trials  of  1851." 
which  also  lias  appeared  during  the  year.  This  is  a  good  ex- 
ample of  the  type  of  studies  which  is  necessary  before  any 
comprehensive  history  of  the  State  can  be  written. 

There  are  numerous  neglected  phases  of  Pennsylvania  his- 
tory which  still  remain  to  be  investigated.  Permit  me  to 
call  your  attention  to  a  few  such  in  several  of  the  different 
fields  of  the  history  of  the  province  and  the  State.  First, 
there  is  need  of  more  attention  being  given  to  the  constitu- 
tional history  of  the  State,  particularly  of  the  proceedings 
and  debates  of  the  three  constitutional  conventions,  as  well 
as  of  the  several  attempts  both  successful  and  unsuccessful 
to  amend  the  constitution.  Likewise  a  study  of  the  nomi- 
nating convention,  a  Pennsylvania  institution  which  was 
shortly  copied  in  other  states  would  be  profitable.  A  careful 
study  of  the  legislature  as  well  as  of  the  executive  is  needed. 
There  exists  no  adequate  legal  arid  judicial  history,  particu- 
larly for  the  colonial  period,  neither  is  there  any  compre- 
hensive study  of  the  local  institutions  of  government,  espe- 
cially of  the  development  of  city  government. 

Second,  in  the  field  of  political  history,  the  subjects  fairly 
crowd  each  other.  This  is  particularly  true  for  the  period 
after  independence  was  declared,  as  more  attention  has  been 
paid  by  previous  investigators  to  the  colonial  history  than  to 
the  constitutional  period.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  find  any 
systematic  treatment  of  the  State's  politics.  A  history  of  the 
rise  of  the  several  parties,  including  the  third  parties  move- 
ments and  the  rivalry  of  party  leaders,  the  warfare  of  the 
partisan  press,  a  study  of  party  platforms,  and  their  fulfil- 
ment would  be  most  useful.  An  excellent  study  of  section- 
alism in  the  State  inaugurated  by  Dr.  C.  H.  Lincoln  on  the 
period  just  prior  to  the  Revolution  and  continued  by  Dr.  W. 
Roy  Smith  on  the  period  of  the  Revolution  should  be  supple- 
mented by  a  similar  study  of  the  sectional  differences  of  the 
closing  years  of  the  eighteenth  century  and  the  early  part  ot' 
the  nineteenth.  An  intensive  study  of  the  presidential  cam- 
paigns in  the  State  would  be  valuable.  Pennsylvania,  it  has 
been  said,  was  after  1832  and  down  to  the  Civil  War  the 
deciding  factor  in  the  presidential  elections.  An  examina- 
tion of  how  much  the  problem  of  tariff  had  to  do  with  its 
vote  would  be  profitable.  Professor  Ray,  of  State  College, 
has  recently  pointed  out  that  the  movement  for  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  sale  of  liquor  in  1850  was  a  factor  in  the  breaking 
down  of  old  party  lines  second  only  to  the  Kansas-Nebraska 
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agitation,*  A  study  of  the  attempt  to  introduce  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  Maine  law  into  this  State  would  be  profitable. 
A  ranch  desired  monograph  on  the  history  of  the  State  dur- 
ing the  Civil  War  is  now  in  preparation  by  an  advanced 
student  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  An  investiga- 
tion of  the  attitude  of  the  public  mind  towards  the  judiciary, 
including  the  popular  election  of  judges  and  the  impeach- 
ment of  judges,  would  be  timely  and  throw  light  upon  the 
present  demand  for  the  recall  of  judges.  Without  going 
further  into  particulars,  suffice  it  to  say  that  what  is  espe- 
cially needed  is  a  Political  History  of  the  State  from  the 
national  view  point,  showing  how  the  State  and  nation  acted 
and  reacted  on  each  other. 

Third,  in  the  domain  of  social  history  a  fair  beginning  has 
been  made  by  Professor  M.  ]).  Learned,  who  in  1902  inaugu- 
rated a  plan  of  an  ethnographic  survey  of  this  State  with  the 
financial  support  of  the  German- American  Historical  Society 
and  the  German-American  Alliance  and  private  parties.  The 
Conestoga  expedition  was  sent  out  and  collected  sources  of 
all  kinds,  and  data  relating  to  the  origin  of  the  settlers,  the 
development  of  industries  in  their  relation  to  commerce  in 
general,  the  persistence  of  distinct  forms  of  religious  beliefs, 
dress,  language,  and  practice  of  folk  medicine,  and  the  present 
state  of  culture  and  attitude  towards  education.  The  results 
of  this  expedition  were  published  as  Vol.  12  of  the  Americana 
Germanica  in  some  150  pages.  A  similar  work  was  under- 
taken by  Professor  Learned  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Albert 
Cook  Myers  under  the  patronage  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Commission  of  the  Jamestown  Exposi- 
tion. This  exhibit  at  Jamestown  included  a  series  of  specially 
prepared  maps  showing  race  distribution  in  various  periods. 
as  well  as  a  large  display  of  colonial  objects  illustrating  the 
early  life  and  industry  of  Pennsylvania.  A  list  of  the  exhibits 
is  found  in  the  report  of  the  Commission.  An  effort  is  now 
being  made  through  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania 
to  continue  the  study  of  the  German  immigration  to  Penn- 
sylvania, as  a  large  amount  of  documentary  material  bearing 
upon  this  State  has  been  located  by  Professor  Learned  in  the 
various  archive  collections  in  the  Fatherland.  This  movement 
is  well  worthy  of  the  wider  support  of  this  Federation  and  of 
the  State. 


*This  as  well  as  several  of  the  following  subjects  were  suggested  by  Professor 
P.  O.  Ray  in  the  discussion  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  American  Historic*]  As- 
sociation. December.  1912. 
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A  study  of  the  later  immigration  to  Pennsylvania  as  well 
as  its  bearing  upon  the  political,  economic,  and  social  life 
of  the  State  would  be  profitable.  This  should  include  an  ex- 
amination of  the  movement  of  the  population  from  Pennsyl- 
vania to  the  South  and  West  in  the  eighteenth  and  first  half 
of  the  nineteenth  century,  and  also  the  shifting  of  the  popula- 
tion from  the  rural  districts  to  the  cities  in  more  recent 
times,  and  the  resulting  problems  of  urban  life.  A  study  of 
the  relations  of  Pennsylvania  with  the  Indians,  especially 
in  the  quarter  of  the  century  just  prior  to  the  Revolution, 
together  with  the  treaties  of  Lancaster  and  of  Easton,  and  the 
Susquehanna  grants,  would  throw  light  on  the  whole  question 
of  the  Indian  boundary  line  as  subsequently  embodied  in  the 
British  proclamation  of  1763. 

The  fight  for  free  schools  in  .1834  and  the  attempt  to  re- 
peal the  act  in  the  following  year  should  be  studied  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  racial  and  religious  conditions  at  the 
time.  While  the  details  of  this  law  have  been  presented  in 
Wiekersham's  History  of  Education  in  Pennsylvania,  the 
social  significance  of  the  movement  needs  further  emphasis. 
The  whole  subject  of  remedial  legislation  calls  for  treatment, 
including  such  topics  as  the  abolition  of  imprisonment  for 
debt,  the  prison  reform  movement  in  which  Pennsylvania 
played  a  leading  part.  The  abolition  of  executions  in  public, 
the  legislation  against  duelling,  lotteries,  and  the  like. 

Fourth,  in  the  field  of  economics  and  finance,  very  little  has 
been  done.  The  brief  discussion  of  some  of  the  topics  in 
Professor  McMaster's  volumes  will  serve  as  indices  to  those 
interested  in  this  jmase  of  history.  The  whole  subject  of  the 
State  lands  and  their  disposal  is  practically  virgin  ground, 
and  there  is  room  for  a.  new  study  of  the  Wyoming  Valley 
controversy  as  well  as  the  other  land  and  boundary  disputes. 
A  history  of  internal  improvements  especially  of  the  State 
ownership  of  canals  and  railroads  and  their  sale  after  a 
varied  experience  of  35  years  of  State  ownership  remains  to 
be  written.  This  should  be  supplemented  by  a  study  of  public 
corporations  and  especially  of  the  railroad  corporations.  The 
latter  would  include  the  story  of  the  rivalry  between  the  Bal- 
timore and  Ohio  Railroad  and  the  road  which  later  became 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  a  phase  of  the  competition  be- 
tween Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  for  the  trade  of  the  west- 
ern part  of  the  State,  as  also  a  history  of  the  railroad  lobby 
and  its  influence  upon  legislation.  There  is  room  for  a  his- 
tory of  banking  covering  the  "wild  cat"  banking  of  the  period 
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of  the  War  of  1812  and  later  in  the  thirties.    In  the  domain 

of  public  finance,  the  record  of  the  State's  financial  history. 

including  its  narrow  escape  from  repudiation  in  1843  and  1844 

should  be  examined. 

A  series  of  monographs  is  needed  on  the  history  of  par- 
ticular industries  and  occupations,  such  as  commerce,  the 
growth  of  manufactures,  and  of  particular  industries  such 
as  coal,  iron  and  petroleum.  A  general  economic  study  of  the 
State  should  point. out  the  changes  in  the  economic  character 
of  the  people  from  an  agricultural  and  commercial  community 
to  that  of  a  complex  industrial  State,  tending  to  divide  into 
capitalistic  and  laboring  classes. 

Fifth,  Pennsylvania  possesses  from  its  early  days  such  a 
variety  of  denominations  and  sects  that  it  has  presented  a 
very  attractive  and  fruitful  field  to  the  student  of  religious 
history.  Many  denominational  histories  have  been  written, 
but  as  has  been  pointed  out  by  Professor  William  I.  Hull,  of 
Swarthmore  "College,  there  should  be  published  by  the  State 
a  series  of  ecclesiastical  records  similar  to  the  one  edited  by 
Corwin  and  published  in  six  sumptuous  volumes  by  the  State 
of  Xew  York.  This  series  should  include  carefully  selected 
and  edited  material  from  the  minutes  of  the  monthly  ana 
other  meetings  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  and  from  the  records 
of  the  Mennonites,  Schwenkfelders,  the  Dunkers,  the  Mo- 
ravians, the  German  and  Dutch  Reformed,  the  Lutherans,  the 
Episcopalians,  the  Presbyterians,  the  Baptists,  the  Catholics, 
the  Jews  and  other  sects.  Such  a  series  of  records  would 
throw  a  flood  of  light  upon  the  economic  and  general  social 
as  well  as  the  religious  history  of  the  State. 

Sixth,  in  conclusion  it  remains  only  to  refer  to  a  few 
biographies  that  would  be  welcome.  In  addition  to  the 
lives  of  James  Wilson  and  Thaddeus  Stevens,  known  to  be  in 
preparation,  the  following  lives  would  furnish  excellent  sub- 
jects for  biographies:  Stephen  Girard,  whose  papers  in  pos- 
session of  the  Girard  Estate  are  now  being  examined  under 
its  auspices;  Anthony  Wayne,  whose  correspondence  has  re- 
cently come  into  the  possession  of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical 
Society;  the  completion  of  Stille's  life  of  John  Dickinson,  and 
a  new  study  of  the  life  and  correspondence  of  Ja 
Buchanan.    All  of  the  above  are  much  to  be  desired. 

This  enumeration,  already  too  extended,  will  suffice  to  i: 
cate  the  richness  and  variety  of  the  fields  awaiting  the 
vesters.    Should  not  these  splendid  opportunities  tor  sei 
be  an  incentive  to  the  members  of  the  Pennsylvania  Federa- 
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tion  of  Historical  Societies  to  a  renewed  and  more  vigorous 
effort  to  promote  the  cause  of  historical  research  in  this 
ancient  Commonwealth? 

Reading  of  Communications 

The  President:  The  next  item  on  the  order  of  business  is 
the  reading  of  communications;  does  the  Secretary  know  of 
any  communications  to  be  presented ! 

The  Secretary:  There  is  a  communication  here  from  Miss 
Wright  excusing  her  absence  on  account  of  the  rain  this  morn- 
ing. The  communications  pertaining  to  Federation  matters 
that  came  to  the  Secretary  during  the  year  were  all  of  a  rou- 
tine character,  and  not  of  a  kind,  in. his  judgment,  requiring 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Federation.  They  were  given  due  at- 
tention at  the  time  of  their  receipt  throughout  the  year. 

The  President :  Does  any  member  have  any  communication 
that  will  be  in  order  to  present  at  this  time?  It  not  the  re- 
port of  the  Secretary  is  next  in  order. 

Report  of  the   Secretary 

Dr.  S.  P.  Heilman,  the  Secretary,  reported  as  follows: 

The  close  of  the  seventh  year  of  the  Federation  finds  it 
constituted  of  the  same  number  of  societies  as  the  year  pre- 
ceding, namely,  32,  there  having  been  no  additions  and  no 
withdrawals. 

In  pursuance  of  a  suggestion  submitted  at  our  last  annual 
meeting  relative  to  securing  the  membership  of  certain  so- 
called  patriotic  societies  in  the  State,  such  as  the  Sons  of  the 
Revolution,  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  the  Co- 
lonial Dames  and  others,  your  Secretary  had  correspondence 
with  a  number  of  associations  of  this  kind  with  the  view  to 
have  them  join  the  Federation,  but,  sorry  to  say,  without 
favorable  result  in  a  single  case. 

The  1912  annual  dues  of  all  the  societies  were  paid,  as  the 
Treasurer's  report  will  show. 

In  pursuance  of  action  last  year  relative  to  amending  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Constitution  to  change  the  day  for  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Federation  from  the  first  to  the  third  Thurs- 
day of  January,  your  Secretary  early  in  the  month  of  No- 
vember issued  letters  to  the  societies  apprising  them  of  the 
proposal  to  amend,  and  asking  them  to  vote  on  the  same. 
Returns  were  received  promptly,  and  in  excess  of  two-thirds 
favoring  the  amendment  required  for  its  adoption.  Whether 
action  as  to  this  matter  is  required  on  the  part  of  the  Federa- 
tion itself,  apart  from,  and  in  addition  to,  that  had  by  the 
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Societies  is  for  you  to  determine.  In  view  of  the  large  vote 
received  for  the  amendment,  and  none  against  it,  your  Secre- 
tary felt  it  incumbent  at  once  to  name  the  third  Thursday  in 
his  call  for  this  annual  meeting. 

Annual  reports  from  too  few  societies  in  the  Federation 
have  so  far  been  filed  with  your  Secretary  to  afford  ground 
for  comment  as  a  whole  upon  the  character  and  extent  of  their 
work  during  the  past  year.  Opportunity  for  study  of  the 
same  will  be  afforded  after  these  reports  have  been  tabulated 
and  have  appeared  in  the  Federation's  annual  publication  fol- 
lowing its  annual  meeting. 

Your  Secretary  knows  of  no  other  matters  to  be  submitted 
by  him  at  this  time.

Nov.  22  to  Dec.  15,  along  with  the  Iris  Club  (Women's  Club)  of 
Lancaster,  the  Society  held  a  Portraiture  Exhibition  illustrative 
of  portraiture  evolution  in  Lancaster  County,  comprising  about 
500  objects  of  art,  many  of  special  historic  interest.  The  exhibition 
attracted  many  persons  from  distant  places,  as  well  a.-  the  resi- 
dents of  the  city  and  county,  end  was  conceded  by  all  to  have  been  not 
only  a  great  success,  as  well  as  a  splendid  undertaking,  but  as 
marking  a  chapter  in  Lancaster  County  history  that  had  been 
little  touched  upon   previously.

A  matter  of  very  extraordinary  interest  in  historical  circles  was 
the  discovery  within  the  past  year  by  Albert  Cook  Myers,  former 
Secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  History  Tlub.  In  the  City  of  Dublin. 
Ireland,  of  the  Register  or  Ship  List  of  the  S!i;i<  Welcome."  in 
which  William  Penn  and  his  party  left  the  Downs,  Sept  1  1682, 
for  Philadelphia  to  settle  in  America,  the  existence  of  which  docu- 
ment had  been  altogether  a  matter  of  conjecture.

Tablet  erected— site  of  the  First  Chestnut  Street  Theatre, 
in  which,  on  April  25,  lTi»S,  was  first  sung  "Hail  Columbia," 
composed  by  Joseph  Hopklcson  for  the  occasion,  and  sung  by 
Gilbert  Fox.

A.  On  Bibliography. 

- 

Dr.  Jordan,  of  the  Committee  on  Bibliography,  reported  as 
follows : 
To  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Societies: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  It  must  be  known  to  all  of  you  that 
the  Federation  some  years  ago  secured  the  Bibliographical 
Lists  of  Lancaster  County  collected  by  our  late  associate, 
S.  M.  Sener.  When  it  was  proposed  to  print  the  collection,  a 
critical  examination  followed,  and  it  was  found  that  the  sys- 
tem he  had  adopted  was  faulty,  and  that  a  full  and  strictly 
accurate  description  of  the  titles,  with  collations  of  every 
book,  pamphlet  and  broadside  printed  in  the  county  had  not 
been  made. 

A  number  of  the  active  members  of  the  Lancaster  County 
Historical  Society,  interested  in  making  the  bibliography  as 
complete  as  possible,  kindly  offered  your  committee  to  have  it 
properly  prepared  for  publication,  with  the  additional  data 
that  had  been  collected,  and  to  assign  Miss  Lottie  M.  Bails- 
man, Librarian  of  the  society,  to  undertake  the  compilation. 
As  indicating  the  serious  omissions  in  the  Sener  lists,  a  refer- 
ence to  only  two  local  lists  and  collections  will  be  neeessarv; 
Hon.  W.  U;  Hensel  has  fifty,  and  Dr.  Frank  K.  Diffenderfer, 
ninety  new  titles.  The  arrangement  of  the  titles  will  follow 
that  of  Hildeburn's  4i Issues  of  the  Press  in  Pennsylvania," 
conceded  to  be  the  best  yet  devised.  The  work  under  the 
circumstances  will  necessarily  be  slow,  because  practically  a 
new  compilation,  and  we  have  every  assurance  that  it  will 
be  a  credit  to  the  Federation. 
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Your  committee  appreciate  the  patriotic  motives  of  the 
Lancaster  County  Historical  Society  in  this  matter,  and  we 
recommend  that  the  necessary  expenses  be  defrayed  by  the 
Federation. 

I  have  been  informed  by  our  enterprising  Secretary  of 
Hathaway  Park,  whose  activity  for  the  betterment  of  the 
Federation  is  so  much  appreciated,  that  bibliographies  of 
Franklin  and  Schuylkill  counties  are  in  the  course  of  prepara- 
tion. The  Pennsylvania  German  Society  has  nearly  completed 
a  bibliography  of  the  Pennsylvania-German  dialect  literature; 
the  latter  will  be  an  extensive  and  exhaustive  compilation. 
There  is  also  a  Bibliography  of  Chester  County  that  was  pre- 
pared by  the  late  H.  Rush  Kervey,  but  how  far  it  has  been  pre- 
pared for  the  press  I  am  unable  to  say.  If  it  is  exhaustive  in 
its  scope,  it  would  be  well  for  the  Federation  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  securing  it. 

Although  not  pertinent  to  this  report,  I  believe  it  will 
interest  all  librarians  present  to  know  that  I  recently  was 
shown  the  copy  of  the  New  England  Primer,  printed  by  Chris- 
topher Sower,  of  Germantown,  1764,  and,  so  far  as  I  know, 
the  copy  is  unique.

Mr.  Diff enderf er :  In  regard  to  the  Lancaster  County  Bib- 
liography, I  may  state  that  a  number  of  members  of  the  Lan- 
caster County  Historical  Society  have  been  at  work  lately  on 
that  matter  and  have  added  very  materially  to  that  list.  I 
myself  have  added  more  than  one  hundred  to  the  regular  list, 
and  have  made  up  342  titles  which,  under  the  regulation  of 
this  organization  of  two  years  ago,  will  entitle  us  to  give  in  a 
supplementary  list,  that  is,  of  books  printed  in  Lancaster,  yet 
on  which  the  title  page  does  not  show  the  actual  imprint.  My 
list  is  not  nearly  complete,  and  I  have  made  at  least  one  hun- 
dred additions. 

The  President :  You  have  heard  the  report  of  the  committee 
and  supplemental  remarks  of  Dr.  Di  {Tender  ffer. 

Mr.  Lichliter:  I  move  the  report  be  received. 

Mr.  Wilt:    I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

Mr.  Cope:  I  would  like  to  have  a  little  light  on  the  question 
of  where  a  book  belongs,  where  it  should  he  credited.  I 
think  it  has  been  decided  that  where  hooks  are  printed  is  the 
place  to  list  them.  It  seems  to  me  it  is  more  important  where 
they  are  compiled,  edited,  than  where  they  are  printed.     Is 
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it  not  the  case  that  books  printed  ir>  Lancaster  county  are 
listed  there  rather  than  in  some  other  county  where  they  may 
be  compiled?  With  reference  to  the  Chester  County  Bibli-. 
ography,  Mr.  Kervey  seems  to  have  made  a  very  complete 
collection,  and  included  everything  in  the  county,  no  matter 
where  published,  and  everything  published  by  a  citizen  of  the 
county,  no  matter  where  printed,  and  some  things  which — 
well,  you  might  say,  by  citizens  or  persons  who  had  been 
citizens  but  had  removed  out  of  the  county  and  compiled 
works  out  of  the  county  and  which  were  published  out  of 
the  county.  So  it  is  a  very  extensive  compilation,  this  bibli- 
ography. I  don't  know  whether  some  of  it  might  not  be  ruled 
out. 

The  President:  You  have  heard  Mr.  Cope's  remarks;  any 
further  discussion  on  this  point? 

Mr.  Diff enderf er :  It  seems  to  me  a  pretty  broad  claim — 
that  books  printed  anywhere  and  everywhere — should  be  cred- 
ited to  an  author  who  never  lived  there,  or  to  a  place  when 
it  was  written  elsewhere.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  real  claim 
in  a  bibliography  is  the  title  page  of  a  book. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  do  not  see  how  you  can  say  where  a 
book  has  been  edited.  A  man  may  have  spent  his  winters  in 
Florida  and  his  summers  in  Canada  and  the  between  times 
in  Lancaster  county,. and  you  would  certainly  not  wish  to  enter 
those  under  the  several  places. 

Dr.  Jordan :  Mr.  President,  I,  personally,  in  compiling  a 
bibliography,  look  strictly  to  the  imprint  on  the  title  page, 
whether  it  is  printed  in  Kamchatka  or  anywhere  else.  If  it 
has  the  imprint  of  Lancaster,  or  Harrisburg  or  Philadelphia 
it  should  be  listed  as  an  imprint  of  that  county.  If  you  go 
into  the  matter  as  to  where  a  book  is  edited,  I  know  of  a 
book  printed  in  Philadelphia  that  was  edited  in  Africa, 
Algiers;  and  I  know  of  books  written  in  Germany  that  are 
being  printed  in  this  country.  I  also  know  of  a  Philadelphia 
publication,  at  least  a  publication  by  a  Philadelphia  author, 
that  is  printed  in  AVales,  and  I  suppose  that  would  have  to 
be  listed  as  of  Philadelphia. 

The  President:  In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Federa- 
tion authorizing  the  President  to  appoint  an  auditing  com- 
mittee to  audit  the  Treasurer's  report,  I  would  ask  Mr.  Xead 
and  Mr.  McCurdy  to  serve  on  that  committee.  I  think  also  it 
would  be  desirable  for  a  nominating  committee  to  be  author- 
ized to  present  nominations  for  ofheers  for  the  current  year.

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  move  that  such  a  committee  be  named 
by  the  President. 

Mr.  Lidiliter -.   I  second  the  motion.    . 

Agreed  to. 

The  President:  I  would  name  Dr.  Jordan,  Prof.  Stein  and 
Mr.  Lichliter  as  the  nominating  committee. 

B.  On  Historical  Activity. 

The  President:  Next  in  order  will  be  the  presentation  of 
the  report  from  the  Committee  on  Historical  Activity.  We 
have  just  heard  that  Miss  Wright  is  not  present.  Is  any  one 
authorized  to  present  a  report? 

The  Secretary:  I  think  her  sister  is  here,  Miss  Marv 
Wright,  isn't  she?  No,  I  believe  not;  she  is  not  here,  nor  is 
there  a  report  here  from  that  committee. 

The  President :  I  may  add  that  Miss  Wright  wrote  me  in 
response  to  a  letter  some  two  or  three  weeks  ago  that  owing 
to  her  ill  health  she  had  not  been  able  to  take  a  very  active 
part  the  past  year  in  the  work  of  the  committee;  and  perhaps 
I  ought  to  add  that  she  stated  she  thought  it  would  be  desir- 
able for  a  man  to  be  appointed  as  chairman  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Wilt:  Mr.  President,  during  the  course  of  the  year  I 
received  a  communication  from  a  native  of  Bradford  county, 
who  now  resides  in  Crawford  county.  It  seems  he  still  takes 
some  newspaper  from  his  native  county  and  saw  of  the  work 
that  our  Historical  Association  is  doing,  and  sent  for  a  copy 
of  our  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  so  on  and  so  forth,  and 
made  inquiry  as  to  the  manner  of  forming  an  historical  society 
in  Crawford  county.  I  sent  him  the  papers  that  he  asked  for 
and  referred  him  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Federation,  and 
said  that  we  have  a  committee  having  this  matter  in  charge. 
It  seems  the  Secretary  is  out  of  the  room  at  this  moment.  I 
gave  him  the  gentleman's  name  and  he  replied  that  no  doubt 
the  matter  would  be  referred  to  this  committee.  I  have  heard 
nothing  more,  and  have  wondered  whether  this  committee  had 
received  any  communication  or  whether  anything  had  been 
done  to  organize  a  society  in  Crawford  county. 

The  President:  We  will  ask  the  Secretary  when  he  returns 
to  the  room  whether  he  has  any  light  to  throw  on  that  sub- 
ject, In  the  meantime  I  would  call  on  the  next  committee,  that 
on  Exchange  of  Duplicates, 

C.  On  Exchanging  Duplicates. 

Mr.  Roberts,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Exchanging 
Duplicates,  reported  as  follows: 
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The  Committee  on  Exchanging  Duplicates  reports  as  fol- 
lows: That  lists  of  duplicates  have  been  received  from  two  of 
the  societies  of  the  Federation  and  copies  of  these  lists  have 
been  sent  to  each  society  in  the  Federation,  with  the  following 
letter: 

"To  the  Historical  Societies  composing  the  Pennsylvania  Fed- 
eration of  Historical  Societies: 
"The  enclosed  lists  of  duplicates  of  the  societies  of  the  Fed- 
eration have  been  received  by  the  Committee  on  Exchanging 
Duplicates,  and  the  committee  asks  that  your  attention  be 
given  to  these  lists  and  that  copies  of  the  duplicates  owned  by 
each  society  belonging  to  the  Federation  be  compiled  and 
sent  to  the  members  of  this  committee  and  to  each  society  in 
the  Federation  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Federation. 

"In  this  way  eacli  society  may  benefit  in  securing  by  ex- 
change or  purchase  copies  of  books  and  pamphlets  of  his- 
torical value  desired  by  it." 

The  committee  also  suggests  the  feasibility  of  arranging 
with  the  State  Librarian  at  Harrisburg.  Pa.,  as  a  central  place 
to  whom  all  duplicates  can  be  forwarded,  by  whom  lists  shall 
be  kept,  with  prices,  for  sale  or  exchange,  etc.  That  the  State 
Librarian  publish  a  list  of  such  books  or  articles,  at  least  once 
each  year,  and  send  same  to  each  historical  societv  in  the 
State,  whether  members  of  the  Federation  or  not.

The  President :  You  have  heard  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee; what  is  your  pleasure? 

Mr.  Montgomery:   I  move  the  report  be  accepted  and  filed.

The  President:  There  was  an  inquiry  raised  while  you  (the 
Secretary)  were  out  in  regard  to  the  letter  which  came,  I 
think,  from  Crawford  county,  about  the  possibility  of  forming 
an  historical  society  there. 

Mr.  Wilt :  AVhether  or  not  you  have  learned  anything  more 
than  the  letter  I  wrote  to  you. 

The  Secretary:    No,  sir. 

Mr.  Wilt :  I  gave  the  Crawford  county  gentleman  your 
name  and  said  that  you  would  give  him  the  information. 

The  President :  In  course  of  correspondence  with  the  Manu- 
script Committee  I  received  a  letter  from  Synder  county  in 
regard  to  the  Synder  County  Historical  Society,  which  I  don't 
think  is  a  member  of  this  Federation — 

The  Secretary:  No. 

The  President:  And  I  wondered  whether  it  would  not  be  the 
part  of  the  good  Samaritan  to  call  to  their  attention,  if  it  has 
not  already  been  done,  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1901,  as 
to  the  granting  of  $200  to  County  Historical  Societies  by  the 
county  commissioners.  The  writer  says,  ikI  am  very  sorry  to 
state  that  the  present  activity  of  the  society  is  limited  to  ac- 
cumulating and  preserving  old  papers  and  books,  and  this  is 
being  done  without  system  or  classification." 

The  Secretary:  I  might  say,  Mr.  President,  that  the  Sec- 
retary made  the  most  earnest  effort  to  get  into  communication 
with  the  powers  that  are  supposed  to  compose  that  historical 
society,  or  to  persons  in  Snyder  county,  but  never  got  a  reply. 
I  even  went  so  far  as  to  point  them  to  the  fact  of  the  exist- 
ence of  the  Act  of  Assembly  just  referred  to,  in  order  to 
stimulate  an  effort  on  their  part  to  greater  activity  as  a  his- 
torical society. 

Mr.  Montgomery:   Did  you  send  them  a  stamped  envelope? 

The  President:  The  next  committee  in  order  is  that  on 
Publication  of  Lists,  Captain  Richards,  chairman. 

D.  Ox  Publication  of  Lists. 

Captain   H.   M.  M.   Richards,  chairman  of  the  Committee 

on  Publication  of  Lists,  reported  as  follows: 
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Captain  Richards:  Gentlemen  and  ladies,  I  am  present- 
ing a  report  which  I  want  to  say  in  the  beginning  is  far 
from  being  satisfactory  to  myself.  Except  for  the  kind 
aid  of  Mr.  .Montgomery,  I  have  had  no  assistance  from 
either  of  the  other  members  of  the  committee,  one  gentleman 
being  incapacitated  because  of  age  and  infirmities,  and  from 
the  other  I  have  never  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing.  There- 
fore, it  is  work  which  I  have  been  obliged  to  accomplish  myself 
in  the  best  way  that  I  could.  I  am  a  very  busy  man  and  it  is 
not  possible  for  me  to  have  access  to  everything  which  should 
be  consulted  in  a  matter  of  this  sort.  I  have,  therefore,  felt 
that  the  suggestion  made  by  our  worthy  President  is  one  of 
very  great  value.  This  report  could  be  made  most  valu- 
able by  some  one  who  would  have  the  opportunity  and 
the  advantage  of  access  to  the  different  data  giving  him  in  full 
the  publications  for  the  year.  I  made  up  my  mind,  however, 
that  this  year  a  report  of  some  sort  should  be  made  by  this 
committee.  My  impression  is  that  we  have  never  had 
a  report  from  this  committee,  because,  as  has  been  stated, 
the  committee  was  appalled  by  the  work  which  seemed  to 
lie  before  it.  It  appeared  to  be  such  a  great  task  that  no  one 
attempted  to  undertake  it  until  it  was  decided,  during  the  last 
year,  that  the  scope  of  work  should  be  confined  somewhat,  and 
I  resolved,  therefore,  that  you  should  have  at  least  the  privi- 
lege of  getting  a  report  from  me,  such  as  it  is.  1  have  done 
my  duty  in  that  respect  and  I  ask  you  to  bear  with  me  because 
I  have  not  been  able  to  give  you  the  much  better  report  which 
this  committee  should  have  given. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  The  Pennsylvania  Federation 
of  Historical  Societies: 

Gentlemen:  I  beg  to  present  herewith  my  report  for  the 
year  1912,  as  the  representative  of  your  Committee  on  Pub- 
lication of  Lists. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Montgomery,  State  Librarian,  for 
assistance  kindly  rendered  me  in  the  prosecution  of  my  work. 

When  the  Committee  on  Publication  of  Lists  was  originally 
specified  as  one  of  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  Federation 
it  was  purposed  that  it  should  present,  annually,  "a  list  of 
historical  papers  relating  to  the  Commonwealth,  and  a  list  of 
the  historical  productions  of  Pennsylvania." 

Since  then,  however,  the  scope  of  this  work  has  been  taken 
up,  largely,  by  lists  of  printed  papers  read  before  the  various 
societies  comprised  in   the  membership  of  this   Federation, 
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furnished  by  them  direct  to  our  Secretary  and  included  by 

him  in  his  annual  report;  also  by  the  very  complete  historical 
anthologies  now  in  preparation  by  various  societies  several 
of  which  are  practically  ready  for  the  press,  and  which  cover 
fully  the  bibliography  of  their  several  localities  or  counties. 

It  has,  therefore,  been  deemed  advisable  for  this  committee 
to  cull,  annually,  from  reviews  and  similar  sources,  such  pub- 
lications pertaining  to  its  work  as  may  there  present  them- 
selves, and  such  as  would  otherwise  not  be  likely  to  become 
collated. 

In  accordance  with  this  suggestion  I  beg  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing list  as  one  by  no  means  complete,  and  as  full  of  short- 
comings in  the  matter  of  detail  even  in  the  case  of  those  works 
which  are  mentioned. 

I  have  not  found  this  compilation  to  be  an  easy  task,  but 
rather  the  contrary.  Although  I  have  inspected  many  cata- 
logues and  have  had  access  to  not  a  few  reviews,  as  well  as 
numerous  advertisements,  yet,  withal,  I  fully  appreciate  how 
small  a  part  they  have  been  of  the  whole. 

In  addition  to  that,  in  many  cases  it  has  been  impossible  to 
identify  various  writers  as  Pennsylvanians,  their  names  not 
appearing  in  any  published  lists  of  such  in  my  possession.

E.  On  the  Presentation  of  Manuscript  Records. 

The  President :  The  next  committee  to  report  will  be  the 
Committee  on  Preserving  Manuscript  Records.  I  will  ask 
Prof.  McKinley  to  present  the  report  of  the  committee. 

Prof.  McKinley:  I  wish  to  say  in  preface  to  this  report 
that  although  I  do  the  reading  of  it,  the  greater  part  of  the 
work  upon  the  report  has  been  performed  by  the  President  of 
the  Federation.  In  his  modesty  I  know  he  would  not  wish  me 
to  say  this,  but  it  is  only  just  that  it  should  be  stated. 

The  Committee  on  Preservation  of  Manuscript  Records  sub- 
mits herewith  the  report  of  its  work  for  the  past  year. 

Several  meetings  of  the  two  Philadelphia  members  of  the 
committee  have  been  held  during  the  year,  but  unfortunatelv 
the  third  member,  Mr.  Eshleman,  was  unable  to  arrange  to 
meet  with  them.  It  was  decided  to  continue  the  work  in- 
augurated some  two  years  since,  and  to  make  a  further  effort 
to  secure  information  in  regard  to  the  county  archives  from 
the  counties  that  had  not  previously  reported.  "We  regret 
to  be  obliged  to  report  that  the  results  have  not  been  com- 
mensurate with  the  effort  expended,  as  a  brief  summary  of  the 
facts  will  show. 

Reports  had  previously  been  received  from  thirty  counties. 
There  had  been  secured  in  response  to  a  letter  and  a  quostion- 
aire  sent  out  to  the  county  commissioners  or  to  local  his- 
torians in  the  sixty-seven  counties  of  the  State.  Copies  of  this 
letter  and  series  of  questions  accompanied  the  report  pre- 
sented by  this  committee  in  1911  and  appear  in  the  Acts  and 
Proceedings  for  that  year.  In  some  instances  a  second  in- 
quiry was  necessary  to  secure  this  information. 

Tt  having  been  found  that  more  had  been  accomplished  by 
addressing  individuals  than  officials,  this  year  the  chairman 
sent  a  personal  letter,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended,  with  the 
blank  form  containing  the  questions  to  some  one  in  each 
county  who,  it  was  thought,  might  he  willing  to  aid  the 
committee,  either  by  furnishing  the  information  sought  or  by 
recommending  some  one  who  was  likely  to  do  so.    la  case  no 
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such  person  was  known,  the  letter  was  sent  to  the  historical 
society  of  the  county,  if  there  proved  to  be  one.  If  both  of 
tliese  sources  failed,  the  judge  or  judges  of  the  county  court 
were  addressed,  asking  them  to  request  some  official  to  reply. 
Some  seventy  such  letters  have  been  sent  out  to  the  thirty- 
seven  counties  not  previously  heard  from,  with  the  net  result 
of  nine  reports  received  and  the  promise  of  three  more,  which 
promise  is  still  unfilled.  The  letters  sent  to  the  eighteen 
county  judges  elicited  three  courteous  replies,  the  judges  stat- 
ing that  they  had  requested  certain  ofiicials  to  furnish  the 
information  sought.  Two  did  so,  we  are  still  waiting  to  hear 
from  the  prothonotary  of  one  county,  and  to  receive  an  ac- 
knowledgment of  our  letter  from  the  judges  of  the  other  fif- 
teen counties  and  a  number  of  the  individuals  addressed. 
The  librarian  of  one  historical  society  expressed  regret  that 
he  was  unable  to  furnish  the  information,  complaining  that 
he  was  overworked  and  that  he  could  not  recommend  any  one 
unless  we  were  prepared  to  compensate  such  person.  We  quote 
from  his  letter:  "The  Federation  ought  to  employ  some  one 

to  do  such  work  and  raise  the  money  to  pay  for  it It 

would  take  one  a  day  to  discover  all  the  facts  your  list  re- 
quires. It  is  a  good  work  and  should  be  done,  but  it  is  too 
strenuous  a  day  to  expect  so  much  from  a  busy  man."  In 
another  county  a  certain  person  was  highly  recommended,  but 
on  condition  that  he  should  be  remunerated.  Xo  appropria- 
tion being  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee,  nothing  further 
was  done  in  these  cases,  as  returns  from  two  additional  coun- 
ties where  so  many  were  lacking  were  not  imperative. 

In  all,  thirty-nine  counties  have  been  reported  upon,  leaving 
twenty-eight  from  which  we  have  no  data.  Those  from  which 
reports  have  been  received  are  apportioned  as  follows:  East- 
ern counties  18,  central  12,  western  9.  Those  not  reporting 
are  located,  respectively,  8  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State, 
11  in  the  central  and  9  in  the  western,  and  are  as  follows: 
Eastern  part  of  State,  Columbia,  Lackawanna,  Monroe,  Mon- 
tour, Northumberland,  Schuylkill,  Sullivan  and  Wyoming; 
Central  part,  Bedford,  Blair,  Cambria.  Cameron,  Clinton, 
Fulton,  Huntingdon,  Mifflin,  Lycoming,  Potter  and  Somerset; 
Western  part,  Allegheny,  Armstrong,  Beaver,  Crawford, 
Greene,  Mercer,  Venango,  Warren  and  Westmoreland  The 
nine  reports  recently  received  come  from  the  following  coun- 
ties: Bradford,  Butler,  Fayette,  Jefferson,  Luzerne,  Snyder, 
Susquehanna,  Washington  and  York,  distributed  geographic- 
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ally:  3  in  the  eastern,  2  in  the  central  and  4  in  the  western 
parts  of  the  State.* 

The  conditions  in  these  counties  do  not  vary  substantially 
from  those  in  the  other  counties  reported  upon  two  years  ago. 
In  general,  the  extent  and  condition  of  the  records  in  these 
counties  seem  to  be  fair.  The  reports  show  that  some  records 
are  missing,  this  is  true  of  the  commissioner's  minutes  in 
Bradford  county  prior  to  1870,  Butler  county  prior  to  1903, 
Snyder  county,  the  first  book  from  1855  to  1864,  and  in  Wash- 
ington county  one  book  of  the  earliest  number  (1781-1790) 
is  entirely  outworn,  those  from  1790  to  1870  are  all  missing 
and  the  rest  are  complete  only  since  1903.  Our  correspondent 
in  Butler  county  writes:  "The  information  that  would  come 
from  the  commissioners'  office  was  hard  to  get,  as  no  one  in 

the  office  at  present  knows  anything  about  old  records 

In  that  office  the  old  records  and  papers  are  filed  away  pro- 
miscuously in  attics  and  cellars  and  vaults."  In  York  county 
apparently  a  number  of  the  older  records  were  lost  in  1841, 
when  the  court  house  was  removed.  Very  few  of  the  counties 
report  the  possession  of  either  militia  rolls  or  original  draft 
rolls  of  the  Civil  War.  In  contrast  to  these,  York  states  that 
it  has  all  the  militia  rolls  except  a  part  of  one  battalion,  and 
answers  the  question,  "Do  you  have  original  draft  rolls  of  the 
Civil  War?"  with,  "Yes,  of  course." 

The  election  returns  are  missing  from  Fayette  county  prior 
to  1863.  It  is  reported  from  this  same  county  that  no  records 
are  known  to  have  been  lost  by  fire  or  water,  "but  one  record 
of  the  commissioners'  office  disappeared  to  prevent  an  in- 
vestigation of  the  transactions  of  a  clerk."  Snyder  county 
reports  only  one  entry  in  their  naturalization  records,  a  decla- 
ration of  intention  to  become  a  citizen.  Snyder  has  only  a 
dozen  foreign-born  residents  and  is  unique  in  having  no  ne- 
groes. 

As  to  the  safety  of  the  records,  the  most  of  the  couuties 
report  that  the  more  important  records  are  kept  in  fire-proof 
vaults,  indeed  in  the  case  of  Bradford,  Washington  and  York 
the  new  court  houses  are  pronounced  to  be  "fire-proof"  build- 
ings. The  general  condition  of  the  records  appears  to  be 
good,  especially  in  the  office  of  registrar  and  recorder.  Some 
adverse  conditions  are  reported,  as,  for  example,  in  Butler 
county,  in  the  quotation  already  given  noting  the  lack  of 
systematic  care  in  the  commissioners'  office.  Fayette  county 
reports,  "Some  need  copying,  some  need  rebinding  and  all 

*  Reports  from  Columbia,  Clinron  and  Warren  have  been  received  since  the 
annual  meeting. 
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need  a  thorough  cleaning'. "  Our  informant  adds,  "although 
a  superintendent  is  employed  at  a  salary  of  $75  a  month  to 
keep  the  office  and  court  room  clean,  and  one  lazy  negro  at 
$10  per  week  and  a  lot  of  'trusties'  fed  at  the  county's  ex- 
pense, the  books  and  papers  are  kept  in  a  most  filthy  condi- 
tion. Some  have  the  appearance  of  not  having  been  dusted 
since  the  organization  of  the  county  in  1783." 

Luzerne  county  reports  the  condition  of  the  records,  "in 
the  average,  fair;  as  to  legibility,  mostly  excellent,  some  of  the 
pages  of  the  earlier  records  are  chipping,  though  no  frag- 
ments are  lost  as  far  as  known,  and  about  twenty  of  the  earlier 
deed  books  are  recopied  and  the  originals  stored  to  prevent 
wear  by  handling." 

Honorable  Boyd  Crumrine,  of  Washington  county,  report- 
condition  of  current  records  "very  fair,"  but  many  of  the 
older  ones  as  "in  bad  shape."  He  writes  further,  "I  have 
consulted  with  our  court  house  officials  often  heretofore,  and 
believe  that  legislation  should  be  enacted  requiring  the  county 
commissioners,  through  their  chief  clerks,  to  direct  one  com- 
petent person,  appointed  by  the  court,  to  classify  and  arrange 
all  the  public  records  in  the  places  they  should  be  kept,  and 
to  make  a  report  of  what  records  are  lost.  The  court  house 
officials  would  not  do  the  work  as  it  ought  to  be  done.  We 
have  had  four  court  houses,  the  last  erected  in  1900  at  a  cost 
of  over  a  million  dollars  and  with  a  very  complete  equipment. 
but  with  the  result  that  a  larger  part  of  our  dockets  and 
record  papers  are  in  a  shameful  state." 

Fayette  county  is  the  only  one  of  the  nine  that  does  not  report 
that  some  portion  of  its  records  or  papers  are  stored  either  in 
attics,  cellars  or  basements  or  similar  places,  as  in  Snyder 
county,  where,  "for  want  of  space  a  large  mass  of  papers  and 
a  few  of  the  unused  records  are  stored  in  a  lumber  room  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  court  house."  The  informant  adds. 
"These  are  not  in  very  good  system  and  certainly  not  as  avail- 
able as  they  should  be."  > 

Luzerne  reports  the  existence  of  a  considerable  number  of 
papers  relating  to  the  Revolution,  such  as  lulls,  claims  for 
supplies  which  are  stored  in  boxes  in  the  cellar  of  the  court 
house  and  a  number  of  other  historical  manuscripts  of  in- 
terest, not  official,  in  the  possession  of  certain  individuals. 

Most  of  the  counties  report  the  records  as  legible  and  that 
the  ink  has  not  faded.  From  Snyder  county  comes  this  state- 
ment, however,  that  an  occasional  page  appears  as  though 
it  had  been  written  with  frozen  ink.  Several  report  that  the 
ink  in  the  newer  records  is  not  as  durable  as  that  used  in  the 
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earlier  ones.  The  introduction  of  the  use  of  typewriters  in 
the  making  of  current  records  is  noted  in  the  reports  from 
some  of  the  counties,  as  for  example  Luzerne,  where  it  is 
stated  that  the  "typing  system  has  prevailed  for  about  ten 
years."  This  fact  calls  attention  to  the  importance  of  pro- 
viding for  the  use  of  typewriter  ribbons  of  the  best  quality 
and  suggests  the  desirability  of  some  standard  being  estab- 
lished. 

An  illustration  of  the  carelessness  in  the  keeping  of  county 
records  has  just  been  called  to  the  attention  of  your  committee 
in  the  fact  that  the  prothonotary  of  Philadelphia  county  re- 
cently stated  his  inability  to  certify  to  the  fact  that  John 
Swift  was  mayor  of  Philadelphia,  although  it  is  known  that 
during  the  thirties  and  forties  he  was  thrice  elected  to  that 
position. 

•An  instance  of  recent  interest  in  the  care  of  county  archives 
comes  from  Chester  county,  where,  at  the  instance  of  Mr. 
Gilbert  Cope  the  county  commissioners  have  caused  some  of 
the  older  records  to  be  put  in  proper  form  for  preservation. 

These  replies,  as  well  as  those  previously  received,  while 
covering  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  counties  of  the  State  are, 
we  believe,  sufficiently  typical  of  the  conditions  existing  in  the 
other  counties  to  justify  us  in  reaching  certain  conclusions. 
The  inquiry  while  incomplete,  has  fulfilled  its  chief  mission. 
It  was  primarily  undertaken  in  order  that  sufficient  data 
might  be  collected  in  regard  to  the  conditions  governing  the 
keeping  of  the  public  records  to  learn  whether  there  was  any 
need  for  legislation  relative  to  the  care  of  county  records — 
and  if  the  conditions  indicated  such  need,  these  reports  might 
be  of  some  service  in  formulating  such  measures. 

While  it  is  gratifying  to  state  that  the  reports  show  in  gen- 
eral that  certain  classes  of  the  records  are  in  fair  condition 
in  most  of  the  counties,  there  is  hardly  any  county  where  the 
conditions  could  not  be  improved,  and  in  some  where  funda- 
mental changes  in  the  methods  employed  appear  desirable. 
The  committee's  report  last  year  foreshadowed  the  nature 
of  the  legislation  which  it  believed  was  desirable.  It  is  grati- 
fying to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Advisory  Commission  of 
the  Division  of  Public  Records  indorsed  plans  in  hannonf-  with 
these  suggestions,  and  a  Committee  of  the  Advisory  Commis- 
sion; consisting  of  Messrs.  Ames,  Jordan  and  Dieffenderffer, 
was  appointed  to  prepare  bills  along  these  lines.  Such  bills 
have  been  drafted  and  are  about  to  be  submitted  to  the  Legis- 
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lature  with  a  recommendation  from  the  committee  presenting 
reasons  for  their  adoption. 

In  brief,  the  first  bill  proposes  that  the  act  establishing  the 
Division  of  Public  liecords  should  be  amended  so  that  there 
may  be  appointed  a  supervisor  of  public  records  as  one  of  the 
assistants  of  the  Division.  It  proposes  that  power  should  be 
conferred  upon  the  supervisor  to  examine  into  the  condition 
of  the  records,  manuscripts  and  other  papers  which  are  kept 
filed  or  recorded  in  the  several  public  offices  of  the  counties, 
cities  and  boroughs  of  the  State,  Further,  that  he  shall 
recommend  such  action  to  be  taken  by  the  persons  having  the 
care  and  custody  of  the  public  records  as  may  be  necessary 
to  secure  their  safety  and  preservation  and  he  shall  cause 
all  laws  relating  to  public  records  to  be  enforced.  The  super- 
visor of  public  records  shall  submit  an  annual  report  to  the 
State  Librarian,  in  which  he  shall  present  a  detailed  report 
upon  the  number,  kind  and  eonditioji  of  the  various  public 
records  in  the  custody  and  under  the  control  of  the  several 
counties,  cities  and  boroughs  of  the  State.  This  report  shall 
be  included  by  the  State  Librarian  in  his  annual  report. 

This  bill  is  based  in  a  large  part  upon  the  laws  already  in 
force  in  several  other  commonwealths,  although  it  does  not 
go  as  far  as  the  laws  of  some  of  the  states,  especially  that  of 
Massachusetts,  where  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Records 
is  given  large  powers  and  where  stringent  provisions  are  made 
to  require  the  local  authorities  to  keep  their  records  in  the 
best  of  condition  and  suitably  protected  against  loss  or  injury 
by  fire  or  other  means.  It  was  not  deemed  wise  at  the  present 
time  to  propose  a  more  comprehensive  measure.  It  is  be- 
lieved, however,  that  through  the  friendly  supervision  and 
helpful  suggestions  provided  for  by  this  measure,  as  well  as 
the  opportunity  afforded  for  making  public  through  a  printed 
report  information  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  records 
of  the  several  sub-divisions  of  the  State,  that  much  good  will 
be  effected  and  more  efficient  and  suitable  care  of  the  public 
records  will  result. 

The  second  bill  proposed  makes  provision  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  standard  quality  for  the  ink  and  paper  that  shall  be 
made  use  of  in  all  offices  of  record  in  the  State.  This  measure 
also  is  based  upon  the  experience  and  legislation  of  other 
states.  It  is  proposed  that  a  standard  should  he  established 
for  the  typewriter  ribbons  and  stamping  pads  which  are  made 
use  of  in  the  making  of  current  record,  in  order  that  the 
greatest  degree  of  permanency  and  durability  may  be  secured. 
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The  proposed  bill  defines  the  character  of  the  paper  to  be 
used  and  provides  that  only  such  standard  ink  or  inks,  type- 
writer ribbons  an4  stamping  pads  as  are  approved  by  the 
Division  of  Public  Records  of  the  State  Library  shall  be  u.sed 
in  any  office  of  record  throughout  the  State.  In  Massachu- 
setts, where  a  similar  law  has  been  in  force  for  nearly  twenty 
years,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Records  fixes  the  standard, 
and  the  formula  for  the  ink  is  the  same  as  that  used  by  the 
United  States  Treasury  Department.  The  working  of  the  law 
has  been  most  satisfactory.  The  enactment  of  the  proposed 
bill  into  law,  we  believe,  is  most  important  and  should  not  be 
delayed.  We  trust  that  these  two  measures  will  receive  the 
indorsement  and  support  of  the  Federation. 

It  is  worth  noting  here  that  the  Public  Archives  Commission 
of  the  American  Historical  Association  has  undertaken  the 
preparation  of  a  manual  or  primer  for  the  use  of  archivists, 
which  will  contain  practical  directions  for  the  guidance  of 
custodians  of  records.  This  will  comprise  a  description  of  the 
best  methods  of  assembling,  filing,  administering  and  classi- 
fying collections  of  public  archives. 

In  this  connection  it  is  appropriate  also  to  call  attention 
to  the  movement  for  the  erection  of  a  National  Archives  Build- 
ing in  Washington.  The  need  of  such  a  building  has  been 
recognized  for  some  time  and  has  repeatedly  received  the 
indorsement  of  the  American  Historical  Association.  As  a 
result  of  its  representation  and  that  of  other  parties,  bills 
have  been  introduced  to  secure  the  appropriation  of  a  sum 
of  money  for  this  purpose  in  both  Houses  of  Congress  and 
hearings  were  held  last  spring  before  both  the  House  and 
Senate  Committees  on  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds.  The 
published  reports  of  these  hearings,  as  well  as  a  very  compre- 
hensive paper  published  in  the  American  Historical  Review 
for  October,  1912,  prepared  by  Mr.  "Waldo  G.  Leland,  Secre- 
tary of  the  American  Historical  Association,  very  clearly 
show  the  imperative  need  for  such  a  national  depository  of 
archives,  if  the  national  archives  are  to  be  preserved  and  safe- 
guarded from  further  loss.  The  Committee  of  the  American 
Historical  Association  on  this  subject  earnestly  desire  the 
support  of  the  organized  historical  interests  of  tbe  country 
in  furtherance  of  the  bills  now  pending  and  in  consequence 
your  committee  would  recommend  that  this  Federation  adopt 
appropriate  resolutions,  which  should  be  forwarded  to  the 
chairmen   of    the    respective   committees   of   the    House   and 
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Senate  and  to  at  least  one  of  the  Senators  and  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Pennsylvania  delegation  in  the  House. 

In  regard  to  the  future  work  of  the  Committee  on  Preserv- 
ing Manuscript  Records  it  is  the  hope  of  the  present  com- 
mittee that  the  enactment  into  law  of  the  proposed  bill  pro- 
viding for  the  supervision  of  the  county  and  other  local  ar- 
chives, will  render  unnecessary  the  further  investigation  of 
the  subject  of  county  archives  by  this  committee.  Should, 
however,  the  bill  fail  to  pass,  a  further  effort  might  be  made 
to  secure  reports  from  the  delinquent  counties  and  the  be- 
ginning of  the  investigation  of  city  and  borough  records  might 
be  inaugurated.  We  would  suggest,  however,  that  the  com- 
mittee now  turn  its  attention  to  the  other  phase  of  the  work 
which,  by  the  Constitution,  is  committed  to  its  charge,  namely, 
the  encouragement  of  the  publication  of  the  manuscript  rec- 
ords of  the  State,  as  already  has  been  proposed  in  the  Presi- 
dent's address,  with  a  view  to  selecting  such  manuscript  rec- 
ords for  publication  as  are  of  especial  value  and  which  either 
have  not  previously  been  printed,  or  if  previously  printed, 
have  become  very  scarce.  We  would  also  call  attention  to  the 
desirability  of  either  establishing  a  special  committee  on  his- 
torical manuscripts  of  a  private  nature,  or  of  broadening  the 
scope  of  some  one  of  the  committees  already  in  existence  in 
order  to  include  this  subject.  We  believe  that  the  preparation 
of  a  guide  of  the  manuscript  material  relating  to  the  history  of 
Pennsylvania  is  one  of  the  most  important  projects  that  the 
Federation  could  undertake.

Dear  Sir:— 

1  am  writing  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Preserving  Manuscript  Records 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Fedeiation  of  Historical  Societies  with  a  view  to  secure 
your  co-operation  in  aiding  it  in  the  work  of  investigating  the  character  and 
condition  of  the  county  records  of  this  State.  Two  years  ago,  this  Commfttee 
began  this  undertaking  and  was  successful  in  securing  reports  from  about  one- 
half  of  the  counties  of  the  State.  We  have  not  been  successful,  however,  in 
obtaining  any  information  from  the  county  in  which  your  historical  society  is 
located.  The  Committee  is  therefore  seeking  at  the  present  time  to  secure  answers 
to  the  several  questions  contained  in  the  accompanying  paper  in  regard  to  the 
archives  of  your  county.  May  we  count  upon  your  assistance  in  filling  in  the 
answers  to  these  inquiries  and  mailing  the  same  to  us  as  soon  as  possible?  If, 
however,  you  are  unable  to  do  this,  will  you  endeavor  to  secure  some  one  who 
will  undertake  the  work  and  notify  us  of  the  name  and  address  of  such  person? 
If  you  find  this  impossible,  will  you  be  kind  enough  to  recommend  some  one 
who  will  be  interested  in  this  matter? 

The  information  which  we  desire,  it  is  hoped  will  serve  a  two-fold  purpose: 
first;  it  will  make  possible  a  comprehensive  statement  of  what  are  the  existing 
county  records  of  Pennsylvania,  and  second,  will  also  throw  light  on  their  present 
condition  and  the  method  of  caring  for  the  same. 

A  partial  report  was  published  in  the  Acts  and  Proceedings  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Federation  of  Historical  Societies  for  1911,  containing  a  summary  of  the 
information  gained  from  the  replies  of  the  several  counties  reported.  ITrom  this, 
it  was  seen  that  in  certain  instances  there  was  need  of  better  provision  being 
made  for  the  custody  of  certain  of  the  older  records.  Additional  information 
is  desired  in  order  that  the  Federation  may  be  of  service  in  securing  necessary- 
legislation  on  this  important  matter. 

The  Association  will  meet  early  in  January,  so  that  it  is  very  desirable  that 
we  should  have  answers  to  these  inquiries  by  the  1st  of  December,  if  possible. 
May  I  not  appeal  to  your  pride  in  the  local,  as  well  as  the  general,  history  of 
tins  great  Commonwealth  to  bespeak  your  interest  in  a  movement  which  is 
intended  to  promote  the  preservation  of  the  records  of  the  past  and  to  make  better 
known  the  facts  that  they  contain? 

It  is   desirable  that   the   person   who   answers   these    inquiries   should   confer 


with  the  county  commissioners  and  other  county  officials  within  whose  jurisdiction 
records  are  kept.  May  I  assure  you  that  any  service  you  may  be  able  to  render 
will  be  appreciated  by  the  Committee  and  the  Federation.

F.  Ox  State  Legislation. 

The  President :  Beport  of  the  Committee  on  State  Legisla- 
tion. 

Mr.  Benjamin  M.  Xead,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  State 
Legislation,  reported  as  follows  : 

This  committee  has  been  lying  dormant  during  the  past 
year.  The  chief  matter  that  has  been  before  it  in  the  past 
has  been  the  matter  of  securing  an  appropriation  from  the 
Legislature  for  the  benefit  of  this  Federation.  The  commit- 
tee has  not  deemed  it  advisable  to  take  any  steps  in  that  di- 
rection without  further  consultation  with  the  Federation  at 
this  present  meeting.  I  am  informed  by  Mr.  Montgomery, 
the  Treasurer,  that  there  is  about  $1,200.00  of  the  original 
appropriation  remaining  in  his  hands  unexpended.  It  is  a 
matter  that  should  be  approached  in  the  Legislature  with  con- 
siderable diplomacy.  It  seems  to  me  that  while  we  know  to  a 
certain  extent  the  drift,  or  the  tendency  on  the  part  of  the 
Legislature  and  particularly  in  the  session  such  as  we  are 
approacbing  now,  a  matter  of  this  character  is  very  apt  to 
be  neglected  and  it  is  very  hard  to  find  a  member  of  the 
Legislature  who  will  interest  himself  sufficiently  to  push  it, 
when  he  is  so  much  interested  in  other  matters.  However, 
that  is  something  that  ought  not  to  deter  us  from  asking  for 
an  appropriation  should  we  determine  whether  it  is  advisable 
or  not  for  us  to  do  so  at  this  time.  It"  it  is  felt  by  the  Federa- 
tion that  we  ought  to  make  another  effort  now  to  secure  a 
further  appropriation  and  secure  it  upon  a  freer  basis,— I 
think  the  act  passed  before  was  so  circumscribed  as  to  the  use 
of  the  money  that  it  would  be  pretty  hard  for  the  Treasurer 
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to  spend  it  except  along  certain  lines.  It  certainly  could  not 
be  expended  for  the  payment  of  expenses  of  committees  or  in 
any  manner  be  used  for  salaries  or  the  payment  of  expenses 
of  the  Federation. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  objection  to 
that  except  that  we  have  made  the  statement  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, Mr.  President,  that  the  amount  was  needed  by  us  for 
the  publishing  of  bibliographies  and  things  of  that  nature, 
and  we  said  that  there  were  no  paid  officials  connected  with 
the  Federation,  so  that  I  have  always  felt  that  it  was  not  the 
right  thing  to  do  anything  in  the  way  of  compensation  out 
of  this  fund,  although  traveling  expenses  might  fairly  be  in- 
cluded. 

Mr.  Nead:  I  think  the  very  terms  of  the  act  itself  forbids 
us  to  do  that.  Do  I  understand,  then,  Mr.  President,  from 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Preserving  Manuscript  Eec- 
ords  that  Bills  of  the  nature  suggested  have  been  prepared. 

The  President:   They  have  been  prepared. 

Mr:  Nead:  For  introduction! 

The  President :  For  introduction,  but  have  not  yet  been  in- 
troduced! 

Mr.  Nead:  I  should  say  our  Committee  on  Legislation 
would  be  very  glad  indeed,  and  we  feel  it  would  be  part  of 
its  functions,  to  aid  in  the  passage  of  legislation  or  of 
meritorious  bills  as  suggested  in  that  report.  That  is  a  highly 
interesting  report  to  me,  a  highly  important  one  to  me.  It 
It  seems  to  me  the  recommendations  made  in  regard  to  legisla- 
tion should  be  helped  in  every  possible  way,  and  I  feel  if  it  is 
not  intended  that  we  shall  ask  the  Legislature  for  an  appro- 
priation this  year  that  our  committee  can  be  very  well  engaged 
in  aiding  in  every  possible  way  the  passage  of  such  legisla- 
tion, or  other  legislation  that  may  be  suggested  along  the 
same  line.  I  would  be  very  glad,  however,  to  hear  what  the 
views  of  the  Federation  are  in  regard  to  an  appropriation 
this  year. 

The  President:  You  have  heard  the  report  of  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  State  Legislation;  what  is  your  pleas- 
ure? 

Mr.  Montgomery:   I  move  the  report  be  accepted. 

Mr.  Liehliter:  I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

The  President:  Is  there  any  member  of  the  Federation  who 
desires  to  discuss  this  matter!  T  understand  from  the  Treas- 
urer that  the  statement  is  that  there  is  a  balance — 
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Mr.  Montgomery:  There  is  a  balance  of  $1,208,  and  I  think 
it  very  inadvisable  this  year  with  that  unexpended  balance  on 
hand,  to  go  before  the  Legislature  and  ask  for  an  appropria- 
tion. 

The  President:  I  might  explain  the  thought  I  had  in  mind 
was  not  the  payment  of  anybody  a  salary — 

Mr.  Montgomery:   Xo,  I  understand  that. 

The  President:  But  possibly  to  use  it  for  paying  the  rail- 
road fare  to  attend  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  for  this  Committee  on  Preparation  of  Lists,  or 
current  business.  It  seems  to  me  that  they  might  need  to 
get  clerical  assistance,  some  outsider  to  assist  them,  that  it 
might  be  appropriate  then  to  use  some  of  this  money,  not 
the  whole  sum.  If  they  wanted  to  get  a  trained  librarian,  or 
clerk  of  a  trained  librarian,  it  would  greatly  facilitate  the 
work  of  such  a  committee,  and  my  feeling  is  that  most  of  us 
are  busy  men,  we  are  willing  to  give  a  certain  amount  of  time, 
but  we  cannot  devote  it  to  routine  work  which  we  can  get 
done  for  a  few  dollars.  It  seems  to  me  we  ought  to  be  able 
to  go  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association  to  help  us  out. 

Mr.  Nead:  I  don't  think,  Mr.  President,  there  would  be 
any  difficulty  in  using  our  fund  from  the  State  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

Election  of  Officers 

The  President :  The  next  item  in  the  order  of  business  is 
the  election  of  officers.  Therefore,  I  would  call  for  the  re- 
port of  the  Nominating  Committee,  Dr.  Jordan.

The  President:  You  have  heard  the  report  of  the  Nominat- 
ing Committee;  what  is  the  pleasure  oi^  the  Federation! 
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Mr.  Wilt:   Is  there  any  course  of  election  prescribed? 

The  President:  I  think  it  should  be  by  ballot,  and  I  think 
it  would  be  in  order,  if  it  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  meet- 
ing, to  authorize  the  Secretary  to  cast  the  ballot  in  favor  of  the 
nominees  reported. 

Mr.  Wilt :  I  therefore  move  that  this  report  be  accepted, 
and  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the 
Federation  for  the  officers  named. 

The  President:   Does  that  motion  receive  a  second? 

Mr.  Licliliter:   I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

The  Secretary:  In  pursuance  of  the  order  just  given, 
the  Secretary  casts  the  ballot  of  the  Federation  for  the  follow- 
ing named  persons  (naming  them  as  submitted  in  the  commit- 
tee's report). 

The  President :  I  hereby  declare  the  officers  as  read  elected 
to  the  offices  named. 

Deferred  Business 

We  now  come  to  deferred  business.    Mr.  Secretary,  is  there 
any  deferred  business  to  be  presented? 
The  Secretary:   I  know  of  none. 

New  Business 

The  President:  We  then  pass  to  new  business.  Under  the 
head  of  new  business  I  think  there  are  a  number  of  matters 
that  have  come  up  in  connection  with  some  of  the  reports  that 
might  now  be  considered,  I  await  a  motion. 

The  Secretary :  Well,  we  have  before  us  the  very  broad  and 
comprehensive  report  of  our  good  and  worthy  President. 
There  are  some  points  in  that  report  that,  I  think,  should  be 
taken  up  and  discussed  and  some  action  taken. 

The  President :  There  is  a  suggestion  in  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Publication  of  Lists  that  should  be  considered, 
as  to  which  the  librarian  should,  however,  be  consulted,  but  he 
for  the  moment  is  not  in  the  meeting. 

Mr.  McKinley:  I  would  like  to  move  a  resolution  as  to  the 
National  Archives  Building  in  Washington. 

Whereas,  Our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  facts  pre- 
sented at  the  hearings  before  the  Committee  on  Public  F>uild- 
ings  and  Grounds  of  the  House  and  Senate,  respectively,  on 
May  12,  1911,  and  March  1,  1912,  relative  to  the  imperative 
need  of  a  National  Archives  Building  in  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, to  insure  the  suitable  care  and  preservation  of  the 
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ptiblic  archives  and  to  provide  facilities  for  their  use  for  ad- 
ministrative and  historical  purposes, 

Resolved,  "That  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical 
Societies,  comprising  thirty-two  historical  societies,  with  a 
membership  of  ten  thousand  persons,  indorses  the  bills  now 
pending  before  both  the  Senate  and  the  House  to  promote  the 
construction  of  such  a  building  and  that  the  Federation  re- 
quests the  Senators  and  Representatives  of  this  State  to  sup- 
port the  same  by  their  votes." 

I  move,  Mr.  President,  that  the  resolution  be  adopted. 
The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  agreed  to. 
The  President:  I  might  say  I  have  here  before  me  copies  of 
the  printed  reports  of  the  Hearings  Committee  at  Washing- 
ton, as  well  as  the  Bills  referred  to,  which  I  would  be  glad 
to  show  to  any  one  who  is  particularly  interested.  There  is 
no  question  but  what  this  is  a  most  desirable  measure. 

Mr.  Lichliter:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  think  that  the  address  of 
the  President  has  not  been  received  by  this  Federation,  and 
I  wish  to  move  that  it  be  received  and  printed  with  the  thanks 
of  this  Federation. 

Mr.  Wilt :  I  second  the  motion  most  heartily. 
Mr.  Lichliter:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  like  to  say  that  of  all 
the  addresses  I  have  heard  here  this  one  was  the  most  thor- 
ough and  complete  on  matters  usually  coming  before  us,  and 
there  were  several  suggestions  in  that  paper  that  ought  to  be 
taken  into  consideration,  and  especially  one  which  I  think 
was  advanced  a  year  ago,  if  not  two  years  ago,  with  reference 
to  the  limited  time  of  these  meetings.  We  come  here  in  a 
hurry,  we  get  here  about  noon,  we  scarcely  have  time  to  get 
our  dinner  until  the  hour  of  one  arrives.  Quite  a  number  of 
the  members  of  this  Federation  do  not  get  here  until  after 
the  meeting  has  opened  and  then  must  hurry  away  at  five 
or  half-}>ast  five  or  six  o'clock  for  their  train  home  in  the 
evening,  so  that  it  is  hurrying  us  all  through  and  we  have 
no  opportunity  to  give  full  and  clear  consideration  to  the  ques- 
tions that  should  and  do  come  before  us.  I  think  that  one  of 
the  suggestions  made  is  that  we  remain  over  the  night.  My 
thought  is  that  we  have  a  public  meeting,  say  in  the  legislative 
hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  or  some  other  place, 
invite  the  school  teachers  of  the  city  and  the  community,  all 
those  who  are  interested  along  historical  lines  o(  thought. 
have  a  public  meeting  for  the  public  and  have  persons  to 
discuss  various  phases. of  historical  work.  I  think  that  sug- 
gestion in  your  paper  was  admirable  and  I  commend  it  and 
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I  trust  that  in  the  future  act  ion  will  be  taken  favoring  this 

-  *■ 

view  of  the  matter. 

Mr.  Wilt:  Mr.  President,  I  heartily  concur  with  the  re- 
marks made  by  the  gentleman.  I  might  go  a  little  farther.  1 
have  attended  these  meetings  a  number  of  times, — I  think 
this  is  the  third  or  fourth  one, — and  I  am  free  to  say  to  you 
that  it  is  the  best  meeting  of  this  Federation  that  I  have  yet 
attended.  (Applause.)  I  have  been  impressed  with  the  same 
idea,  that  is,  that  we  come  here  in  too  much  of  a  hurry.  I 
know  the  first  time  I  attended  this  meeting  I  came  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  miles,  and  I  was  here  about  an  hour  and  then 
the  meeting  was  over.  I  say  this  meeting  is  different.  We 
have  had  reports  from  committees,,  the  best  we  have  ever  had 
since  this  Federation  has  been  in  existence.  We  have  some- 
thing tangible  that  the  Secretary  can  enter  into  his  report  as 
having  been  done  by  these  various  committees.  So  I  want  to 
commend  not  only  the  President  for  the  admirable  sugges- 
tions he  has  made  to  further  the  business  of  the  Association, 
but  the  work  done  by  these  committees  who  have  been  doing 
something  and  expect  to  do  something  more,  and  we  are  as- 
sured of  accomplishing  something.  Now,  pardon  these  re- 
marks, I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  the  motion. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  With  regard  to  the  remarks  of  the  first 
gentleman,  I  would  like  to  say  that  it  was  our  intention  in  the 
first  place  to  have  this  meeting  up  on  Capitol  Hill,  but  the 
Superintendent  of  Grounds  and  Buildings  could  not  give  us 
permission  at  this  time,  that  is,  so  early  as  we  needed  it  prior 
to  sending  out  announcement  of  our  annual  meeting,  because 
he  did  not  know  what  time  the  Legislature  would  recess,  and, 
therefore,  it  was  impossible  to  arrange  to  have  our  meeting 
in  the  Capitol  building  this  year.  Tt  was  our  purpose  to  have 
it  there. 

The  President:  The  motion  is  before  you  on  the  reception 
of  the  President's  address. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

The  President :  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
thanks  of  the  Association.  In  regard  to  the  point  that  you 
raise  as  to  more  time  for  our  annual  meeting,  would  you  make 
a  motion  in  regard  to  that  or  would  you  leave  the  matter  to 
the  Executive  Committee  with  an  expression  that  it  is  the 
desire  of  this  Federation  that  hereafter  arrangements  should 
be  made  for  at  least  two  sessions  I 

Mr.  Lichliter:  I  would  suggest  we  leave  the  matter  in  the 
hands  of  the  Executive  Committee,  with  an  expression,  that  I 
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think  is  pretty  prevalent,  that  more  time  for  these  meetings 
be  arranged  for. 

Mr,  Eshleman :  I  would  like  to  ask  when  is  it  proposed  to 
publish  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting  and  the  reports  which 
have  been  filed  with  the  Secretary?  Is  there  a  committee  on 
publication,  or  is  that  in  the  hands  of  some  other  committee.' 

The  President:  I  think  it  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary. 
I  think  the  Secretary  usually  prints  as  soon  as  he  can  corral 
the  material  and  get  it  out  of  the  printer's  hands. 

|£r< :    ]\Xr.  President,  while  on  that  subject,  I  should 

say  that  if  this  good  material  which  has  been  presented  to-day 
is  to  be  made  effective  and  really  effective,  it  should  be  put 
into  print  and  distributed  almost  immediately.  If  the  report 
of  Prof.  McKinley  is  to  have  any  effect  on  the  present  sitting 
of  Congress  the  members  of  that  body  must  be  able  to  read  it 
in  print.  If  these  other  reports  are  to  be  really  effective 
in  the  directions  in  which  they  are  intended  they  ought  to  be 
printed  early  and  distributed.  We  are  favored  to-day  with 
copies  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  held  one  year  ago. 
Xow,  I  take  it  that  the  work  of  this  Federation  is  not  most 
effectively  done  if  its  acts,  resolves  and  proceedings  are  de- 
layed for  one  year.  (They  were  not  delayed  one  year.  Printed 
copies  were  mailed  out  to  all  the  societies  in  the  Federation 
May  1st,  1912. — Secretary.) 

The  President :  It  might  be  possible  to  get  some  advance 
copies  struck  off  of  certain  portions  of  the  proceedings.  Some 
reference  has  been  made  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Manuscript  Records.  It  might  be  possible  if  that  report  were 
in  type,  to  get  a  certain  number  of  copies  of  it  struck  oft  in 
advance,  and  perhaps  we  could  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for 
the  payment  of  this  advance  work  in  connection  with  the  Bills 
that  we  have  referred  to,  if  that  is  thought  advisable. 

— : :    I  would  like  to  say  that  I  received  my 

copy  of  last  year's  proceedings  early  last  summer. 

The  Secretary  does  not  at  this  moment  recall  just  when  the 
proceedings  were  issued,  but  it  was  early  last  summer,  as  T 
know  it  to  have  been. 

The  Secretary:  In  answer  to  my  friend  in  the  rear.  I  would 
say  that  the  Secretary  is  only  too  glad  to  get  this  work  through 
and  off  his  hands,  but  he  can  not  do  his  work  until  the  societies 
send  in  their  reports  to  him.  The  last  gentleman's  own  society 
has  not  yet  sent  me  its  report  for  the  year  1912,  and  there  are 
at  this  time  the  L912  reports  from  twenty-two  societies  stili 
lacking  to  enable  me  to  go  ahead  with  the  tabulating  of  their 
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statistical  matter.  That  is  whore  I  am  held  up.  I  am  only 
too  glad  to  get  this  work  off  my  hands  as  quickly  as  possible. 
I  sent  out  requests  for  the  1912  reports  of  the  societies  four 
weeks  ago,  twelve  of  them  have  replied,  twenty-two  so  far 
have  not  replied. 

Mr. :  If  any  society  that  is  a  member  of  this  As- 
sociation is  not  sufficiently  interested  to  furnish  this  manu- 
script material  to  the  Secretary  for  publication  then  it  does 
not  deserve  to  have  it  printed,  and  I  think  that  the  publica- 
tion of  the  proceeding's  ought  not  to  be  delayed  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  time  to  some  dilatory  historical  society.  Secretary 
or  President. 

Mr.  Eshleman:  I  should  like  to  ask  for  some  other  infor- 
mation from  the  Secret  a  ry,  whether  it  will  be  advisable  when 
he  is  having  material  struck  off  in  print  to  run  a  couple  hun- 
dred copies,  three  hundred  copies  extra,  .of  such  parts  as 
ought  to  go  before  the  members  of  the  Legislature  \  Is  there 
much  extra  expense  attached  to  that? 

The  Secretary:  There  should  not  be.  I  am  subject  to  your 
orders  as  to  that. 

Mr.  Eshleman:  The  reports  are  here  now,  and,  I  suppose, 
will  be  in  the  Secretary's  hands  in  half  an  hour. 

The  Secretary:  The  Federation  can  order  what  it  thinks 
proper,  the  Secretary  will  be  obedient  to  your  direction. 

Mr.  Eshleman:  I  think  that  everything  that  ought  to  be 
brought  before  the  Legislature  is  now  in  the  Secretary's 
hands  and  it  is  a  good  time  now  to  determine  what  power 
should  be  given  the  Secretary  as  far  as  that  is  concerned. 

The  President:  Would  you  make  a  motion,  Mr.  Eshleman  1 

Mr.  Eshleman:  I  move  you  that  all  such  parts  of  the  ma- 
terial as  is  now  in  the  Secretary's  hands,  or  of  this  Federa- 
tion as  is  necessary  to  bring  before  the  members  of  the  Leg- 
islature, be  printed  immediately.  I  mean  such  additional 
copies  of  it  should  be  printed  immediately  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary for  the  use  of  the  present  Legislature. 

Mr.  AVeirick:   I  second  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Cope:  I  had  thought  also  perhaps  if  there  were  copies 
enough  to  send  in  to  each  of  the  counties  not  having  historical 
societies,  it  might  produce  good  results  some  day,  if  there 
were  somebody  to  whom  to  send  these  copies. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Circular  matter  of  the  Federation  has 
been  sent  all  over  the  State  to  people  who  were  believed  to 
be  interested  in  our  Association. 
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The  Secretary:  May  I  ask  Mr.  Cope  how  the  Secretary 
shall  get  information  as  to  such  persons  to  whom  to  send  our 
reports  in  counties  where  there  are  no  historical  societies. 

Mr.  Cope:  It  will  require  some  little  inquiry  to  find  out  the 
proper  person  to  send  it  to. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  think  as  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Bibliography  Dr.  Jordan  did  not  mention  the  fact  in  his 
report  as  to  incurring  expenses  for  the  securing  of  bibli- 
ographies. I  think  we  ought  to  have  something  to  go  by  as 
to  that  matter,  namely,  the  question  of  expenditures  to  be 
made  or  made  upon  bibliographies.  In  the  first  place  it  was 
supposed  that  productions  of  that  kind  would  be  largely 
labors  of  gratuity,  but  it  seems  impossible  for  us  to  get 
through  without  some  expenditure.  The  Washington  county 
bibliography  did  not  cost  the  Federation  anything,  and  the 
Lebanon  county  bibliography  cost  us  very  little.  The  question 
now  confronts  this  committee  as  to  certain  expenditures  to 
be  made  in  connection  with  the  Chester  county  bibliography 
and  that  of  Lancaster  county.  What  is  the  feeling  of  the 
members  with  regard  to  this  ?  Is  there  a.rule  of  some  kind  to 
be  laid  down  to  us  ?  Is  there  to  be  some  limit  put  upon  the 
cost  of  this  material,  of  producing  this  material,  or  are  we 
to  use  our  own  judgment  absolutely  in  the  matter  ? 

Mr.  Nead :  I  think  the  committee  should  use  their  own  judg- 
ment in  matters  of  that  kind,  because  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  make  a  rule  as  to  what  price  shall  be  paid  for  information 
of  that  character  or  work  of  that  kind.  I  think  it  ought  to 
be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  We  only  want  to  have  an  understanding. 

Mr.  Cope:  I  was  going  to  remark  that  the  Chester  county 
bibliography  is  limited  to  those  works  printed  in  the  county. 
it  would  not  cost  a  very  great  deal  to  have  that  matter  printed. 
Now,  just  in  my  own  observation,  one  work  published  in  Min- 
neapolis, another  one  in  Xew  York  State — 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Had  the  works  reference  to  Chester 
county  ? 

Mr.  Cope:  Chester  county,  yes,  both  of  them.  And  others 
published  in  Lancaster  county. 

Mr.  Richards:  Mr.  President,  am  I  mistaken  in  supposing 
that  this  matter  which  is  now  under  discussion,  was  consid- 
ered by  our  Federation  in  the  past,  and  did  it  not  reach  the 
point  of  finality  when  we  expressed  an  opinion  somewhat  to 
this  effect,  that  while  it  is  true  that  imprints  oi'  a  certain  kind 
are  given  in  printed  lists,  yet  that  it  would  be  a  great  mis- 
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fortune  to  leave  out  titles  which  pertain  to  the  history  of  the 
counties  just  named,  and  of  the  State  throughout,  even  though 
the  imprints  were  elsewhere.  Could  it  not  be  so  arranged 
to  have  a  separate  division  to  include  the  latter?  It  would 
be  a  mistake  to  leave  out  such  titles.  We  could  follow  the 
general  rule  in  one  part  and  give  this  other  matter  in  a  sep- 
arate part. 

The  President:  I  understand  that  Dr.  Jordan  is  willing 
to  accept  such  an  arrangement,  that  is,  that  the  first  part 
should  be  an  imprint  record  strictly,  the  second  part  he  is 
willing  should  be  a  supplemental  bibliography,  and  it  seems  to 
me  that  is  a  practical  scheme.  May  I  call  attention  to  the 
recommendation  made  by  the  committee  on  exchange  of  dupli- 
cates and  ask  Mr.  Montgomery  whether  that  recommendation 
would  be  acceptable  to  the  Librarian  or  not?  The  committee 
suggests  the  advisability  of  arranging  with  the  State  Li- 
brarian as  a  central  place  to  whom  all  duplicate's  can  be  for- 
warded, and  with  whom  lists  would  be  on  file,  and  that  the 
State  Librarian  publish  the  lists  of  such  books  or  articles  at 
least  once  each  year  and  send  the  same  to  each  historical 
society  of  the  State,  whether  members  of  the  Federation 
or  not.  Now,  of  coarse,  the  Federation  has  no  power  to  do 
any  more  in  this  direction  than  to  recommend,  and  I  think  we 
ought  to  find  out  whether  the  Librarian  would  undertake  to 
do  that. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Within  certain  limits  I  think  the  Li- 
brarian would  take  up  that  idea.  Of  course,  I  could  not  be 
made  a  depository  for  all  the  refuse  and  material  of  our 
various  institutions,  and  attempt  to  classify  and  be  respon- 
sible for  that  material,  but  if  it  is  a  question  of  obliging  mem- 
bers of  this  Federation  to  the  extent  of  taking  care  of  a 
limited  amount  of  material  and  seeing  to  it  that  other  people 
learn  that  such  material  exists,  that  is,  duplicates  of  various 
collections,  and  arranging  for  exchanging  with  them,  it  would 
give  me  very  great  pleasure  to  do  it:  it  would  be  one  of  the 
things  which  would  interest  me  very  much.  I  do  not  think  I 
will  be  overburdened. 

The  President:  Would  it,  therefore,  be  in  order  to  endorse 
this  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Exchanging  Dupli- 
cates ? 

Mr.  Mongemory:  I  move  its  acceptance  in  the  sense  just 
defined. 

The  President:  Then  we  will  understand  that  the  receiving 
of  it  is  an  indorsement  of  it ! 
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Mr.  Montgomery:   Is  an  endorsement  of  it,  yes. 
Mr.  Nead:  Report  of  the  Auditing  Committee: 

Harrisburg,  Pa.,  Jam  16,  1913.

Mr.  Liehliter:   I  move  the  acceptance  of  the  report. 

Mr.  Weirick:  I  second  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

The  President:  I  would  like  to  have  the  terms  of  the  pro- 
visions of  that  amendment  read  in  order  that  we  may  know 
whether  the  amendment  to  change  the  date  of  meeting  has 
been  legally  adopted  or  not.  We  have  acted  on  it  and  I  think 
it  is  generally  accepted  but  if  there  is  any  doubt  about  it  per- 
haps we  had  better  have  a  vote  here.  So  I  suggest  if  you 
have  the  amending  clause  it  should  be  read. 

The  Secretary:  Was  there  an  amendment  passed  to  change 
the  time? 

The  President :  That  is  the  point. 

The  Secretary:    Was  it  passed/ 

The  President:  I  want  to  know  whether  it  was  passed  or 
not.  If  you  will  read  the  amending  provision  I  think  that 
will  indicate.  In  the  meantime  may  I  ask  some  of  the  mem- 
bers to  express  an  opinion  on  one  of  the  suggestions  I  ven- 
tured to  make,  namely,  whether  it  would  be  advisable  to  add 
to  our  committees  a  committee  on  manuscripts  not  of  a  public 
nature,  that  is,  private  manuscripts  ?  It  is  possible  that  one 
of  the  committees  we  already  have  could  take  over  this  matter, 
but  my  thought  was  suggested  by  a  similar  arrangement  in 
the  American  Historical  Association.  It  has  a  committee 
on  manuscripts  which  include  those  of  a  private  nature  ami 
it  also  has  another  committee  on  public  archives. 

Mr.  Montgomery :  I  think  that  is  very  desirable,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent. The  interest  in  the  one  does  not  in  any  way  conflict  with 
the  other  in  either  case,  and  I  am  often  rather  amused  by 
the  way  that  the  men  who  are  put  upon  archive  work,  who  are 
interested  iu  manuscripts,  rather  resent  it.  They  do  not 
care  anything  about  them. 
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Mr.  Nead:  I  also  think,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  it  is  a  very 
good  proposition  and  that  a  committee  of  that  kind  should 
be  provided  for,  to  confer  with  individual  members  of  his- 
torical societies  throngli  whom  they  could  gather  informa- 
tion of  private  records,  or  manuscripts  of  that  nature. 

The  President:  Then  it  would  be  in  order  to  amend  the 
by-laws,  which  I  understand  from  the  Secretary  can  be  done 
at  any  meeting. 

The  Secretary:  No:  this  is  a  matter  of  the  Constitution. 

The  President :  I  am  talking  about  the  By-laws,  and  if  that 
proposition  commends  itself  to  the  meeting,  a  motion  to 
amend  the  By-laws,  and  add  to  the  list  of  committees  such  a 
committee,  is  in  order. 

Mr.  Montgomery:   I  make  that  motion. 

Mr.  Nead :  I  second  it. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

The  Secretary:  I  should  also  like  to  know,  Mr.  President, 
whether  the  Federation  desires  to  act  on  the  matter  of  the 
change  of  the  day  from  the  first  to  the  third  Thursday. 

Mr.  Montgomery :  That  is  the  point  that  you  are  looking  up. 

The  President:  "Will  you  read  the  amending  clause?  It 
seems  to  me  it  is  not  necessary  for  this  meeting  to  act. 

(The  Secretary  reads  as  follows:) 

"This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  providing  ninety  days'  notice  in  writ- 
ing, stating  the  proposed  amendment  has  been  given  to  each 
society,  the  vote  of  the  society  under  its  seal  or  certified  by 
its  President  and  Secretarv  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Secre- 
tary.' ' 

Mr.  Nead:   That  is  the  Constitution. 

The  President :   Yes. 

Mr.  Nead:  It  ought  to  be  in  the  By-laws,  the  time  of  the 
meeting. 

The  President :  As  I  understand  it,  this  Federation  voted 
last  year  to  recommend  this  change  ? 

Mr.  Montgomery:    It  did. 

The  President:  And  the  Secretary  sent  out  notices  of  that 
action? 

The  Secretary:    Yes. 

Mr.  Montgoitery:    Is  it  in  the  Constitution  or  the  By-laws? 

The  President:  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution,  the  last 
Article  of  the  Constitution. 

Mr.  "Wilt:  I  know,  we  discovered  that  last  year  when  we 
wanted  to  chance  it. 
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The  President:  The  Secretary  reported  at  the  beginning  of 
the  meeting  that  he  had  received  replies — 

The  Secretary:   In  excess  of  the  two-thirds  required. 

Mr.  Nead:  Then  there  is  no  reason  why  we  ought  not  adopt 
it  right  now. 

Mr.  Montgomery :  I  move  that  that  amendment  be  adopted. 

Mr.  Nead:  I  second  the  motion. 

The  President:  The  Secretary  having  reported  that  two- 
thirds  of  the  societies  report  the  approval  of  the  amendment, 
the  motion  is  that  it  be  declared  adopted. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Will  it  be  necessary  to  have  a  motion 
with  regard  to  this  meetin,  or  are  the  actions  of  this  meeting 
valid? 

The  President:  I  leave  that  to  some  lawyer  present. 

Mr.  Nead :  I  move.  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  work  of  the  Fed- 
eration to-day  under  the  changed  date,  be  ratified  and  con- 
firmed by  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Weirick :  I  second  the  motion. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Personally,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  met  on  the 
second  of  the  month  and  adjourned,  in  order  that  there  be.  no 
trouble. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

The  Secretary:  There  was  another  idea  brought  forward 
and  that  was  that  somewhere  or  sometime  during  this  meeting 
we  go  back  to  the  matter  of  two-session  meetings. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  That  is  left  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  President:  That  has  been  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  with  power  to  act,  together  with  the  sense  of  the 
meeting  that  two  sessions  for  the  annual  meeting  shall  here- 
after be  arranged  for. 

The  Secretary:  I  may  say  that  that  whole  matter  was  gone 
over  two  years  ago,  with  the  result  that  we  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  it  would  be  very  undesirable  to  have  an  entire 
day  for  our  annual  meetings,  but  if  you  want  to  say  to  the 
Executive  Committee  that  it  shall  go  over  the  matter  again, 
of  course,  it  can  do  so,  but  the  expression  of  the  Association 
then  was  that  one  session,  in  the  sense  of  a  clearing  house 
meeting,  would  meet  the  requirements  of  this  Federation. 

Mr.  Wilt:  The  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  is  al- 
ways at  the  will  of  the  President,  If  it  is  necessary  to  call 
an  extra  meeting,  it  seems  to  me  there  ought  not  to  he  any 
doubt  of  the  authority  to  do  so.  If  the  needs  of  the  Federa- 
tion call  for  extra  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee,  it  i< 
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tion  a  most  cordial  invitation  to  be  represented  at  the  cere- 
monies to  be  held  in  connection  with  the  dedication,  the  exact 
date  of  which  will  be  signified  to  your  President  or  Secre- 
tary as  soon  as  it  is  fixed.

I  want  to  say  in  that  connection  that  I  have  here  a  picture 
of  our  new  building  as  it  will  be. 

The  President :    We  will  surely  be  glad  to  see  it. 

Mr.  Patterson:  And  in  conversation  with  Dr.  Jordan  (Dr. 
Jordan  has  always  been  a  great  friend  of  our  society),  1 
stated  that  it  is  just  possible  that  this  dedication  may  be  held 
some  time  later.  We  have  several  important  events  coming  to 
us  this  year,  one  is  the  125th  anniversary  of  the  incorporation 
of  Allegheny  county,  to  be  held  in  September,  and  the  other  the 
dedication  of  the  memorial  building  to  be  held  in  the  month  of 
June.  It  is  just  possible  if  our  building  is  delayed  in  its  com- 
pletion that  we  may  combine  the  two  events  in  September,  and 
also  secure  the  assistance  of  the  county  authorities  in  helping 
us  celebrate,  and  so  make  it  a  matter  of  several  days.  And 
while  I  am  on  my  feet,  I  am  sorry  to  say  this  is  my  first  ap- 
pearance here;  our  society  has  been  ably  represented  by  Mr.

Address  of  the  President 

The  Second  Vice-President,  Rev.  M.  D.  Lichliter,  as  the 
presiding  officer  for  the  day,  and  in  lieu  of  a  President's  Ad- 
dress, addressed  the  meeting  as  follows : 

No  mystic  chain  nor  mortal  art  can  impede  the  onward 
march  of  man's  implacable  foe.  Silently  as  the  snow  falls 
upon  the  house-tops,  the  dread  messenger  claims  as  his  own 
the  truest  and  best  of  men.  Death  is  remorseless.  Before  his 
dread  altar  the  brightness  of  youth  and  the  decrepitude  of 
age  fall  alike,  vieiims  of  a  common  destiny. 

"We  march  down  the  aisles  of  time; 
Silently,  swiftly,  one  by  one. 
Musical  murmur  and  mournful  moan. 
Plaintiff  pleading  and  tender  tone 
Blend  in  living  rhyme." 

In  all  the  ages  there  has  been  the  cry  of  the  transitoriness 
of  human  life  as  contrasted  with  the  stability  of  the  world  of 
Nature  in  which  we  live.  The  oak  whose  great  branches  shel- 
tered us  in  childhood,  remains  unshaken  when  our  eyes  are 
dimmed  by  years.  The  sea  which  ripples  its  music  to  our 
ears  has  tossed  its  waves  upon  the  shore  while  generations  of 
men  have  lived  and  passed  away.    Even  the  brook  can  sing: 

"Men  may  come,  and  men  may  go. 
But  I  go  on  forever." 

But  in  the  light  of  the  Good  Book  we  know  that  the  su- 
periority of  Nature  is  only  apparent.    Man  with  his  heritage 
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of  immortality  lives  on  when  the  oak  has  fallen,  when  the 
great  sea  is  silent;  lives  on  though  the  earth  shall  be  swept 
away,  and  "like  the  baseless  fabric  of  a  vision,  leave  not  a 
wreck  behind." 

Since  we  last  met  as  a  Federation,  death  has  fallen  with 
heavy  hand  on  our  organization.  On  January  25,  1913,  the 
Third  Vice-President,  Hon.  Charles  Tubbs,  passed  beyond  the 
scenes  of  earth,  and,  as  we  trust,  is  basking  in  the  eternal  sun- 
shine of  the  World  of  the  Good. 

On  December  5,  1913,  our  honored  and  esteemed  President, 
Hon.  George  Moscrip,  departed  this  life,  therefore  left  a 
vacant  chair  around  our  Federation  board.  I  knew  him  inti- 
mately when  he  was  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  was  highly  esteemed  by  his  fellow 
members.  His  death,  therefore,  left  this  Federation  without 
a  President.  Of  these  two  members,  and  of  their  relation  to 
historic  matters,  both  in  this  Federation  and  their  own  county 
historical  associations,  I  leave  to  our  Secretary,  Dr.  Heilman, 
to  state. 

While  here  our  associates  may  have  been  fettered. in  a 
greater  or  less  degree — held  in  restraint  by  invisible  bolts  and 
bars,  yet  real ;  but  with  the  close  of  their  earthly  careers  every 
chain  has  been  loosed,  every  bar  dropped  and  death  has  set 
them  free.  George  MacDonald  has  made  one  of  his  characters 
say  as  he  looked  up  into  the  depths  of  a  Highland  sky,  where 
the  stars  were  blazing  with  startling  brilliancy:  "I  think  per- 
haps up  there,  there  might  be  something  like  room."  Our 
friends  have  gone  from  us,  possibly  while  living,  were  fet- 
tered by  ties  of  earth,  unable  to  find  exercise  for  their  powers, 
have  found  something  like  room;  room  for  development, 
room  for  progressive  attainment  in  a  freedom  of  service  that 
will  never  end* 

"They  never  quite  leave  us,  the  friends  who  have  passed 
Through  the  shadow  of  death  to  the  sunlight  above; 
A   thousand   sweet   memories   are   holding  them  fast, 
To  the  places  they  blest  with  their  presence  and  love." 

Passing  with  this  reference  to  our  departed  associates,  and 
having  been  asked  to  preside,  a  word  to  the  living  along  the 
lines  for  which  we  have  gathered.  This  is  net.  as  it  could  not 
be,  the  President's  Address  as  per  our  usual  proceedings. 
Whether  Mr.  Moscrip  had  gathered  any  data  for  his  address, 
T  know  not;  and  not  being  in  touch  with  the  work  of  the  Fed- 
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eratioo  for  tlie  year  now  closing,  I  am  unable  to  go  into  details 
relative  to  the  work  in  which  we  are  especially  engaged — aid- 
ing in  the  uplift  of  historical  study  and  in  the  compilation  of 
historical  data  so  far  as  our  State  is  concerned.  However, 
suffer  a  few  words  along  general  lines. 

"What  is  history,"  said  the  Emperor  Napoleon,  "but  a 
fable  agreed  upon."  That  aphoristic  inquiry  may  be  applied 
to  some  remote  annals,  but  it  certainly  does  not  apply  to 
American  history,  since  we  can  trace  our  record  back,  at  least, 
four  hundred  years. 

There  are  those  who  scoff  at  any  attempt  to  preserve  local 
history.  For  them  we  would  quote  the  wise  words  of  a  few 
great  men : 

Dr.  John  Hawley,  a  prominent  historical  writer  of  Cayuga 
County,  N.  Y.,  asks:  "Why  do  we  want  to  know  history! 
Simply  because  all  of  us  and  everyone  ought  to  know  how  we 
have  come  to  what  we  are." 

Schiller  well  calls  history  "The  tribunal  of  the  World." 

Daniel  Webster  wrote:  "The  man  who  feels  no  sentiment 
of  veneration  for  the  memory  of  his  forefathers,  who  has  no 
natural  regard  for  his  ancestors,  or  his  kindred,  is  himself  un- 
worthy of  kindred  regard  or  remembrance." 

Max  Muller  says:  "What  history  has  to  teach  us  before  ail 
and  everything,  is  our  own  antecedents,  our  own  ancestry,  our 
own  descent.  He  does  wisest  and  best  for  himself  and  "for 
others  who  takes  closest  heed  to  the  lessons  of  the  past.  Love 
for  the  old  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  things  of  to-day.  What- 
ever tends  to  unravel  the  true  motives  of  men  and  their  deeds, 
clothes  the  past  with  living  interest.  A  faithful  record  of 
the  pioneer  generation  should  mirror  forth  its  manners,  cus- 
toms, and  principles,  and  serve  to  increase  our  veneration  for 
the  men  and  women  who  won  for  us  this  fair  heritage.  We 
can  not  know  too  much  of  the  influences  which  have  made  and 
controlled  the  conditions  of  society,  as  they  have  hindered  or 
advanced  its  welfare.  Therefore,  we  should  collect  and  pre- 
serve the  memorials  of  our  local  history,  while  the  incidents 
of  its  early  settlement  are  yet  fresh  in  memory  or  tradition." 

Brodhead,  the  historian,  said:  "A  decent  reverence  for  the 
past  must  always  be  an  ingredient  of  the  highest  patriotism. 
The  more  that  is  known  of  the  history  of  a  locality,  the  more 
the  people  will  love  it,  and  stand  up  for  it,  not  only  for  what 
it  is,  but  for  what  their  predecessors  have  done  and  suffered 
to  make  it  what  it  is. 

"There  are  many  wavs  of  learning  history:    we  read  it 
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not  only  from  written  documents,  records,  traditions,  monu- 
ments, and  coins;  but  also  from  ethnological  and  geological 
remains.  In  all  these  one  needs  to  be  well  versed  to  discover 
the  thread  of  fiction  from  the  warp  or  truth,  in  the  mingling 
of  romance  which  certain  writers  choose  to  adopt,  for  the  day 
is  past  in  which  romance  can  be  accepted  as  history. " 

OUR  CHERISHED  TRADITIONS  IN  DANGER. 

We  are  living  in  an  age  of  "higher  criticism."  Much  that 
is  historical  in  the  Biblical  records,  that  was  taught  us  at  our 
mothers'  knees,  we  are  told  by  "advanced  thinkers,"  is  purely 
mythical.  ^Ye  are  told  that  the  crossing  of  the  Red  Sea,  that 
many  of  the  battles  of  the  ancient  Israelites,  that  Daniel  in 
the  Lion's  den  and  Jonah  being  swallowed  by  a  "big  fish"  are 
myths  and  not  worthy  our  faith. 

But  it  is  of  another  class  of  "higher  critics,"  or  as  they 
choose  to  call  themselves — "advanced  historical  thinkers" — 
that  I  would  speak  for  a  moment;  those  who  have  risen  up  in 
this  day  bent  on  destroying  our  cherished  traditions  dear  to 
every  American,  and  ingrained  in  the  heart  of  American  child- 
hood. 

From  early  life  we  have  learned  to  love  the  story  of  Amer- 
ican Liberty,  and  the  incidents  and  events  connected  there- 
with. Our  early  histories  told  us  of  Paul  Revere  and  his 
famous  ride  from  Boston  to  Concord;  of  Betsy  Ross  and  how 
she  made  the  American  flag;  of  Lizzie  Darrah  and  her  ride 
to  warn  Washington  at  White  Marsh;  of  the  story  of  In- 
dependence, and  of  the  "little  old  man,"  William  Hurry,  in 
the  belfrey  of  the  old  State  House  awaiting  the  summons  to 
ring  the  old  bell,  and  when  the  Magna  Charta  was  adopted,  his 
little  grandson  shouted:    "Ring,   grandpa,  ring." 

Now  we  learn  that  all  these  and  many  more  of  our  cher- 
ished traditions,  so  precious  to  childhood,  are  "fakes."  Not 
satisfied  with  this,  they  have  even  attacked  our  natal  day — 
the  Fourth  of  July,  and  would  strike  it  off  the  calendar,  by 
declaring  that  the  true  Declaration  of  Independence  was  de- 
clared previous  to  July  4,  1776;  that  the  Court  House  at  Char- 
lotte, North  Carolina,  is  the  "Cradle  of  Liberty,"  not  Inde- 
pendence Hall,  Philadelphia;  _and  that  fourteen  months  be- 
fore our  Declaration  was  adopted,  the  Mecklenberg  Declara- 
tion had  been  issued  by  the  Old  North  State. 

A  plague  on  these  pessimists  and  iconoclasts,  I  have  no  use 
for  "knockers";  we  should  build  up,  not  pull  down.  Pretty 
soon  they  will  be  telling  us  that  there  was  never  aa  American 
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flag;  never  an  Independence  Hall;  never  a  Constitution.  In 
fact  the  origin  of  the  United  States,  in  the  light  of  certain 
"higher  critics"  is  a  myth.  Pretty  soon  they  will  say  that 
there  never  was  a  Washington,  a  Greene,  an  Anthony  Wayne; 
that  there  never  was  a  Revolution,  that  we  simply  ''grower!,' ' 
like  Topsy,  etc.,  etc.;  that  we  sprung  into  existence  out  of 
a  combination  of  chemical  forces,  and  that  we  are  not  anything 
more  than  mythical  beings  running  around  on  a  part  of  this 
hemisphere  in  a  state  of  ignorance  and  superstition. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  at  this  time  to  show  the  accuracy  or 
inaccuracy  of  these  cherished  traditions;  although,  person- 
ally,, to  satisfy  my  own  mind,  I  have  given  research  and  am 
convinced  that  Betsy  Ross  did  make  the  Flag;  that  William 
Hurry  did  ring  the  old  Liberty  Bell;  that  Paul  Revere  did 
ride  out  Concord  Road,  etc. 

But  what  I  want  to  say:  "What  can  come  from  unsettling 
the  faith  of  childhood  by  criticising  these  old  stories  of  our 
American  life.7"  Xo  more  good  than  would  come  from  criti- 
cising the  Biblical  stories  that  are  taught  the  child,  thereby 
unsettling  his  faith  in  God.  Suppose,  for  argument's  sake, 
that  Betsy  Ross,  and  Paul  Revere  are  nothing  more  than  tra- 
ditions; suppose  that  the  glittering  words  of  T.  Buehamian 
Read  was  all  there  was  of  Sheridan's  Ride  from  Winchester, 
twenty  miles  away  in  order  to  save  the  day  at  Cedar  Creek; 
and  of  Longfellow  when  he  told  the  story  of  Paul  Revere. 
What  is  to  be  gained  at  this  late  day  by  eliminating  them. 

Is  it  in  the  heart  of  any  parent  who  has  little  ones  to  say 
to  them  that  Santa  Claus  is  a  myth,  and  rob  their  little  hearts 
of  the  ecstatic  joy  that  comes  to  them  once  a  year.  Xo,  no,  not 
one  of  us  would  think  of  telling  them  such  a  thing.  Why  we 
enter  into  their  joys  and  into  the  spirit  of  Christmas  time 
with  as  much  zest  as  our  little  ones.  Then  why  should  we  de- 
stroy these  stories  of  our  American  life  that  have  come  down 
the  century  and  more,  thereby  creating  in  the  minds  of  the 
children  doubt  whether  even  any  history  is  true. 

I  confess  that  I  am  so  simple-minded,  even  in  the  midst  of 
this  advanced  age,  to  accept  God's  Book  just  as  it  is,  and  do 
not  bother  my  mind  with  mere  quibblings  as  to  the  Red  Sea 
crossing,  Daniel  in  the  lion's  den  or  Jonah  in  the  whale's 
belly.  So  it  is  with  these  old  stories  of  history  that  have  come 
down  to  us.  There  is  so  much  history  about  us,  history  that 
is  of  undoubted  authenticity,  so  much  yet  to  find  out.  that  I 
don't  bother  my  mind  about  these  incidents  referred  to. 
whether  tradition  or  not. 
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Pennsylvania  is  prolific  with  legend,  story,  and  facts;  and 
there  are  enough  facts  of  real  history  associated  with  our 
State  to  absorb  all  our  attention  the  brief  period  of  time  we 
have  to  stay  here.  Xo  State  in  the  Union  is  so  full  of  history 
as  ours,  and  the  purpose  of  this  historical  "clearing  house'7 — 
our  Federation — is  to  arouse  a  wholesome  sentiment  in  our 
people,  that  out  of  the  old  archives,  dust  covered,  and  out  of 
the  almost  hidden  past  may  be  brought  to  light  in  compact 
form  the  facts  concerning  our  history  that  every  child  should 
know.  Compilations  from  State,  local,  and  county  histories, 
old  files  of  papers,  incidents  that  have  been  handed  down  from 
our  ancestors  should  be  gathered  in  succinct  form  and  ar- 
ranged topographically  so  that  the  salient  feature.-  of  our 
great  past,  the  landmarks  that  have  almost  faded  from  mem- 
ory, and  brief  sketches  of  old-time  patriots  might  be  pre- 
served for  the  oncoming  generations. 

Your  Acting  President  has  compiled  such  a  volume,  still  in 
manuscript,  entitled,  "Footprints  of  Patriots  and  Landmarks 
of  Western  Pennsylvania/'  and  it  carries  out  the  idea  I  have 
suggested  of  putting  in  concrete  form  all  the  early  facts  of 
that  section  of  the  State,  topographically  arranged,  so  that 
with  book  in  hand  the  would-be-seeker  after  the  almost  for- 
gotten past  can  visit  each  spot  as  he  proceeds,  in  a  territory 
redolent  with  historic  lore. 


THE   WESTERN   PENNSYLVANIA    HISTORICAL   SOCIETY. 

There  has  been  some  advancement  along  historical  lines,  in 
fact  quite  an  uplift  has  been  given,  during  the  past  year.  Be- 
ing a  member  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Historical  Society, 
with  headquarters  at  Pittsburgh,  I  am  in  position  to  speak- 
personally  of  the  great  progress  we  have  made  and  the  deep 
interest  that  is  manifested  by  the  people  of  that  section  of 
the  state. 

The  greatest  achievement  of  the  Society  during  the  past 
year  was  the  completion  and  dedication  of  its  beautiful  home. 
on  September  24,  1913,  celebrating  at  the  same  time  the  One 
Hundredth  and  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary  of  the  Organization 
of  Allegheny  County.  Under  the  auspices  of  the  Society,  an 
"Old  Home  Week"  was  held  from  September  21  to  27,*both 
inclusive.    The  program  included  the  following: 

September  21,  Religious  Reunion  Pay. 

September  22,  Educational  Reunion  Day. 

September  23,  Editorial  Reunion  Day. 

September   24,    Historical    Day,    including   parade   of  city 
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employees  and  count}'  volunteer  firemen,  followed  by  tbe  Ded- 
ication Ceremonies  of  the  Society's  new  building,  closing  the 
day  with  a  banquet  in  honor  of  distinguished  guests. 

September  25,  Military  Reunion  Day. 

September  26,  Civic  Organization's  Reunion  Day. 

September  27,  Transportation  Day,  including  reunions  of 
river  and  canal  boatmen,  closing  with  a  monster  steamboat 
parade  on  the  rivers. 

The  exercises  and  reunions  of  the  week  brought  together 
immense  throngs  of  people  who  gave  grateful  recognition  to 
the  Society  that  made  it  possible  for  such  demonstrations. 
The  highest  point  of  enthusiasm  was  reached  on  the  24th. 
when  the  Society's  building  was  formally  dedicated.  Many 
notable  and  distinguished  men  were  present,  and  historians  of 
State  and  National  fame  took  part  in  the  exercises.  This  Fed- 
eration was  ably  represented  in  the  persons  of  Hon.  George 
Moscrip,  President,  and  Hon.  Thomas  L.  Montgomery,  our 
State  Librarian,  both  taking  part  in  the  proceedings.  Mr. 
Moscrip  made  an  interesting  address  and  was  a  guest  of 
honor  at  the  banquet  that  followed  in  the  evening.  He  took 
a  deep  interest  in  the  celebration,  and  am  informed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Society,  Hon.  Burd  Patterson,  that  he  took 
copious  notes,  having  iu  view,  probably,  of  incorporating  an 
account  in  his  report  as  President  of  this  Federation.  Alas, 
these  observations  made  at  the  time  are  forever  lost  to  us. 

In  this  connection,  I  might  state,  for  the  encouragement  of 
societies  that  may  be  apathetic,  that  your  Acting  President 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Historical 
Society  for  thirty  years,  and  we  remember  when  no  more  than 
six  to  eight  out  of  twenty-five  of  a  membership  met  in  the 
old  Court  House  to  hold  our  monthly  meetiugs,  there  being 
no  interest  whatever  manifested  by  the  people  in  the  history 
of  our  locality  and  State.  Father  Lambing  was  our  President 
for  years.  We  met  and  listened  to  papers  on  historical  sub- 
jects, discussed  same,  then  separated,  each  feeling  discouraged 
at  the  apathy  that  existed  along  historical  lines. 

What  an  uplift  came  to  our  Society  and  to  historic  research 
in  subsequent  years,  until  to-day  some  of  the  most  distinguish- 
ed men  and  women  of  Western  Pennsylvania  and  other  sec- 
tions of  the  State  and  country  are  members  of  the  Society. 
Our  meetings  are  generally  largely  attended,  and  on  special 
occasions  thousands  have  been  present,  and  our  banquets 
have  been  enjoyed  by  large  numbers,  and  new  inspiration  is 
aroused.

We  anticipate  in  giving  a  "Hoiisewaming"  of  our  new 
building  on  February  17th,  next,  in  commemoration  of  the 
One  hundredth  and  Sixtieth  anniversary  of  the  first  white 

settler  in  Pittsburgh.  A  great  movement  is  now  under  way 
by  the  Society  to  increase  the  membership  from  500,  what  it 
is  now,  to  2,000. 

The  initial  movement  that  brought  this  Society  into  prom- 
inence, was  the  inauguration  of  pilgrimages  to  some  historic 
shrine,  to  which  the  public  was  invited,  which  were  more  than 
picnics,  but  gave  inspiration  along  historical  lines.  One  year 
we  made  a  pilgrimage  to  the  site  of  Hannastown,  the  original 
county-seat  of  Westmoreland  county,  the  mother  of  all  west- 
ern counties.  A  large  crowd  gathered  from  the  surrounding 
district  to  receive  the  large  delegation  that  came  from  Pitts- 
burgh and  the  various  towns  along  the  route  to  place  of  meet- 
ing. The  story  of  that  primitive  hamlet,  with  its  associations, 
was  told,  and  by  song,  incident,  and  address  the  past  was 
brought  before  the  interested  multitude.  The  farmers  with 
their  families  for  twenty-miles  drove  to  the  place  and  for 
the  first  time  many  of  the  children,  even  the  men  and  women, 
heard  the  story  of  Hannastown. 

Another  year  the  pilgrimage  was  made  to  the  Battleground 
of  Bushy  Bun,  on  the  anniversary  of  the  engagement ;  and 
after  feasting  upon  the  good  things  brought  by  our  wives  and 
mothers,  we  sat  beneath  the  trees  and  listened  to  the  story  of 
that  fierce  conflict  that  brought  relief  to  Fort  Pitt  that  for 
weeks  had  been  besieged  by  the  savages,  and  the  victory  of 
Colonel  Boquet  being  the  beginning  of  the  end  of  the  long 
and  pitiless  hostilities  of  the  Indians  against  the  western 
frontier,  for  several  years.  It  was  an  inspiration  to  the  large 
number  of  children  present  en  the  occasion. 

This  movement  inaugurated  by  the  Western  Pennsylvania 
Historical  Society  was  the  beginning  of  that  mighty  uplift 
that  has  come  to  historic  study  and  research  in  Western  Penn- 
sylvania. 

Am  glad  to  note  that  Lancaster  and  other  eastern  Historical 
Societies  have  inaugurated  like  pilgrimages  to  some  local 
historic  shrine.  The  Anniversary  of  the  Settlement  of  Lan- 
caster County,  and  the  Anniversary  of  the  Birth  of  Robert 
Fulton,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Lancaster  County  Histori- 
cal Society  were  attended  by  thousands,  and  by  many  notables 
of  the  State  and  Nation,  and  appropriate  markers,  or  tablets 
were  set  up. 
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Since  our  last  meeting,  Snyder  County  has  come  into  line, 
a  historical  society  having  been  organized,  and  now  is  a  mem- 
ber of  our  federated  family.  Mr.  Montgomery  was  present 
on  the  occasion  and  rendered  valuable  assistance  at  the  chris- 
tening of  the  youngest  child  of  our  Federation.  Assurances 
come  from  Carbon  County,  that  before  our  next  meeting,  a 
society  will  be  organized. 

I  might  add,  that  a  re-publication  of  "Pennsylvania  at 
Gettysburg"  has  been  authorized  by  the  Legislature,  which 
will  include  the  proceedings  of  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of 
the  Battle  of  Gettysburg  held  last  July  in  which  our  State 
took  such  a  conspicuous  part  and  stopped  not  at  expense  to 
make  the  Reunion  of  the  Blue  and  the  Gray  the  great  success 
that  it  was. 

Under  the  direction  of  State  Librarian  Montgomery,  also 
authorized  by  the  General  Assembly,  there  is  to  be  a  re-pub- 
lication of  the  ''Frontier  Forts"  that  was  issued  years  ago, 
and  after  a  critical  revision  mil  be  a  valuable  addition  to  our 
historical  publications. 

The  greatest  uplift  given  to  historical  study  during  the 
year,  was  the  passage  of  an  act  by  the  General  Assembly 
authorizing  the  creation  of  a  Historical  Commission,  the  duties 
of  which  will  be  to  erect  markers  on  all  important  historic 
sites  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  Commission  is  also  em- 
powered to  preserve  historic  buildings,  to  erect  suitable  mon- 
uments on  battlefields,  and  other  places  memorable  in  the 
annals  of  the  State. 

The  credit  for  the  suggestion  of  this  Commission  belongs 
to  our  State  Librarian,  and  Senator  Endsley,  of  Somerset 
County,  my  native  county,  introduced  the  bill  in  the  Senate, 
and  Senator  Sprout  was  an  enthusiastic  supporter  of  the  meas- 
ure, and  without  opposition  it  passed  both  houses  and  re- 
ceived the  executive  approval  of  Governor  Tener.  If  such 
a  commission  had  been  authorized  thirty  to  forty  years  ago. 
the  historical  knowledge  of  the  State  would  be  far  in  advance 
to  what  it  is  to-day. 

In  closing,  I  would  leave  with  you  this  thought:  Let  con- 
crete histories  of  localities  be  compiled,  then  have  the  His- 
torical Commission  erect  markers  at  the  sites  of  old  land- 
marks, such  as  frontier  forts,  blockhouses,  places  where  lived 
historic  characters,  so  that  these  may  be  object  lessons  for 
our  children  and  children's  children  as  the  generations  come 
and  go. 
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Pennsylvania  is  rich  in  Colonial  and  Revolutionary  incident. 
"What  innumerable  old  houses  stand  as  relics  of  an  early  day: 
Philadelphia,  Bucks,  Chester,  and  Delaware  Counties  are 
full  of  them,  each  having  a  history  and  story.  The  headquar- 
ters of  American  officers  in  the  Revolution  are  passing  away 
— Washington,  Lafayette,  Greene,  Wayne,  and  others.  W 'hat 
a  field  for  the  commission  referred  to.  There  are  thousands 
of  local  spots  in  our  Commonwealth  that  are  redolent  with 
the  story  of  some  character  or  event.  Sites  of  Indian  villages 
and  towns  are  scattered  all  over  our  State  where  the  red  man 
had  his  abode.  In  memory  of  an  extinct  race,  too  often  ill- 
treated  by  the  white  man,  driven  back  and  back  and  farther 
back,  as  " westward  the  march  of  empire  took  its  way."  These 
should  be  remembered. 

There  is  a  lamentable  ignorance  upon  the  part  of  our  chil- 
dren in  local  history.  They  are  taught,  it  is  true,  United 
States  history  and  the  histories  of  other  nations;  but  of  the 
annals  of  their  own  neighborhood  they  know  but  little.  They 
know  more  of  China  and  Africa  than  of  their  own  locality. 
This  ought  not  to  be.  If  this  Federation  can  stimulate  activity 
along  the  lines  for  which  I  am  pleading,  then  will  our  organ- 
ization be  a  power  for  good,  and  future  generations  will  rise 
up  and  call  us  blessed. 

The  Secretary:  It  is  proper  to  say  that  owing  to  the  death 
of  our  President,  Mr.  Lichliter,  as  the  next  presiding  officer, 
was  asked  to  furnish  what  we  call  a  "President's  Address/' 
and  for  that  reason  he  has  brought  us  this  excellent  address. 

Reading  of  Communications. 

The  President:  The  next  in  order  is  the  reading  of  com- 
munications. 

The  Secretary:  There  is  a  communication  here  from  Dr. 
Jordan,  as  follows: 

"Philadelphia,  Pa.,  January  12,  1914. 

"Dear  Dr.  Hf.ilman  :  Unless  I  am  feeling  much  better  I 
shall  not  attend  the  Federation  meeting  on  Thursday.  For 
several  weeks  I  have  been  suffering  from  lumbago.  The  fa- 
tigue of  'JOG  miles  in  the  cars  and  severe  weather  are  not 
conducive  for  relief.  To-morrow  I  will  send  my  report,  Mr. 
Steinman  leaves  for  Bermuda  on  to-morrow  and  will  be  ab- 
sent until  April.  I  hope  that  you  may  have  a  full  and  in- 
teresting meeting  and  if  the  proposition  comes  up  to  hold  an 
afternoon  and  evening  session  in  1915  for  a  test  of  sentiment 
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yon  may  stale  that  I  favor  it  heartily,  that  it  is  necessary  for 
our  work.  Don't  you  dare  to  intimate  that  you  wish  to  retire 
as  Secretary.  You  have  done  so  much  towards  the  success  of 
the  Federation  that  you  must  do  more  to  firmly  establish  it. 
We  must  have  longer  sessions  and  a  more  general  interchange 
of  view.  ;

There  is  a  communication  here  from  the  Snyder  County 
Historical  Society,  to  which  our  President  has  just  referred, 
applying  for  membership  in  the  Federation ;  also  otie  from 
the  German-American  Historical  Society,  of  Philadelphia,  to 
the  same  effect.  Both  of  these  societies  have  sent  their  $2.00 
dues,  and  the  Executive  Committee  has  just  approved  their 
applications,  and  the  same  are  now  before  you  in  proper  order. 
Whether  it  requires  action  on  your  part  I  leave  to  you.  T  sup- 
pose a  motion  would  be  in  order  declaring  these  two  societies 
members  of  the  Federation. 

The  President:  I  also  have,  in  this  connection,  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Patterson,  Secretary  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  His- 
torical Society,  from  which  I  incorporated  in  my  address  the 
facts  he  states  in  regard  to  the  presence  of  Mr.  Moscrip,  our 
late  President,  at  Pittsburgh's  celebration  last  Fall,  and  the 
interest  he  took  in  that  celebration,  and  also  the  interesting 
address  that  he  delivered  and  of  the  copious  notes  he  took 
during  the  meeting  or  during  the  time  he  was  there. 

I  also  have  a  photograph  of  Mr.  Moscrip,  with  Mr.  Bird  and 
lady  and  Mr.  Cochran,  a  member  of  that  society,  which  Mr. 
Patterson  asked  me  to  present  to  the  Federation  ;  Mr.  Patter- 
son also  requests  that  the  members  of  this  Federation  be  in- 
vited to  the  house-warming  of  the  Society's  new  building  on 
February  17th,  1914,  at  the  same  time  that  it  celebrates  the 
160th  anniversary  of  the  first  settlement  of  Pittsburgh. 

Is  there  any  action  to  be  taken  on  these  matters,  or  are  they 
simply  tiled  and  printed? 

Mr.  Montgomery:    They  come  up  under  new  business. 

Report  of  the  Secretary 

Dr.  S.  P.  Hodman,  the  Secretary,  reported  as  follow- ; 

It  is  meet  and  right  that  we  should  at  this  time  bow  our 
heads  in  sorrow  at  the  loss  by  death  since  lasi  we  met,  of  two 
of  the  officers  of  our  association,  and  also  pay  tribute  to  their 
memory,— our  President,  the  lion.  George  Moscrip,  who  de- 
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parted  this  life  Dec.  5,  1913,  and  our  Third  Vice-President, 
lion.  Charles  Tubbs,  Jan.  25,  1913.  Both  men  stood  high  in 
their  respective  communities,  contributed  to  many  movements 
of  uplift  activity,  and  rendered  what  they  could  to  advance  the 
work  of  our  Federation. 

Passing  now  to  a  presentation  of  the  wrork  of  our  associa- 
tion during  the  year  1913,  from  the  Secretary's  point  of  ob- 
servation I  beg  to  report  that  all  the  thirty-two  societies  paid 
their  1913  dues.  The  Snyder  County  Historical  Society  was 
recently  revived  and  is  now  an  applicant  for  membership  in 
our  Federation.  So,. also,  is  the  German  American  Historical 
Society  an  applicant  for  membership.  We  are  also  advised 
that  movements  are  under  way  in  the  Counties  of  Columbia 
and  Carbon  towards  organizing  historical  societies  in  those 
counties.  There  is  said  to  be  a  Westmoreland  County  Histor- 
ical Society,  but  your  Secretary  failed  in  his  effort  to  get 
into  touch  with  that  Society. 

In  pursuance  of  instructions  to  your  Secretary  that  part  of 
the  proceedings  of  last  year's  meeting,  Jan.  15,  1913,  pertain- 
ing to  the  Federation's  endorsement  of  two  Bills  prepared  by 
a  Sub -Committee  of  the  State  Advisory  Commission  of  the 
Division  of  Public  Eeeords,  and  to  be  presented  to  the  Legis- 
lature then  in  session,  was  promptly  transcribed  to  the  State 
Librarian,  who  had  it  printed  and  copies  placed  into  the  hands 
of  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House.  So  also  were  ab- 
stracted your  proceedings  as  to  a  National  Archives  Building 
at  Washington,  D.  C,  and  copies  of  the  same  forwarded  to  the 
Senate  and  House  Archives  Committees  of  the  U.  S.  Congress. 

The  printing  and  distribution  of  last  year's  Acts  and  Pro- 
ceedings was  effected  somewhat  late  owing  to  extreme  tardi- 
ness on  the  part  of  some  of  the  Societies  in  furnishing  the  re- 
ports from  them,  as  per  the  Constitution  of  the  Federation,  a 
process  of  ''extracting"  as  our  worthy  President  of  last  year 
put  it  in  his  address.  In  his  extreme  desire  to  have  all  the 
Societies  reported  as  to  their  work  for  the  year  covered  by 
our  report  your  Secretary  ventured  to  hold  buck  the  issuing 
of  the  Federation's  Proceedings  for  the  reason  named,  believ- 
ing that  a  little  delay  would  be  more  than  compensated  by 
reason  of  completer  statistics  in  the  issue  as  it  would  then 
appear  and  has  appeared,  and  that  no  particular  fault  could 
be  found  as  to  a  delay  otherwise  seemingly  without  excuse. 
The  Proceedings  were  sent  out  July  31st,  as  against  May 
1st  of  the  previous  year.  If,  however,  it  is  desired  that  the 
Proceedings  be  out  very  early  in  the  year  it  can  be  dom\  but 
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it  may  be  at  the  expense  of  fewer  or  briefer  statistics  from 
the  Societies,  unless  the  slow  ones  can  be  gotten  to  be  more 
prompt  with  their  reports  to  the  Secretary. 

Coming  to  the  1913  Proceedings  themselves.  I  believe  we 
can  say  of  that  issue  that  it  is  the  Federation's  banner  issue, 
and  this  so  both  as  to  its  extent  and  value.  The  President's 
comprehensive  address  setting  forth  with  much  definite- 
ness  the  scope  of  the  Federation  and  what  it  lias  accom- 
plished so  far,  together  with  many  practical  suggestions  for 
further  and  better  work,  the  combined  exhibit  of  the  historical 
activities  of  the  constituent  societies  covering  sixteen  pages 
of  6  point  type,  the  valuable  matter  submitted  in  the  reports 
of  the  various  committees,  all  contributed  to  make  the  publica- 
tion one  in  which  the  Federation  can  take  great  pride  and  one 
the  like  of  which,  as  has  been  admitted,  exists  nowhere  outside 
of  Pennsylvania. 

Amongst  the  many  outings,  pilgrimages,  historical  excur- 
sions, anniversaries,  and  celebrations  featuring  the  1913  re- 
ports of  our  constituent  Societies  perhaps  none  equaled  in 
magnitude  and  splendor  the  part  taken  by  the  Historical  So- 
ciety of  Western  Pennsylvania  in  Pittsburgh's  big  County 
fete,  held  in  the  last  week  of  last  September,  during  which, 
with  brilliant  ceremonies,  that  Society  dedicated  its  newly 
erected  and  completed  historical  building.  TTe  beg  to  congrat- 
ulate and  to  felicitate  the  Society  in  the  erection  and  posses- 
sion of  a  building  and  a  home  so  magnificent  and  ideal  in 
structure. 

Eeverting  to  the  discussion  at  our  last  meeting  as  to  a  longer 
time  for  our  annual  meetings,  a  matter  which  has  consumed  a 
whole  lot  of  our  time  at  our  past  three  annual  meetings,  and 
at  the  last  meeting  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee 
with  power  to  act.  Your  Secretary  attempted  to  secure  con- 
certed action  in  finality  of  this  matter,  with  the  result  that 
two  members  voted  for  one  afternoon  session  as  heretofore, 
two  for  morning  and  afternoon  sessions,  two  for  afternoon 
and  evening  sessions,  and  two  made  no  reply*.  In  view  i  : 
these  divergent  views  your  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  is  to 
issue  the  call  for  the  annual  meeting,  felt  it  best  to  have  the 
call  for  this  year's  meeting  provide  for  one  afternoon  session 
as  has  been  the  uniform  case  in  previous  years,  and  to  ask 
the  association  itself  in  open  meeting  here  to  decide  this  trou- 
blesome matter  once  for  all.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  it  will  be  de- 
termined now  for  a  finality. 
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Two  olber  matters  have  during  the  past  year  been  pressed 
upon  the  attention  of  your  Secretary,  which,  he  feels  should  he 
reported  to  you  for  your  consideration.  The  first  is  that 
whilst  it  is  the  sole  province  of  the  President  of  the  Federation 
to  name  the  persons  for  the  year  to  constitute  its  seven  Stand- 
ing Committees  moi-e  judicious  appointments  might  accrue 
were  this  matter  canvassed  jointly  by  the  President  and  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  that  to  this  end  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee should  meet  with  the  President  very  early  after  the 
annual  meeting,  and  assist  him  by  its  advice  in  naming  said 
Standing  Committees,  the  thought  being  that  these  Commit- 
tees should  consist  of  persons  active  with,  or  engaged  in 
historical  work,  or  of  persons  of  well  known  and  pronounced 
activity  with  regard  to  the  particular  work  the  Committee  of 
which  they  are  specifically  members  are  to  carry  forward. 

The  other  matter,  as  it  has  been  represented  to  your  Secre- 
tary, is  that  the  printed  Acts  and  Proceedings  are  given  too 
limited  a  distribution,  in  other  words  that  they  should  be 
more  widely  distributed,  that  is,  to  say,  that  a  large  number  of 
State  and  National  historical  bodies  and  libraries  should  be 
sent  copies  of  our  annual,  thereby  to  make  kiiown  more  largely 
and  widely  the  existence  of  this  association  and  the  work  it 
is  doing.  This,  if  to  your  approval  can  be  done  by  furnishing 
your  Secretary  names  of  institutions  to  which  our  annuals 
should  be  sent. 

A  last  point,  and  as  to  this  your  Secretary,  as  an  official, 
has  not  the  least  hesitancy  in  forcibly  expressing  himself,  is 
that  the  incoming  Secretary,  whoever  he  may  be,  should  re- 
ceive compensation  more  adequately  in  requital  of  services 
rendered.  Your  present  Secretary  has  been  at  it,  now  nine 
years,  and  knows  whereof  he  speaks.  Perhaps  you  do  not 
know  the  hard  and  continuous  work  the  Secretary  of  this  Fed- 
eration is  annually  made  to  do.  Xo  matter  what  your  Joint 
Resolution  of  1907  says  as  to  this  matter  of  salary,  men  are 
of  like  mind  that  for  good  and  exacting  services  rendered  com- 
pensation at  least  measurably  adequate  should  be  provided.

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  have  here  the  hooks  from  the  Bank 
which  show  these  balances  and  also  the  checks  which  I  would 
like  to  have  referred  to  a  committee. 

While  upon  my  feet  I  would  like  to  speak  a  word  with  re- 
gard to  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary.  You  can  see 
from  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Federation  that  the 
total  receipts— every  one  of  the  Federation's  members  having 
paid  their  1913  dues— is  $64.00.  Of  the  $64.00,  $50.00  go  to 
the  Secretary.  As  was  stated  heretofore  by  me  as  to  this 
matter,  when  we  went  before  the  Legislative  Committee  we 
made  the  statement  most  decidedly,  in  asking  for  the  ap- 
propriation, that  under  no  circumstances  was  any  of  this 
money  to  go  for  salaries.  The  Legislative  Committee  was 
much  impressed,  and  gave  us  the  appropriation  we  asked  for 
because  they  felt  that  this  association  was  acting  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  history  of  the  State:  that  it  was  a  circumstance 
that  was  rather  remarkable  that  men  should  come  together 
and  give  their  time  and  service  and  should  require  no  com- 
pensation therefor.  Now  the  $(>4.00  will  ho  the  total  income 
of  the  association.  It  becomes  absolutely  patent  to  all  oi  the 
members  that  if  the  Secretary  is  to  receive  a  higher  honor- 
arium it  must  be  at  the  expense  of  increased  dues.  I  just 
bring  this  before  yon  because  of  the  fact  that  we  have  already 
promised  that  the  money  of  the  State  will  not  be  used  for 
anything  hut  expenditures  to  increase  the  interest  in  the  local 
history  of  the  State,  by  printing  the  results,  and  by  various 
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ways  which  might  commend  themselves,  and  it  would  not  do 
for  ns  at  this  time  to  burden  the  Auditor  General's  account 
with  anything  in  the  way  of  salaries  for  our  officers.  That 
does  not  apply  to  work  on  bibliographies.,  but  it  does  mean  v^iy 
decidedly  that  we  would  be  going  back  on  our  original  agree- 
ment with  the  Committee  if  any  of  this  money  from  the  State 
is  used  in  the  way  suggested. 

I  ask  that  a  committee  to  audit  my  accounts  be  appointed. 

The  President:  You  have  heard  the  Treasurer's  Report. 
What  is  your  pleasure? 

Mr,  Jellett:  I  move  that  it  be  accepted  and  a  committee  ap- 
pointed as  requested, 

Mr.  Brereton:    I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  suggest  that  the  committee  be  immedi- 
ately appointed  and  it  can  go  over  the  account  at  once.  It 
will  require  a  very  short  time. 

The  President:  I  appoint  on  that  committee,  Dr.  Bishop, 
Prof.  Stein,  and  Prof.  MeKinley. 

The  Secretary:  Mr,  President,  at  this  time,  if  it  is  not  out 
of  order,  I  would  suggest  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
draw  up  suitable  minutes  on  the  death  of  two  of  our  officers 
during  the  past  year? 

Mr.  Montgomery :  I  would  suggest  that  that  be  not  done 
in  a  hurry;  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  make  up  a  res- 
olution in  each  case,  and  that  its  action  be  reported  in  the  pro- 
ceedings' publication  for  the  year. 

The  Secretary:  I  would  say  that  whatever  committee  you 
do  aj>point,  Mr.  President,  that  I  brought  with  me  some  news- 
paper sketches  of  both  these  deceased  members,  Messrs.  Mos- 
cript  and  Tubbs,  and  if  the  committee  wishes  to  use  this  news- 
paper work,  which  is  quite  full,  it  might  be  a  help  to  them. 

The  President:  We  will  take  that  up  under  new  business. 


Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 

The  President :  The  next  in  order  is  the  report  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

The  Secretary:  As  before  reported,  there  are  two  associa- 
tions or  societies  which  are  applicants  for  membership,  and 
these  societies  have  been  endorsed  by  the  Executive  Commit-

Mr.  Palmer:  Yet  it  might  be  in  order  to  pass  a  motion  to 
accomplish  this.  I  move  their  acceptance  as  members  of  the 
Federation. 

Mr.  Cope:    I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

The  Secretary:  Mr.  President,  it  is  also  in  order  early  in 
our  proceedings  to  appoint  a  Committee  on  Nominations  in 
order  to  give  that  committee  ample  time  to  look  over  the 
matter  and  determine  on  nominations. 

The  President:  I  will  now  appoint  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee so  that  they  will  be  ready  to  report  when  we  come  to 
the  election  of  officers.  I  appoint  on  that  committee  Mr.  Gil- 
bert Cope,  Mr.  Thomas  1.  Montgomerv,  and  Miss  Eleanor  E. 
Wright. 

Reports  of  the  Standing  Committees 

The  President :  The  next  is  the  "Reports  of  the  Standing 
Committees:  The  first  is  the  Committee  on  Bibliography. 
The  Chairman  of  that  committee.  Dr.  Jordan,  is  not  present. 
Has  Mr.  Cope,  the  next  member  on  that  committee,  any  report 
to  make? 

Mr.  Cope :   T  have  nothing  written. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Dr.  Jordan,  unfortunately,  is  not  here 
to-day  but  he  has  sent,  a  report.  It  is  subject  to  discussion 
because  of  the  fact  that  he  has  not  drawn  his  committee 
together  before  this  meeting.  I  signed  it  because  I  agreed 
with  the  provisions  in  it. 

A.  Ox  Bibliography. 

Dr.  Jordan's  report  was  then  read  as  follows: 
To  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Societies: 

Those  who  are  familiar  with  Tlildohunfs  ''Issues  of  the 
Press  in  Pennsylvania,  1685-1785,"  will  have  observed  that,  iu 
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a  little  over  half  a  century  after  Perm  landed  at  the  Blue 
Anchor  Tavern,  a  printing  press  had  been  set  up  in  Lancaster 
County,  and  that  prolific  productions  of  books,  pamphlet.-, 
broadsides,  almanaes  and  newspapers  for   1  Gf>  years  attest 

the  growth  of  literature  and  the  intelligence  of  its  people. 

Realizing  the  importance,  but  not  appreciating  the  details 
and  research  necessary  for  a  Bibliography  of  Lancaster 
County,  the  late  Mr.  S.  M.  Sener,  of  the  Lancaster  County  His- 
torical Society,  undertook  to  do  the  work,  but  illness  prevented 
its  completion  or  the  revision  of  what  he  had  done.  His  man- 
uscript was  finally  secured  by  the  Federation,  and.  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  some  of  the  officers  of  the  Lancaster  County  His- 
torical Society,  it  was  turned  over  to  their  Librarian,  Miss 
Lottie  M.  Bailsman,  for  revision  and  additions.  Miss  Baus- 
man  soon  found  that,  to  carry  out  the  object  in  view,  it  would 
be  necessary  to  revise  the  Sener  titles  and  continue  the  search 
for  additional  ones,  and  in  this  work  she  has  been  ably  aided 
by  our  former  President,  Dr.  Frank  "B.  Diffenderfer,  Hon.  \Y\ 
IT.  Hensel,  A.  K.  Hostetter,  and  other  members  of  her  Society. 
Her  work,  which  is  now  completed  and  ready  for  the  press, 
has  been  done  patiently,  accurately  and  as  exhaustively  as 
2>ossible,  and  the  titles,  upwards  of  3,000,  chronologically  ar- 
ranged. 

Your  Committee  takes  pleasure  in  congratulating  Miss 
Bailsman  on  the  successful  completion  of  her  arduous  work, 
and  would  recommend  that  she  be  paid  $50.00  for  incidental 
expenses  connected  therewith,  and  furthermore,  if  the  funds 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  warrant,  that  the  Bibliography 
of  Lancaster  County  be  printed.

What  is  your 
pleasure  ? 

Capt.  Richards;:  T  move  it  be  received  and  its  recommenda- 
tions carried  out. 

Mr.  Cope:    I  second  the  motion. 

On  the  question  of  adoption. 

The  Secretary:  There  are  two  points  in  that  report  that 
perhaps. should  be  taken  up  and  be  given  separate  considera- 
tion, one  of  these  is  the  matter  of  compensation  to  Miss  Bails- 
man, which  is  very  proper,  and  the  other  point  is  the  publica- 
tion of  this  bibliography  of  Lancaster  County.    I  do  not  sup- 
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pose  this  Federation  has  an  idea  what  is  the  extent  of  that 
production.  Mr.  Montgomery  probably  can  tell  ns  whether 
the  funds  at  this  time  in  his  hands  are  sufficient  to  permit  of 
its  publication. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  With  regard  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dol- 
lars for  Miss  Bailsman,  that  is  all  right.  With  regard  to  the 
publication  of  the  bibliography  I  think  we  could  safely  under- 
take that  expense.  It  would  cost  perhaps  two  hundred  or  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Miss  Bausman:  May  I  ask — you  refer  to  three  thousand 
titles — Do  you  understand  that  there  are  5,0(30  titles  -1 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Yes. 

The  Secretary:  Have  you  an  idea  how  many  pages  that  will 
make  ? 

Miss  Bausman:  Taking  the  Lebanon  County  Bibliography, 
I  made  a  very  hasty  calculation.  That  has,  I  believe,  forty 
pages. 

Mt.  Montgomery:   Yes,  about  that. 

Miss  Bausman:  I  believe  the  Lancaster  County  matter 
would  make  about  400  pages  of  print. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  would  say  that  I  think  it  would  be  a 
good  thing  to  put  this  whole  matter  back  into  the  hands  of 
the  Committee  on  Bibliography,  with  power  to  act,  because  it 
might  embarrass  the  Committee  somewhat  if  the  Federation 
will  have  to  incur  other  expenses  outside  of  this  matter. 

Dr.  Bishop:  Would  it  be  a  good  plan  to  take  up  this  matter 
item  by  item,  referring  the  bibliography  item  to  that  Com- 
mittee but  act  right  here  on  the  other  in  regard  to  compen- 
sation?   I  move  we  take  up  separtely  the  two  propositions. 

The  President:  The  first  would  be  the  acceptance  of  the 
report. 

Dr.  Bishop  :  Yes,  I  move  that  it  be  accepted. 

Mr.  Cope :   I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

Dr.  Bishop:  If  in  order  now  I  move  the  appropriation  for 
compensating  Miss  Bausman  be  made. 

Mr.  Montgomery:    [  second  the  motion. 

Miss  Robinson:  I  would  like  to  say  that  Miss  Bausman  is 
one  of  the  members  of  the  Lancaster  County  Historical  So- 
ciety, and  I  know  she  gave  a  vast  amount  of  time,  pains,  and 
energy  to  this  work,  and  that  the  compensation  which  she 
amply  deserves  i<  really  very  small  when  the  amount  of  labor 
Involved  is  taken  into  consideration. 

Dr.  Bishop:  We  all  appreciate  that 
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On  the  question  recurring. 

Agreed  to. 

The  President:    The  other  matter  that  Mr.   Montgomery 

spoke  about  is  that  of  referring  the  Lancaster  bibliography 
back  to  the  Committee  on  Bibliography. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  move,  as  a  member  of  that  Committee, 
that  the  Committee  be  given  power  to  act  as  to  the  time  of 
printing  the  Bibliography  of  Lancaster  County,  in  other  words 
it  might  be  that  it  would  be  better  to  divide  it  into  two  parts, 
if  we  had  any  doubt  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  our  funds  for  this 
particular  year;  but  I  prefer  to  get  out  the  whole  work  at 
once,  and  as  promptly  as  possible. 

Dr.  Bishop:   I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

Capt.  Eichards:  Our  stenographer  is  taking  notes,  and  as  I 
made  a  motion  and  Mr.  Cope  seconded  it  with  regard  to  this 
report,  I  now  withdraw  my  motion. 

The  President :   Does  the  seconder  withdraw  the  second  I 

Mr.  Cope:  Yes  sir. 

The  President:   That  will  appear  properly  on  the  minute. 

B.  Ox  Historical  Activity. 

The  President:  Next  in  order  is  the  presentation  of  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Historical  Activity.  Has  the  Chair- 
man any  report  to  submit  }. 

Miss  Wright:  Mr.  Steinman,  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
wrote  me  that  he  would  be  absent  from  the  meeting,  and 
asked  me  to  make  a  report  for  the  Committee,  but  Mr.  Stein- 
man did  not  call  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  during  the  year. 
so  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  make  a  report  down  to  date. 
Mr.  Montgomery  furnished  me  with  some  material,  which,  if 
you  allow  me,  I  will  read. 

The  Committee  respectfully  reports  that  a  considerable  ad- 
vance has  been  made  in  interesting  the  citizens  of  several 
counties  in  the  establishment  of  local  historical  societies.  On 
October  16th  the  Snyder  County  Historical  Society  was  re- 
organized at  a  meeting  held  in  Selinsgrove  largely  through 
the  activity  of  Mr.  Sehnure.  Addresses  were  made  by  several 
of  the  local  historians  and  by  Rev.  Horace  E.  Hayden  of  the 
Wyoming  Historical  and  Geological  Society  aud  by  the  State 
Librarian.  The  reorganization  was  a  success  and  the  Society 
has  applied  for  membership  in  the  Federation.  Lately  Mr. 
Brenckman  has  been  endeavoring  to  build  up  an  historical 
society  in  Carbon  County,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Federa- 
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tion  reports  that  an  effort  is  being  marie  to  organise  a  society 
in  Columbia  County. 

Historical  activity  has  been  considerably  promoted  by  the 
appointment  of  an  Historical  Commission,  under  Act.  No.  777, 
of  the  Legislature  of  1913.  Five  Commissioners  are  appointed 
under  this  Act  and  the  Governor  has  named  Senator  Sproul 
of  Delaware  County,  Mr.  Hensel,  of  Lancaster  County,  Mr. 
Donehoo,  of  Potter  County,  Mr.  Stevenson,  of  Allegheny 
County,  and  Mr.  Carson,  of  Philadelphia  County.  This  Com- 
mission, is  allowed  a  Stenographer  and  a  Curator.  The  Com- 
mission may,  upon  its  own  initiative,  mark  by  monuments, 
tablets  or  markers,  places  or  buildings  where  historical  events 
have  transpired.  It  may  also  undertake  the  preservation  of 
ancient  or  historical  public  buildings,  military  works,  or  mon- 
uments. It  may  receive  gifts  or  bequests  of  relics  or  other 
articles  of  historical  interest.  It  may  receive  gifts  and  be- 
quests, and  will  be  provided  with  a  room  in  the  Capitol  or 
State  Library. 

The  Committee  also  reports  the  application  for  admission 
into  the  Federation  of  the  German  American  Historical  So- 
cietv  of  Philadelphia.

The  President:  You  have  heard  the  report;  what  is  your 
pleasure  ? 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  move  its  acceptance. 

Mr.  Wilt:   I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

Miss  Wright:  Mr.  Secretary,  may  I  add  as  to  the  German 
American  Historical  Society,  that  I  corresponded  last  year 
with  that  Society,  and  the  year  before  I  was  replied  to  that  the 
Society  would  become  a  member  of  the  Federation.  You  have 
announced  that  the  German  American  Historical  Society  in 
Philadelphia  has  made  application  for  membership,  but  oi  this 
there  is  no  mention  made  in  the  report  just  read  by  me,  so 
that  that  is  another  society  this  Committee  has  been  able  to  in- 
fluence. 

The  Secretary:  I  mentioned  that  Society  in  my  report,  and 
of  which  Dr.  Fogel  is  the  Secretary.  We  had  information  for 
over  a  year  that  it  purposed  becoming  a  member  of  this  asso- 
ciation, but  never  had  it  officially.  We  now  have  the  applica- 
tion in  due  form. 
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Miss  Wright:  I  had  it,  Mr.  President,  the  previous  year, 
and  think  it  better  to  mention  it  again. 

The  Secretary:   Do  you  wish  to  put  that  to  your  report.' 
Miss  Wright:  Yes  sir. 

C.  On  Exchanging  Duplicates. 

The  President:  Xext  in  order  is  the  presentation  of  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Exchanging  Duplicates,  Mr.  Charles 
E.  Roberts,  Chairman. 

Mr.  Roberts:  In  response  to  the  circular  sent  out  by  the 
Committee  to  every  society  of  the  Federation  only  one  reply 
was  received  during  the  year.  What  I  have  here  is  a  list  of 
duplicate  material  in  the  hands  of  the  Lancaster  County  His- 
torical Society  sent  me  by  Miss  Bailsman,  which  I  will  hand 
to  the  Secretary  for  publication  in  the  annual  report.  I  will 
read  you  a  few  extracts  from  a  letter  received  from  Rev.  Mr. 
Hayden,  Secretary  of  the  Wyoming  Historical  and  Geological 
Society,  Wilkes  Barre,  Pa.    He  says  in  part: 

"The  Federation  has  arranged  for  each  of  its  Societies  to 
prepare  a  list  of  its  duplicates  and  these  then  to  be  sent  to  all 
the  other  societies  in  the  Federation  for  the  purpose  of  secur- 
ing an  exchange  of  this  duplicate  material.  Our  Society  can- 
not carry  out  this  plan.  We  haye  an  endowment  of  $55,000 
and  an  income  of  near  $-1,000,  but  this  does  not  suffice  to  buy 
the  books  we  need.  We  have  three  officers  at  work  all  day. 
But  we  have  near  (1,000  visitors  during  the  year  and  fully  600 
students  which  take  all  of  our  extra  time.  We  have  published 
12  volumes  of  Proceedings  and  25  pamphlet  titles.  These  we 
sell  to  public  libraries,  and  either  sell,  or  exchange  with  other 
Societies.  We  have  the  publications  of  almost  every  His- 
torical and  Geological  Society  in  the  United  States  in  our 
Library,  except  those  of  the  Societies  of  the  Federation.  We 
offer  these  titles  to  each  Society  in  the  Federation  on  c.r- 
change.  One  Society  declined  because  it  had  no  money,  and 
had  nothing  to  exchange,  and  did  not  need  the  books!  Our 
Society  will  exchange  for  any  titles  that  pertain  to  the  history, 
geology,  genealogy,  or  ethnology,  of  Pennsylvania.  We  solicit 
and  receive  at  the  time  of  house  cleaning  every  book  or  pamph- 
let or  title  discarded  by  housekeepers.  Hence  we  always  have 
duplicates.  We  regard  it  our  duty  to  have  if  possible  every 
title  on  Pennsylvania  matter  in  our  library,  as  students  fr 
all  over  the  northeast  part  of  the  State  visit  as  because  they 
know  that  we  are  general  and  not  local  in  our  historical  li- 
brary.    Now  if  you  will  kindly  road  such  part  of  this  letter 
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as  you  think  best  to  the  Federation,  the  members  may  accept 
the  offer  we  make  here.  If  the  Societies  in  the  Federation  will 
drop  me  a  postal  card,  I  will  mail  them  a  copy  of  our  bibliog- 
raphy if  it  has  not  been  done  already.  If  they  will  advise 
me  what  titles  they  have  from  the  press  of  this  Society,  and 
what  titles  bearing  on  the  history  or  geology  of  their  immedi- 
ate county  or  section,  I  will  gladly  exchange  with  them  for 
such  duplicate  local  or  Pennsylvania  titles  as  are  not  in  this 
library,  such  as  belong  to  the  departments  of  our  Society, 
American  History,  Geology,  and  Ethnology,  and  especially 
Pennsylvania  Genealogy.  We  do  not  exchange  by  values,  for 
even  the  gTeat  Penna.  State  Society  and  the  equally  great 
New  York,  Essex,  Philosophical,  Philadelphia  Academy  of 
Science,  Xew  York  Society  Natural  History,  and  others,  ex- 
change their  many  volumes  for  our  few.  The  New  York  So- 
ciety 40  volumes,  The  Penna.  40  volumes,  the  Essex  Institute 
50  volumes,  the  American  Geological  Society  45  volumes.  Be- 
cause the  Wyoming  Historical  and  Geological  Society  is  not 
local  in  its  scope  but  covers  the  history  of  the  State,  and  I 
take  it  that  is  just  what  every  county  Society  should  be  unless 
it  expects  to  die  when  the  present  officers  die. 

You  will  see  that  my  purpose  is  to  put  into  the  library  of 
every  Society  in  the  Federation  the  titles  Ave  have  issued 
but  I  do  find  that  we  do  not  value  what  is  given  us  as  much  as 
what  we  exchange  for." 

The  President:  You  have  heard  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee, what   is  your  pleasure  I 

Mr.  Brereton:  I  move  it  be  accepted  and  incorporated  with 
the  proceedings.

The  Secretary:  Dr.  Learned  lias  just  told  me  that  he  would 
like  to  ge\  away  on  the  train  leaving  here  at  3:  35  and  if  it  is 
in  order,  and  with  your  permission,  he  would  like  to  present 
his  report  now  although  out  of  the  regular  order.  His  report 
comes  last  in  the  order  of  reports. 

Montgomery:  I  move  that  the  order  be  suspended  to 
allow  Prof.  Learned  to  make  his  report. 

Mr.  Cope :  I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

The  President:  We  will  now  hear  from  Prof.  Learned  on 
Historical  Manuscript. 

G.  Ox  Historical  Maxttscript. 

Prof.  Learned:  I  am  sorry  to  have  created  such  an  un- 
necessary bit  of  machinery  action  to  get  before  you  what 
little  I  have  to  say.  I  have  no  written  report  at  the  present 
but  shall  furnish  the  Secretary  in  due  time  with  a  written 
report  when  the  materials  come  in  better.  Last  year  the 
President  asked  me  to  take  the  Chairmanship  of  this  Com- 
mittee. This  was  shortly  before  my  going  to  Europe.  I  was 
in  Europe  most  of  the  Summer  and  got  back  late,  and  after 
getting  back  had  some  circulars  printed  and  issued;  but  as 
usual,  some  things  necessary  are  not  sent  in  immediately  with 
the  next  mail  and  that  is  my  experience.  I  have  not  had  re- 
plies as  immediate  as  one  could  wish  for.  Nevertheless  I  may 
report  progress,  and  I  would  like  to  say  in  this  connection 
that  the  great  variety  of  sources  for  the  kind  of  material  that 
I  am  trying  to  collect  makes  it  difficult  to  get  an  exhaustive 
list  of  names,  and  I  shall  be  grateful  if  the  Secretary  of  the 
Federation  or  any  of  the  members  of  the  Federation  will 
send  me  lists  of  persons  who  are  known  to  possess  manu- 
scripts such  as  we  are  trying  to  find  out  about,  and  1  si 
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gladly  extend  the  list  I  have  already  compiled  by  sock  means. 
I  may  say  that  it  seems  to  me  that  the  Presidents  and  Sec- 
retaries of  the  local  societies  could  do  a  greal  deal  to  help 

along  this  matter  of  getting  material,  or  getting  on  the  track 
of  material,  if  they  would  do  so.  If  the  Committee  is  con- 
tinned  under  its  present  organization,  T  shall  be  very  glad  to 
push,  this  work.  If  yon  wish  io  have  another  Committee  it  i- 
all  right.  I  shall  be  glad  to  second  the  motion  that  the  Com- 
mittee be  continued.  I  thank  you  for  this  hearing  and  wish 
to  report  progress  and  to  repeat  my  promise  to  the  Secretary 
to  send  the  report  for  publication  whenever  he  wants  it. 

The  President:  You  have  heard  the  verbal  report  of  Prof. 
Learned  and  his  suggestions,  what  is  your  pleasure? 

The  Secretary:  I  would  like  to  say,  Mr.  President,  in  ref- 
erence to  what  Dr.  Learned  has  said,  that  if  he  depends  on 
the  sending  in  to  him  of  matter  of  that  kind,  I  am  afraid  he 
will  not  get  it.  The  important  point  is  to  learn  of  persons 
in  each  county  or  community  who  will  co-operate  in  this  work 
and  that  is  the  most  difficult  part  of  the  Committee's  task. 
There  is  no  Committee  of  ours  the  work  of  which  really  will 
tell  so  much  for  the  future,  from  a  historical  point  of  view,  as 
this  very  Committee,  and  we  feel  that  if  the  Committee  is 
continued  and  will  get  into  real  working  order,  it  can  bring  in 
a  report  next  year  that  will  be  of  great  value  to  this  Federa- 
tion, and  I  believe  that  Dr.  Learned 's  plan  is  going  to  prove 
successful.  Perhaps,  he  can  devise  a  plan  by  which  he  can 
get  into  touch  with  certain  persons  in  each  community  and  in 
that  way  make  his  efforts  prove  more  successful.  I  submit  it 
simply  as  a  suggestion. 

The  President:  Is  any  action  to  be  taken  on  the  suggestion 
of  Prof.  Learned  ?  Is  this  promise  of  a  report  to  be  understood 
as  one  to  be  furnished  for  this  year's  proceedings,  or  not  be- 
fore next  year?    What  is  the  proposition.  Prof.  Learned.1 

Prof.  Learned:  I  hardly  think,  Mr.  President,  that  a  full 
return  could  be  reported  for  publication  this  year.  My  thought 
was  that  it  might  be  a  report  of  what  has  been  done,  and  will 
have  been  done  by  the  time  the  Secretary  wants  to  send  the 
material  to  press,  together  with  some  statement  as  to  what  is 
going  to  be  done  by  the  Committee  in  the  future. 

The  Secretary:   Will  you  send  me  such  a  report.' 

Prof.  Learned;  Yes  sir. 

The  President:   Is  any  action  to  be  taken  en  it.' 

Dr.  Bishop:  L  move  that  the  Committee  be  continued,  and 
that  it  have  the  privilege  of  selecting  whatever  additional  as- 
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sistance  it  may  choose  to  have  act  with  it;   let  the  Committee 

make  selections  instead  of  depending  on  volunteers.  Volun- 
teers are  mighty  poor  tilings  to  depend  on  in  this  kind  of  work. 
So,  I  think,  if  the  Committee  makes  the  selection  and  further  is 
allowed  the  privilege  of  appointing,  that  such  selections  and 
appointments  would  have  a  proper  place  in  this  association  as 
assistant  memhers  of  that  Committee.  It  seems  to  me  a 
feasihle  way  and  a  successful  way. 

The  President:   You  make  that  as  a  motion. 

Dr.  Bishop:  Yes,  sir. 

The  President;    Is  there  any  second  to  that  motion? 

Mr.  Cope :   I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

The  President:  As  I  understand  the  motion,  you  have  con- 
tinued the  Committee  and  also  have  accepted  it^  verbal  report 
and  decided  also  that  Prof.  Learned  shall  send  to  the  Sec- 
retary a  written  report  as  to  progress  in  time  to  be  printed 
with  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Historical  Manuscripts. 

The  Committee  on  Documents  in  Private  Hands  begs  to 
report  that  it  had  printed  circulars,  copy  of  which  is  appended 
for  circulation,  and  made  up  a  large  mailing  list  of  persons 
supposed  to  have  such  papers. 

Many  papers  have  been  located  but  as  the  returns  have  only 
begun  to  come  in  a  full  report  will  not  be  possible  before  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  the  Federation.  This,  therefore,  is 
submitted  as  a  preliminary  report  on  the  work.

E.  On  Preserving  Manuscript  Records. 

The  President:  The  next  of  the  Standing  Committees  to 
report  is  the  Committee  on  Preserving  Manuscript  Records, 
Prof.  Ames,  Chairman. 

Prof.  Amos  presented  the  following'  report. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Preservation  of  Manuscript 

Eecords. 

The  Committee  on  the  Preservation  of  Manuscript  Records 
submits  herewith  its  report  for  the  past  year. 
•  It  will  he  recalled  that  the  last  report  of  this  Committee  was 
chiefly  concerned  with  the  presentation  of  the  results  of  its 
investigation  in  regard  to  the  county  archives  and  an  abstract 
of  two  bills  which  the  Advisory  Commission  of  the  Division 
of  Public  Eecords  proposed  to  have  introduced  into  the  Leg- 
islature. The  proposed  legislation  was  suggested  largely  Id- 
ealise of  the  results  of  the  investigations  of  this  Committee 
into  the  conditions  which  govern  in  practice  the  keeping  of 
the  public  records  of  the  counties,  with  a  view  to  improving 
tbe  same  and  making  more  careful  provision  for  the  perma- 
nent preservation  and  safeguarding  of  these  valuable  docu- 
ments. Since  the  presentation  of  the  report,  three  other  be- 
lated reports  were  received  from  the  Counties  of  Cambria, 
Clinton,  and  Warren,  making  the  Whole  number  of  counties 
reported  upon  forty-two.  In  the  case  of  Cambria  and  Warren 
Counties,  our  informants  state  that  some  of  the  records  are 
stored  in  basements  or  garrets.  In  Cambria  County  tons  of 
the  older  records  are  stored  in  such  unsuitable  places.  In 
Warren  County,  for  example,  it  is  reported  that  the  ea re- 
assessment lists,  as  well  as  some  other  records,  and  the  early 
records  of  the  prothonotary's  office,  are  stored  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  court  house  and  are  in  such  confusion  that  it  is 
practically  impossible  to  make  use  of  the  same.  The  records 
of  Clinton  County  are  reported  as  in  good  condition,  none  are 
stored  in  basements  or  garrets  or  are  in  an  unorganized  con- 
dition or  unavailable  for  nse. 

The  Committee  has  not  made  any  attempt  to  continue  its 
investigation  of  the  twenty-rive  remaining  counties,  from 
which  reports  have  not  been  received,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
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during* the  first  portion  of  the  year  it  was  hoped  that  the  legis- 
lation sought  in  regard  to  the  super  vision  of  comity  records 
might  be  obtained.  Since  the  failure  of  this  legislation,  how- 
ever, the  Committee  has  decided,  in  view  of  tt*e  laet  that 
sufficient  information  had  been  gathered  to  show  the  need  of 
legislation,  to  secure  some  form  of  supervision  of  county 
records,  it  should  direct  its  attention  to  the  consideration  of 
the  publication  of  some  of  the  older  and  more  important  un- 
published records,  or  the  desirability  of  the  re-publication  of 
such  works  as  have  become  rare  and  so  practically  unavail- 
able for  the  general  use  of  historical  scholars. 

Before,  however,  presenting  our  suggestions  under  this 
head,  a  brief  summary  of  the  results  of  the  effort  to  secure 
further  legislation  in  regard  to  the  preservation  of  public 
records  in  this  State,  may  be  in  order. 

Attempted  Legislation. 

Two  bills  were  prepared  by  a  committee  of  the  Advisory 
Commission  of  the  Division  of  Public  Records  which,  through 
the  courtesy  of  the  State  Librarian,  Mr.  Montgomery,  were 
reviewed  as  to  their  legal  form  by  the  State  Legislative  Ref- 
erence Bureau.  The  one  bill  made  provision  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  standard  quality  of  ink  and  paper  which  should 
be  made  use  of  in  all  the  offices  of  record  in  the  state.  The 
bill,  it  is  believed,  was  carefully  drawn  and  in  order  to  be 
above  suspicion,  it  was  provided  that  the  standard  and  form- 
ula for  the  ink  used  should  be  the  same  as  that  established 
by  the  United  States  Treasury  Department,  Further  pro- 
visions of  the  bill  were  set  forth  in  our  report  of  last  year. 
The.  second  bill  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a  super- 
visor of  public  records  as  one  of  the  assistants  of  the  Division. 
and  proposed  to  confer  upon  the  supervisor  the  power  to 
examine  into  the  condition  of  records,  manuscript.-  and  other 
papers  kept  in  the  several  public  offices  of  the  counties,  cities 
and  boroughs  of  the  State.  It  provided  further  "that  the 
supervisor  should  recommend  such  action  to  be  taken  by  per- 
sons having  the  care  and  custody  of  public  records  as  may  be 
necessary  to  insure  their  safety  and  preservation  and  that  he 
should  cause  all  laws  relating  to  public  record-  to  be  en- 
forced." It  further  provided  that  an  annual  report  should 
be  submitted  by  this  officer  to  the  State  Librarian,  in  which  a 
detailed  "report  upon  the  number,  kind,  and  condition  ot%  the 
various  public  records  in  the  custody  and  under  the  control 
of   the   several    counties,   cities,   and   boroughs   of   the    State 
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should  be  presented.    This  report  was  to  be  included  in  the 
annual  report  of  the  State  Librarian.    Copies  of  the  hills  are 

appended  to  this  report. 

Misfortune  attended  these  bills  from  the  out.-et.  Unfor- 
tunately ii;  carrying  out  the  vote  of  the  last  meeting  of  this 
Federation  to  print  in  advance  and  distribute  among  the 
Legislature  the  more  important  portions  of  the  Committee's 
report  as  to  the  existing  conditions  in  the  records  of  the  sev- 
eral counties,  only  that  portion  of  the  report  was  printed 
which  gave  a  summary  of  the  proposed  legislation.  The  hills 
were  not  introduced  into  the  Senate  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  Senator  who  bad  promised  to  present  the  same  was  pre- 
vented by  illness  from  so  doing,  and  this  fact  was  not  called 
to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  until  it  was  too  late  to 
remedy  the  situation.  Both  measures  wore  introduced  into 
the  House  of  Representatives  and  referred  to  Committees.  A 
memorandum  was  prepared  by  the  special  Committee  of  the 
Division  of  Public  Records  setting  forth  the  reasons  for  the 
proposed  legislation  and  transmitted  with  the  draft  of  the 
proposed  bills.  It  is  not  known  whether  this  memorandum 
was  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Committees  or  not.  Xo 
public  bearing  was  given  on  either  bill  and  neither  bill  was 
reported  from  the  Committee  on  Library  or  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary  General  to  which  the  bills  were  referred  respec- 
tively. The  members  of  the  special  Committee  of  the  Advis- 
ory Commission  who  were  particularly  interested  in  further- 
ing this  legislation  were  handicapped  by  not  being  on  the 
ground  or  in  close  touch  with  the  situation  at  Harrisburg,  and 
therefore,  it  would  appear  that  the  merits  of  the  measures  were 
not  adequately  presented  to  the  Legislators.  The  need  of  leg- 
islation along  both  of  these  lines  would  seem  to  be  as  urgent 
to-day  as  ever,  and  it  is  hoped  that  sufficient  interest  will  be 
taken  by  the  historical  societies  of  the  State  and  this  Federa- 
tion to  bring  forcibly  to  the  attention  of  the  next  Legislature 
the  importance  of  the  enactment  of  these  or  similar  measures 
by  that  honorable  body. 

One  act  was  passed  by  the  recent  legislature  entitled  "For 
the  better  preservation  of  the  records  contained  in  the  office 
of  the  Recorder  of  Deeds  of  counties  of  this  Commonwealth, 
containing  over  one  million  and  a  half  population,"  providing 
for  the  replacement  and  certification  of  worn  or  dilapidated 
records  and  the  payments  of  the  cost  thereof  out  o(  the  county 
funds.1 

Laws  of  Pennsylvania,  1913,  pp.  1,265-1,266. 
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In  this  connection  it  may  be  of  interest  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  white  failure  attended  the  efforts  to  secure  legis- 
lation for  the  supervision  of  the  local  records  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, several  of  our  sister  states  during  the  last  vear  recog- 
nized the  importance  of  such  supervision  and  adopted  notable 
legislation  on  this  subject.  The  State  of  New  York  passed  a 
very  comprehensive  law  in  regard  to  the  divisions  of  history 
and  public  records.  Among  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  which 
are  of  interest  in  this  connection,  are  the  establishment  of  the 
office  of  Supervisor  of  Public  Records,  which  office  is  given 
power  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the  records  in  the  pub- 
lic offices  of  the  counties,  towns,  villages,  or  other  political 
divisions  of  the  State,  and  is  empowered  to  take  all  necessary 
measures  for  their  care,  advising  with  and  recommending  to 
public  officials  the  methods  of  inscribing,  as  to  the  use  of  ma- 
terial and  as  to  the  safety  and  preservation  of  all  public 
records.  His  recommendations  may  be  enforced  by  an  order 
issued  by  a  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  Act  further 
provides  that  all  public  records  shall  be  entered  or  recorded 
"in  durable  ink,  on  linen  paper  durably  made  and  well  fin- 
ished." Also  that  "fire  proof  rooms,  vaults,  or  other  fire  re- 
sisting receptacles  shall  be  provided  of  ample  size  for  the 
safe  keeping  of  public  records  and  that  they  shall  be  so  ar- 
ranged that  they  can  be  conveniently  examined  and  referred 
to."  In  addition  the  act  provides  that  no  public  official  shall 
destroy,  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  public  record  in  his 
care  or  custody  or  under  his  control,  which  is  no  longer  in 
current  use,  without  first  having  secured  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Division  of  Public  Records.1 

Likewise,  the  State  of  New  Jersey  recently  passed  an  Act 
creating  a  new  Commission  and  a  Supervisor  of  Public  Rec- 
ords, among  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  visit  and  inspect  at 
least  once  annually  the  records  of  each  county.  In  the  State 
of  Michigan,  by  Act  of  1913,  the  Michigan  Historical  Com- 
mission was  created.  Power  has  been  conferred  upon  this 
Commission  to  collect  from  all  public  offices  in  the  State  any 
records,  papers,  and  so  forth  not  less  than  thirty  years  old  and 
not  in  current  use,  which  "in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission 
are  valuable  only  for  historical  purposes."  Such  papers  when 
collected  shall  be  transferred  to  the  possession  of  the  Com- 
mission and  it  was  provided  for  their  preservation,  classifica- 
tion and  their  being  rendered  accessible  for  the  use  oi  the 
public'

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This  latter  measure  recalls  the  fact  that  by  the  present  law 
of  Pennsylvania,  enacted  April  27,  1911,  the  various  cotintii  - 
and  municipal  officials  of  this  Commonwealth  may  turn  over 
to  the  Division  of  Public  Kecords,  with  its  approval,  such  of 

their  records  as  they  may  not  wish  to  retain.  In  the  opinion  of 
your  Committee,  steps  might  well  be  taken  calling  attention  of 
the  various  county  officers  to  this  Act,  especially  in  those 
counties  in  which  the  space  is  inadequate  to  properly  honse 
the  mass  of  documents  that  have  accumulated  and  which,  as 
has  been  indicated  from  our  investigation,  are  frequently 
treated  as  so  much  "junk"  to  be  relegated  to  lofts,  cellars. 
and  other  out  of  the  way  places.  Such  a  practice  would  be  in 
harmony  with  the  marked  tendency  among  many  of  the  arch- 
ivists of  this  country  to  advocate  the  centralization  of  local 
records.  At  the  Conference  of  Archivists,  held  in  connection 
with  the  recent  meeting  of  the  American  Historical  Associa- 
tion, the  subject  of  "The  Advantages  and  Disadvantages  of 
the  Centralization  of  Local  Archives  at  the  State  Capitol" 
was  discussed.  The  large  majority  of  speakers,  who  either 
were  State  Archivists  or  members  of  State  Historical  Com- 
missions, favored  the  centralization  of  all  local  records  that 
were  not  required  for  the  transaction  of  Current . business. 
Without  attempting  at  this  time  to  consider  the  merits  of  such 
a  policy,  which  to  some  of  us  seems  to  be  one  that  might  well 
be  determined  differently  in  different  states  according  to  local 
conditions  and  sentiments,  it  is  noted  here  as  an  interesting 
evidence  of  the  drift  of  expert  opinion  on  this  subject. 

Aids  to  the  Use  of  Archive  Material. 

Several  other  matters  of  general  interest,  perhaps,  may 
appropriately  be  mentioned  in  this  report.  A  report  of  prog- 
ress was  made  by  the  Public  Archives  Commission  of  the 
American  Historical  Association  in  the  preparation  of  the 
primer  for  the  use  of  archivists,  referred  to  in  last  year's  re- 
port. Two  of  the  chapters  of  the  proposed  manual  were  read 
at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  one  on  '•Fix- 
tures, Fittings,  and  Furniture"  should  be  of  especial  value 
as  a  guide  in  providing  the  most  suitable  equipment  for  tin- 
care  of  archives. 

It  may  be  recalled  by  some  that  in  the  report  o(  this  Com- 
mittee in  1911,  it  was  suggested  that  "at  some  later  time  the 
Federation  may  well   take  under  consideration  some  ot    I 
more  technical  problems  that  are  now  confronting  the  an 
ivists  and  custodians  of  manuscript  records."     Among  these 
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were  enumerated  the  problems  of  repairing  and  mounting 
manuscripts  and  the  proper  binding  of  the  same.  Important 
information  and  directions  concerning  these  and  other  closely 
related  problems  ran  now  be  obtained  in  a  most  valuable  pam- 
phlet of  some  forty-five  pages,  recent!}'  published  by  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress.  This  brochure  is  entitled,  "Notes  on  the 
Care,  Cataloguing,  Calendaring,  and  Arranging  of  Manu- 
scripts," compiled  by  J.  C.  Fitzpatrick,  Chief  Assistant  of 
the  Division  of  Manuscripts.  The  directions  and  illustrations 
therein  contained  should  be  of  the  greatest  value  to  all  cus- 
todians of  archives  interested  in  learning  the  best  methods 
for  the  proper  care  of  manuscripts.  The  information  pre- 
sented in  this  little  volume  embodies  the  best  usages  employed 
in  the  great  depositories  of  archives  in  European  countries 
as  well  as  those  followed  in  the  Manuscript  Division  of  the 
Library  of  Congress.  With  the  aid  of  this  pamphlet  and  the 
promised  Manual  of  Archival  Economy,  there  will  no  longer 
be  any  excuse  for  ignorance  on  the  important  problems  which 
relate  to  the  care  of  manuscripts. 

The  movement  for  promoting  legislation  by  Congress  to 
secure  the  erection  of  a  National  Archives  Building  at  Wash- 
ington,  concerning  which  this  Federation  adopted  resolutions 
at  its  last  meeting,  has  made  some  progress.  We  are  in- 
formed that  the  following  is  the  present  status  of  the  matter. 
Congress  enacted  a  law  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a 
Commission  to  draft  plans  for  such  a  building  but  failed  to 
provide  in  the  general  appropriation  bill  for  a  sum  of  money 
to  inaugurate  the  work  of  the  Commission.  Owing,  however, 
to  the  growing  realization  of  the  necessity  and  importance  of 
some  central  archives  building,  or  departmental  archives  de- 
positories, by  several  of  the  most  important  governmental  de- 
partments, it  is  believed  that  such  a  project  must  be  realized 
within  a  few  years. 

Recommendations 

We  now  turn  from  this  historical  resume  of  the  archive  sit- 
uation in  this  State  and  elsewhere  to  the  second  portion  of 
our  report,  which  contains  the  recommendations  which  your 
committee  would  make  at  this  time.  As  already  stated,  the 
Committee,  acting  on  the  suggestion  made  at  the  last  meeting, 
has  given  its  attention  to  the  consideration  of  the  second 
phase  of  the  work  entrusted  by  the  Constitution  of  this  Fed- 
eration to  its  charge,  namely,  the  encouragement  of  the  publi- 
cation of  the  manuscript  records  oi^  the  Commonwealth.    For 
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the  present  year,  we  have  confined  our  attention  exclusively 
to  a  consideration  of  such  documents  as  relate  to  the  colonial 

period. 

Of  the  several  varieties  and  classes  of  manuscript  record- 
that  we  have  had  under  review  with  this  in  mind,  your  Com- 
mittee would  plaee  first  in  its  recommendations  for  publica- 
tion, both  on  aeeount  of  their  intrinsic  importance  and  also 
on  account  of  their  inaccessibility,  a  collection  of  the  Commis- 
sions and  Instructions  of  the  colonial  governors  of  the  prov- 
ince of  Pennsylvania. 

Commissions  and  Instructions  of  Colonial  Governors. 

The  commissions  and  instructions  of  the  colonial  governors 
are,  to  quote  a  well-known  authority,  '-among  the  most  impor- 
tant constitutional  documents  of  our  colonial  history."  There 
is  at  the  present  time  no  collection  of  either  the  commissions  or 
instructions  of  the  colonial  governors  of  Pennsylvania.  In 
fact,  it  is  not  at  present  known  whether  all  these  commissions 
and. instructions  have  been  preserved.  A  few  of  the  govern- 
ors' commissions  have  been  published  in  the  Pennsylvania 
Colonial  Records  and  elsewhere.  This  is  especially  true  of 
the  commissions  issued  during  the  life  of  William  Penn,  but 
the  commissions  of  at  least  six  of  the  colonial  governors, 
namely  Governors  Andrew  Hamilton,  Gookin,  Keith,  Thomas, 
Denny,  and  John  Penn,  do  not  appear  to  have  been  printed. 
Indeed,  the  location  of  the  original  commissions  is  by  no 
means  certain.  The  status  of  the  instructions  to  the  gov- 
ernors is  more  unsatisfactory,  as  even  fewer  of  them  are  in 
print.  In  this  connection,  it  should  be  stated  that  these  doc- 
uments are  of  more  importance  than  the  commissions,  for 
they  are  specific  and  not  general,  and  contain  a  full  presenta- 
tion of  the  policy  of  the  proprietor  of  the  colony  and  of  the 
English  governmental  authorities.  In  a  proprietary  province 
like  Pennsylvania,  there  were  two  different  sets  of  instruc- 
tions; namely,  one  set  of  instructions  from  the  proprietor  to 
his  representative,  the  deputy  or  lieutenant  governor,  and  the 
second  set  of  instructions  from  the  English  government,  these 
for  the  most  part  relating  to  matters  of  trade.  Frequently, 
the  colonial  governor  was  forbidden  to  make  public  his  full 
instructions,  not  even  being  allowed  to  share  their  contents 
with  the  Council,  as  the  instructions  were  regarded  as  secret 
orders  intended  for  the  governor's  guidance  in  the  adminis-

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(ration  of  his  office.1  Accordingly,  lie  revrealed  only  portions 
of  them  from  time  to  time,  as  he  wa>  forced  by  circumstances 
to  do  so;   frequently  only  after  a  prolonged  contest  with  the 

legislature.  In  consequence,  oaaly  portions  of  the  proprietary 
instructions  to  the  governors  became  known  and  have  been 
printed.  The  Pennsylvania  Colonial  Records  and  Archives 
are  specially  deficient  in  this  particular.  It  is  hoped  that 
many  of  the  original  instructions  are  still  in  existence  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic.  In  such  case,  they  would  probably  be 
found  either  in  the  papers  now  in  the  custody  of  the  Division 
of  Public  Records,  or  in  the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs, 
or  in  the  Penn  papers  of  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. Already  at  the  suggestion  of  this  Committee,  a  search 
is  being  made  in  the  papers  of  the  Division  of  Public  Records 
through  the  curtesy  of  the  officials  of  the  Library  and  the 
Record  Division. 

Mr  Albert  Cook  Myers  has  been  successful  in  finding  many 
of  the  commissions  and  instructions  issued  by  William  Penn 
in  these  same  depositories,  which  he  intends  to  include  in  his 
comprehensive  edition  of  the  papers  of  Penn,  but  for  the 
period  following  Pemrs  incapacity  and  death,  very  few  either 
of  the  commissions  or  instructions  have  appeared  in  print. 
"A  List  of  Commissions  and  Instructions,  issued  to  the  Royal 
Governors  and  others  in  America,"  edited  by  Professor 
Charles  M.  Andrews,  has  recently  been  published  in  the  Pub- 
lic Archives  Commission  Report,  included  in  the  annual  report 
of  the  American  Historical  Association  for  1911.  Although 
the  Commissions  and  Instructions  of  Pennsylvania  are  includ- 
ed in  this  list  it  is,  as  Professor  Andrews  recognizes,  incom- 
plete so  far  as  the  Commissions  and  Instructions  issued  by 
the  proprietor  are  concerned.  This  list,  however,  is  a  con- 
venient summary  of  such  documents  as  have  been  located 
chiefly  in  England.  It  gives  the  catalogue  reference  in  the 
Record  Office,  as  also  .citations  in  such  instances  where  they 
have  been  printed.1  This  list  is  especially  full  in  so  far  as 
the  trade  instructions  issued  by  the  British  government  are 
concerned.  Most  of  these  have  not  been  printed.  There  are 
some  twenty-six  such  instructions  cited  which,  were  issued  by 
the  British  government  to  the  proprietor  or  to  the  governor 
of  the  province  of  Pennsylvania  between  the  years  1708  and 
1775,  which  do  not  appear  to  have  been  printed.  Transcripts 
of  these  documents  in  the  Record  Office,  of  course,  can  be  pro-

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cured  when  desired  if  funds  can  be  provided  for  their  being 
copied. 

The  documents  issued  by  the  Proprietor,  which  ajre  of  first 
importance,  it  is  hoped,  as  already  stated,  will  be  found  nearer 
home.  When  the  investigation  already  began  has  been  com- 
pleted, if  the  results  warrant  it,  as  we  hope  they  may,  your 
Committee  would  strongly  advise  the  publication  of  these 
very  important  and  valuable  constitutional  documents.  If 
the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Federation,  will  not  warrant 
this  undertaking,  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  for  the 
State  Librarian  to  include  the  same  in  the  Series  of  Archives 
published  by  the  State.  The  importance  of  the  commissions 
and  instructions  of  the  colonial  governors  is  emphasised  by 
Professor  Andrews,  in  the  introduction  to  the  list  already  re- 
ferred to,  in  the  following  words:  "For  a  knowledge,  there- 
fore, of  the  constitutional  development  of  the  colonies,  par- 
ticularly during  the  Eighteenth  Century,  they  are  of  more 
significance  than  are  the  charters  and  other  fundamental  in- 
struments that  have  been  so  frequently  printed.1 

Such  a  collection  of  the  Commissions  and  Instructions  of 
the  Governors  of  Massachusetts  has  been  published  by  the 
Colonial  Society  of  that  State.  In  our  opinion,  no  more  im- 
portant contribution  to  the  source  material,  relating  to  the 
constitutional  and  political  history  of  the  colonial  history, 
could  be  made. 

Additional  Recommendations. 

Your  Committee  would  further  call  attention  to  the  follow- 
ing classes  of  material  which  should  be  published  by  State  or 
private  enterprise: 

The  Journal  of  the  Colonial  Legislature  from  1682  to  177(5 
was  printed  in  Colonial  times  beginning  with  1 75*2  and  con- 
tinuing until  1776,  under  the  title  of  ''Votes  of  Assembly." 
The  Journal  was  printed  in  six  volumes  (bound  in  seven), 
which  are  to-day  extremely  rare.  This  Journal  contains  a 
great  deal  of  material  concerning  the  political  and  economic 
history  of  the  colony.  It  records  not  only  the  formal  votes  of 
the  Assembly,  but  gives  petitions  and  papers  in  connection 
with  legislative  work.  It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  a  new 
edition  of  this  work  be  brought  out  s(^  that  it  may  be  made 
available  for  workers  upon  the  history  of  the  State.  Such 
a  publication  could  well  tall  within  the  series  of  Pennsylvania 
Archives.

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Another  mass  of  historical  material  deals  with  the  relation 

of  the  province  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  British  Empire  and  to 
the  Proprietary  family.  There  is  much  bearing  upon  this 
subject  in  the  Penn  papers,  the  Logan  papers,  and  other  col- 
lections in  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania.  The  ref- 
erences to  Pennsylvania  in  the  Journal  of  the  English  Board 
of  Trade  and  more  particularly  the  papers  respecting  Penn- 
sylvania, to  be  found  in  the  collection  entitled  "Board  of 
Trade  Proprietaries,"  would  be  of  great  service  in  historical 
research.  Such  collections  of  material  have  already  been 
gathered  from  English  and  Colonial  Archives  for  the  colonies 
of  North  Carolina,  Xew  Jersey,  and  New  York. 

The  early  records  of  Courts  in  the  Colonial  period  should 
be  carefully  inspected  and  records  which  possess  a  general 
historical  value  should  he  put  in  print.  The  records  of  the 
Courts  of  Pennsylvania  in  a  certain  sense  occupy  the  place 
taken  by  town  meeting  records  in  the  Xew  England  states. 
Some  of  these  Courts  performed  many  miscellaneous  duties, 
and  their  records  furnish  excellent  material  for  the  study  of 
the  economic  and  judicial  aspects  of  history.  Bucks  County 
records,  it  is  believed,  are  extant  from  1(582.  A  Germantown 
Court  record  book,  1691  to  1707,  is  preserved.  An  early  sev- 
enteenth century  record  book  of  Philadelphia  County  Court 
is  now  in  the  custody  of  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. The  same  Society  possesses  many  manuscript  records 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  colony,  as  well  as  many  volumes 
relating  to  other  Courts  of  the  colony  and  State. 

The  records  of  the  boroughs  organized  in  Colonial  times 
should  be  made  available.  It  is  known  that  the  records  of 
Bristol  are  extant  and  search  might  reveal  similar  records  of 
the  boroughs  of  Chester  and  Lancaster. 

In  the  southeastern  part  of  the  State  there  may  exist  records 
of  townships  which  contain  material  of  value  to  the  historian 
and  genealogist.  Such  a  town  book  for  Darby  has  been  tran- 
scribed and  a  copy  is  in  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. There  is  a  similar  town  record  book  for  Marlborough 
township,  Chester  County.  Search  might  reveal  other  town 
records  going  back  into  the  Colonial  period.  Such  are  well 
worthy  of  permanent   preservation.

follows: 

Section  4.  The  Division  of  Public  Eecords  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
State  Librarian  who  shall  have  immediate  charge  of  and  be  responsible  for 
everything  consigned  to  his  custody  aud  shall  enforce  all  rules  and  regulations 
provided  by  the  trustees.  He  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  that  arc  or 
may  be  hereafter  appropriated  for  this  Division's  purposes  and  keep  accurate 
accounts  thereof  and  make  settlements  therefor  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided for  the  accounts  of  the  State  Library.  He  shall  collect  classify  preserve 
and  make  accessible  for  reference  all  records  which  may  come  into  the  possession 
of  the  Division  with  such  exceptions  as  may  be  indicated  by  the  trustees.  He 
shall  report  to  the  trustees  biennially  on  the  condition  of  the  State  records  with 
such  recommendations  as  shall  be  desirable  for  the  preservation  of  all  public 
records  throughout  Pennsylvania.  He  may  appoint  such  assistants  at  such  salaries 
as  shall  be  authorized  by  the  Legislature  from  time  to  time  in  the  general  appro- 
priation bill  and  may  expend  such  sums  for  the  purpose  of  the  Division  as  may 
be  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for  that  purpose.  One  of  the  assistants  ap- 
pointed by  the  Librarian  shall  be  supervisor  of  public  records.  The  supervisor 
of  public  records  shall  examine  into  the  condition  of  the  records,  books,  pamphlet?, 
documents,  manuscripts,  archives,  maps  and  papers  kept  filed  or  recorded  or 
hereafter  to  be  kept  filed  or'  recorded  in  the  several  public  offices  of  the  counties, 
cities  and  boroughs  of  the  State.  He  shall  recommend  such  action  to  be  taken  by 
the  persons  having  the  care  and  custody  of  public  records  as  may  be  necessary 
to  secure  their  safety  and  preservation  and  he  shall  cause  all  laws  relating  to  the 
public  records  to  be-  enforced.  He  shall  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  State 
Librarian  in  which  he  shall  present  a  detailed  report  upon  the  number,  kind  and 
condition  of  the  various  public  records  in  the  custody  and  under  the  control  of  the 
several  counties,  cities  and  boroughs  of  the  State.  This  report  shall  be  included 
by  the  State  Librarian  in  his  annual  report. 

Prof.  Ames :  This  report  is  signed  by  the  two  members  of 
the  Committee  that  reside  in  Philadelphia.  The  third  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Eshleman,  has  not  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  pass  upon  the  report. 

The  President:  What  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Federation  in 
reference  to  this  most  comprehensive  and  excellent  report! 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  move  that  it  he  accepted  and  published 
as  read. 

Mr.  Cope:  I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Mr.  Chairman,  "with  thanks"  I  think 
might  be  added,  if  you  are  going  to  thank  all  Committees  and 
commend  all  reports.  Prof.  Ames  ought  to  he  espoeiallv  pom- 
mended.  • 

With  regard  to  the  first  part  of  the  report,  referring  to 
Bills  brought  before  the  Legislature;  1  verv  clearly  Indicated 
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to  Dr.  Ames  that  T  did  not  think  it  would  be  well  for  me  to 

get  into  the  ink  and  paper  matter.  The  ink  and  paper  have 
been  furnished  for  years  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings,  and  I  thought  that,  as  1  was  an  of- 
ficer of  the  Government,  a  wrong  construction  might  be  placed 

upon  any  efforts  of  mine  in  this  matter,  possibly  might  be 
held  as  a  purpose  on  mine  to  interfere.  1  still  think  I  was 
right  in  that  position.  Nevertheless  when  the  Bills  came  be- 
fore the  Legislature,  and  were  referred  to  a  Committee  I  did 

see  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  with  regard  to  them.  He 
said  lie  did  not  think  much  of  them.  That  was  the  first  com- 
ment. He  said  he  thought  there  might  be  some  question  as  to 
defining  the  kind  of  ink  to  be  used.  I  told  him  of  the  action 
of  other  States  in  the  matter,  and  asked  him  if  he  would  like 
to  have  the  people  interested  in  the  matter  meet  the  Commit- 
tee and  he  said  he  would  not. 

"With  regard  to  the  second  matter.  T  had  great  hopes  that  a 
Superintendent  of  Documents  might  become  an  accomplished 
fact.  It  seemed  as  if  late  in  the  Session  the  matter  would  go 
through,  so  much  so  that  I  went  to  the  Governor  and  rather 
interested  him  in  regard  to  the  matter,  and  be  asked  ques- 
tions about  it  and  seemed  favorably  disposed.  T  think  per- 
haps at  the  next  Legislature  it  may  be  possible  to  have  such 
an  officer  provided  for.  The  last  session  wa^  such  a  very 
busy  one  that  it  was  hard  to  get  anything  considered.  There 
was  a  mass  of  material  at  the  end  which  represented  thou- 
sands of  bills. 

With  regard  to  the  archives,  I  do  not  know  whether  the 
members  understand  in  regard  to  their  publication.  I  have 
published  in  my  time  twenty-three  volumes  of  these  matters 
and  mostly  in  very  fine  print,  largely  made  up  of  the  military 
records,  a  great  many  of  them  have  nothing  but  military  rec- 
ords, and  this  work  has  been  accomplished  largely,  that  is, 
the  proof-reading,  etc.,  between  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening 
and  three  o'clock  in  the  morning.  It  has  been  a  very  con- 
siderable amount  of  trouble  to  me  and  loss  of  eyesight  which 
is  very  apparent  to  me  at  least.  The  question  of  the  difficulty 
of  having  this  thing  published  should  he  brought  before  the 
Federation  also.  We  have  had  for  many  years  in  Pennsyl- 
vania a  general  plan  by  which  a  definite  list  of  matters  are  hid 
for  each  two  years.  Bids  are  asked  on  these  various  article-. 
carried  through  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  and  Bind- 
ing and  certain  prices  are  given  to  guide  the  various  bidders. 
People  are  brought  from  Various  parts  and  bid  so  much  off  on 
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that  general  schedule;    For  instance,  they  have  the  binding  of 

library  books  at  $1.25  each,  which  seems  rather  a  generous  al- 
lowance for  the  binding  of  a  library  book,  but  when  some  fel- 
low comes  along  and  bids  seventy  per  eewt.  off  on  tin-  $1.25  it 
looks  like  a  different  matter,  and  he  naturally,  when  he  cornea 
to  the  proposition,  bucks  very  strongly  against  that  which  he 
is  actually  required  to  do  and,  therefore,  is  not  inclined  to 
give  a  very  good  binding  at  that  price.  And  the  same  is  true 
with  regard  to  the  archives.  There  was  a  great  deal  of  good 
talk  between  Mr.  Bay  and  myself  when  he  was  State  Printer, 
with  regard  to  the  printing  of  the  archives  series,  but  there 
have  been  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  and 
Binding,  since  December,  1912,  five  volumes  of  the  archives 
which  represent  the  iiidex  to  the  sixth  series.  These  volumes 
are  to  be  printed  as  the  first  five  volumes  of  the  seventh  series. 
Now,  it  is  impossible,  apparently,  to  get  those  out  because 
Mr.  Aughinbaugh  is  dead:  his  successor  is  Mr.  Hay,  and  Mr. 
Bay  does  not  exactly  like  to  clean  up  Mr.  Aughinbaugh  V 
work. 

Now,  as  to  the  suggestions  of  the  Committee,  it  will  give 
me  very  great  pleasure  to  take  them  up  with  regard  to  future 
volumes  that  may  be  printed  in  the  time  that  1  am  Librarian, 
but  I  will  have  to  be  a  very  patient  fellow  with  the  present 
pace  of  procedure,  because  at  the  present  rate  we  are  likely  to 
see  the  millennium  before  the  volumes  of  the  index  will  be  pro- 
vided. 

The  President:   We  are  very  glad  to  hear  the  explanation. 

Mr.  Cope:  I  want  to  say  a  word  in  regard  to  the  suggestion 
as  to  reprinting  the  Votes  of  the  Assembly.  Several  years 
ago  there  was  a  Library  in  Chester  County  called  the  Far- 
mer's Library.  Finally  it  died  out  for  lack  of  interest  and  its 
hooks  were  to  be  sold.  I  went  to  the  sale  and  they  had  a 
catalogue  of  everything  they  thought  worth  mentioning  but 
had  not  put  down  live  volumes  of  the  Votes  of  Assembly  and 
I  bought  them  for  22l/L>  cents  per  volume.  They  are  worth 
more  than  that. 

With  regard  to  the  County  records  in  our  county;  I  thought 
the  records  were  in  better  shape  than  those  of  any  other 
county  in  the  State.  Those  in  use  are  in  good  shape  but  those 
that  are  past  any  further  use  ought  to  be  put  into  better  pres- 
ervation. Several  years  ago  I  fixed  up  all  the  road  papers. 
petitions,  reports  of  juries,  and  so  on,  together  with  those 
relating  to  the  building  o^l  bridges  and  divisions  of  townships 
and  so  on.     These  made  over  one  hundred  volumes.     Since 
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that  time,  the  clerks  have  continued  to  put  them  up  in  books 
in  the  order  in  which  they  were  presented  and  filed.  Then 
recently  I  have  been  trying  to  get  the  other  records.     The 

petitions  for  tavern  licenses  are  very  interesting  to  me.  and 
several  years  ago  they  were  thought  not  worth  keeping  in 
the  office,  and  were  about  being  put  down  into  the  basement. 
where  I  thought  they  would  decay,  so  I  got  them  to  put 
them  temporarily  in  a  room  that  is  not  much  used,  and 
then  afterwards  they  gave  the  room  to  the  County  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools.  In  the  meanwhile  I  had  a  fire-proof  safe 
at  my  home  into  which  I  put  them,  and  many  are  there  yet; 
and  I  fixed  up  in  book  form  the  tavern  license  petitions  to  the 
end  of  1800.  There  are  thirty-nine  volumes  of  them.  Our 
county  commissioners  lately  announced  a  reduction  in  the  tax- 
rate  for  the  coming  year,  and  I  said  to  one  of  them  in  a  joking 
way,  "You  should  not  have  lowered  the  tax  rate  until  you  had 
'the  old  documents  and  papers  fixed  up  in  good  shape."  lie 
says,  "Nobody  cares  about  them  at  all.  They  are  filed  up  in 
there  and  nobody  looks  at  them."  Sometime  ago  I  tried  to 
get  Prof.  Ames  to  look  at  them  so  that  he  could  give  a  good 
report  on  them,  something  as  to  their  value,  but  he  was  too 
busy  to  come.  I  hope  to  get  some  expert  testimony  to  bear 
on  the  Commissioners. 

Dr.  Bishop:  Mr,  President,  if  reports  are  still  in  order  I 
would  like  to  present  the  report  of  the  Auditing  Committee  on 
the  Treasurer's  report,  namely,  that  the  statements  as  ex- 
hibited are  correct. 

The  President:    That  will  come  in  under  new  business. 

Prof.  Ames:  May  1  add  a  further  word  to  the  report  of  our 
Committee?  In  the  first  place  in  regard  to  the  two  bills,  [ 
am  very  much,  interested  to  hear  Mr.  Montgomery's  prophesy 
that  he  thinks  there  will  be  no  difficulty  at  the  next  Legisla- 
ture as  to  the  passage  of  these  Bills.  I  am  particularly  in- 
terested, as  he  also  is,  in  the  second  bill,  the  one  providing  for 
the  County  Records.  As  T  have  had  occasion  to  say  before. 
the  work  done  here  at  tlarrisburg  has  shewn  itself  so  valuable 
to  those  who  have  familiarized  themselves  with  the  work  of 
the  Division  of  Public  Records  that  those  who  have  given  the 
matter  consideration  are  very  desirous  to  see  the  ^hh\  work 
continued,  and  the  reports  that  this  Committee  had  the  honor 
to  present  here  for  the  past  three  years  show  that  there  is 
need  for  some  reform  in  some  of  the  counties. 

The  other  bill,  in  regard  to  the  use  o\'  ink  and  paper,  while 
it  was  not  a  bill  in  which  I  was  verv  trreatlv  interested,  vet

I  was  its  frnmer,  and  I  think  it  was  a  desirable  bill.  It  was 
in  harmony  with  the  legislation  in  Massachusetts  as  to  that 
matter.  It  is  in  harmony  with  the  requirements  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts government.  Xow,  if  the  public  offices  of  records  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  were  confined  to  Capitol 
Hill  at  Harrisburg  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Buildings  and  Grounds  would  be  all  right;  but  you  see  we 
have  a  great  many  county  archives  and  other  county  offices 
and  other  local  offices  of  record  where  can  be  used,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  under  the  present  regulations,  any  ink  or  paper 
choosen  at  random.  This  bill  was  first  suggested  in  the  Divis- 
ion of  Public  Kecords  by  the  late  Mr.  Tubbs,  who  had  eome 
across  some  records  in  Tioga  County,  I  think  it  was.  that  had 
absolutely  faded  in  five  years,  and  he  urged,  therefore,  that 
something  be  done  with  regard  to  the  matter  of  ink,  and  I  still 
think  that  it  is  a  commendable  measure. 

Xow,  with  regard  to  the  second  part  of  the  report,  I  would 
simply  like  to  add  this:  Perhaps  I  am  unduly  biased  or  prej- 
udiced in  favor  of  the  publications  of  the  Commissions  and 
Instructions  of  Colonial  Governors  because  in  my  work  I  have 
come  to  know  their  value  in  the  study  of  Colonial  History,  but 
I  should  say  that  if  there  is  no  immediate  prospect  of  their 
being  included  in  the  archives  published  by  the  vState,  under 
the  guidance  of  the  Librarian,  this  Federation  might  well 
balance  in  its  mind  whether  it  should  apply  its  funds  for  the 
getting  out  of  the  county  bibliographies  or  for  getting  out 
something  that  is  of  interest  to  the  students  o'L  early  Co- 
lonial history.  I  do  not  want  to  oppose  the  publication,  for 
example,  of  the  Lancaster  County  Bibliography,  which 
I  think  is  a  very  desirable  thing  to  publish  but  my 
own  personal  thought  is  that  it  would  be  equally  de- 
sirable to  publish  these  Colonial  records,  and  I  hope  that 
either  through  the  channels  of  the  Federation  or  the  State 
they  may  find  the  light,  if  a  sufficient  number  of  them  caii  be 
brought  to  light,  as  I  hope  there  will ;  and  yet,  of  course,  these 
records  are  still  incomplete.  The  gentlemen  who  are  connected 
with  the  Commission  have  not  themselves  been  in  position  to 
prosecute  the  search  here  at  Harrisburg,  so  that  we  must 
await  further  developments.  I  appreciate  very  much  Mr. 
Montgomery's  co-operation  in  both  these  matters. 

Capt.  Richards:   Is  there  any  motion  before  the  House? 

The  President:  Xo. 

Capt.  Richards:  Then  in  view  of  the  fact  that  these  Hil's 
have  failed  to  pass  our  last  Legislature,  and  in  view  of  their 
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importance,  I  think  that  we  had  better  place  ourselves  on 
record  so  that  this  matter  will  not  be  overlooked  in  the  future, 
and  I  would,  therefore,  move  that  the  Committee  be  requested 
again  to  present  these  Bills  to  the  coming  Legislature  in  the 
hope  that  they  may  he  then  passed. 

Mr.  Xead:    I  second  the  motion.

F.  Ox  State  Legislation. 

The  President:  Now  there  remains  to  be  heard  from  one 
more  Standing  Committee;  the  Committee  on  State  Legisla- 
tion, Benjamin  M.  Xead,  Esquire,  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  Chairman. 

Air.  Xead:  Air.  President,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
State  Legislation  I  have  no  written  report  to  submit.  Our 
committee  during  the  past  year  at  all  times  stood  in  readiness 
to  aid,  so  far  as  our  feeble  efforts  might  be  considered  aid,  the 
Committee  on  Preservation  of  Manuscript  Records,  of  which 
Dr.  Ames,  whose  excellent  report  has  just  been  read,  is  chair- 
man. I  am  very  glad,  however,  to  have  an  opportunity  in  con- 
nection with  my  rep>ort  as  chairman  of  the  committee  above 
named,  to  say  a  word  in  regard  to  the  annual  report  which 
Dr.  Ames  has  just  presented.  From  the  experience  I  have  had 
in  the  earlier  years  of  my  life  in  making  historical  research  in 
Pennsylvania,  I  have  learned  to  value  the  things  which  Dr. 
Ames  has  referred  to  as  important  propositions  in  his  report 
relative  to  the  preservation  of  historical  manuscripts.  In  the 
earlier  days,  when  the  compilation  and  publication  of  the  sec- 
ond series  of  Pennsylvania  Archives  was  begun,  1  was  privi- 
leged to  aid  in  gathering  material  for  them,  and  in  that  con- 
nection, and  also  in  connection  with  the  compilation  and  pub- 
lication of  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania  prior  to  the  year  1700; 
the  publication  which  is  familiarly  called  the  Duke  of  York's 
Laws,  or  the  Colonial  and  Provincial  Laws  of  Pennsylvania. 
I  was  in  very  close  touch  with  the  historical  manuscripts  of 
the  State,  and  it  used  to  make  my  heart  ache  to  find  the  man- 
ner in  which  those  Manuscript  Records  of  Pennsylvania  had 
already  been  emasculated  or  totally  destroyed  in  those  earlier 
days.  They  were  looked  upon  as  rubbish,  and  no  effort  what- 
ever was  made  to  preserve  them.  During  the  days  of  the  Civil 
War,  when  many  soldiers  were  quartered  at  Harrisburg  and 
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in  tlie  Capitol  buildings,  these  records  Lay  at  the  mercy  of 
every  comer.  Tied  up  in  bundles  or  "bridle  boards"  as  we 
used  to  call  them,  and  carelessly  stowed  away  in  wooden  eases 
or  thrust  into  out  of  the  way  closets,  were  tlie  valuable  legis- 
lation and  executive  documents  and  records  of  the  Province 
and  State,  back  to  the  earlier  days.  When  in  need  of  fire- 
wood, the  soldiers  encamped  there  used  these  bundles  of  doc- 
uments for  that  purpose.  They  were  gathered  from  the  eases 
and  closets  and  burned. 

When  the  old  papers  and  documents  accumulated  in  the 
departments  and  got  in  the  way,  they  were  easily  disposed  of 
in  a  variety  of  ways.  Some  were  carted  away  to  fill  op  the 
cellar  of  the  old  Arsenal  buildings,  after  they  were  removed 
from  the  point  where  they  once  stood  in  Capitol  Park.  Fail- 
ing that  method  of  disposition,  they  were  tumbled  into  dumps 
along  the  river,  or  disposed  of  in  a  bonfire  which  was  fre- 
quently kindled  on  the  old  Reservoir  grounds.  Old  papers  which 
were  not  destroyed  in  any  of  the  ways  above  suggested,  were 
sent  to  the  paper  mills.  For  a  long  time  many  of  them  iu  cha- 
otic masses  were  stored  in  the  attics  and  cellars  above  and 
under  the  old  offices,  unguarded  and  unprotected  in  any  way. 
There  they  became  the  prey  of  every  greedy  collector  of  relies, 
particularly  the  insatiate  autograph  collector,  and  many  of 
these  there  were  who  chanced  to  find  them.  Xot  alone  the 
document  collector,  hut  the  improvident  ones  as  well,  who 
would  cut  out  signatures  from  valuable  documents,  to  leave 
only  to  the  subsequent  searcher  evidence  of  the  valuable  rec- 
ord which  had  been  destroyed.  This  situation  existed  un- 
changed up  until  the  close  of  the  70 's.  As  I  have  said,  no 
particular  effort  was  made  to  preserve  our  records.  There 
was  no  arrangement  of  them,  and  what  was  found  was  found 
by  chance.  I  remember  myself  finding  in  a  barrel  among  old 
papers  about  to  be  sent  to  the  paper  mill,  a  most  valuable  his- 
torical manuscript;  in  fact  I  think  it  can  be  called  with  pro- 
priety the  first  Pennsylvania  State  Paper.  When  William 
Penn  was  ready  to  start  his  government,  you  will  remember 
that  he  commissioned  his  cousin,  William  Markham,  to  take 
unto  himself  a  commission  of  nine  men  to  form  a  Council 
Organization.  The  paper  which  I  found  was  the  original  oath 
administered  to  this  council,  with  the  signatures  of  the 
original  Counsellors.  Von  will  find  this  paper,  if  you  wish 
to  look  at  it  at  any  time,  preserved  in  fac  simile  in  the  publica- 
tion I  referred  to  a  moment  ago;  the  Colonial  and  Provincial 
Laws  (or  Duke  of  York's  Paws)  of  Pennsylvania. 
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With  respect  to  the  recommendations  made  in  the  report 

of  Dr.  Ames  relative  to  the  collection  and  publication  of  the 
Royal  Commissions  given  to  the  American  Colonial  Gover- 
nors, it  strikes  me  that  this  proposition  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant, looking  to  the  preservation  of  our  history,  that  has 
lately  come  to  my  attention.  It  was  under  commissions  of 
this  sort  that  all  the  early  courts  of  the  Colonies  on  the  Dela- 
ware, which  afterwards  became  Pennsylvania,  were  instituted 
and  held,  and  I  remember  while  compiling  those  laws,  how  I 
labored  until  my  brain  was  a-whirh  trying  to  find  some  au- 
thentic record  of  the  secret  and  other  instructions  that  were 
given  to  the  Royal  Representatives  who  were  moving  in  these 
matters.  Most  of  the  Royal  Commissions  in  those  days  were 
accompanied  with  secret  orders. 

When  dangers  from  the  threatened  French  and  Indian  in- 
vasion became  daily  more  alarming  in  Pennsylvania  in  1755, 
an  exhibition  was  made  in  the  Pennsylvania  Assembly  of  the 
importance  as  a  factor  in  legislation  and  the  potency  of  secret 
Royal  and  Proprietary  Instructions.  It  is  quite  interesting  to 
read  the  story  of  the  work  of  the  Assembly  during  the  period 
when  Braddock's  Army  was  on  its  western  march.  The  re- 
sponsibility for  the  failure  to  vote  supplies  was  not  chargeable 
to  the  pacific  views  of  the  Quakers  who  dominated  the  As- 
sembly as  some  would  have  us  believe,  but  it  was  openly 
charged  at  that  time  that  the  Governor's  attitude  in  blocking 
the  remedial  legislation  was  due  to  the  Governor's  "'Private 
Instructions". 

If  it  were  possible  to  collect  and  publish  the  Royal  Commis- 
sions and  Secret  Orders  of  that  day,  I  am  convinced,  my 
friends,  that  we  would  find  not  only  a  basis  for  the  re-writing 
of  certain  portions  of  the  history  of  Pennsylvania,  but  also 
that  the  information  thus  obtained  would  change  the  whole 
trend  of  opinion  with  regard  to  the  placing  of  the  responsi- 
bility for  many  things,  in  matters  not  now  clearly  understood. 

I  am  very  glad,  indeed,  of  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
great  appreciation  of  the  valuable  paper  which  Dr.  Ames  has 
presented,  and  so  far  as  this  Federation  is  concerned,  I  be- 
lieve it  has  no  more  patent  duty  than  to  stand  by  and  aid  every 
movement  along  the  line  of  the  preservation  of  these  valuable 
records  of  the  past. 

There  may  be  difficulties  with  respect  to  legislative  actiou 
in  creating  State  Supervisors  of  County  Records.  You  know 
there  is  an  old  Constitutional  idea  that  obtains,  to  the  effect 
that  the  State  has  no  right  to  interfere  in  County  affairs,  but 
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I  have  no  doubt  a  way  may  be  found  to  steer  clear  of  this  dif- 
ficulty by  a  judicious  and  careful  examination  of  the  matter 
by  the  Legislative  Reference  Bureau.  .All  legislation  of  this 

kind  should  be  considered  carefully.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
those  interested  in  matters  of  this  kind  in  Pennsylvania  were 
not  earlier  awake  to  the  importance  of  securing-  legislative 
action  along  historical  lines.  In  New  York  and  Massachusetts 
they  were  early  awake,  and  in  their  magnificent  documentary 
history  they  have  preserved  every  sera])  of  paper  that  amount- 
ed to  anything,  and  they  are  printed  in  those  wonderful  rec- 
ords of  theirs.  These  publications  are  regular  store-houses 
of  information  for  the  historian.  Bancroft  and  the  earlier 
historians  derived  very  much  of  their  information  from  these 
sources.  In  Pennsylvania  we  have  nothing  to  compare  to  this 
historical  work  of  New  York  and  Massachusetts,  and  is  it  to 
be  wondered  at  that  Pennsylvania  is  far  behind  in  history/ 

I  trust  this  Federation  will  continue  its  important  work 
along  these  lines.  Let  us  preserve  the  records  and  historical 
manuscripts  of  Pennsylvania  before  it  is  forever  too  late. 

The  President:  You  have  heard  the  report.  If  it  is  your 
pleasure  it  will  be  received  and  spread  on  the  minutes.  It 
seems  to  dovetail  in  with  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Pub- 
lication of  Lists  and  the  Preservation  of  Manuscript  Records. 

I  would  like  now  to  call  upon  the  Reverend  Dr.  Hark,  who 
is  very  closely  connected  with  the  Moravian  Church  and  its 
history.  We  would  like  a  word  or  two  from  him  along  these 
lines. 

Dr.  Hark:  I  listened  with,  a  great  deal  of  interest  to  this 
discussion  and  the  remarks  made,  and  especially  the  remarks 
of  Mr.  Xead.  I  happen  to  know  from  experience  in  the  matter 
of  the  preservation  of  manuscript  material  in  the  archives  of 
the  Moravian  Church  what  wonderful  risks,  what  terrible 
risks,  our  local  historians  run  in  allowing  these  archives  ov 
these  papers  to  lie  around  in  a  haphazard  way.  I  know  that 
in  one  old  church  the  old  diaries  were  kept  in  ihe  loosest  kind 
of  manner.  All  Moravian  churches  were  required  to  keep 
diaries  of  the  congregation;! I  life  of  each  station,  including 
mission  stations.  All  the  letters  and  journals  ot^  those  minis- 
ters and  of  the  missionaries  are  preserved  in  the  archives. 
We  have  all  the  originals  from  1740  on,  or  1739  on.  in  the 
archives  at  Bethlehem  with  few  exceptions.  One  of  the  ex- 
ceptions is  the  case  of  a  church  where  the  pastor  used  the 
diaries  for  several  years  to  kindle  his  tires.  These  things 
are  happening  all  the  time  and  every  where.     That   pastor 
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was  careless  in  that  particular  case  but  here  are  State  papers 
treated  just  tlie  same  way.  I  agree  with  the  speaker,  Mr. 
Nead,  that  it  is  really  of  the  first  importance  that  we  <>-  a 
Federation  throw  all  our  influence  in  the  direction  of  a  proper 
preservation  of  all  State  papers.  That  is  the  most  important 
thing  to  do,  more  important  than  anything"  else  I  can  think 
of.  I  thank -you  for  the  distinction  of  having  been  called 
upon. 

The  President:  Very  glad  to  have  heard  you,  Dr.  Hark. 

Mr.  Jellett:  Prof.  Ames  is  to  be  congratulated  for  the  value 
and  clearness  of  his  report.  The  discussion  that  has  ensued 
has  brought  to  my  mind  an  incident  related  by  Mr.  Abram 
H.  Castle,  who  is  known  as  an  authority  on  Dunkard  History. 
It  came  from  Germantown  where  we  are  all  proud  of  our 
statesmen  and  Senators  and  our  people.  Mr.  Castle  told  me 
that  once  when  he  came  to  market  he  stopped  in  Germantown 
over  night,  and  as  he  passed  a  Dunkard  Church  he  stopped  as 
he  usually  did  in  such  cases,  and  the  gentleman  in  charge  -aid 
to  him:  "Mr.  Castle,  we  have  a  lot  of  records  and  papers  in 
the  attic  of  the  Dunkard  Church.  If  there  is  anything  there 
that  you  wish  you  can  take  it.'?  He  filled  his  market  wagon 
full,  and  although  he  did  not  wish  to  appear  greedy,  yet  be 
filled  up  to  the  full  the  body  of  his  wagon  with  those  old 
records.  They  related  to  the  early  settlement  of  Germantown 
and  the  formation  of  the  Dunkard  Church.  They  pertained 
to  Andrew  Mack  and  those  who  afterwards  founded  the  colo- 
nies, and  to  the  Sauer  imprint  of  the  first  Bible,  the  first  and 
second  Bible,  and  sheets  of  the  third  Bible.  He  took  as  much  as 
he  thought  he  should  at  that  time,  but  with  the  intention  to 
take  more  the  next  week.  The  next  week  when  he  called,  the 
gentleman  said  to  him,  "'Why,  Mr.  Castle.  I  thought  you  did 
not  care  for  them.    We  sent  everything  to  the  paper  mill." 

Mr.  Cope:  I  could  tell  a  similar  story  of  other  records  es- 
pecially interesting  in  Chester  County.  At  one  of  the  meet- 
ings there  were  a  great  many  papers  that  had  been  brought, 
there.  Certificates  of  membership  from  other  meetings,  and 
as  to  a  great  many  other  matters,  dated  from  1715  on  to 
1747,  were  the  greatest  number,  a  few  of  later  date.  But  I 
had  time  to  look  them  over  very  briefly  at  the  time.  Later  I 
had  occasion  to  make  inquiry  about  some  early  histories  and 
papers  and  I  found  they  had  thought  them  not  worth  preserv- 
ing, and  some  of  them  had  lately  been  sold.  I  made  inquiry 
and  found  they  had  been  taken  to  the  village  and  when  1  gi  I 
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there  I  found  I  was  ahead  of  the  rag  man  and  I  got  about  four 
hundred  documents  of  much  interest. 

The  President:  We  have  tlie  report  of  Mr.  Nead;  what 
shall  he  done  with  it  ? 

Mr.  Breretou :  I  move  it  be  accepted  and  recorded  as  re- 
ported. 

Agreed  to. 

The  President :  Xow.  we  will  have  the  report  of  the  Audit- 
ing Committee. 

Dr.  Bishop:  The  report  is  very  brief  and  carefully  drawn. 
and  the  statements  of  the  Treasurer  are  absolutely  correct, 
and  they  evidence  a  great  deal  of  economy. 

The  President:  What  shall  he  done  with  the  report  of  the 
Auditing  Committee  f 

Mr.  Nead:    I  move  it  be  accepted. 

Mr.  Cope:   I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

ELECTION  QF  OFFICERS. 

The  President:  The  next  item  in  the  order  of  business  is 
the  election  of  officers.  I  would,  therefore,  call  for  the  report 
of  the  Nominating  Committee,  Mr.  Cope,  Chairman. .

Committee. 

The  President:  You  have  heard  the  report  of  the  Nom- 
inating Committee;  what  is  the  pleasure  of  the  meeting.'  I 
believe  the  election  of  the  officers  is  by  ballot,  and  -as  there 
is  no  opposition,  and  if  it  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  meet- 
ing, the  Secretary  could  he  authorized  to  cast  the  ha  Hot  iu 
favor  of  the  nominees  as  reported. 

Mr.  Breretou:  1  move  that  the  Secretary  he  instructed  to 
cast  the  ballot  for  the  persons  nominated  for  the  ensuing 
vear. 
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Mr.  Cope:    I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

The  Secretary:  In  pursuance  of  the  order  just  given,  the 
Secretary  easts  the  ballot  of  the  Federation  for  the  following 
named  persons:  (naming  them  as  submitted  in  the  Commit- 
tee's report.) 

The  President:  I  hereby  declare  the  persons  voted  tor  the 
duly  elected  officers  of  this  association. 

DEFERRED  BUSINESS. 

The  President:  The  next  in  order  is  deferred  business. 
Have  you  any  deferred  business,  Mr.  Secretary  I 

The  Secretary:  Well,  the  old  matter,  Mr.  President,  the 
matter  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  last  year,  with 
reference  to  a  more  extended  time  for  our  annual  meeting. 
This  might  be  taken  up  now  and  disposed  of  finally. 

The  President:   Is  there  any  action  to  be  taken? 

Capt.  Richards :  That  is  a  ghost  that  I  think  ought  to  be  laid 
by  this  time.  We  must  not  overlook  the  character  of  our 
meetings.  They  are  not  intended  to  be  popular  meetings. 
They  are  intended  to  be  a  clearing  house  for  the  societies 
which  constitute  this  Federation.  I  move  that  we  continue 
to  have  our  meetings  as  they  have  been  held  in  the  past,  that 
is,  during  the  afternoon. 

Dr.  Bishop :   I  second  the  motion. 

The  President:  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  necessity  for 
such  a  motion. 

The  Secretary:  It  lias  come  up  every  year,  and  my  thought 
was  to  ask  for  definite  action  on  the  part  of  the  Federation 
itself,  and  right  now. 

On  the  question, 

Prof.  Ames:  Mr.  President,  I  am  not  particularly  advocat- 
ing the  holding  of  two  sessions,  although  I  know  quite  a  num- 
ber of  persons  do  advocate  that.  It  was  felt  by  some  that  if 
we  came  here  from  a  distance  it  would  be  just  as  well  to  stay 
a  little  while  longer  and  get  acquainted,  and  not  do  as  we 
generally  do,  take  the  first  possible  train  away  here.  Xow.  the 
idea  of  those  who  advocated  two  sessions— I  know  it  is  Dr. 
Jordan's  idea,  is  that  one  session  should  be  devoted  to  busi- 
ness, and  then,  if  we  cannot  get  through  with  our  business  in 
one  session,  to  hold  a  second  session.  1  am  not  so  sure  that 
Dr.  Jordan  advocates  the  reading  o\l  papers,  although  some 
do.  J  forsee  some  difficulty  as  to  that  matter,  but  1  think 
certain  kinds  of  papers  might,  perhaps  with  profit,  be  pre- 
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sented  at  that  time.  I  am  not  so  sure  that  this  gathering  this 
after&Qi)  is  the  hest  body  to  decide  on  this  policy.  1  have 
been  told  by  the  Secretary  that  the  poll  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, as  I  recall  his  statement  of  the  vote,  was  that  four 
out  of  the  six  of  the  committee  that  voted,  were  in  favor  ol 
two  sessions  but  varied  as  to  the  hours  of  the  sessions,  as  to 
whether  the  sessions  should  be  in  the  morning  and  afternoon 
or  in  the  afternoon  and  evening,  showing  that  a  majority  of 
those  that  voted  were  in  favor  of  two  sessions.  If  I  under- 
stand it  correctly,  the  Executive  Committee  held  no  meeting 
during  the  past  year.  My  hope  would  be,  and  I  think  it  is 
very  desirable,  that  the  Executive  Committee  should  assemble 
sometime  early  in  the  year  to  take  up  matters  of  interest  and 
importance  in  the  affairs  of  the  Federation,  and  that  that 
Committee  had  better  be  left  uninstructed,  and  if  it  can  arrange 
a  program  and  have  business  to  warrant  holding  two  sessions 
then  have  two  sessions,  and  if  not,  then  let  us  continue  our 
meetings  as  they  were  previously  held.  Personally  I  think  it 
much  wiser  to  leave  the  matter  with  the  Committee,  provided 
that  the  Committee  is  going  to  meet.  If  the  Committee  is  not 
going  to  meet,  why  then,  of  course,  this  body  is  the  one  to  act 
on  this  matter.  If  we  are  going  to  have  a  meeting  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  in  the  coming  year,  I  would  prefer  leaving 
the  matter  to  the  committee. 

Capt.  Eichards :  I  am  very  willing,  Mr.  President,  to  follow 
that  course.  My  whole  object  in  bringing  up  the  matter  in  the 
way  that  I  have  was  on  the  supposition  that  the  Executive 
Committee  had  failed  to  agree,  and  I  felt  that  we  ought  to  take 
some  action  instead  of  having  this  coming  up  each  year.  If 
the  gentlemen  and  ladies  present  think  that  we  should  refer 
it  again  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  think  that  the 
Executive  Committee  can  reach  a  conclusion  I  will  be  glad  to 
do  so. 

Miss  Bailsman:  My  connections  with  this  body  has  been 
rather  short  but  I  would  favor,  and  think  the  majority  from 
Lancaster  would  favor,  two  sessions,  an  afternoon  and  evening 
session.  Of  course,  it  is  very  convenient  for  us  to  come  and 
go,  decidedly  so,  but  the  people  from  the  western  part  of  the 
State  cannot  come  as  conveniently  as  we  can,  and  don't  you 
think  that  would  give  the  people  who  represent  the  western 
counties  a  better  incentive  to  come  here  and  to  be  with  us  !  If 
we  have  the  two  sessions  it  will  be  possible  to  get  in  closer 
touch  with  more  societies? 

Mr.  Xead:    Mr.  President,  I  will  say  that  there  has  been  a 
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great  deal  of  favorable  comment  from  people  as  to  the  busi- 
ness like  character  of  these  proceedings.  They  call  it,  just 
as  I  look  upon  it,  a  clearing  house  of  the  affairs  of  the  Fed- 
eration, to  come  here  and  talk  over  the  tilings  of  interest  to 
all  and  the  general  preservation  of  the  history  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  we  could  not  have  a  morning  session  without 
doing  away  with  that  simple  business  way  of  doing  our  work. 
Most  of  the  people  would  have  to  come  here  the  night  before. 
That,  of  course,  means  charges  at  the  hotels  and  other  ex- 
penses, and  would  affect  the  personal  arrangements  of  a 
good  many  people.  Xow,  the  Philadelphians, — I  have  had  the 
experience — have  no  desire  to  take  the  4:  25  a.  m.  train  from 
Philadelphia.  It  is  one  of  the  most  lugubrious  experiences. 
I  once  went  to  sleep  on  that  train  and  found  the  snow  had 
been  allowed  to  cover  me.  It  is  one  of  the  worst  experiences 
I  have  had  on  trains.  I  know  the  people  from  Philadelphia 
would  not  take  that  4:  25  train  in  Philadelphia  to  Harrisburg. 
and  if  the  people  are  to  return  to  Philadelphia  that  night,  the 
latest  train  they  can  take  is  the  9:00  p.  m.  or  else  go  on  the 
1 :  15  a.  m.  I  know  the  gentlemen  can  do  that  but  not  enjoy  it. 
But  it  has  to  be  looked  upon  in  all  its  various  bearings.  It  is 
easy  enough  to  arrange  meetings  which  would  lie  perfectly 
agreeable  to  the  Lebanon  and  Lancaster  and  also  the  Carlisle 
and  Chambersburg  attendants.  They  have  excellent  train 
service  that  would  fit  into  any  arrangements  made  here  for 
twenty-four  hours. 

Capt.  Richards :  The  last  train  in  the  evening  for  Lebanon 
leaves  here  at  6 :  25. 

Air.  Montgomery:  I  cannot  see  what  more  can  usefully  be 
put  into  the  program  as  it  has  been  arranged  for  up  to  this 
time.  It  seems  that  the  officers  of  the  various  historical  so- 
cieties have  trouble  enough  at  the  present  time  to  get  pro- 
grams for  themselves,  and  to  put  another  historical  meeting 
on  the  map  would  make  it  still  more  difficult  for  these  people 
to  absorb  all  our  output  at  the  present  time.  If  we  are  going 
to  have  somewhat  of  a  social  time,  it  would  be  well  to  follow 
out  the  lines  that  have  been  customary  for  a  considerable  time 
in  the  various  historical  societies,  and  that  is,  have  some  little 
historical  event,  some  plain  afternoon  tea  or  something  of 
that  kind.  I  am  not  speaking  of  tea  especially, —  1  am  not 
opposed  to  Mr.  Cope's  idea  that  tavern  licenses  are  very  in- 
teresting— but  to  have  some  place  where  we  can  all  be  and 
talk.  That  would  prove  a  considerable  improvement  We 
could  get  together  and  know  everybody  better  in  such  an  affair 
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than  meeting  together  and  getting  some  one  to  discuss  the 
early  history  of  the  State.  With  regard  to  the  reports  we  have 
had  here  we  could  not  get  any  historical  meetings  here  with 
better  papers  than  we  had  this  afternoon.  I  do  not  have  to 
leave  my  home  here  to  go  to  this  meeting  and  would  be  glad 
to  have  you  stay  as  long  as  possible;  but  there  is  some  diffi- 
culty about  this  over-night  business  and  I  see  it  in  other 
organizations  that  have  bees  here,  so  that  what  is  convenient 
for  one  may  not  be  convenient  for  another. 

Mr.  Nead:  I  was  going  to  remark  that  I  do  not  think  it 
would  be  advisable  to  enlarge  the  time  of  this  meeting,  that 
is,  make  a  fixed  rule  with  regard  to  it;  but  I  think  it  is  im- 
perative that  the  Executive  Committee  should  meet  in  advance 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Federation.  It  can  then  indicate,  if  it 
appears  proper  that  there  are  matters  of  special  interest,  that 
might  call  for  an  extended  meeting  of  the  Federation  or  the 
session  can  be  extended  for  some  particular  purpose  if  neces- 
sary. I  believe  we  should  leave  it  with  the  present  Executive 
Committee  to  determine  whether  or  not  an  evening  session  is 
desired  or  needed. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Why  not  leave  it  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee with  power  to  do  this !  Leave  it  to  that  Committee, 
with  power  to  act  on  it?  I  feel  Capt.  Richards  looks  askance 
at  that  Committee  because  he  thinks  the  Executive  Committee 
will  not  act  at  all.  We  have  some  experience  in  other  bodies 
in  which  we  are  interested.  It  seems  to  me  that  if  we  leave  it 
as  now,  there  will  be  a  fair  opportunity  for  everybody.  One 
thought  I  want  to  express  is,  that  if  the  Chairman  would  be 
here  and  we  could  go  right  through  our  routine  business  we 
would  have  time  for  the  discussion  of  these  papers,  but  if  time 
is  taken  up  and  wasted  in  the  performance  of  our  formal  busi 
ness  we  do  not  have  any  time  left  over;  but  if  we  push  right 
along  and  get  through  with  the  reports,  T  think  we  will  have 
time  for  all  the  discussion  desired.  I  do  not  think  the  Phila- 
delphians  and  our  western  representatives  come  here  with 
the  intention  of  running  away  on  the  first  train.  They  show 
interest  and  will  stay,  and  if  there  should  be  anything  of  an 
important  nature  they  will  stay  for  the  evening;  and  if  the 
Executive  Committee  determines  on  some  little  social  affair 
notification  of  that  can  be  given  in  advance  and  opportunity 
given  to  take  advantage  of  it.  I  would  not  change  the  present 
status  of  the  meeting. 

The  Secretary:  I"  just  want  to  say  at  this  time  that  the 
action  of  the  Federation  last  vear  was  that  oi'  favoring  a  two 
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session  meeting  but  put  it  up  to  the  Executive  Committee  with 

power  to  act.  Now,  there  is  where  we  stand.  The  question  is, 
shall  the  Executive  Committee  again  be  asked  to  act  on  this 
matter f    Why  not  decide  it  right  here?    The  Committee  took 

no  action  and  it  is  now  before  this  body  no  matter  what  the 
Committee  did  or  failed  to  do  since  the  last  meeting. 

Mr.  Jellett:   There  is  a  motion  before  the  house.    I  am  not 

in  office  here  but  those  who  usually  attend  these  meetings,  and 
are  here  now,  are  better  able  to  decide  than  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  am  a  member  of  an  educational  body 
which  meets  in  Harrisburg  two  and  three  times  a  year  and 
we  have  a  habit  after  an  afternoon  meeting  of  having  a  com- 
mon meal  together  at  one  of  the  hotels  here  in  Harrisburg. 
By  having  an  evening  meeting,  which  begins  immediately 
after  the  dinner  at  the  hotel  and  runs  to  9:  00  or  9:  35  in  the 
evening,  it  is  impossible  then  to  get  away  early  in  the  evening, 
if  you  have  a  meeting  at  six  o'clock.  I  would  rather  favor  an 
amendment  to  Captain  Richards'  motion,  that  the  matter  be 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Committee  with  power  to 
act. 

Prof.  Ames:  I  second  the  motion. 

Dr.  Bishop:  Leave  it  simply  to  the  meeting.  For  in>tance, 
take  this  afternoon's  session,  if  we  conclude  that  we  want  to 
meet  this  evening  at  six  or  seven  o'clock,  then  let  us  adjourn 
when  we  adjourn  to  meet  at  that  time,  but  not  make  it  a 
rule  for  other  years.  It  seems  that  "would  be  just  the  thing. 
Then  there  is  another  thing;  I  think  it  would  afford  us  better 
chance  to  get  out  of  these  valuable  reports  their  salient  points, 
which  we  cannot  do  as  it  is  now  on  account  of  the  limited  time. 
if  there  were  a  business  reference  committee  which  could  have 
these  reports  referred  to  and  then  report  on  their  salient 
points.  I  think  in  this  way  the  Federation  would  get  ten  times 
the  value  it  gets  by  hearing  the  reports  rend  here.  I  think  the 
matter  of  one  or  more  sessions  should  be  left  to  each  meeting 
of  the  Federation. 

The  President:  There  is  an  amendment  before  you.  The 
amendment  is  that  it  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  with  power  to  act. 

On  the  question  of  agreeing  to  the  motion,  as  amended,  a 
vote  was  called  i'ov,  whereupon  nine  votes  were  cast  in  the  af- 
firmative and  eight  in  the  negative,  and 

The  amendment  was  declared  agreed  to. 

On  the  question  of  agreeing  to  the  motion,  as  amended. 

It  was  agreed  to. 
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New  Business. 

The  President:  We  are  now  ready  for  new  business. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  Under  new  husiness,  I  wonM  like  to  make 

a  motion  that  the  usual  honorarium  of  fifty  dollars  be  paid 
the  Secretary  for  the  year, 

Mr.  Cope :   I  second  the  motion. 

On  the  question, 

Mr.  Williams:  Before  that  motion  is  put  I  would  like  to 
have  that  portion  of  the  Constitution  read  relating  to  amend- 
ments and  then  I  will  have  something  further  to  offer. 

(The  Secretary  reads  as  follows:) 

"This  Constitution  may  he  amended  at  any  annual  meeting 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  providing  ninety  days'  notice  in  writing, 
stating  the  proposed  amendment,  has  been  given  to  each  so- 
ciety, the  vote  of  the  society  under  its  seal  or  certified  by  it^ 
President  and  Secretary  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary." 

Mr.  Williams:  Xow,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  wish  to  ask  further 
for  the  reading  of  that  portion  of  the  Constitution,  if  there 
be  any,  relating  to  the  salary  or  emolument  of  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary:  There  is  no  such  provision  in  the  Consti- 
tution. 

Mr.  Williams:  Then,  Mr.  President,  in  the  discussion  of  the 
motion  before,  the  House,  I  am  here  to  represent  the  Mont- 
gomery County  Historical  Society,  as  one  of  its  members  and 
one  of  its  delegates.  We  have  391  active  members.  Like  the 
other  societies  our  society  pays  two  dollars  per  year  dues  to 
this  association.  I  am  ashamed  of  the  fact,  and  I  think  every 
member  of  every  society  here  ought  to  be  ashamed  of  the  fact, 
that  they  pay  no  more  than  the  miserable  pittance  of  two  dol- 
lars, and  that  we  stand  before  the  historieal  societies  of  the 
United  States  with  known  and  fixed  resources  of  only  sixty- 
eight  dollars  for  the  year.  Xow,  that  is  a  disgrace  to  any 
association  that  pretends  to  do  what  we  profess  to  do.  If  we 
wish  to  hold  on  doing  this  work  and  get  somewhere  we  must 
have  money. 

Now,  Mr.  President.  T  propose  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution  to  submit  an  amendment  whereby 
the  dues  shall  be  increased  to  each  constituent  member  of  the 
Federation.  Think  of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Society. 
one  of  the  biggest  and  richest  Historical  Societies  in  the  world, 
paying  two  dollars  a  year  to  an  association  of  this  kind.  I 
should  think  they  would  be  ashamed  to  have  such  a  thing  ap- 
pear upon  their  records. 
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Mr.  President,  when  we  went  to  the  ]  atur<  to  get

I  think  we  can  very  readily 
hack  upon  the  act  of  the"  Legislature  of  1007  and  say  to  < 
;        selves  that  that  f>romise  having  been  made  must  be  kepi  but  in 
tile  light  of  the  development  of  to-day  we  feel  that  il  wj  • 
provident  promise.    1  do  not  know  of  am  reason  whv  tl 
eiation  should  not  pay  its  Secretary  for  his  work  a  fail 
of  money  which  we  are  not  ashamed  to  talk  about.    Wi 
the  ninth  annual  meeting.    That  work  lias  grown  fron    i 
dozen  pages  or  more  to  eighty-one  pages  as  shown  b\ 
pamphlet  handed  us  to-day.     The  Secretary  is  charged  not 
only  with  the  duty  of  getting  out  that  publication  but  wil 
thousand  and  one  other  things. 

If  he  is  entitled  to  anything  at  ad  he  is  entitled  to  thai   ■ 
represents  something  more  nearly  adequate  to  the  vj 
what  lie  does  for  us.    I  think  it  is  a  reflection  upon  us  thai 
offer  the  Secretary  a  remuneration  of  fifty  dolfars;    but   if 
there  be  necessity  for  holding  down  to  that  sum  because  we 
know  we  will  have  nothing  more  than  the  sixty-four  do] 
derived  from  thirty-two  members  of  this  Association,  it  may 
be  necessary  to  submit  to  it  for  another  year.     I  think,  how- 
ever, that  if  we  ever  ask  for  additional  money  from  the  SI 
of  Pennsylvania,  it  ought  to  be  understood  that  at  least  a  fair 
portion  should  be  paid  for  services  well  and  adequately  ren- 
dered.    [  do  m»t  believe  in  this  business  of  piling  up  on  i 
man  all  the  work. of  an  association  when  everybody  else  is 
going  along,  hoping  there  will  be  a  big  meeting,  that  every- 
thing will  be  in  good  shape,  and  thai  the  business  wi 
as  it  has  to-day.     I"  think  the  Secretary  Would  be      .   I     ■  1  in 
refusing  to  act  in  any  such  capacity  under  the  eireumst 
Xovv,  Mr.  President,  if  we  want  to  continue  to  advj  i 
interests  of  this  Federation  o?  Historical  Societies,  we  n 
have  some  money.    Money  is  a  necessary  thing,  ai 
ought  to  come  fro]  ftl   •••.-•        $.    'The  mei 
eration,  being  historical  soeiet  ies,  ousrht  to    ontribnte  5 
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funds  and  I  would  suggest  that  they  pay  five  or  ten  dollars  a 
year  instead  of  two  dollars.  If  there  be  any  historical  society 
in  Pennsylvania  so  desperately  poor  that  it  is  unable  to  pay 
more  than  two  dollars  in  order  to  be  a  member  of  this  associ- 
ation, it  certajnly  is  not  getting  very  far  in  its  activities  as  a 
society.  In  other  words,  let  us  try  to  be  somebody,  get  some- 
where, and  do  something-,  but  we  cannot  plod  along  in  this 
fashion  without  means. 

I  am  not  opposing  the  motion  of  Mr.  Montgomery  but  I 
make  these  remarks  because  I  believe  as  I  speak,  and  wish 
you  to  know  it.  I  shall  have  no  hesitancy  in  going  back  to  my 
Society,  reporting  my  action  on  this  subject,  and  requesting 
the  Society  to  be  willing  to  contribute  a  sufficient  sum  of 
money  to  enable  this  Federation  to  continue  its  work.  With 
391  members  we  pay  two  dollars.  Xow,  if  you  can  figure  how 
much  money  that  is  for  each  of  our  members  you  will  know 
what  a  terrific  burden  that  is  upon  us.  In  making  these  re- 
marks I  do  it  because  I  shall  propose  such  an  amendment 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  and  shall  also  pro- 
pose certain  other  amendments  wherein'  the  Secretary  may 
be  paid  for  his  services  a  sum  of  money  adequate  therefor,  to 
be  determined  by  the  Federation. 

Dr.  Bishop:  The  amount  of  the  assessment  is  simply  by 
resolution?    It  is  not  in  the  law,  is  it? 

The  Secretary:  Our  Constitution  names  two  dollars  as  the 
amount  of  annual  dues  to  be  paid  to  our  Treasurer  by  each 
one  of  the  constituent  Societies. 

Dr.  Bishop:  If  that  is  so,  that  might  he  changed:  but  talk- 
ing about  societies  with  three  hundred  members,  there  are  a 
grat  many  societies  that  need  to  be  appealed  to  because  they 
are  not  very  strong  financially. 

Mr.  Montgomery:  The  object  of  the  two  dollar  fee  being 
made  no  higher  was  that  no  society  might  be  excluded.  Mani- 
festly, it  would  be  very  much  better  that  all  societies  be  taxed 
according  to  their  membership,  in  which  case  it  would  not  be 
a  hardship  to  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania  to  send 
up  a  couple  of  thousand  dollars.  I  would  like  to  say  that 
this  association  was  formed  as  a  matter  of  State-wide  interest. 

When  there  came  up  the  question  of  a  great  deal  to  do.  we 
talked  to  our  Secretary,  and  he  seemed  to  think  that  fifty 
dollars  would  be  fair,  and  so  it  was  fixed  at  fifty  dollars.  We 
now  have  only  thirty-two  societies  and  we  ought  to  have  sixty- 
seven,  and  until  we  get  those  sixty-seven,  we  ought  to  keep  the 
expenditures  on  a  simple  basis.    It  is  not  a  difference  between 
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two  or  five  dollars,  because  I  would  he  glad  to  make  up  the 
difference  between  those  sums  for-  any  society  if  necessary. 

Dr.  Hark:  I  merely  want  to  say.  Mr.  President,  that  in  his- 
torical work  and  in  all  scientific  and  artistic  work  there  is  no 
such  thing  as  recompense.  We  cannot  begin  to  recompense  and 
pay  an.  adequate  amount  for  the  work  done.  Why,  we  would  be 
swamped,  and  our  Secretary  would  he  the  last  one  to  want 
anything  of  that  kind.  Who  of  us  can  do  good  work  histori- 
cally or  scientifically  and  be  thinking  at  the  same  time  of  the 
amount  of  money  that  can  be  gotten  out  of  it?  It  should  be 
above  that  consideration  entirely,  and  we  want  to  hear  that 
in  mind.  It  is  not  a  question  of  money.  This  is  properly  not 
called  a  salary.  It  is  called  an  honorarium.  I  think  that  we 
want  to  leave  it  that  way  as  much  as  possible:  that  is,  not  to 
commence  to  salarize  anybody.  We  are  doing  it  for  the  love 
of  the  cause.  That  applies  here  as  well  as  to  the  County  So- 
cieties. 

Mr.  Williams:  If  the  Secretary  is  simply  paid  an  honora- 
rium, let  us  make  it  large  enough  to  be  respectable.  Do  not 
tender  him  something  that  we  are  almost  ashamed  to  name.  I 
agree  with  the  last  speaker  that  we  are  interested  in  this  fur 
the  love  of  it  and  those  about  me  here  are  not  asking  compen- 
sation; but  when  we  put  fixed  and  definite  work  on  a  member 
of  the  association,  and  that  work  constantly  becoming  heavier, 
we  ought  to  pay  for  it,  call  it  what  you  please.  Now,  I  was 
very  much  pleased  to  vote  for  a  former  motion  along  this  Hue 
whereby  a  young  woman  was  tendered  fifty  dollars  for  work 
done.  Was  that  salary,  honorarium  or  compensation  for  work 
done  or  what  was  it?  Is  our  Secretary's  stipend  different 
from  that?  Xow,  if  we  are  limited  by  promise  made  to  the 
Legislature  of  1907  that  no  part  of  the  appropriation  shall  he 
used  for  salaries  or  for  payment  for  work  to  be  done,  then 
why  or  by  what  right  do  we  vote  fifty  dollars  plus  fifty  dollars 
or  one  hundred  dollars  to-day  with  resources  o\'  sixty-eight 
dollars?  Who  is  to  suffer  on  account  of  the  deficit  and  who  i- 
to  be  paid  the  full  amount? 

Mr.  Montgomery:  The  full  amount  is  named  in  my  report. 
I  read  the  report.  We  are  limited  to  sixty-four  dollars  in 
amount  and  after  paying  fifty  dollars,  the  balance  is  fourteen 
dollars. 

Mr.  Wiliams:  "Mr.  Chairman,  having  the  floor  I  think  possi- 
bly T  am  entitled  to  continue. 

The  President:   Continue. 

Mr,  Williams:    And   1  am  doififf  so  with  the  feeling  that  I 
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want  to  see  this  Federation  succeed.  It  is  not  succeeding  to- 
day because  it  is  not  going-  as  it  ought  to  go.    It  should  succeed 

in  its  work  better  than  it  does.  With  a  membership  of  thirty- 
two  societies,  we  should  have  more  than  this  small  number 
present  to-day.  I  believe  it  is  possible  to  arouse  such  feeling 
and  sentiment  among  the  members  that  we  will  have  larger 
meetings.  But  we  come  here  and  go  away  again.  "We  have  a 
fixed  and  appointed  program  and  know  largely  in  advance 
wmat  it  is  going  to  be.  People  do  not  take  the  trouble  to  travel 
a  hundred  miles  or  more  to  attend  a  three  hour  meeting.  My 
sole  thought  is  to  get  some  life  into  the  Federation,  if  possible ; 
and  if  it  is  not  possible,  we  know  what  else  there  is  to  do.  But 
I  think  it  is  fair  and  right  that  the  Secretary  of  this  Feder- 
ation should  receive  more  than  fifty  dollars  a  year  for  his 
services.  You  call  it  an  honorarium.  Is  that  simply  to  get 
around  actuation? 

Mr.  Montgomery:  I  submit  that  there  has  nothing  been  said 
about  getting  around  a  promise  made  in  obtaining  moneys  from 
the  State.  There  are  two  funds,  the  one  derived  from  the  State 
appropriation  and  the  other  from  the  dues  received  from  the 
constituent  societies.  We  are  under  no  promise  to  the  State  as 
to  what  we  shall  do  with  the  sixty-four  dollars  a  year.  That 
has  not  been  spent  in  the  past  year.  There  are  one  hundred 
and  thirteen  dollars  in  that  fund  of  which  we  have  appropri- 
ated to-day  the  fifty  dollars  to  one  person  and  fifty  dollars  to 
another.  There  is  no  "getting  around  "  anything  and  any  per- 
son should  be  able  to  see  that  with  half  an  eye. 

Mr.  Palmer:  I  rise  to  favor  the  payment  of  this  amount  of 
money  to  our  Secretary.  I  think  it  is  well  en  rued  and  only 
wish  we  had  the  means  or  facilities  for  making  it  at  least  one 
hundred  dollars.    I  think  the  service  is  well  worth  the  money. 

With  reference  to  a  change  of  our  Constitution  in  order  to 
raise  a  little  more  money  by  increasing  the  annual  dues  to  be 
paid  by  our  societies,  it  appears  to  me,  that  would  be  the  solu- 
tion of  the  difficulty.  While  the  society  that  T  represent  has 
only  about  one  hundred  members,  we  could  very  readily  pay 
considerably  more  than  two  dollars.  It  would  appear  to  me 
that  we  could  combine  both  ideas  and  have  two  dollars  as  a 
fee  and  at  least  each  society  pay  five  cents  a  member.  That 
would  give  the  society  having  three  hundred  members  dues 
of  fifteen  dollars  a  year.  The  society  having  one  hundred 
members  would  pay  five  dollars  a  year.  With  our  one  hundred 
members,  we  could  just  as  well  pay  five  dollars  as  two  dollars 
and  would  not  know  it  was  spent  in  vain. 
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Mr.  Williams:  I  rise  to  a  question  of  personal  privilege.    I 

beg  my  friend,  Air.  Montgomery's,  pardon  if  he  misunderstood 
what  I  said.  I  east  no  imputation  upon  him  whatever.  I  had  no 
thought  of  that.  I  hope  I  am  too  much  of  a  gentleman  to  do 
anything  of  that  kind;  but  I  trust  that  he  will  understand  me 
as  asking  is  it  because  of  the  fact  being  understood  that  this 
organization  pays  no  salaries,  therefore,  you  must  not  call  this 
a  salary.  I  mentioned  this  as  payable  as  salary.  That  is  all 
there  is  to  it. 

Miss  Wright:  Allow  me  to  say  that  1  represent  a  historical 
society  that  has  about  two  hundred  members,  and  always  had 
about  that  number  since  its  organization,  and  we  pay  one 
dollar  dues  a  year,  so  that  our  income  is  two  hundred  dollars. 
We  rent  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  society,  for  which  we  pay 
twenty  dollars  a  month,  and  that  amounts  to  two  hundred 
and  forty  dollars.  I  have  been  the  Secretary  of  the  society 
since  its  organization  with  the  exception  of  a  few  years  when 
1  was  sick  and  I  have  never  received  any  payment  for  my 
work,  but  I  have  an  assistant  who  is  paid  fifty  dollars  for  her 
work.  Xot  all  Historical  Societies  are  as  well  off  as  the  Nor- 
ristown  Society,  although  we  have  done  some  work  which  we 
consider  has  been  of  value  to  our  community.  I  do  nut  think 
it  would  be  right  for  a  Society  of  this  kind  to  have  the  dues 
based  upon  any  sliding  scale.  I  think  all  come  here  out  of  in- 
terest in  this  Federation.  I  do  not  think  T  could  have  carried 
on  the  work  of  the  Frankford  Society  had  it  not  been  for  tic- 
instruction  and  inspiration  derived  from  these  Federation 
meetings.  I  knew  nothing  about  the  work  at  first.  The  so- 
cieties should  be  on  the  same  footing  and  ought  not  to  pay 
five  cents  per  member,  they  should  all  pay  the  same  amount. 
I  do  not  think  that  it  would  be  equitable  to  have  one  Society 
pay  ten  dollars  and  another  pay  one  dollar.  It  would  defeat 
all  the  purposes  for  which  this  association  was  founded. 

Miss  Bailsman:  If  the  dues  to  the  Federation  arc  to  be  made 
five  dollars,  the  Lancaster  County  Historical  Societ)  will  '•«' 
willing  to  vote  for  such  action. 

The  second  thing  I  would  like  to  say  is,  that  if  this  question 
of  salary  for  our  Secretary  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  would  it 
not  be  well,  recognizing  the  immense  amount  o(  work  that  the 
Secretary  has  to  do  to-day,  in  proportion  to  what  lie  had  or- 
iginally to  do,  to  appoint  an  assistant  for  him  and  not  pay  any 
more  money  but  let  the  work  be  divided, 

Mr.  Cope:    Weren't  the  dues  at  first  one  dollar  [  ; 

The  Secretary:    Yes,  sir. 
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Mr.  Cope:  I  remember  we  increased  the  dues  to  two  dollars 
and  I  hold  that  they  ought  to  be  increased  to  five  dollars: 

The  Secretary:  The  first  year  the  dues  were  one  dollar  and 
then  were  increased  to  two  dollars. 

Mr.  Cope:  A  man  can  do  a  great  deal  of  work  when  inter- 
ested in  a  thing  but  sometimes  he  cannot  afford  to  do  an  un- 
limited amount  of  work. 

Mr.  Weiriek:  I  only  wish  to  say  that  the  probability  is  that 
we  would  not  get  any  additional  historical  societies  into  this 
association  if  the  dues  were  increased  to  five  dollars,  because 
many  of  these  societies  are  not  in  position  to  pay  even  the  two 
dollars,  and  I  am  afraid  we  could  not  get  in  the  societies  wo 
should,  have  in. 

Dr.  Hamilton:  One  of  the  objects  of  this  Federation  is  to 
get  concerted  action  for  the  preservation  of  public  records. 
It  is  a  combination  of  a  number  of  Historical  Societies  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania.  These  societies  have  an  aggregate 
membership  probably  of  several  thousand  people. 

The  Secretary:   Ten  thousand. 

Dr.  Hamilton:  I  do  not  know  how  many.  These  people 
all  are  members  of  certain  historical  societies,  and  as  societies 
are  represented  here,  or  should  be  represented,  by  delegates. 
Now  my  point  is  that  each  of  the  societies  in  the  Federation 
should  be  obligated  to  send  delegates  here,  or  name  such,  in 
number  proportionately  to  correspond  with  the  number  of  its 
members,  and  likewise  should  pay  into  the  Federation  treas- 
ury such  a  sum  by  way  of  annual  'dues  as  proportionately 
corresponds  with  the  number  of  its  members,  that  is  to  say,  a 
fixed  percentage  of  its  membership,  both  as  to  delegates  and 
money  dues,  in  other  words,  a  sliding  scale  as  to  these  two. 

As  a  State  organization,  in  the  sense  that  it  is  an  organiza- 
tion pertaining  to  the  entire  State,  we  have  here  to  do  with  the 
larger  matter  of  collecting,  preserving  and  tiling  of  the  State's 
records,  local  and  general,  and  for  this  purpose  apparently 
we  are  in  need  of  larger  funds  than  we  now  have  at  our  com- 
mand, and,  therefore,  should  devise  ways  whereby  to  secure 
larger  means'for  our  purpose,  in  view  of  all  of  which,  it  seems 
to  me,  the  total  sum  accruing  to  us  by  reason  of  the  payment 
of  but  two  dollars  duos  on  the  part  of  the  societies  is  entirely 
inadequate,  and  that  they  should  willingly  pay  a  larger 
amount  annually  towards  promoting  the  State-wide  work.

think  it  would  be  preferable  that  the  President  should  ask  the 
advice  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  the  appointing  of  the 
Committees.  I  do  not  know  that  any  definite  rule  is  needed. 
It  might  simply  be  a  matter  of  the  President  conferring  with 
the  Executive  Committee.  I  believe  that  the  President  would 
be  glad  to  receive  advice  in  the  naming  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees. In  the  past,  not  having  had  such  conference  meetings, 
it  was  difficult  to  get  such  advice.  It  has  largely  been  a  matter 
of  the  President  and  Secretary  working  together  in  the  ap- 
pointing of  these  Committees.  I  regard  it  as  right  that  the 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  should  be  asked  to  give 
the  President  any  assistance  they  can  in  this  matter. 

The  Secretary:  I  would  like  to  say,  Mr.  President,  that  the 
Secretary  was  entirely  at  sea  on  account  of  peculiar  circum- 
stances last  year.  Mr.  Moscrip,  our  President,  at  the  time, 
was  ill  when  I  wrote  him  for  his  appointments.  He  replied 
that  he  was  too  ill  to  act  in  the  matter  and  asked  me  to  do  that 
work.  I  then  tried  to  get  the  views  of  some  of  the  leading 
members  of  the  Federation,  and  to  get  them  to  assist  me  in 
making  up  the  committees.  Dr.  Ames  was  somewhat  urgent 
that  this  matter  should  take  a  little  more  considerate  and 
studied  course.  We  might  hear  from  him  also  as  to  this  mat- 
ter. 

Mr.  Ames:  I  expressed  my  views  in  the  address  I  gave  last 
year.  I  thought  it  was  wise  for  the  Executive  Committee  to 
offer  suggestions  to  the  President,  either  the  old  Executive 
Committee  might  impart  to  him  any  knowledge  they  might 
have  of  men  to  be  asked  to  serve  on  these  Committees  and  by 
their  suggestions  and  recommendations  aid  the  incoming 
President,  which  I  am  sure  he  would  welcome,  or  that  the  new 
Executive  Committee  take  up  the  matter  with  the  President. 
I  think  in  that  way  more  would  be  learned  of  the  men  and 
women  who  are  active  in  historical  work  and  who  are  in  spe- 
cially advantageous  position  to  render  assistance  to  the  work 
of  the  Federation.  I  do  not  think  that  this  is  a  matter  that 
needs  very  extended  discussion  to  show  its  merits.  I  take  it 
that  it  will  commend  itself  to  any  one  and  I  am  sure,  as  an 
ex-President,  that  our  incoming  President  and  others  here- 
after, will  welcome  such  suggestions  or  recommendations. 

Mr.  Xead:  I  would  say  it  would  be  a  very  great  gratifica- 
tion to  me  to  have  suggestions  along  these  lines  from  the 
Executive  Committee,  as  no  one  man  can  know  the  limitations 
or  qualifications  of  the  individual  members  of  this  association. 
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I  will  foe  very  glad  to  welcome  all  suggestions  that  the  mem- 
bers may  make  individually  to  the  Executive  Committee.  I 
will  call  the  Executive  Committee  together  at  an  early  date 
and  act  upon  all  suggestions  submitted. 

Mr.  Palmier :  It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  meet  on  the  same  day  of  the  annual  Federation  meet- 
ing and  it  seems  it  would  be  a  convenient  time  to  have  it  meet 
at  the  close  of  our  meeting  and  act  on  the  suggestion  sub- 
mitted. 

Mr.  Nead:  T  say  with  reference  to  that,  that  any  work  done 
right  after  the  meeting  by  the  Executive  Committee,  when  the 
close  of  the  day  is  at  hand,  would  have  to  be  done  very  hastily 
and  without  due  consideration,  and  I  mueb  prefer  to  have  the 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  at  another  time,  and  when 
a  sufficient  amount  of  time  can  be  given  to  the  consideration 
of  these  questions.  I  do  not  believe  in  doing  things  hastily 
and  in  a  haphazard  way. 

The  President :  Is  there  any  other  new  business. 

The  Secretary:  The  other  point  is  the  matter  of  a  larger 
or  wider  distribution  of  our  annual  proceedings,  and  as  to  that* 
Prof.  Ames  might  be  heard. 

Dr.  Ames:  Mr.  President,  I  do  not  like  to  talk  so  much  but 
I  did  suggest  to  the  Secretary  that  it  would  be  desirable  to 
send  our  publications  to  the  men  who  are  teaching  .historical 
subjects  in  the  various  colleges,  normal  schools  and  important 
high  schools  in  the  State  and  also  to  the  leading  Historical 
Societies  in  this  and  in  other  States.  I  understood  from  the 
Secretary  that  each  year  a  large  number  of  copies  are  left  on 
hand.  Some  of  these  left  over  copies  might  be  used  in  the  way 
suggested,  and  if  thus  given  wider  distribution,  especially  in 
our  own  State,  it  might  arouse  more  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Federation,  and  not  oiily  bring  about  a  better  attendance  at 
our  meetings,  but  in  general  promote  historical  research  in  the 
counties  and  in  the  State  throughout. 

Dr.  Hark:  I  merely  wish  to  ask  whether  a  committee  has 
been  appointed  to  draw  up  a  minute  of  respect,  or  something 
of  the  kind,  in  memory  of  the  deceased  officers  of  this  asso- 
ciation I 

The  President :  There  has  not. 

Dr.  Hark:  "Would  it  not  be  a  proper  thing,  then.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, to  appoint  a  standing  committee  on  Necrology  to  make 
record  from  time  to  time  of  the  deceased  members  of  the  dif- 
ferent societies,  so  that  we  can  call  for  such  records  from  time 
to  time  and  have  them  entered  on  our  minutes.    Manv  societies 
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have  such  a  committee.  I  suppose  most  county  historical  so- 
cieties have  their  committee  on  Necrology.  This  would  make  it 
easier  for  this  Committee  to  follow  up  that  work.  I  think  it 
would  be  a  good  tiling,  but  I  make  it  only  as  a  suggestion  now. 

The  Secretary  ?  Is  there  to  be  no  action  with  reference  to 
the  distribution  of  our  proceedings? 

Dr.  McKinley:  T  suggest  that  they  be  sent  to  the  Professors 
of  History  in  the  colleges  and  normal  schools  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania.  That  would  be  a  comparatively  small  number, 
not  more  than  forty  or  fifty,  and  they  would  be  very  well 
placed  in  such  institutions. 

I  make  that  as  a  motion. 

Mr.  Palmer:  I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

The  President:  What  other  new  business  have  we?  It  is 
suggested  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  draft  memorials 
with  reference  to  our  recently  deceased  officers,  and  have  the 
same  appear  in  the  printed  proceedings  of  this  meeting.  This 
action  was  suggested  earlier  in  our  proceedings.  Do  you  want 
'such  a  committee  ? 

Prof.  Stein  :  I  move  that  the  matter  be  left  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Mr.  Xead:  I  think,  Mr.  President,  that  it  would  be  more  in 
order  and  more  respectful  if  this  body  itself  would  name  the 
committee  to  act  as  to  the  matter  of  preparing  the  resolutions. 

Dr.  McKiuley :  I  move  that  the  incoming  President  and  two 
members  selected  by  the  gentleman  in  the  chair  to-day  be 
made  such  a  committee. 

Mr.  "Williams:   I  second  the  motion. 

On  the  question, 

Mr.  Palmer:  It  seems  to  be  rather  within  the  province  of 
the  present  presiding  officer  to  name  that  committee  as  the 
deceased  officers  were  members  of  the  present  set  of  officers. 

Mr.  MoutgQUiery :  Then,  I  would  say  that  the  present  Chair- 
man and  the  incoming  President  be  the  Committee. 

Dr.  McKiuley:  I  withdraw  the  first  motion  and  now  move 
that  the  Committee  consists  of  the  present  presiding  officer 
and  the  President-elect. 

Dr.  Bishop :   I  second  the  motion.

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MEMORIALS    OF    HONORABLE    GEORGE    MOSCRIP,    DECEASED,   PRESI- 
DENT, AND  THE   HONORABLE  CHARLES  TUBBS,  DECEASED, 
THIRD  VICE-PRESIDENT. 
Your  undersigned   committee,   appointed    to   draft    and   report    memorials   of   the 
Honorable   George    Moserip,    late    President,   and    the    Honorable   Charles    Tubbs, 
late  Third  Vice  President  of  the  Federation,  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows; 

HONORABLE    CF.ORGE    MOSCRIP. 

Among  the  best  known  and  most  highly  honored  citizens  of  Touanda,  Bradford 
County,  Pa.,  was  the  Honorable  George  Moserip.  He  was  active  along  many  useful 
lines.  He  was  particularly  interested  in  historical  research,  and  a  man  of  fine 
intellectuality,  a  close  student,  and  a  wide  reader,  he  kept  thoroughly  abre  si 
of  all  modern  thought. 

Mr.  Moserip  was  of  Scottish  descent  on  his  paternal  side.  His  grandfather. 
Reverend  George  Moserip,  of  Greenock,  Scotland,  was  a  Presbyterian  clergyman, 
serving  at  the  church  in  Greenock  for  a  period  of  thirty  years.  His  son,  Andrew 
Moserip,  the  father  of  George,  was  the  American  founder  of  this  branch  of  th-3 
family.  He  came  to  this  country  in  his  early  manhood,  where  he  married,  return- 
ing to  Scotland,  but  later  he  came  back  to  America  and  settled  in  Bradford  County, 
residing  in  Herrick  Township  until  his  death  in  1871.  His  wife  was  Fannie  White, 
daughter  of  William  White,  of  New  England  ancestry. 

George  Moserip,  the  subject  cf  this  sketch,  was  bora  on  January  23,  ls4'\  at 
Greenock,  Scotland,  during  the  period  of  the  family's  temporary  sojourn  in  that 
country.  He  was  brought  to  this  country  in  the  first  year  of  his  life.  He  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Herrick  Township,  and  at  the  LeRaysville 
Academy.  When  he  was  sixteen  years  of  age,  he  eommem-ed  teaching  school, 
and  with  slight  interruption  continued  in  his  profession  for  fourteen  years.  Mr. 
Moserip  was  twice  married:  April  5,  1870,  to  his  first  wife,  Harriet  L.  Pease.  She 
died  in  1874.  He  was  married  the  second  time  July  2.  187^,  to  Sarah  M.  Lumis. 
who  died  August  27,  1891.  During  the  Civil  War  Mr.  Moserip  served  in  the 
LTnion  Army. 

In  polities  he  was  a  Progressive  Republican,  and  was  elected  as  the  firs: 
treasurer  of  the  new  Washington  Party  in  Bradford  County,  and  was  the  incum- 
bent of  that  office  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Moserip  for  many  years  of  his  life  was  much  interested  in  polities.  He 
served  in  the  Pennsylvania  Legislature  in  the  years  1^74  and  1^7.".  Tn  1906  he 
was  again  elected  to  the  Hous^  of  Representatives,  and  served  by  re-election  n 
the  sessions  of  1907  and  1909. 

Closely  in  touch  and  interested  as  he  was  with  historical  matters,  it  is  not 
strange  to  find,  him  for  many  years  an  active  member  of  the  Bradford  County 
Historical  Society,  and  he  was  chosen  its  President  at  ir*  annual  meeting  in  1913. 
For  some  time  he  acted  as  associate  editor  for  Genealogical  Hi>>rory  in  Northern 
Pennsylvania. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Societies 
in  1913,  he  was  elected  its  President,  having  served  tin  preceding  year  as  one  of  it> 
vice-presidents. 

He  died  December  5,  1913,  survived  by  one  daughter  and  three  sons;  Fannie 
E.,  George  L..  Andrew  L.  and  Louis  S. 

HONORABLE  CHARLES   TIBRS. 
Honorable   Charles   Tubbs,   of   Osceola,    Tioga    County,    Pa.,    the   subject    of    I      - 
sketch,  was  born   in   Elkland   Township,  now   Osceola,   Tioga    County.   Pa.,   on   the 
eleventh  day  of  July.  1S43,     He  was  the  son  of  James  and  Anna  (Gleason)   Tubbs. 
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His    earlier    education    was    obtained    in    the    common    schools    and    at    Union 
Academy,  in   which  institution   lie  inter  taught,  as  be  aiso  ilid    in   the   Well* 
Academy.    He  attended  Alfred  University,  and  Inter  Union  College  at  Schei  ectady, 
N.  Y.,  from  which  last  named  institution  he  graduated  in   1864.     He  received  his 

legal  education  in  the  Ann  Arbor  Law  School,  graduating  in  1867.  He  was  at 
once  admitted  to  the  Tioga  County  Bar,  and  took  up  his  resideuce  at  O^eeola, 
where  he  practiced  his  profession,  ami  gave  his  attention  to  the  many  other  exten- 
sive business  activities  in   which   he  was  interested. 

In  politics  Mr.  Tubbs  was  a  Republican,  and  he  served  with  ability  in  not  a  few 
political  positions.  In  J  s 7 9 ,  1883  and  1*99  he  represented  Tioga  County  in  the 
Republican  State  Conventions.  From  a  subordinate  position  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  at  Harrisburg  in  1869,  he  marked  out  his  legislative  career.  He 
was  elected  to  the  Pennsylvania  Legislature  to  represent  his  native  county  of 
Tioga  in  1880,  and  again  in  1882.  During  both  these  sessions  he  served  upon  im- 
portant Legislative  Committees,  and  was  appointed  by  Governor  Hoyt  a  member 
of  the  Commission   on   Prisons. 

During   the   deadlock    in    the   Pennsylvania   Legislature   in    the    winter   of    1^99 
over  the  election  of  a  United  States  Senator,  Mr.  Tubbs  was  voted  for  as  a  can- 
didate  for  that   office  against   Senator   Matthew   S.    Quay,   and   in    the  pro!      _• 
contest   received  not  a   few  votes;     at  one  stage   of  the   contest,   over  fifty  votes 
were  cast  for  him. 

In  touch  with  the  active  business  interests  of  his  town  and  county,  Mr.  Tubbs 
held  a  well  recognized  position.  He  served  as  a  trustee  of  the  State  Hospital  at 
Blossburg;  he  was  a  director  of  the  Wellsboro  Xational  Bank;  he  was  president 
of  the  Cowanesque  Valley  Agricultural  Society  for  a  number  of  years,  and  was 
successful  in  the  prosecution   of  his  profession  as  a  lawyer. 

Mr.  Tubbs  had  a  strong  predeliction  for  historical  study  and  research.  He  was 
the  President,  and  the  chief  moving  spirit  from  its  organization,  of  the  Tioga 
County  Historical  Society.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Pennsylvania  Society  Sons 
of  the  Revolution,  and  was  the  representative  of  the  Tioga  County  Historical 
Society  in  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Societies,  and  at  the  time 
of  his  death  was  the  Third  Vice-president  of  that  Federation. 

At  the  Lycoming  Centennial  in  July,  189.1,  Mr.  Tubbs  was  one  of  the  principal 
speakers.  He  delivered  an  historical  address  relating  to  the  northwestern  part  of 
the  original  territory  of  Lycoming  County,  which  presented  and  preserved  much 
local  history  which  might  have  been  lost  but  for  his  painstaking  care  in  this 
address. 

He  was  president  of  the  Tioga  County  Centennial  Commission  in  1904.  and  in 
all  historical  matters  was  interested  and  most  active;  particularly  in  gatherum  and 
preserving  local  history.  His  historical  library  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  valuable 
owned  by  any  private  citizen  in  the  State. 

Among  his  own  published  works  are  the  histories  of  Deerfield,  Knoxville.  and 
Osceola,  1883;  "  Osceola  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion'';  the  "Lycoming  Cen- 
tennial," 1906;  ''Pioneer  of  Tioga  County";  "Little  Journeys, "  1905;  "TTells- 
boro  and  the  Wells  Family,"  1909.  His  last  work  was  a  paper  read  before  the 
local  Historical  Society  in  December,  1912,  relating  to  Tioga  Township.  Lycoming 
County,  in  1800. 

The  personality  of  Mr.  Tubbs  was  charming,  and  he  was  a  genial  and  loyal 
friend.  His  life  was  pure,  his  character  unstained,  ami  his  ability  was  recogniied 
by  all  who  knew  him. 

Mr.  Tubbs'  home   life  was  of   the   happiest.      On   October  22,    1879,   he   married 
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Sylvina  Bacon,,  daughter  of  Ard  Hoyt  and  Lucinda  (Murdoek)  Bacon.    Their  only 
son,  Warren,  is  a  lawyer  in  active  practice  in  Buffalo,  New  York. 

Mr.  Tubbs  enjoyed  traveling,  and  in  1894  he  made  a  tour  of  Europe  with  his 
family  and  a  few  years  later  he  spent  several  months  in  traveling  across  the  Ameri- 
can continent  and  along  the  Pacific  coast. 

For  some  time  Mr.  Tubbs  bad  been  suffering  with  heart  disease.  During  the 
holidays  just  preceding  his  death,  he  paid  a  visit  to  the  family  of  his  son,  Warren, 
in  Buffalo,  but  being  under  a  strain  owing  to  the  illness  of  his  wife,  his  nervous 
system  was  seriously  affected,  and  death  came  to  him  suddenly  at  his  son's  Irene, 
on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  January,  1013.

Providing  for  the  establishment  of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Corami- 
sion  ;  defining  its  powers  and  duties  ;  and  making  an  appropriation 
for  its  work. 

Section  1.    Be  it  enacted,  frc.,     Th:it  within  sixty  days  after  the    Pennsylvania 
passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  shall  appoint  five  citizens  of  this    mission?1 
Commonwealth   who   shall    constitute  the    Pennsylvania    Historical 
Commission,  which  commission  shall  be  a  body  corporate  Utnler  its    frodj 
title  aforesaid,  ami  shall  he  charged  \\  irh  the  duty  ot  marking  ami 
preserving    the    antiquities   and    historical    landmarks    of    Pennsyl- 
vania.

Section  2.  Two  of  the  members  of  said  commission  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  two  years,  and  throe  members  for  four  years,  and  eaefa 

thereafter  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  years.  They  shall 
receive  no  compensation  for  their  services,  but  shall  be  allowed  their 
actual  expenses  while  engaged  upon  the  business  of  the  eommiss 

Section  3.  The  commission  slmll  organize  immediately  after  its 
appointment,  by  the  election  of  one  of  its  members  a£  chairman, 
another  as  secretary,  and  another  as  treasurer;  and  it  may  adopt 
such  rules  of  organization  and  procedure  as  it  may  deem  necessary, 
and  determine  the  terms  and  duties  of  its  officers  and  emplo 
The  commission  may,  when  necessity  demands  it.  appoint  a  clerk, 
who  shall  be  a  stenographer,  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  one  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  and  a  curator  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  twelve 
hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Section  4.  The  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission  may,  upon  its 
own  initiative  or  upon  the  petition  of  municipalities  or  historical 
societies,  mark  by  proper  monuments,  tablets,  or  markers,  places  or 
buildings,  within  this  Commonwealth,  where  historical  events  have 
transpired,  and  may  arrange  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  such 
markers  or  monuments.  It  may  also  undertake,  within  the  mea:  -  * 
its  command,  the  preservation  or  restoration  of  ancient  or  historic 
public  buildings,  military  works,  or  monuments  connected  with  the 
history  of  Pennsylvania;  and  to  this  eud  it  may  contract  with 
cities,  boroughs,  and  townships,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Common- 
wealth, or  with  historical  societies  or  other  associations,  with  proper 
bond  or  security,  for  the  maintenance  of  such  buildings,  works,  and 
monuments  as  a  consideration  for  assistance  in  their  erection,  res- 
toration, preservation,  or  marking  by  said  commission. 

Section  5.  The  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission  may  receive, 
for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth,  gifts  or  bequests  of  relics 
or  other  articles  of  historical  interest,  which  shall  be  deposited  by 
it  in  the  State  ..luseum ;  and  the  said  commission  may  accept  for 
the  Commonwealth,  gifts  and  bequests  of  money  or  securities  for 
the  endowment  ot  its  work,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of 
the  donors;  and  it  shall,  in  conjunction  with  the  Governor,  Auditor 
General,  and  State  Treasurer,  who  shall  together  with  the  mem- 
bers of  the  said  commission  constitute  a  body  of  trustees  for  the 
care  of  such  funds,  invest  the  same  in  the  bonds  of  this  Common- 
wealth or  of  any  political  division  thereof,  the  interest  and  income 
from  which  may  be  used  by  said  commission  for  its  purposes  under 
this  act,  or  applied  to  such  uses  in  line  therewith  as  may  be  speci- 
fied by  the  respective  donors  of  any  of  said  funds. 

Section  6.  A  suitable  loom  in  the  Capitol  or  in  the  State  Library 
Building  shall  be  provided  tor  the  said  commission  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  in  which  the  office  of  the  com- 
mission shall  be  kept. 

Section  7.  The  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may   be    necessary,   is  hereby  appropriated   to  the    iVnnsyb. 
Historical    Commission,    for   the    two    fiscal   years    beginning   J 
first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  thirteen:    and  this  and  all  subse- 
quent   appropriations   shall    be   paid    by    the   State   Treasurer,   upon 
the  warrant  of  trie  Auditor  General,  upon  the  presentation  by  the 
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commission  of  proper  vouchers  signed  by  it--  chairman  and  attested 

by  its  secretary. 

Approved— The  25th  .lay  of  July,  A.  D.  1913,  in  the  sum  of  $10,- 
000.  1  withhold  my  approval  from  the  remainder  of  said  appro- 
priation because  of  insufficient  State  revenue.

Address  of  the  President 

The  President,  Mr.  Xead,  addressed  the  meeting  as  follows : 

Fellow  Workers  of  the  Federation  :  I  am  deeply  sensible 
of  the  honor  and  privilege  which  yon  have  accorded  to  me  in 
choosing  me  to  be  president  of  this  Federation,  and  in  per- 
mitting me  to  address  you  to-day.  I  am  also  mindful  of  the 
responsibilities  which  the  office  bears  with  it. 

The  question  where  the  duty  of  absolute  acquiescence  ends 
and  the  duty  of  stricture  or  criticism  begins  is  a  delicate  one, 
and  in  no  case  easy  to  solve.  Absolute  acquiescence  in  the  ex- 
isting condition  of  affairs  is  sometimes  weakness,  or  worse, 
cowardice.  On  the  other  hand  stricture,  which  is  but  the  vain 
utterance  of  the  chronic  eaviler,  is  a  most  disagreeable  nui- 
sance, so  at  the  outstart  of  this  address  your  president  desires 
to  assure  his  friends  of  the  Federation  that  no  such  disagree- 
able nuisance  shall  be  in  any  way  involved  in  what  he  may 
say.  He  desires  to  make  no  stricture  upon  or  adverse  criticism 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Societies  in  its 
aims,  its  purposes,  or  in  its  operations.  It  is  his  purpose  sim- 
ply to  present  in  their  proper  bearings  a  few  thoughts  evolved 
from  a  sort  of  friendly  talk  he  has  had  with  not  a  few  of  those 
prominently  identified  with  the  Federation  in  an  executive  or 
representative  capacity. 

And  right  here  he  desires  to  express  his  appreciation  of  the 
courtesy  shown  to  him  by  all  connected  with  the  Federation. 
and  to  thank  individually  the  many  who  favored  him  with 
their  views  upon  the  present  status  of  this  organization,  in 
the  successful  operations  of  which  we  all  are  chiefly  inter- 
ested. 

Of  this  Federation  to-day  can  be  demanded  no  apology  for 
its  existence,  and  it  has  only  to  point  to  the  array  o(  its  an 
nual  bulletins  for  proof  of  its  usefulness  and  conscientious 
industry. 
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That  it  came  into  being  at  a  period  .so  late  in  the  life  of 
our  Commonwealth  is  to  be  regretted.  For  many  years  to  the 
patient  and  painstaking  local  laborer  in  every  phase  of  our 
historical  activity,  the  actual  pre-eminence  of  Pennsylvania  in 
history  as  a  factor  in  nation  building  has  been  no  secret,  and 
to  the  thoughtful  analyst  of  the  situation  is  patent  the  reason 
why  this  great  State  has  been  such  an  insignificant  figure  in 
the  recorded  story  of  the  nation's  past. 

Historiography  in  Pennsylvania  suggests  to  the  experienced 
observer  a  mighty  mosaic,  wrought  in  double  tides  by  the 
hand  of  some  whimsical  workman  with  a  cubist  or  like  eccen- 
tric design  upon  his  trestle-board,  or  a  heroic  canvas  sketched 
by  some  mad  artist  who  has  dashed  his  brush  hither  and 
thither,  ignorant  or  regardless  of  every  law  of  arrangement 
and  order. 

In  the  long  years  of  the  past,  while  Pennsylvania  with  crim- 
inal complaisance  has  allowed  her  public  documents,  her  price- 
less MMS,  her  archives,  to  be  the  prey  of  the  selfish  relic  hun- 
ter and  collector,  or  to  be  food  for  the  paper  mills;  while  she 
has  left  unnoted,  unmarked  and  unguarded  the  remains  of  her 
antiquities,  her  countless  historical  sites,  her  landmarks,  her 
trophies  and  her  keepsakes,  and  has  contentedly  relegated 
them  to  the  tender  mercies  of  the  tooth  of  time  or  to  the  greedy 
clutch  of  the  mercenary  purloiner;  while  Pennsylvania  has 
been  thus  neglectful,  record-keeping,  record-preserving,  monu- 
ment and  marker  building  have  been  for  nearly  two  hundred 
years  fixed  habits  in  Xew  England,  and  I  know  of  no  more 
valuable  historical  record  made  in  America  than  the  splendid 
documentary  histories  of  Massachusetts  and  Xew  York,  treas- 
ure chests  they  are  indeed  for  the  student  and  writer  of  Amer- 
ican his  tor}'. 

Need  we  then  marvel  or  complain  that  the  history  of  East 
America  has  been  written  largely  from  the  standpoint  of  Xew 
England  and  Xew  York,  and  that  Pennsylvania  has  not  been 
accorded  her  rightful  place  in  it  l 

The  trouble  with  us  has  not  been  and  is  not  that  we  have 
been  lacking  in  competent,  zealous  and  industrious  biograph 
ers,  genealogists,  analysts,  chroniclers  and  local  historians; 
not  that  the  rich  parts  o\'  the  mosaic  remain  unchisled.  not 
that  the  constituent  figures  and  features  o(  the  heroic  canvas 
have  not  been  etched  with  skill;  but  because  we  have  been  so 
tardy  in  conceiving,  so  sluggish  in  executing  plans  of  concert- 
ed action  and  of  associated  work;    team  play  they  call  it  in 
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modern  parlance.  So  helpless  amid  the  commercialism  of  the 
day;   so  financially  poor  because  of  the  utilitarian, — it  might 

almost  be  said  niggardly — policy  of  our  State,  for  whose 
honor  only  many  of  us  are  working,  that  we  have  no  properly 
supported  academically  governed  general  workshop,  so  to 
speak,  where  may  be  assembled  and  properly  distributed  the 
disjecta  Membra  of  that  great  work,  which  we  to-day  can  see 
only  with  the  eye  of  faith;  that  masterpiece,  the  philosophical, 
continued  and  fully  digested  story  of  a  great  State,  with  which 
some  future  Keystone  historian  or  body  of  such  historians 
collaborating  may  enrich  literature  to  the  admiration  of  the 
world  and  the  honor  of  old  Pennsylvania. 

For  the  work  already  accomplished  by  the  Federation  there 
is  nothing  but  commendation;  praiseworthy  is  the  term  ap- 
plied to  it,  especially  in  the  light  of  the  fact  that  it  has  been 
largely  "the  making  of  bricks  without  straw." 

As  to  the  form  of  organization;  in  the  light  of  experience 
the  Federation's  plan  of  working  under  a  system  of  standing 
committees,  each  with  specific  duties,  is  approved  as  easily 
the  most  comprehensive  plan  for  bringing  results. 

There  has  been  some  criticism  of  the  manner  in  which  these 
committees  have  been  constituted.  Del  vers  into  the  story  of 
the  j)ast  are  as  a  rule  specialists.  It  is  an  objection  quite  rea- 
sonable then  to  say  that  the  individual  who  is  interested  in 
searching  out  and  marking  historic  sites,  if  placed  upon  the 
Committee  on  Bibliography,  will  work  with  little  interest  or 
efficiency;  and  that  the  individual  who  gives  all  the  time  he 
has  to  spare  for  historical  work  to  the  searching  out  and  pre- 
serving of  MMS.  record,  rarely  leaving  home,  should  be  placed 
upon  the  Committee  on  Historical  Activity,  which  has  chiefly 
"to  do  with  the  formation  of  historical  societies  in  different 
parts  of  the  State. " 

These  references  are  sufficient  to  show  the  trend  of  the  ob- 
jection. 

The  interest  of  the  individual  thus  identified  with  the  work 
of  Federation  in  an  uncongenial  way  will  doubtless  he  but 
sentimental.  This  situation  arises,  it  is  suggested,  from  a 
lack  of  acquaintance  by  the  president  with  the  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  Federation  and  of  a  knowledge  of  the  individual's 
tastes  and  usual  historical  pursuits;  also  it  is  one  o\  the  argu- 
ments advanced  in  favor  of  more  extended  or  more  frequent 
sessions  and  a  longer  tenure  of  office  for  the  president. 

It  would  be  a  difficult  task  to  clnn>se  members  of  the  several 
standing  committees  who  would  have  a  personal  rather  than 
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a  sentimental  interest  in  the  work  of  the  committee,  and  after 
all  in  the  widening  influence  of  ideas,  it  remains  true  that  an 
idea  rarely  becomes  a  strong'  agent  unless  it  is  taken  in  a 
solvent  of  sentimental  feeling,  and  it  has  been  well  .-aid  that 
"The  great  world  battle  for  the  development  of  thought  is 
continuously  foreshadowed  in  the 'struggle  of  patriotic  feeling 
or  sentiment  seeking  justification  for  life  of  State  or  country.'' 

Additional  standing  committees  with  general  duties  have 
been  suggested.  Reference  will  be  made  to  this  phase  of  the 
subject  later. 

The  failure  of  the  standing  committees  to  hold  a  meeting  or 
meetings  in  the  interim  between  the  annual  meetings  for  con- 
sultation, has  been  criticized,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that 
the  standing  committee  be  required  each  to  have  a  meeting  in 
the  spring  to  mark  out  plans,  and  if  possible  a  second  meeting 
near  the  close  of  the  year. 

Many  representatives  believe  that  the  annual  sessions  of  the 
Federation  are  too  brief  and  the  business  too  hurriedly  trans- 
acted. Some  advocate  a  full  day's  session;  others  favor  a 
full  day's  session  and  an  evening  session  of  a  social  charac- 
ter, for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  acquaintanceship  of  the 
members. 

A  plea  also  has  been  entered  that  the  Federation  once  a 
year  hold  an  extra  session  (other  than  it's  business  session  at 
Harrisburg)  at,  say — Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh  Scranton, 
Erie,  etc.,  in  succession. 

It  seems  desirable  to  some  representatives  that  something 
along  new  channels  be  introduced.  The  Federation  meets  in 
so  obscure  a  manner  and  for  so  short  a  time  that  even  it<  own 
representatives  have  no  opportunity  for  enlightenment,  and 
it  goes  without  saying  that  the  public  learns  nothing  and  re- 
mains ignorant  of  even  tbe  fact  of  the  existence  of  the  Federa- 
tion and  the  character  of  its  work.  There  should  be  a  general 
meeting  in  a  public  hall,  some  suggest,  as  part  of  the  program. 
High  school  teachers  and  students  should  be  present  to  listen 
to  papers  or  lectures  on  live  historical  subjects.  If  this  pro- 
gram be  not  followed,  then  let  other  means  be  adopted  toward 
furthering  wider  interest  in  the  State's  history  among  school 
teachers  and  educators. 

It  has  been  further  suggested  that  the  work  o(  our  associa- 
tion is  federated  activity  and  not  individual  activity;  hence  it 
follows  that  the  meetings  of  tiie  Federation  cannot  be  and 
should  not  be  the  same  as  those  o^  individual  and  local  so- 
cieties.   They  should  be  devoted  to  planning  by  delegate-  and 
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not  to  pleasure,  resulting  from  the  hearing  of  papers  road  or 

enjoyment  of  any  description.  Tho.se  who  attend  are  busy 
men,  and  should  these  meetings  be  prolonged  to  any  extent,  it 
might  have  the  effect  of  deterring  certain  persons  from  giving 

their  time  and  advice  who  could  not  be  well  spared. 

As  to  the  character  of  the  work;  the  making-  of  historical 
records  of  a  continuous  character  is  strongly  advocated.  It 
is  advanced  that  it  would  be  well  for  each  local  society  to  start 
at  the  very  beginning  of  its  local  history,  and  by  a  series  of  ex- 
haustive monographs  thus  furnish  a  complete  whole  up  to  the 
present  time.  This  would  give  material  for  the  complete  his- 
tory of  the  development  of  the  province  and  the  Common- 
wealth, and  then  properly  collated,  or  even  by  the  publication 
of  the  monographs,  should  he  superior  to  anything  in  exist- 
ence. This  would  he  method  as  compared  to  the  haphazard 
arrangement. 

It  is  a  question  also  whether  it  might  not  be  well  to  appoint 
a  committee  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  give  a  resume  of  im- 
portant happenings  during  the  year,  especially  with  reference 
to  historical  events,  operations,  and  activities.  This  might  he 
in  the  nature  of  a  scrap  book  containing  extracts  from  news- 
papers and  other  sources.  Eventually  this  would  make  a  valu- 
able and  interesting  collection.  It  is  further  suggested  that 
the  work  under  the  head  of  Publication  of  Lists  be  extended 
to  include  the  preparation  of  a  list  of  historical  publications 
of  the  past,  including  provincial  newspapers,  etc.,  known  to 
be  in  existence,  noting  the  library  or  other  place  where  they 
may  be  found;  such  collation  to  be  made  by  an  experienced 
librarian  and  he  or  she  remunerated  for  services  rendered. 
The  work  of  existing  committees  of  course  to  be  continued  in 
its  present  form. 

One  of  the  most  imperative  demands  is  for  the  publication 
of  important  and  practical  data  which  has  been  gathered  by 
the  Federation;  an  almost  universal  demand  and  one  that 
looks  to  almost  certain  accomplishment  is  that  for  the  prepara- 
tion and  publication  of  Pennsylvania  Historical  Indices:  first 
the  index  of  the  matters  collated  and  presented  in  the  various 
bulletins  published  by  t\w  Federation;  then  for  exhaustive  in- 
dices of  all  series  of  Pennsylvania's  published  Archives,  the 
Colonial  Records,  the  Statutes  at  Largo,  the  special  laws 
passed  by  the  legislature,  and  kindred  publications.  There 
cannot  be  any  doubt  of  the  far-reaching  importance  oIl  the 
promotion  and  publication  of  such  a  work  as  this.     It  is  amaz- 
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ing,  the  amount  of  interesting-  historical  matter  that  is  buried 
and  inaccessible  in  the  publications  referred  to. 

Valuable  suggestions  have  also  been  made  with  respect  to 
the  form  of  the  return  made  of  their  activities,  by  local  histor- 
ical societies,  to  the  Federation,  and  it  is  suggested  that  a 
more  comprehensive  system  is  desirable  for  this  return;  the 
subject  being  important  enough  for  a  special  committee  to  be 
appointed  to  prepare  a  standard  form  for  such  returns. 

One  objection  to  the  form  of  organization  voiced  is  that  the 
meetings  of  the  Federation  are  participated  in  by  too  few 
people,  and  the  subject  matter  of  the  meetings  is  usually  of 
such  a  routine  character  that  persons  do  not  care  to  go  to  the 
expense  to  travel  a  great  distance  in  order  merely  to  attend 
to  routine  business.  And  the  thought  is  thrown  out  that  if  it 
were  possible  to  bring  to  the  meetings  of  the  Federation  some 
of  the  great  historians  of  the  country  and  others  who  are  capa- 
ble of  dealing  with  great  historical  features  of  our  American 
life,  and  have  them  read  a  paper  or  deliver  an  address  on  some 
phase  of  American  history,  State  or  National,  it  might  be 
beneficial  and  arouse  more  interest  in  the  meetings  of  the  Fed- 
eration. 

The  unstable  and  non-continuing  character  of  the  represen- 
tative membership  is  also  adverted  to.  It  is  desirable  that 
there  should  be  more  permanence  in  the  representation,  and 
several  suggestions  have  been  made  in  this  regard:  one  par- 
ticularly which  is  worthy  of  consideration,  and  that  is  that 
there  shall  be  created  a  plan  of  permanent  fellowship,  and 
that  each  society,  a  member,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  pre- 
senting the  name  of  its  most  interested  and  effective  worker 
to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Federation,  looking  to  his 
choice  as  a  Fellow  of  the  Federation,  to  remain  in  continuous 
connection  with  it ;  the  number  of  Fellows,  to  be  limited  so  that 
the  body  should  not  become  unwieldly,  and  the  Board  of  Fel- 
lows to  he  and  remain  in  a  sort  of  advisory  capacity  with  the 
Executive  Committee.  In  this  connection  it  has  also  been 
stiggested  that  the  Federation  shall  ordain  a  medal  or  a  dec- 
oration, to  be  awarded  at  long  intervals  and  after  mature  de- 
liberation to  some  local  historical  worker  who  has  attained 
pre-eminence^  particularly  in  the  field  of  Pennsylvania  His- 
torical Research. 

Loan  deposits  of  historical  documents  and  manuscripts  in 
private  hands,  in  the  opinion  of  some  representatives,  would 
add  value  to  this  data  and  certainly  render  it  more  available. 
The  MMS,  etc.,  could  be  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  nearest 
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local  historical  society  (in  the  absence  of  a  general  federation 

or  commission  depository),  and  a  return  of  the  same  be  made 
to  the  Federation,  scheduling  the  general  character,  date,  etc., 
of  the  records,  MMS,  or  documents,  the  name  of  the  owner 
and  the  address  of  the  secretary  of  the  society  with  which  it 
is  deposited.  This  is  undoubtedly  a  good  thing  to  do,  but  the 
difficulty  in  the  way  is  to  satisfy  the  private  owner  of  the  relic 
or  whatever  it  may  be  that  it  is  safe  in  the  hands  of  the  cus- 
todian. 

There  comes  another  timely  suggestion  to  your  president, 
given  from  the  viewpoint  of  one  who  has  long  been  a  member 
and  officer  of  an  active  local  historical  society.  It  involves  the 
promotion  of  more  general  interest  in  local  historical  societies. 
At  present,  the  argument  is,  the  contract  of  the  Federation 
with  the  local  societies  as  such  is  feeble,  and  with  the  member- 
ship of  them  almost  null.  The  name  of  the  Federation  nearly 
passes  out  of  mind  with  the  lapse  of  time  between  the  yearly 
meetings.  The  character  of  the  relation  between  the  Federa- 
tion and  the  local  historical  society  is  appraised  at  a  high 
value,  and  any  plan  that  will  cause  the  Federation  to  come 
more  frequently  and  more  directly  at  least  into  the  notice  of 
the  membership  of  the  local  societies  is  worth  considering.  A 
plan  deemed  effective  and  up  to  date  for  this  purpose  is  the 
publication  of  an  "organ,"  to  call  it  by  a  common  name.  It 
should  be  simple  in  form;  not  ambitious;  to  be  nothing  more 
than  a  means  of  communication  and  of  inter-communication 
between  the  local  societies,  including,  and  restricted  to,  the 
briefest  statement  of  gem-rat  interest;  titles,  etc.,  of  papers 
read;  perhaps  notes  and  queries,  etc.,  added. 

Under  such  a  plan  as  this  a  list  of  papers,  subjects,  authors, 
etc.,  might  be  kept  continuous  during  the  year  and  bound  in 
annual  volumes. 

This  proposition,  like  many  other  valuable  ones  that  have 
already  been  made,  is  largely  dependent  upon  the  financial 
ability  of  the  Federation,  and  here  is  the  crux  of  the  whole 
matter.  It  is  a  crying  shame  that  an  organisation  of  this  kind 
with  its  potentialities  for  valuable  and  effective  work,  should 
be  hampered  for  a  lack  of  funds.  It  should  be  to  the  first  in- 
terest of  the  representatives  in  the  legislature  in  this  State. 
and  of  the  governor  of  this  State,  who,  if  anyone,  should  be 
moved  by  patriotic  impulse,  to  see  to  it  that  this  unselfish  work 
the  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  Historical  Societies  is  en- 
deavoring to  perform,  should  receive  the  most  substantial 
financial  assistance,  and  that  promptly. 
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Lest  it  should  be  forgotten,  opportunity  is  hero  taken  to 
recommend  that  the  Federation  devise,  adapt  and  have  print- 
ed or  engraved  an  appropriate  certificate  of  membership  c 

mensurate  with  the  dignity  of  the  body,  to  be  delivered  gratis 
to  every  historical  organization  or  association  which  has  al- 
ready become  or  shall  become  an  active  member. 

Active  representatives  in  the  Federation  quick  to  recognize 
any  agency  of  historical  activity  which  gives  promise  of  prov- 
ing practical  and  efficient  in  its  work,  have  represented  to  your 
president  the  importance  of  having  this  body  give  official 
recognition  and  encouragement  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  His- 
torical Commission,  appointed  by  the  governor  under  legisla- 
tive authority. 

The  duties  of  this  commission  are  defined  in  the  act  of  as- 
sembly creating  it,  approved  July  25,  1913. 

Upon  its  own  initiative  or  upon  the  petition  of  municipal- 
ities or  historical  societies,  the  commission  may  mark  by  prop- 
er monuments,  tablets,  or  markers,  places  or  buildings  within 
this  Commonwealth  where  historical  events  have  transpired, 
and  may  arrange  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  such  mark- 
ers or  monuments. 

It  may  also  undertake  the  preservation  or  restoration  of 
ancient  or  historic  public  buildings,  military  works  or  monu- 
ments connected  with  the  history  of  Pennsylvania. 

It  is  also  authorized  to  receive  on  behalf  of  the  Common- 
wealth gifts,  bequests,  etc.,  of  relics  or  other  articles  of  his- 
torical interest;  the  same  to  be  deposited  in'the  care  of  the 
commission's  official  curator  in  the  State  Museum. 

The  commission  is  also  empowered  to  act  as  trustee  of  gifts 
or  bequests  of  money  or  securities  bequeathed  for  the  endow- 
ment of  its  work. 

The  personnel  of  the  commission  as  at  present  constitute!  is 
as  follows :

This  commission,  though  scarcely  more  than  a  year  old,  has 
gone  to  work  in  a  manner  so  understandingly  and  frith  the  zeal 
naturally  to  be  expected  from  the  experienced  g-'nt-lemen  wl  p 
compose  it,  that  it  has  already  awakened  a  latent  interest  lift 
historical  matters  in  many  parts  of  the  State.     This  augurs 
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well  for  its  success  in  the  future.    In  the  very  nature  of  things 
the  measure  of  its  accomplishments  up  to  the  present  time  is 

not  wide,  but  seeds  have  been  sown  which  will  unquestionably 
bring  forth  fruit. 

As  may  be  gathered  from  its  first  report  to  the  governor,  it 
has  planned  for : 

1.  A  survey  of  the  historic  monuments  erected  in  whole  or 
part  under  State  auspices,  and  with  the  aid  of  State  appro- 
priations, to  the  end  that  a  systematic  and  uniform  method 
(both  as  to  cost  of  erection  and  style  of  monument  or  marker) 
may  be  adopted. 

2.  A  survey  of  memorial  markers  or  tablets  ejected  by  pri- 
vate benefactions,  local  societies  and  committees,  and  by  indi- 
vidual contributions. 

3.  It  has  made  a  series  of  personal  visitations,  and  thus  by 
the  interest  shown  has  quickened  and  awakening  historical 
activity  in  several  important  sections  of  the  State ;  either  upon 
the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of  private  or  semi-public  memo- 
rials or  of  anniversary  celebrations. 

The  only  complete  work  which  it  has  thus  far  accomplished 
has  been  the  erection  conjointly  with  the  Enoch  Brown  Memo- 
rial Association  of  a  suitable  marker  upon  the  site  of  the  old 
Indian  Fort  McCord  in  Franklin  County. 

As  to  work  in  contemplation  for  the  near  future,  steps  have 
been  taken  toward  the  marking  of  Fort  Hunter,  near  Harris- 
burg;  Fort  Ligonier  at  Ligonier;  Fort  Necessity  at  Mount 
"Washington;  the  House  or  Hall  of  the  Swedish  Governor. 
John  Printz,  on  Tinnicum  Island,  near  Philadelphia,  and  the 
home  of  James  Sandilands,  member  of  Markham's  First  Coun- 
sel, etc.,  at  Chester. 

As  the  Indian  history  of  the  State  comes  first  chronolog- 
ically considered,  it  should  be  emphasized  first,  so  the  commis- 
sion recommends  that  the  first  direct  legislative  grant  or  ap- 
propriation be  made  for  the  erection  of  a  proper  monument  at 
the  scene  of  Bouquet's  notable  achievement  in  defeating  the 
Indians  at  or  near  "Bushey  Pun"  in  1763.  This  is  a  typical 
landmark,  the  commission  argues,  as  it  "Foreran  the  collapse 
of  Pontiao's  conspiracv  and  cleared  the  path  from  Carlisle  te 
Fort  Pitt." 

The  commission  recommends  in  addition  that  the  State  give 
its  support  to  the  movement  having  as  its  object  the  purchase 
of  the  old  powder  magazine  at  Fort  Augusta.  Simbury,  as 
Fort  Augusta  was  the  most  important   fort  on  the  Susque-

harma  during  the  Revolution,  as  well  as  during  the  period  of 
Indian  hostilities. 

This  Federation  should  at  once  recognize  the  utility  of  sys- 
tematic and  rational  work  along  the  line  of  activity  in  which 
the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission  is  engaged;  con- 
trasting the  certain  results  of  such  activity  upon  those  who 
are  to  live  after  us  with  the  woeful  outcome  of  the  culpable 
neglect  to  perform  a  like  patriotic  duty  in  the  past. 

Your  president  does  not  hesitate  to  emphasize  in  this  pres- 
ence to-day  certain  strictures  which  he  has  before  frequently 
given  expression  to,,  regarding  the  dereliction  of  his  native 
State  in  patriotic  duty. 

How  may  we  measure  the  serious  results  flowing  from  the 
prideless  and  unconcerned  neglect  of  the  people  of  Pennsyl- 
vania in  not  awakening  from  their  personal  indifference  re- 
garding the  situation,  and  in  not  demanding  with  effect  gov- 
ernmental aid  to  properly  preserve  the  memorials  of  the 
State's  glorious  founding  and  her  grand  achievements,  and 
to  preserve  for  her  dignity  and  honor  among  the  sisterhood  of 
states,  for  the  instruction  and  inspiration  of  the  present  and 
coming  generations  of  her  children,  the  full  and  true  story  o{ 
the  priceless  sacrifices  endured  and  the  mighty  deeds  per- 
formed by  her  for  the  common  good  in  every  era  of  our  coun- 
try's history. 

Painfully  apparent  is  the  neglect  of  Pennsylvania,  evidenced 
not  only  in  the  emasculated,  scattered  and  hitherto  unpro- 
tected condition  of  her  archives,  but  also  in  her  almost  abso- 
lute failure  heretofore  to  mark  her  historic  sites.  As  herein- 
before briefly  referred  to  in  passing,  New  England  has  pre- 
served with  jealous  care  every  accessible  minute  of  govern- 
mental act,  or  note  of  individual  performance  in  the  past,  and 
has  marked  with  enduring  monuments  every  historic  locality. 
These  monuments  which  emblazon  the  pathway  of  her  great- 
ness are  so  plainly  set  that  "the  wayfaring  man.  though  a 
fool,"  may  read  the  glorious  story  they  tell.  The  printed  vol- 
umes of  her  archives  and  documentary  history  are  a  great 
memorial  to  the  achievements  of  the  State  and  of  the  individ- 
ual citizen,  and  a  rich  mine  from  which  the  writers  of  gen- 
eral history  gather  information,  and  the  Xew  England  com- 
pilers of  school  histories  obtain  the  leaven  of  X»-w  England 
greatness,  which  they  plant  with  impunity  in  every  Pennsyl- 
vania school,  whose  scholars,  under  its  workings,  grow  elo- 
quent in  composition  and  debate  over  the  brave  and  merito- 
rious conduct  of  some  Xew  England  worthy  of  the  past,  while 
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they  tread  in  ignorance  every  day,  it  may  be,  over  the  un- 
marked and  forgotten  graves  of  most  of  the  Pennsylvania- 
born  soldiers,  high  in  rank  and  service  in  the  Indian.  Revolu- 
tionary, and  late  wars,  and  of  heroes  easily  the  first  in  civil 
life  in  the  story  of  our  country's  past. 

This  lovely  land  of  ours  is  rich  in  historic  sites.  Marked 
and  identified  with  enduring  monuments  intelligently  setting 
forth  the  carefully  garnered  truth,  they  may  become  eloquent 
object  lessons,  to  inspire  with  patriotic  ardor  and  to  teach, 
with  a  note  of  warning,  the  youth  of  to-day  and  to-morro^v 
something  of  the  golden  story  of  the  singleness  of  purpose,  the 
self-sacrificing  spirit,  of  the  true  love  of  country,*  of  men  and 
women  in  Pennsylvania  in  the  days  when  the  nation  was  build- 
ing; as  contrasted  with  the  brazen  spirit  of  the  commercial- 
ism of  to-day,  to  which  a  benighted  people  in  their  compla- 
cency would  fain  accord  stately  monuments. 

In  the  lapse  of  time  there  comes  a  passing  under  the  inexor- 
able law  of  nature,  first  of  human  witnesses;  then  of  written 
records,  and  lastly  of  traditions,  and  if  men  have  not  been 
wise  in  their  day  and  generation,  the  past  is  lost  and  without 
a  knowledge  of  the  past  how  may  we  rightly  and  intelligently 
live  in  the  present,  or  forecast  the  future  I 

Let  us  not  only  encourage  with  our  commendation  the  work 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission,  but  also  let  us  en- 
dorse its  proposed  plan  of  operation,  pledging  our  aid  and  co- 
operation in  every  possible  way. 

To  this  end  it  is  recommended: 

1.  That  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission  be  invited 
to  become  an  active  member  of  this  Federation. 

2.  That  an  additional  standing  committee  of  the  Federation 
be  created,  to  be  called  "The  Committee  on  the  Location  and 
Marking  of  Historic  Sites  and  of  Correspondence  with  the 
Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission." 

3.  That  the  present  members  of  the  commission  and  their 
successors  in  office  shall  be  ex-officio,  the  members  of  the  new 
standing  committee  to  be  ordained,  and  that  they  shall  have 
the  power  to  nominate  to  the  president  of  the  Federation  addi- 
tional members  of  the  proposed  committee  not  exceeding  rive 
in  number,  to  be  chosen  from  the  constituent  members  o£  the 
Federation,  in  such  manner  and  for  such  terms  of  service  as 
the  ex-officio  members  of  the  committee  may  deem  advisable. 

Trusting  that  it  will  not  be  too  much  of  an  imposition  upon 
the  patience  and  time  of  the  representatives  in  the  Fedora - 
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tion,  your  president  ventures  to  extend  his  remarks  at  this 
time  just  a  little  further.  What  he  may  say  may  bo  adjudged 
as  of  a  lighter  vein;  it  involves  a  statement  of  some  facts  re- 
lating to  the  origin  and  fate  of  certain  of  Pennsylvania's  relics, 
trophies  and  keepsakes.  These  facts  are  a  partial  survey 
along  this  line,  casting  a  side  light  upon  our  Commonwealth's 
peculiar  kind  of  neglect  such  as  we  have  been  complaining  of, 
and  possibly  proving  to  some  extent  of  an  informing  char- 
acter. These  facts  are  partially  drawn  from  the  scrap  book 
of  memory  coA'ering  forty  odd  years,  aided  to  no  small  degree 
by  a  fixed  habit  in  the  narrator  of  i4takin'  notes"  at  odd  times 
and  in  odd  places. 

Whereas,  The  wisest,  freest,  and  bravest  nations  in  the 
most  virtuous  times  have  endeavored  to  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  those  who  have  rendered  their  country  distin- 
guished service,  by  preserving  their  resemblances  in 
statues  and  paintings,  this  council,  deeply  sensible  how 
much  the  liberty,  safety  and  happiness  of  America  in  gen- 
eral and  Pennsylvania  in  particular  is  owing  to  His  Ex- 
cellency, General  George  Washington  and  the  brave  men 
under  bis  command,  do  resolve  that  His  Excellency,  Gen- 
eral George  Washington,  be  requested  to  permit  this 
council  to  place  his  portrait  in  the  council  chamber,  not 
only  as  a  mark  of  the  great  respect  which  they  bear  to 
His  Excellency,  but  that  the  contemplation  of  it  may  ex- 
cite others  to  tread  in  the  same  glorious  and  disinterested 
steps  which  led  to  public  happiness  and  private  honor; 
and  the  president  be  desired  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency, 
the  General,  with  the  above  request,  and  if  granted,  to  in- 
quire when  and  where  it  will  be  most  agreeable  to  him  for 
Mr.  Peale  to  attend  him.

These  were  the  sentiments  cordially  expressed  by  the  Su- 
preme Executive  Council  of  Pennsylvania  on  the  ISth  of  Janu- 
ary, 1779,  following  an  earlier  offer  made  to  the  president  by 
Capt.  Charles  Wilson  Peale,  the  "Patriot  Artist"  of  the  Rev- 
olution, to  paint,  as  a  gift  to  the  council  the  portrait  of  Gen. 
G  eo r ge  Wa  shin gt on . 

What  a  message  of  encouragement  the  above  quoted  words 
bring  to  us  to-day ! 

General  Washington  courteously  permitted  the  artist  to  do 
this  work.     The   portrait   was   received  and  accorded   great 
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honor,  being-  hung  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  council  cham- 
ber. As  far  as  is  known,  it  was  the  first  memorial  painting 
taken  into  possession  by  the  province  and  State  (barring  of 
course  pictures,  arms  and  statues  of  the  kings  of  England). 

On  the  1:2th  of  June,  1780,  Peale,  the  zealous  patriot,  again 
addressed  Joseph  Eeed,  president  of  the  Supreme  Executive 
Council,  in  these  words : 

"Sirs  :  Ever  fond  of  perpetuating  the  remembrance  of 
the  worthies  of  my  time,  as  I  can  see  it  would  be  a  means 
of  exciting  an  emulation  in  our  posterity  to  deserve  the 
like  attention,  and  mankind  will  receive  an  advantage 
thereby;  the  likeness  being  added  to  the  historic  page, 
giving  it  more'force  and  the  reader  more  pleasure;  with 
this  view  I  wish  to  transmit  to  after  ages  the  likeness  of 
our  worthy  president,  the  Hon.  Thomas  Wharton,  Esq,, 
and  for  that  purpose  would  beg  Your  Excellency  and  the 
Honorable  the  Executive  Council  to  give  the  portrait  of 
that  good  man  which  I  herewith  send  a  place  in  the  coun- 
cil chamber. ' '

Upon  the  same  day  this  courteous  offer  of  Peale  was  ac- 
cepted by  President  Reed  on  behalf  of  the  council  in  these 
words : 

"Sir:  The  council  returns  you  their  thanks  for  the 
obliging  mark  of  your  attention  this  morning,  by  present- 
ing the  portrait  of  the  late  worthy  President  Wharton. 
A  character  so  amiable  and  distinguished  in  the  great 
contest  cannot  be  too  much  honored  or  his  remembrance 
too  well  deserved.  It  will  therefore  be  placed  near  the 
portrait  of  our  Excellent  General  with  whom  in  his  sta- 
tion he  so  nobly  and  faithfully  co-operated."

This  was  the  second  memorial  portrait  received  by  the 
government;   the  first  to  hang  by  the  side  of  Washington. 

On  the  14th  of  May,  1790,  the  executors  of  the  will  of  Dr. 
Benjamin  Franklin  addressed  the  Supreme  Executive  Council, 
presenting  an  extract  from  the  will  of  the  deceased  doctor  in 
these  words: 

" My  picture,  drawn  by  Martin  in  \7Cu,  T  give  to  the 
Supreme  Executive  Council  o\'  Pennsylvania,  if  they  shall 
be  pleased  to  do  me  the  honor  of  accepting  it  and  placing 
it  in  their  chamber.1  • 
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In  the  reply  of  President  Thomas  ^Iifflin  to  Francis  Tfopkin- 
son  and  others,  executors  of  Dr.  Franklin,  accepting  the  por- 
trait, he  says : 

"The  services  rendered  by  that  illustrious  citizen  to 
his  country  during  a  long  and  active  life  have  raised  a 
monument  of  gratitude  and  affection  to  his  memory  which 
cannot  be  improved  by  art  nor  destroyed  by  time.  But 
the  present  instance  of  his  regard  is  peculiarly  pleasing  to 
a  body  of  which  all  the  members  have  been  informed  by 
his  wisdom  and  many  honored  by  his  friendship. 

"We  cannot  therefore  hesitate  in  declaring  our  cordial 
acceptance  of  the  legacy,  which  being  placed  in  the  council 
chamber  may  become  a  public  benefit  and  lead  from  con- 
templating the  picture  to  an  imitation  of  the  patriot."

Is  it  to  be  believed  that  any  one  here  knows  the  present 
whereabouts  and  the  custody  of  these  old  historic  portraits: 
If  they  are  any  where,  carefully  guarded,  with  the  story  of 
their  origin  traced  upon  their  reverse  sides,  please  tell  the 
speaker  about  it ;   he  does  not  know. 

The  scra}»  book  of  memory  and  the  material  notes  in  aid  of 
memory  earlier  referred  to  began  at  a  period  dating  back  fully 
forty-five  years,  when  the  old  eapitol  of  Pennsylvania  was,  - 
to  speak,  in  its  prime,  after  fifty  years  of  existence.  Then 
every  nook  and  corner  in  the  quaint  array  of  buildings,  every 
public  hall,  chamber,  and  office,  including  the  old  library,  were 
cherished  haunts  of  one  who  loved  the  traditions,  the  relic<. 
the  objects  of  historical  interest,  the  keepsakes,  and  the  prec- 
ious volumes  which  contained  in  "hotchpot"  the  fascinating 
story  of  the  Commonwealth's  past. 

There  was  the  old  Senate  Chamber,  itself  a  curiosity; 
adorned  with  certain  historic  paintings.  The  unique  old  por- 
traits of  Christopher  Columbus  and  Americus  Vespucius; 
life  size  heads,  the  work  of  a  once  popular  master  painter  o\' 
Florence,  from  whom  they  were  purchased  by  Commodore 
Jesse  Elliot  and  by  him  presented  to  the  Commonwealth. 

In  the  ante  rooms  of  the  Senate  were  two  full  length  oil 
paintings,  if  I  remember  their  size  correctly,  one  of  William 
Penn  and  one  of  General  Washington.  They  were  painted 
and  placed  in  the  Senate  chamber  by  authority  ot^  a  resolution 
of  the  Senate  about  the  year  1827. 

On  the  massive  stone  mantelpiece  to  the  right  of  the  Senate 
chamber  was  a  unique  object;   a  statuette,  so  to  speak,  of  an 
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eagle  rousant.  This  was  also  the  gift  of  Commodore  Elliot  to 
the  State,  and  was  carved  by  a  common  sailor  on  board  of  one 
of  the  commodore's  ships,  out  of  a  bit  of  marble  pillar  from 
the  ruins  of  Alexandria,  Egypt.  Does  anybody  know  the 
whereabouts  of  these  objects  of  historical  interest  \ 

Three  oil  paintings  of  considerable  size,  heavily  framed 
with  wood  taken  from  "Old  Ironsides/'  the  frigate  "Consti- 
tution," representing  scenes  in  the  naval  battle  on  Lake  Erie, 
1814,  also  presented  to  the  State  by  Commodore  Elliot,  for  a 
period  of  time  adorned  the  rotunda  of  the  capitol.  until  they 
were  relegated  to  the  junk  heap  of  the  attic  and  there  mingled 
their  ashes  with  that  of  other  relics  in  the  shape  of  miscel- 
laneous State  documents  and  archives,  antique  furniture,  etc., 
in  the  holocaust  of  the  stately  old  building. 

In  the  reception  room  of  the  old  executive  chamber,  from 
the  walls  of  which  once  looked  down  the  portraits  of  the  gov- 
ernors of  Pennsylvania  from  the  beginning  down  to  the  period 
sr^oken  of,  were  once  many  objects  of  historical  interest.  Sus- 
pended in  frames  were  the  certificates  of  the  election  of  the 
first  president  and  vice  presidents  of  the  colonial  assembly; 
each  signed  by  all  the  members  who  participated  in  the  elec- 
tion. 

Here  also  was  a  case  in  which  were  preserved  many  relics. 
Here  was  the  first  flag  of  the  province,  purchased  by  the  pro- 
vincial assembly,  September  1,  1738,  at  a  cost  of  23  pounds,  17 
shillings  and  3  pence.  Also  a  flag  taken  from  the  Hessians  at 
the  Battle  of  Trenton,  even  then  moth  eaten  and  much  faded. 
A  package  of  torn  letters,  yellowed  by  time,  being  fragments  of 
a  correspondence  between  Alexander  Hamilton  and  Franklin. 
There  were  also  letters  from  Washington  and  Robert  Hunter 
Morris;  also  a  gratifying  number  of  ancient  title  deeds  signed 
by  the  Indians  with  their  own  peculiar  signatures.  These  par- 
ticularly attracted  the  attention  of  Charles  Dickens  when  he 
visited  the  capitol,  as  he  mentions  them  in  Ins  American  Notes. 
Quantities  of  early  State  paper  money  are  also  recollected  as 
being  deposited  there. 

Particular  objects  of  curiosity  in  the  cabinet  were  three  of 
the  massive  silver  medals  that  were  struck  by  authority  of  the 
legislature  for  presentation  to  the  Pennsylvania  volunteers 
who  participated  in  the  Battle  of  Lake  Erie,  which  had  never 
been  delivered.  They  were  two  inches  in  diameter,  one-eighth 
of  an  inch  thick,  and  contained  four  dollars  worth  of  silver. 
On  the  obverse  of  the  medal  was  a  bust  of  Commodore  Perry, 
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with  this  inscription :  "Oliver  Hazard  Perry,  Pro  Patria. 
Presented  by  the  Government  of  Pennsylvania."    The  reverse 

side  bore  the  legend:  "We  have  met  the  enemy  and  they  are 
ours,"  and  within  a  wreath  is  engraved  ilie  name  of  the  d<  >:.•■•  , 
followed  by  these  words:  "In  testimony  of  his  patriotism  and 
bravery  in  the  naval  action  on  Lake  Erie,  Sept.  10,  1813." 
The  names  of  the  soldiers  rewarded  were  Isaac  B.  Sill,  Jacob 
Leva nset leg,  and  John  Cook.  There  was  another  medal  of 
bronze  in  this  collection  which  was  of  particular  interest  to 
the  narrator  because  it  awoke  in  him  at  times,  but  futilely,  the 
spirit  of  research.  This  medal  was  presented  to  the  State  by 
Louis  Philippe  (Duke  of  Orleans),  King  of  France  from  the 
Revolution  of  July,  1830,  to  that  of  1848,  and  founder  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Belgium.  It  was  presented  in  commemoration  of 
the  system  of  international  exchanges  of  literary  objects  es- 
tablished some  years  before  between  the  French  government 
and  Pennsylvania  through  the  agency  of  Monsieur  Valemore. 
The  feeling  of  Louis  was  friendly.  He  had  lived  from  1796  to 
1800  in  the  United  States,  during  the  period  when  he  was  a 
refugee.  He  was  a  man  of  fair  gifts  and  certain  commendable 
achievements,  much  interested  in  literary  matters.  Marceline 
des  Borddes  (Valemore),  (1818  to  1839),  who  began  her  career 
as  an  operatic  singer,  but  who  after  her  marriage  to  the  tra- 
gedian Valemore  abandoned  the  stage  and  devoted  her  time  to 
literature,  was  during  the  reign  of  Louis  Philippe  a  favorite 
of  his,  and  did  much  toward  interesting  him  in  his  patronage 
of  literature.  Some  of  her  works  were  translated  into  English 
by  Harriet  W.  Prescot  in  1872.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
exact  information  on  this  subject  is  not  now  obtainable. 

A  chief  object  of  interest  in  the  old  cabinet  in  the  executive 
chamber  was  the  original  first  Constitution  of  Pennsylvania. 
1790.  Twenty-five  years  ago,  upon  the  preparation  of  an  arti- 
cle upon  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  adoption  of 
this  constitution,  the  speaker  had  a  photograph  made  oi  the 
first  and  last  pages  of  this  document,  the  last  page  containing 
the  original  signatures.  Here  it  is,  the  best  he  can  do.  (Pho- 
tograph of  first  State  Constitution  exhibited.)  He  shows  it 
with  the  hope  that  the  original  paper  is  somewhere  now  sat'" 
in  the  hands  of  the  State  He  wishes  that  the  hope  were  nut 
futile  that  the  original  charter  of  William  Penn  for  his  prov- 
ince were  in  like  sate  hands.  What  the  State  possesses  ot  that 
important  document  is  a  beautifully  illuminated  certified  copy, 
which  for  long  years  hung  upon  the  walls  of  the  executive 
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chamber,  framed  from  the  wood  said  to  be  taken  from  the 
triumphal  arch  which  was  erected  in  Philadelphia  at  the  time 
of  the  celebration  of  the  definitive  treaty  of  peace  in  1783.  If 
we  might  believe  (which  by  the  way  was  not  a  general  happen- 
ing with  those  who  knew  his  penchant  for  romancing),  the 
story  told  by  one  Benjamin  F.  Buroughs,  of  blessed  memory, 
the  frame  of  this  charter  was  veneered  with  wood  taken  from 
the  cherry  tree  which  the  infant  but  precocious  George  Wash- 
ington is  said  to  have  once  so  sadly  mutilated  with  his  little 
hatchet. 

In  the  old  library  room,  which  was  opened  January  12,  3822, 
were  many  objects  of  interest;  two  particular  publications 
among  the  volumes  which  are  borne  in  mind  to-day  were,  first, 
the  History  and  Biography  of  the  Indian  Tribes  of  North 
America,  with  portraits  copied  from  the  Indian  gallery  in  the 
War  Department  at  Washington,  D.  C,  by  Charles  D.  King, 
under  authority  of  the  government;  a  most  valuable  work, 
purchased  by  the  State  at  great  cost.  The  other  a  magnificent 
copy  of  Boydell's  "Shakespeare/'  very  few  of  which  were  to 
be  found  in  this  country,  and  which  also  was  purchased  by  the 
State  for  a  very  considerable  sum  of  money. 

If  these  valuable  works  were  delivered  to  the  custody  of  our 
present  amiable  and  genial  State  Librarian,  I  feel  sure  they 
are  still  preserved  in  safety  with  the  care  which  they  deserve. 

The  central  adornment  of  the  library  room  was  a  full  length 
terra  cotta  statue  in  heroic  shape  of  the  Goddess  Minerva,  sur- 
mounting an  hexagonal  desk.  This  object  of  art  was  pur- 
chased in  Rome,  Italy,  especially  for  the  library.  From  pro- 
jections extending  from  the  capitals  of  the  pillars  supporting 
the  gallery  looked  down  a  series  of  life-sized  busts  of  plaster 
or  terra  cotta  representing,  with  the  exception  of  one,  mytho- 
logical and  classical  personages;  the  remaining  bust  was  that 
of  the  late  Chief  Justice  Gibson. 

To  the  visitor  entering,  these  busts  appeared  in  the  follow- 
.  ing  order,  beginning  upon  the  right  hand  :  First,  Demosthenes ; 
second,  Chief  Justice  Gibson;  third,  a  Dacian  gladiator: 
fourth,  Jupiter  Tonans;  fifth,  Minerva;  sixth,  Venus;  sev- 
enth, Bacchus;  eighth,  the  Infant  Hercules;  ninth.  Mars. 
These  were  a  gift  to  the  State  by  the  Philadelphia  School  of 
Design. 

The  fate  of  the  bnsts  in  the  library  was  so  tragic  that  the 
story  is  thought  to  be  of  sufficient  interest  to  be  told  here. 
About  sixteen  or  seventeen  years  ago  a  sale  of  old  junk  gath- 
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ered  in  and  about  the  capitol  was  advertised.    In  looking  over 
the  eollection  your  speaker  first  noted  among  the  flotsam  and 

jetsam  the  broken  and  mutilated  statue  of  Minerva,  ruined  be- 
yond  repair.  Back  of  whore  she  lay  in  her  ruined  glory,  wen 
lined  up  the  other  busts  that  had  once  adorned  the  library, 
and  here  and  there  were  other  articles,  old  relies  of  the  Com- 
monwealth which  many  an  observer  was  surprised  to  see  thus 
cast  upon  the  junk  heap.  The  sale  took  place,  however,  and 
the  busts  were  put  up  at  auction.  The  auctioneer  hailed  the 
appearance  of  John  Bannister  Gibson  with  this  remark: 
-'Who  wants  this  old  guy?  We  will  call  him  .Lincoln  'cause 
'taint  his  name.  He  goes,  curly  head  and  all ! "  Then  follower  i 
the  bust  of  Jupiter  Tonans,  and  "Here  is  old  Aguinaldo;  who 
wants  him?  Sold  to  the  same  party."  Then  followed  in  the 
wake  the  bust  of  Venus.  "Here  she  is,  Aguinaldo 's  sister— 
who  wants  her?"  And  so  it  went  to  the  close  of  the  list,  which 
were  all  sold  to  the  same  purchaser.  The  bust  of  John  Ban- 
nister Gibson  now  adorns  a  dusty  shelf  in  a  law  office  with 
which  your  speaker  is  well  acquainted,  and  the  washing  of  his 
face,  the  combing  of  his  hair  and  the  re-outlining  of  his  nasal 
extremity  with  "Wriggley's  best"  are  biennial  functions  in 
that  legal  den. 

The  most  interesting  article  offered  at  this  remarkable  junk 
sale  of  the  Commonwealth  was  a  tall  and  stately  chair,  charac- 
terized by  the  auctioneer  as  "An  old  lounger."  This  was  of- 
fered with  the  guarantee  that  the  "buzzard"  which  adorned 
its  back  went  with  it.  And  in  that  shape  it  was  sold  to  the 
gentleman  who  ''called  the  turn"  for  the  petty  bid.  Even  now 
my  hair  stands  on  end  with  the  mere  recollection  of  such  ir- 
reverence. That  "old  lounger"  was  the  first  speaker's  chair 
of  the  Senate  of  Pennsylvania.  Its  tall  back  sin-mounted  with 
a  massive  carving  of  Pennsylvania's  coat  of  arms;  the  carv- 
ing surmounted  with  a  gilded  eagle,  rousant.  which  is  the 
crest  of  the  ensign;  the  ''buzzard"  of  the  auctioneer.  It 
stands  in  the  library  of  your  speaker  to-day.  and  whilst  it- 
portly  and  old-fashioned  upholstering  does  not  invite  one  to 
frequently  sit  in  it,  yet  sitting  elsewhere  and  contemplating 
it,  there  arise  visions  of  the  past.  We  may  set1  sitting  in  that 
chair,  at  the  invitation  of  Mr.  Marks,  speaker  o{  the  Senate. 
the  noble  Marquis  de  Lafayette,  on  the  occasion  o(  his  visit 
here  in  \S%2^).  AYhen  upon  the  same  visit  he  sat  in  the  then 
speaker's  chair  of  the  House  of  Representatives  at  the  invita- 
tion of  old  General  Sutherland,  the  speaker,  who  with  pride 
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called  the  attention  of  the  Marquis  to  the  fact  that  the  speak- 
er's chair  was  the  old  John  Hancock  chair,  which  fact  inspired 
the  visitor  to  say:  "The  sight  of  the  presidential  chair  of  my 
venerable  friend  John  Hancock,  excites  patriotic  recollections 
connected  with  the  thought  that  from  this  chair  also  he  signed 
my  early  admission  as  a  soldier  in  the  American  Army."  An- 
other vision  which  the  chair  provokes  is  that  of  the  visit  of 
Dickens  in  1845,  and  that  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  afterward 
King  Edward,  in  I860, 

The  patriotic  ardor  of  the  Centennial  year  took  the  Hancock 
chair  to  Philadelphia,  but  the  lack  of  patriotic  feeling  cast  the 
first  speaker's  chair  of  the  Senate  into  the  junk  heap. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  refer  to  all  of  the  State's  trophies 
and  relics  and  to  their  fate,  but  one  other  reference  must  be 
made  to  those  beautiful  trophies  which  were  presented  to  the 
Continental  Congress  by  the  Marquis  de  Lafayette.  What  is 
referred  to  is  the  three  beautiful  brass  cannon,  six  pounders, 
which  were  brought  to  this  country  in  the  fleet  of  the  Count  d' 
Estang.  For  many  long  years  they  were  mounted  in  front  of 
the  old  arsenal ;  subsequently  in  front  of  the  Mexican  Monu- 
ment. Where  they  are  now  may  be  known  to  some.  These 
cannon  closely  resembled  each  other  in  general  appearance, 
differing  only  in  the  mottoes  adorning  them.  The  breeches 
were  carved  to  represent  two  dolphins,  rampant.  Upon  the 
upper  surface  at  the  middle  was  a  plate  upon  'which  the  figures 
of  a  sun,  crown,  cannon,  and  flag  were  closely  combined, 
crowned  by  the  words:  "nee  pluribus  impar,  1756."  In  com- 
pany  with  these  relics  of  the  Revolution  were  also  mounted 
there  two  other  brass  cannon,  the  one  a  six  and  the  other  an 
eighteen  pounder,  which  were  captured  during  the  Mexican 
War  at  Cerrogordo  by  the  American  army.  The  one,  cast  in 
Mexico,  has  upon  its  breech  the  inscription  "El  Paso,"  and 
engraved  near  its  muzzle  the  words,  kk Captured  at  Cerrogordo, 
1847,  by  the  American  army  under  Major  General  Scott,  pre- 
sented to  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  by  Major  General  Patter- 
son.   The  other  gun  was  manufactured  at  Liverpool,  England. 

One  other  important  relic  we  almost  forgot  to  mention:  On 
the  fifteenth  of  October,  1768,  the  American  Philosophical  So- 
ciety addressed  the  Pennsylvania  Provincial  Assembly,  then 
in  session  at  Philadelphia,  requesting  then)  to  purchase  a  re- 
flecting telescope,  with  a  micrometer,  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing observations  on  the  transit  of  Venus  over  the  sun's  disk, 
which  was  to  take  place  the  following  June,  representing  the 
great  importance  of  such  observations  to  the  interests  of  as- 
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tronorny  and  navigation,  and  consequently,  to  trade  and  eom- 
merce;  and  stating,  moreover,  tliat  there  was  not  a  telescope  in 
the  province,  and  possibly  on  the  continent,  proper  for  this 

purpose.  On  the  same  day  (Oct.  15,  17685  sec  V.  of  A.,  Vol. 
VI,  page  111)  the  assembly  voted  to  appropriate  one  hundred 

pounds  sterling  for  the  purchase  of  such  a  telescope  and  mi- 
crometer for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  address,  and  for 
future  use.    The  speaker  was  directed  to  write  to  Benjamin 

Franklin,  Esq.,  who  was  then  in  London,  requesting  him  to  pur- 
chase and  forward  the  instruments.  As  indicated,  they  were 
used  at  Philadelphia  in  the  observations  made  on  the  occasion 
of  the  transit  of  Venus,  a  full  account  of  which  is  published  in 
the  first  volume  of  the  transactions  of  the  Philosophical  So- 
ciety. The  telescope  was  afterwards  used  by  the  commission- 
ers appointed  to  survey  the  boundary  lines  between  Pennsyl- 
vania and  the  states  of  Maryland,  Virginia  and  Xew  York. 
It  was  a  Gregorian  reflector,  two  feet  focal  length,  with  a  Dol- 
I oncl  micrometer. 

For  long  years  this  relic  was  preserved  in  the  State  Library, 
an  object  of  great  interest  to  all  who  knew  its  history,  but  just 
prior  to  the  destruction  of  the  main  capitoi  building,  for  some 
unexplained  reason,  it  was  carelessly  taken  from  its  position 
in  the  new  library  building  back  to  the  basement  of  the  main 
building,  where  it  was  wholly  destroyed  by  fire.  February  2, 
1897.  Such  is  the  story  of  its  fate,  and  it  is  possibly  true,  yet 
there  would  be  stronger  warrant  for  unquestioning  belief  in 
that  story  if  it  were  not  for  the  hard  fact  that  lias  convinced 
so  many  of  us  long  ago,  that  to  a  considerable  class  of  people 
the  commercial  value  of  an  object  makes  a  much  stronger  ap- 
peal than  its  value  as  an  historical  relic.  This  old  telescope 
in  its  entirety  was  fashioned  of  brass,  and  no  extraordinary 
care  was  ever  exercised  in  its  safe  keeping.  This  is  only  an- 
other instance  of  the  utter  carelessness  manifested  by  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  preservation  of  her  archives  and 
relics. 

Just  a  brief  mention  of  one  other  matter.  Right  over  the 
entrance  to  the  library  was  a  picture  which  also  attracted  the 
attention  of  Charles  Dickens  as  a  visitor.  It  is  a  representa- 
tion of  an  attempt  of  the  Indians  to  burn  at  the  stake  John 
Harris,  the  first  settler  at  Harrislmrg.  It  was  painted  by 
Reeder  from  a  scenario  furnished  by  Robert  Harris,  the 
grandson  of  the  settler. 

Now  might  it  not  be  worth  while  to  learn  something  concern- 
ing the  whereabouts  of  most  of  these  old  relics! 
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Xot  all  of  the  above  information  respecting  the  relics,  &c, 

which  were  once  contained  in  the  old  capitol  buildings  is 
claimed  to  be  dependent  for  its  accuracy  alone  upon  the  per- 
sonal recollections  of  the  author  of  this  address,  hut  he  is  glad 
of  this  opportunity  to  pay  a  brief  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
one  who  was  a  most  indefatigable  worker  in  local  history,  and 
to  whose  work  full  credit  has  never  been  given.  In  the  early 
days  this  gentleman  was  a  fellow  newspaper  reporter  and  leg- 
islative correspondent  with  the  compiler  of  the  above  paper, 
and  in  company  with  him  visited  almost  every  nook  and  cranny 
of  the  old  capitol  and  studied  its  objects  of  interest.  To  one 
equally  interested  with  himself  he  was  generous  in  sharing 
his  information,  his  memoranda  and  notes.  By  no  means  all 
of  the  information  gathered  by  him  has  been  edited  and  pub- 
lished. Much  was  scattered  around  in  the  hands  of  friends 
and  now  one  of  those  friends  desires  to  make  grateful  ac- 
knowledgment to  the  memory  of  George  H.  Morgan  for  valu- 
able historical  matter  furnished  in  the  long  ago. 

Fellow  AVorkers:  I  thank  you  for  your  patient  hearing.  It 
is  not  for  us  to  be  discouraged  because  our  laboring  day  "dis- 
astrous twilight  sheds,  and  still  holds  in  dim  eclipse  our 
duty."  That  duty  stands  revealed  in  shining  light  "that  doth 
not  mislead  the  moon,"  and  unashamed  for  what  is  past,  will 
we  not  follow  where  it  leads  ? 

Reading  of  Communications. 

Letters  and  telegrams  were  read  from  Prof.  M.  D.  Learned, 
of  Philadelphia,  Prof.  Geo.  E.  Prowell,  of  York,  and  Dr.  J.  W. 
Jordan,  of  Philadelphia,  explaining  their  non-attendance. 

Dr.  Montgomery  presented  and  read  the  following  com- 
munication from  the  Deputy  Attorney  General,  which  was  re- 
ceived and  filed: 

Office  of  the  Attorney  General, 
Harrisburg,  July  20,  1914. 
Hon.  Thomas  L.  Montgomery,  State  Librarian,  Harrisburg, 

Pa. 
Dear  Sir:  Your  favor  of  recent  date  addressed  to  the  At- 
torney General,  was  duly  received.  You  ask  to  he  advised 
whether  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  May  21,  1001,  P.  I,.  2?4,  applies 
only  to  societies  in  which  the  members  pay  $2.00  per  year. 
The  act  is  entitled  ''An  net  to  encourage  county  historical  so- 
cieties."   Section  2,  is  in  part,  as  follows: 

"In  order  to  entitle  the  said  historical  society  to  the 
said  appropriation,  the  following-  conditions  shall  have 
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been  first  compiled  with:    The  money  shall  be  paid  to  the 

oldest  society  in  each  county,  if  there  be  more  than  one; 
it  shall  have  been  organized  at  least  three  years;  incorpo- 
rated by  the  proper  authority,  and  have  an  active  mem- 
bership of  one  hundred  persons,  each  of  whom  shall  have 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  society  a  membership  fee  of 
at  least  two  dollars  for  the  support  of  the  same." 

The  qualification  in  this  section  is  that  the  society  shall  have 
an  "active  membership  of  one  hundred  persons,  each  of  whom 
shall  have  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  society  a  membership 
fee  of  at  least  $2.00  for  the  support  of  the  same." 

This  language  precludes  the  idea  of  an  annual  payment. 
The  $2.00  is  paid  for  a  membership  fee.  A  membership  fee 
is  a  fee  required  as  a  prerequisite  to  becoming  a  member  of 
an  organization  or  association.  Moreover,  the  language  is 
that  the  society  may  be  entitled  to  the  appropriation  when  it 
has  one  hundred  persons,  "each  of  whom  shall  have  paid''  a 
membership  fee  of  $2.00.  This  language  seems  to  exclude  the 
idea  of  continual  annual  payment. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion,  and  so  advise  you,  that  in  order 
to  entitle  historical  societies  to  the  appropriation  provided  by 
the  said  Act  of  1901,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  member- 
should  pay  $2.00  per  year,  but  that  a  single  membership  fee  of 
$2.00,  paid  by  one  hundred  persons,  complies  with  the  Act  of 
Assembly  in  that  respect.

Report  of  the  Secretary 

Dr.  S.  P.  Heilman,  the  Secretary,  presented  and  read  his  an- 
nual report  as  follows: 

Perhaps  none  of  us  realize  that  as  a  Federation  we  have  put 
ten  years  behind  us,  so  swiftly  do  they  go  by.  When  we  first 
met  in  this  city  on  the  5th  day  of  January,  1905,  ten  years  ago, 
with  an  attendance  of  29  persons,  representing  12  historical 
societies,  and  organized  an  association  that  has  since  grown  to 
a  place  of  power  and  influence  in  our  great  Commonwealth,  it 
was  perhaps  with  a  somewhat  vague  sense  o(  the  field  we  were 
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to  occupy.  The  years  that  have  gone  by  have  been  years  of  ef- 
fort, enlargement  of  our  Scope  and  an  increasing  consciousness 
of  our  position  and  its  possibilities.  We  believe  the  Federa- 
tion lias  very  measurably  been  true  to  the  mission  it  set  be- 
fore itself  at  its  initial  meeting  as  its  proper  field  of  operation. 
We  also  believe  that  a  large  future  for  that  for  which  it  stands 
lies  before  it — "the  promotion  of  historical  research  relating 
to  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  local  and  general." 

A  year  ago  the  Societies  constituting  the  Federation  were 
32  in  number.  Since  then  9  additional  Societies  have  been  ad- 
mitted, so  that  the  number  of  Societies  is  41  now,  as  against  24, 
the  first  year's  enrollment  made  in  J 905.  The  Societies  added, 
naming  them  in  the  order  of  their  admission,  are: 

The  Snyder  County  Historical  Society. 

The  German  American  Historical  Society. 

The  Woman's  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Moravian  Historical  Society. 

The  Donegal  Society  of  Lancaster  County. 

The  Columbia  County  Historical  Society. 

The  Pennsylvania  Society  of  the  Colonial  Dames  of  Amer- 
ica. 

The  Society  of  Pennsylvania  Women  in  Xew  York. 

The  Friends  Historical  Society  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Federation's  Executive  Committee  held  one  meeting 
during  the  year,  the  proceedings  of  which  will  appear  in  the 
report  of  that  Committee. 

Besides  the  copies  of  the  Acts  and  Proceedings  of  the  Fed- 
eration usually  sent  to  its  officers,  delegates,  standing  commit- 
tees and  the  constituent  societies,  in  order  to  give  wider  in- 
formation as  to  the  Federation  copies  of  last  year's  Pro- 
ceedings were  sent  to  many  leading  libraries  and  institutions 
of  learning,  amongst  these  to  55  historical  societies  and  li- 
braries throughout  the  United  States;  to  the  Professors  of 
History  in  35  of  the  Colleges  in  Pennsylvania,  and  to  the 
Teachers  of  History  in  Pennsylvania's  Normal  Schools,  13  in 
number. 

From  a  large  number  of  these  bodies  and  persons  grateful 
acknowledgment  was  received,  coupled  in  many  oases  with 
words  highly  commending  the  work  the  Federation  is  doing.  In 
numerous  of  these  commendatory  acknowledgments  special 
mention  was  made  of  the  statistical  part  o)i  the  report,  the  chief 
feature  of  which  is  the  presentation  of  a  list  o(  the  publica- 
tions issued  by  the  Societies  in  the  Federation,  together  with 
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titles  of  the  papers  read  and  an  account  of  special  and  col- 
lateral work  done.  A  similar  combined  exhibit  of  historical 
society  activity  is  not  known  to  exist  in  any  other  State,  nor  a 
similar  combination  of  historical  organizations.  The  value  of 
the  Federation's  annual  report  was,  in  the  judgment  of  many, 
further  enhanced  by  the  appearance  therein  of  a  list  of  the 
historical  productions  by  Pennsylvanians- during-  the  year  re- 
ported on,  the  first  report  of  its  kind  yet  given  in  our  annual 
issues.  Many  other  features  of  our  annual  reports  are  closely 
examined  and  equally  commended. 

Subsequent  to  the  appearance  of  Inst  year's  Acts  and  Pro- 
ceedings views  were  exchanged  between  Dr.  Montgomery  and 
your  Secretary  as  to  the  uselessness  of  having  included  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  matter  that  appeared  in  that  report, 
holding  that  such  non-inclusion  could  not  materially  have  de- 
tracted from  the  value  of  the  report  as  a  whole,  and  at  the 
same  time  would  have  lessened  the  cost  of  its  production.  This 
view  has  reference,  of  course,  only  to  excluding  certain  parts 
in.  the  form  of  lengthy  verbatim  reproductions  of  discussions 
that  were  had  on  the  floor,  and  were  proper  there,  but  the  put- 
ting into  print  of  which  may  be  regarded  as  needless,  and  of 
no  material  interest  to  the  public  at  large.  If  this  view  is  t»> 
your  approval  discretionary  power  might  be  given  your  Secre- 
tary to  exclude  from  the  next  printed  report  all  discussion 
matter  not  essential  to  illustrate  action  on  reports  submitted 
and  other  business  transacted. 

Since  our  meeting  a  year  ago  two  of  the  men  who  took  a 
most  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  our  association  departed  this 
life,  namely:  Col.  James  R.  Gilmore,  Secretary  of  the  Kittoch- 
tinny  Historical  Society,  his  death  having  occurred  May  29, 
1914,  and  M.  R.  Allen,  Secretary  of  the  Washington  County 
Historical  Society.  Both  were  men  of  high  standing,  always 
faithful  in  their  work,  and  merit  memorial  action  on  our  part. 

As  usual,  and  in  like  form  as  in  previous  years,  your  Secre- 
tary submits  along  with  this  report  an  exhibit  showing  the 
names  of  the  officers,  number  of  meetings  held,  publications  is- 
sued, papers  read,  addresses  delivered  and  special  work  done 
for  the  year  1914,  as  reported  to  your  Secretary  by  the  So- 
cieties.

Philadelphia,  is  the  chairman.  During  the  past  year  (1914)  the 
Society  issued  a  book  entitled  :  'Forges  and  Furnaces  in  the 
Province  of  Pennsylvania,  171f>-1776."  This  book  is  the  third  in 
the  series  published  by  this  Society,  and  was  prepared  by  its  afore- 
said Committee  on  Historical  Research.  It  contains  204  pages,  to- 
gether with  many  fine  illustrations,  and  at  tlie  end  a  "Sequence 
of  Early  Franklin  Fireplaces."  It  is  in  truth  encyclopedic  in  the 
ground  it  covers,  and  is,  as  is  declared  in  its  Foreword,  truly  a 
tribute  to  "the  days  of  old,  the  years  of  ancient  time," — a  labor  of 
love  on  the  part  of  these   Pennsylvania   "Dames." 

Another  book  of  surpassing  interest,  somewhat  akin  to  "Forges  and 
Furnaces,"  but  in  this  case  published  by  the  National  Society  of 
the  Colonial  Dames  in  America,  is  entitled  :  "The  Old  Silver  of 
American  Churches."

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Report  of  the  Treasurer. 

Dr.  Thomas  Lynch  Montgomery,  the  Treasurer,  reported  as 
follows :

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Dr.  Montgomery:  I  request  that  this  report  be  referred  to 
an  auditing  committee  of  two,  and  that  they  look  over  not  only 
the  accounts,  but  the  Bank  hooks  and  check  hooks  as  well. 

In  further  connection  with  my  report,  1  would  say  that  the 
Bibliography  of  Lancaster  County  is  completed,  but  the  print- 
ing of  the  same  has  not  yet  been  done.  The  cost  of  its  printing 
will  amount  to  something  in  the  neighborhood  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  and  wilJ  reduce  the  amount  of  our  balance  on  hand. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  then  referred  to  an  auditing 
committee  of  two,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Charles  P.  Roberts 
and  C.  W.  linger,  with  instructions  to  examine  the  accounts 
and  books  of  the  Treasurer  and  report  thereon  later  during 
the  session. 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 

Dr.  Heilman,  Secretary,  presented  and  read  the  report  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  as  follows: 

One  meeting  was  held  during  the  year  by  your  Executive 
Committee,  namely,  in  the  rooms  of  the  Historical  Society  of 
Pennsylvania,  Philadelphia,  Sept.  29,  1914. 

Action  as  to  the  two  items  of  business  referred  to  your  Com- 
mittee by  the  Federation  at  its  last  annual  meeting  was  as 
follows:  First,  as  to  the  hour  of  the  day  for  the  opening  of 
the  annual  meetings  of  the  Federation  and  the  number  of  ses- 
sions to  be  held,  your  Committee  submits  the  suggestion  that 
you  fix  4  o'clock  p.  m.,  as  the  hour  of  the  day  for  opening  the 
annual  meeting,  the  same  to  continue  to  5 :  30  p.  m.,  and  a  sec- 
ond session  to  open  at  7  p.  m.  and  close  at  S  :  30  p.  m. ;  and  sec- 
ond, as  to  a  Committee  on  Necrology,  your  Committee  agreed 
to  advise  against  the  creation  of  such  a  Committee  in  the  sense 
held  by  the  Federation  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  but  recom- 
mends the  creation  of  a  Standing  Committee  on  State  Necrol- 
ogy, which  Committee  shall  take  note  of,  and  annually  report, 
the  deaths  of  prominent  Pennsylvanians,  and  their  lines  of 
activity. 

Action  was  taken  ordering  an  invitation  to  be  extended  to 
the  Hon.  William  C.  Sproul,  President  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Historical  Commission,  to  attend  the  next  annual  meeting  o^i 
your  body  and  favor  the  same  with  a  report  as  to  what  that 
Commission  had  done  during  the  year  1914. 

Tn  pursuance  of  having  complied  with  the  requirements  as 
to  admission,  the  Donegal  Society  of  Lancaster  County,  was 
granted  membership  in  the  Federation.     In  this  connection 
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discretionary  power  was  given  the  Secretary  of  the  Federation 
hereafter  to  accept  for  membership  in  this  body  any  Pennsyl- 
vania associations,  bodies  or  societies  of  a  historical  character 
which  may  apply  for  such  membership  and  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Federation  as  to  ad- 
vance payment  of  membership  dues. 

Your  Committee  took  action  recommending  the  designing  of 
a  Certificate  of  Membership  in  the  Federation,  and  furnishing 
such  Certificate  of  Membership  to  each  of  the  Societies  in  the 
Federation  in  good  standing  therein.

The  report  was,  upon  motion,  accepted  and  ordered  filed. 

Discussion 

The  President :  In  the  President's  address,  which  is  but  the 
resume  of  opinions  expressed  by  the  members,  and  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Executive  Committee,  there  are  suggestions  worthy 
of  consideration.  The  reports  of  the  several  standing  com- 
mittees will  doubtless  contain  subject  matter  that  will  be  and 
should  be  discussed.  Your  President  knows  from  past  ex- 
perience how  impossible  it  is  for  the  Federation  to  consider 
properly  these  matters  at  a  session  limited  to  a  half  day.  If 
any  of  the  recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  or  the  address  of  the  President  are  to  receive  con- 
sideration, it  ought  to  be  done  without  futile  discussion,  which 
only  consumes  time  and  accomplishes  nothing,  and  this  body 
should  secure  definite  action  upon  these  matters  to-day  or 
refer  them  to  proper  committees  with  power  to  act,  and  with 
a  command  to  get  together  and  act.  Are  we  again  to  appoint 
committees,  the  members  of  which  go  home  and  forget  they 
are  on  any  committees? 

I  think  some  of  these  matters  are  so  important  they  should 
be  given  consideration  at  once. 

Dr.  Montgomery:  Could  it  not  be  arranged  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  respective  committees  be  selected  from  the  same 
part  of  the  State,  so  that  they  can  more  easily  get  together? 
If  some  regard  were  paid  to  the  habitat  of  the  members,  they 
could  naturally  more  readily  get  together  without  any  great 
expense.  Now,  for  example,  we  had  a  meeting  of  tin4  Execu- 
tive Committee  at  Philadelphia,  and  it  just  si^  happened  that 
we  all  went  to  Philadelphia  on  that  day,— some  ot'  us  were 
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going  anyway,  but  if  a  man,  say  from  Washington,  is  ap- 
pointed on  a  committee  that  meets  in  Philadelphia,  it  is  not 
so  easy  for  him  to  get  to  the  meeting. 

The  President:    I  think  that  is  a  very  good  suggestion. 

The  Secretary:  Does  the  President's  suggestion  mean  that 
we  give  these  committees  different  matters  to  look  after,  and 
they  meet,  merely  to  refer  the  matter  again  to  the  Federa- 
tion?   I  don't  see — 

The  President:  That  is  the  idea,  but  with  power  to  act.  If 
we  had  time  to  discuss  and  act  upon  all  these  matters  at  our 
meeting,  we  would  not  need  to  refer  them  to  committees.  To 
refer  any  of  these  propositions  to-day  to  committees  will  mean 
delay,  for  the  committees  must  do  their  work  and  make  their 
reports  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Federation,  at  which  time 
the  action  of  the  committees  may  be  ratified.  To  save  delay 
it  is  important  for  us  to  act  to-day  if  we  can. 

Mr.  Jellett:  Would  it  be  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution, 
aad  would  it  be  proper  to  make  a  motion  that  the  President  be 
authorized  to  carry  out  the  suggestion  looking  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  new  standing  committees?  I  favor  the  appointment 
of  the  new  committees. 

Dr.  Montgomery:  Will  not  the  matter  of  new  committees 
come  up  under  new  business  ? 

The  Secretary:  How  about  the  other  important  matter — 
about  our  annual  meetings  and  length  of  the  session? 

Dr.  Montgomery:  That  is  also  a  general  question  for  the 
Federation  to  decide. 

The  President:  I  am  quite  anxious  the  matter  of  a  new 
standing  committee  to  act  with  the  State  Historical  Commis- 
sion be  considered. 

Dr.  Montgomery:  What  in  brief,  Mr.  President,  is  your 
recommendation  in  that  respect  ? 

The  President :  That  a  new  standing  committee  be  appoint- 
ed, to  be  called  the  ''Committee  on  the  Location  and  Marking 
of  Historic  Sites  and  of  Correspondence  with  the  Pennsylvania 
Historical  Commission."  The  present  members  of  the  His- 
torical Commission  and  their  successors  in  office  to  be  ex-of- 
ficio  members  of  this  standing  committee;  they  as  ex-oftieio 
members  to  have  the  power  of  nominating  to  the  President  of 
the  Federation  names  of  additional  members,  not  exceeding 
five  in  number,  to  be  chosen  from  the  constituent  membership 
of  the  Federation,  in  such  manner  and  for  such  terms  of  serv- 
ice as  the  President  of  the  Federation  and  the  ex-offieio  mem- 
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hers  of  the  committee  then  may  deem  advisable.  The  new 
committee,  of  course,  to  act  under,  and  in  accord  with,  the  His- 
torical Commission. 

After  the  reports  of  the  Standing  Committees  are  disposed 
of,  these  matters  will  be  open  to  consideration. 

Reports  of  Standing  Committees 

On  Bibliography 

The  President:  The  first  thing  in  order  under  this  head 
will  be  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Bibliography.  In  the 
absence  of  Dr.  Jordan,  the  Chairman,  we  will  be  pleased  to 
hear  from  Dr.  Montgomery. 

Dr.  Montgomery:  Dr.  Jordan  could  not  come,  as  you 
learned  from  his  telegram,  and  he  will  doubtless  send  his  re- 
port to  our  Secretary,  but  I  wish  to  bring  before  the  Federa- 
tion the  matter  of  the  publication  of  the  Bibliography  of  Lan- 
caster Comity.  This  work  is  completed,  ready  for  publica- 
tion, but  the  cost  of  printing  is  considerable,  and  the  Commit- 
tee does  not  wish  to  go  ahead  with  it  without  the  consent  of 
the  Federation.  We  have  received  estimates  from  two  well 
known  firms,  and  the  lowest  estimate  is  something  over  live 
hundred  dollars.

The  President:  You  have  heard  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Exchanging  of  Duplicates;  what  is  the  will  of  the 
Federation? 

Prof.  Stein :    I  move  it  be  accepted  and  filed. 

Dr.  Hamilton :    I  second  the  motion. 

The  President :    Are  there  any  remarks  ? 

Eev.  Hayden:  I  have  tried  so  hard  for  the  last  ten  years  to 
get  other  societies  to  exchange  duplicates  with  us.  I  have  sent 
to  different  societies  lists  of  at  least  twenty-rive  pamphlets  we 
have  on  hand,  and  asked  for  pamphlets  in  exchange,  hut  1  can- 
not get  the  societies  to  understand  what  I  mean.  I  sent  to  the 
Washington  County  Society  thirteen  volumes,  pamphlets,  etc.. 
to  exchange,  and  they  wrote  hack  that  they  had  no  money  to 
buy,  and  wheu  T  finally  made  them  understand  that  1  wasn't 
trying  to  sell,  they  said  they  had  no  books  to  exchange.  It  is 
a  futile  task;    we  can  accomplish  but  very  little  along  these 
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lines.  \Ve  want  to  exchange  our  own  publications,  too,  for 
copies  of  other  societies'  publications. 

Dr.  Himes:  I  do  not  think  that  the  Committee  on  this  sub- 
ject understands  the  matter  as  it  lias  been  explained  here.  T 
think  that  on  the  list  of  duplicates  sent  in  by  the  Montgomery 
County  Society  it  has  not  included  as  duplicates  its  own  pub- 
lications. The  publications  of  the  societies,  I  think,  ought  t<; 
be  regarded  as  exchanges.  Our  society  sends  to  every  society 
it  exchanges  with  copies  of  its  publications,  and  there  is  a 
great  demand  for  them.  I  do  not  know  that  our  Secretary  con- 
siders it  a  part  of  his  business  to  send  a  copy  to  this  Federa- 
tion. I  will  call  his  attention  to  it,  and  we  will  have  a  copy  of 
every  publication  sent  to  the  Federation. 

The  President:    Are  there  any  other  remarks! 

Mr.  Jellett:  I  would  like  to  add  a  word.  There  are  three 
societies,  each  of  which  T  represent  to-day.  The  first  is  the 
Site  and  Relic  Society  of  Germantown,  a  local  society  which 
sends  its  publications  to  other  societies,  but  does  not  wish  in 
exchange  anything  which  is  not  strictly  local.  So  if  anything 
not  local  -is  sent,  it  would  be  placed  on  the  exchange  shelf, 
where  it  would  be  of  service.  The  second  society  I  belong  to. 
the  City  History  Society  of  Philadelphia,  sends  exchanges  of 
general  interest,  and  the  third,  the  Montgomery  County  His- 
torical Society,  does  not  publish  pamphlets;   it  prints  books.

Capt.  Richards:  The  report  which  I  am  about  to  present 
contains  not  only  the  titles  of  a  considerable  number  of  pub- 
lications, but  also  the  necessary  descriptive  matter  concern- 
ing them,  together  with,  in  many  instances,  notes  of  a  critical 
character.  As  the  report  will  doubtless  appear  in  print,  1 
shall  not  take  up  valuable  time  reading  it  in  its  entirety,  but 
will  merely  announce  the  titles  of  the  several  works. 

Gentlemen:  Your  Committee  on  Publication  o\^  Lists  begs 
to  hand  you,  herewith,  its  report  for  the  year  just  ended. 

Our  duties,  as  outlined  by  the  Federation,  call  for  a  collation 
of  such  titles  as  may  bear  upon  historical  works  relating  t<> 
this  Commonwealth,  including  those  o(  a  genealogical  and  bio- 
graphical nature,  also  extraneous  historical  titles  emanating 
from  the  pens  of  Pennsylvania ns. 
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It  will  always  be  impossible  to  make  up  a  list  of  this  char- 
acter, as  full  as  we  miglit  desire,  because  of  the  difficulty  in 
ascertaining  the  citizenship  or  birthplace  of  all  authors,  many 
of  whose  names  do  not  appear  in  any  books  of  refereaee,  but 
it  has  been  our  aim  to  do  as  well  as  possible,  trusting  that  our 
efforts,  even  though  incomplete,  may  meet  with  your  ap- 
proval. 

Your  chairman  desires  to  reiterate  his  thanks  to  the  other 
members  of  the  committee,  and  to  Dr.  Montgomery,  State 
Librarian,  for  their  active  co-operation  in  the  work,  and  for 
the  valuable  assistance  which  they  have  rendered  him.

The  President:  You  have  heard  the  report  of  the  Comrnit- 
tee  on  Publication  of  Lists;  what  disposition  shall  he  made  of 
it? 

Dr.  Montgomery :    I  move  the  report  be  adopted. 

Dr.  Hamilton:    I  second  that  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

Dr.  Montgomery:  Mr.  President,  with  your  permission  I 
wish  at  this  time  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Federation  to  two 
books  published  by  our  State  that  are  now  or  shortly  will  be 
available.  One  is  the  book  on  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the 
Battle  of  Gettysburg.  I  have  succeeded  in  getting  enough 
copies  to  supply  all  the  Historical  Societies  and  Public  Li- 
braries in  the  State;  the  State  Libraries  and  the  Library  of 
Congress.  The  distribution  will  not  be  made  under  the  present 
quota,  but  there  will  be  a  second  issue,  and  the  books  will 
be  hard  to  get. 

The  other  publications  referred  to  are  the  Plat  Books  that 
are  being  issued  through  the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs. 
Every  Society  should  have  a  copy  of  this  publication.  I  would 
advise  every  Society  to  apply  through  its  Secretary.  It  is  pub- 
lished by  the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs,  and  copies  can 
be  obtained  in  limited  numbers. 

Rev.  Hayden:  AVe  had  a  law  passed  that  every  book  pub- 
lished by  the  Department  should  be  given  to  all  Historical  So- 
cieties by  the  printer,  and  that,  o^  course,  applies  to  this  I •■ 

Dr.  Montgomery:  The  law  authorizing  the  publication  of 
certain  books  says  that  five  hundred  copies  o^  the  book  are  to 
be  printed,  and  that  is  what  will  govern  the  State  Printer.  He 
does  not  do  the  distributing. 

Air.  Roberts:  Can  local  Historical  Societies  in  the  State  re- 
ceive copies  of  that  book.' 

Dr.  Montgomery:    Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Palmer:    In  the  distribution  o(  these  books,  sometimes 
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the}'  do  not  reach  the  right  person.  If  the  Secretary  of  the 
Federation  should  indicate  to  whom  the  hooks  should  go,  I 
think  it  would  he  hotter. 

The  President:    That  is  a  good  suggestion. 

Ox  Preserving  Manuscript  Records 

The  President:  The  next  report  is  that  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Preservation  of  Manuscript  Records.    Dr.  McKinley: 

Prof.  A.  E.  McKinley :  In  Dr.  Ames '  absence  I  will  read  his 
report. 

The  Committee  on  the  Preservation  of  Manuscript  Records 
submits  herewith  its  annual  report. 

It  will  he  recalled  that  in  its  report  last  year,  the  Committee 
proposed  to  turn  its  attention  chiefly  to  the  collection  of  the 
Commissions  and  Instructions  of  the  Colonial  Governors  of 
Pennsylvania.  The  importance  and  bearing  of  these  docu- 
ments upon  an  adequate  understanding  of  the  political  and 
constitutional  history  of  the  period  was  pointed  out  in  its  last 
report.  The  fact  that  only  a  comparatively  small  number  of 
the  Commissions  and  Instructions  issued  by  the  Proprietor 
are  available  and  in  print,  and  further  that  there  is  no  com- 
plete list  of  the  same  or  adequate  knowledge  where  the  manu- 
scripts of  these  documents  are  to  he  found,  was  previously  in- 
dicated. It,  therefore,  seemed  to  your  Committee  that  it  could 
do  no  more  important  work  than  to  inaugurate  a  search  which 
should  attempt  to  locate  such  manuscripts  as  are  still  in  ex- 
istence, first,  in  this  country  and  later,  if  desirable,  in  England. 

In  following  out  this  program,  an  effort  was  made  to  hegin 
an  investigation  in  the  documents  available  at  Harrishurg. 
Unfortunately,  however,  the  members  of  the  Committee  have 
been  so  situated  that  no  one  of  them  has  heen  able  to  under- 
take the  search  in  person.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  State 
Librarian,  the  Division  of  Public  Records  prepared  a  consid 
erable  list  of  documents  in  its  custody  that  it  was  thought  bore 
upon  the  subject.  None  of  these,  however,  with  possibly  pne 
exception,  proved  to  be  a  Commission  or  Instruction  to  a 
Proprietary  Governor.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  a  further 
investigation  would  locate  documents  belonging  to  the  cate- 
gories in  question  in  the  custody  of  the  Division  of  Public 
Records.  In  addition  a  search  should  he  made  in  some  o{  the 
other  collections  of  documents  at  the  capital,  especially  in  the 
Land  Office  papers,  where  Mr.  Albert  Cook  Myers  re|>orts  he 
located  some  documents  of  this  character  issued  by  William 
Penn  to  the  governors  of  his  colony  during:  his  life  time.     It 
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was  proposed  by  your  Committee  that  this  collection  of  Com- 
missions and  Instructions  should  not  be  confined  to  the  earlier 
years  but  should  comprise  those  documents  for  the  entire 
colonial  period. 

In  view  of  the  facts  already  stated,  little  progress  has  been 
made  in  locating  and  collecting  the  copies  of  the  desired  docu- 
ments. Furthermore,  it  is  unlikely,  owing  to  the  engagements 
of  the  members  of  the  Committee  as  previously  stated,  that  any 
one  of  them  will  be  able  to  undertake  personally  this  search. 
It  is  believed,  however,  that  if  a  sum  of  money  could  be  set 
apart  for  the  use  of  the  Committee,  sufficient  to  enable  it  to 
employ  a  trained  searcher  to  make  a  thorough  investigation 
of  the  collections  in  Harrisburg,  the  Committee  would  be  able 
to  direct  the  work  and  to  edit  such  documents  as  might  be 
found. 

In  addition  to  the  work  at  home,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  search 
may  be  undertaken  abroad,  and  transcripts  of  documents  of 
this  character  procured.  Besides,  copies  of  the  documents  lo- 
cated in  the  Eecord  Office  by  Professor  Andrews,  contained  in 
trade  instructions  issued  by  the  British  government  to  the 
colonial  governors,  should  be  obtained,  although  in  our  opin- 
ion these  latter  are  not  as  important  as  the  Commissions  and 
Instructions  issued  by  the  Proprietors.  Unfortunately,  the 
copies  of  these  documents  in  the  British  archives  are  far  from 
being  complete,  so  that  if  originals  are  not  found  in  Harris- 
burg, it  is  very  doubtful  whether  copies  have  been  preserved 
or  can  be  located  in  the  papers  of  the  later  Proprietors. 

If,  however,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Federation,  or  its  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  funds  are  not  available  for  employing  paid 
assistants  to  prosecute  this  work,  the  only  other  alternative 
for  carrying  on  this  undertaking  is  to  place  upon  the  com- 
mittee one  or  more  persons  located  in  or  near  Harrisburg,  who 
are  both  willing  and  equipped  to  prosecute  the  research  work 
necessary.  Your  present  Committee  is  as  fully  convinced  to- 
day, as  it  was  a  year  ago,  of  the  intrinsic  value  and  great  im- 
portance of  these  documents  as  a  contribution  to  the  source 
material  relating  to  the  colonial  history  o(  this  province.  If 
the  investigations  can  be  successful!}'  carried  out.  it  is  hoped 
that  the  results  will  justify  the  publication  of  a  collection  of 
Commissions  and  Instructions,  which  would  be  a  valuable  ad- 
dition to  the  colonial  archives  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Your  Committee  would  again  call  attention  to  the  desirabil- 
ity of  the  publication,  either  in  the  series  o(  archives  issued  bv 
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the  State  under  tlie  direction  of  the  State  Librarian,  or,  if  the 

funds  of  the  Federation  will  permit,  by  the  Federation  itself, 
of  some  of  the  documents  noted  in  the  report  of  last  year;  as 
for  example,  the  Journals  of  the  Colonial  Legislature,  the  rec- 
ords of  certain  of  the  early  courts,  or  of  the  records  of  the 
colonial  boroughs,  or  some  of  the  manuscript  material  re- 
lating to  Pennsylvania  found  in  the  hoard  of  trade  papers. 
We  would  especially  urge  that  efforts  should  he  made  to  se- 
cure the  republication  of  the  Journals  of  the  Colonial  Legisla- 
ture from  1(582  to  1776.  In  this  connection,  attention  may  be 
called  to  the  notable,  work  that  lias  been  done  by  the  State  of 
Virginia  in  recent  years  in  publishing  in  a  most  excel  lent  man- 
ner the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Burgesses  of  that  colony  for 
the  period  from  1695  to  1776.  This  work  is  still  in  progress,  it 
being  planned  to  include  eventually  the  Journals  for  the  17th 
century  as  far  back  as  the  first  House  of  Burgesses  in  1(319. 
If  such  a  project  can  be  carried  out,  your  committee  would 
strongly  recommend  that  the  form  of  the  Virginia  publications 
should  be  considered  as  a  model.  In  connection  also  with  the 
future  publication  of  historical  material,  the  scope  and  plans 
of  some  of  the  other  States  might  well  be  considered.  We 
would  especially  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  comprehensive 
character  of  the  project  that  is  now  in  course  of  fulfilment 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Illinois  State  Historical  Library 
Commission. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  there  is  sufficient  important 
work  for  the  Federation  to  do  along  these  various  lines  to 
justify  the  expenditure  of  the  appropriation  already  made  by 
the  State  in  support  of  its  activities,  and  your  Committee  be- 
lieves that  if  the  Federation  can  produce  commensurate  re- 
sults, it  will  have  no  great  difficulty  in  securing  an  additional 
appropriation  from  the  Legislature. 

In  last  year's  report,  there  was  presented  a  history  of  the 
efforts  made  in  the  preceding  Legislature  to  secure  the  enact- 
ment of  certain  legislation  to  provide  for  the  extension  of  the 
activities  of  the  Division  of  Public  Records  to  the  several 
counties,  cities  and  boroughs  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  well 
as  for  the  establishment  of  a  standard  quality  of  ink  and 
paper  to  be  made  use  of  in  the  various  offices  o(  record  in  the 
State.  As  was  then  noted,  these  efforts  were  net  successful 
It  is  proposed,  working  in  co-operation  with  the  Advisory 
Commission  ot^  the  Division  oi'  Public  Records,  to  renew  the 
effort  in  the  present  Legislature  to  secure  tiie  passage  ot'  one 
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of  the  bills  presented  in  1913;  namely,  to  provide  for 
authorization  of  an  additional  assistant  in  tbe  Division  of 
Public  Records  to  be  known  as  the  Supervisor  of  Public  Re  - 
prds,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  into  the  conditio] 
the  records  in  the  several  public  offices  of  the  counties,  ei1 
and  boroughs  of  the  Commonwealth.  It  is  proposed  that  this 
officer  shall  recommend  that  such  action  shall  be  taken  by  the 
persons  having  the  care  and  custody  of  public  archives  as  shall 
be  necessary  to  secure  their  safety  and  preservation,  and  he 
shall  cause  all  laws  relating  to  public  records  to  be  enforced. 
In  addition,  he  shall  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  State  Li- 
brarian in  which  shall  be  presented  a  detailed  report  upon  the 
number,  kind  and  condition  of  the  various  public  records  in 
the  custody  and  under  tbe  control  of  the  several  counties,  cities 
and  boroughs  of  the  State,  and  this  report  shall  be  include  1  by 
the  State  Librarian  in  his  annual  report.  It  has  been  thong  T 
wise  to  concentrate  all  the  efforts  on  the  passage  of  this  one 
bill,  and  not  to  complicate  tbe  legislation  by  the  other  pro- 
posal in  regard  to  fixing  a  standard  for  ink  and  paper,  as  this 
bill  is  likely  to  encounter  more  opposition  and  the  object  in 
view  is  deemed  less  important  than  that  embodied  in  the  for- 
mer measure.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Committee  that  this  pro- 
posed legislation  may  have,  as  two  years  since,  the  hearty  •  •:  - 
dorsement  and  support  of  the  Federation  and  its  constituent 
societies.  To  this  end,  the  Committee  would  suggest  not  only 
the  adoption  of  resolutions  by  the  Federation  endorsing  the 
proposed  bill,  but  also  the  support  and  co-operation  of  the 
Federation's  committee  on  State  legislation.  The  text  of  the 
proposed  measure  appears  in  the  last  edition  of  the  Acts  and 
Proceedings  of  the  Federation.  In  view  of  the  unsatisfac- 
tory condition  of  the  archives  which  has  been  presented  in 
previous  reports,  a  further  delay  in  the  enactment  into  law  of 
this,  or  some  other  measure,  for  the  better  preservation  of 
these  local  records  would  not  be  creditable  to  the  intelligence 
of  this  Commonwealth.

The  President:  The  next  in  order  is  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  State  Legislation. 

No  member  of  the  committee  being  present,  no  report  «ras 
presented; 

Ox  Historical  Manuscripts 

The  President :  Next  is  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  His- 
torical Manuscripts. 

No  report  was  presented,  the  Committee  not  being  repre- 
sented. 

The  President:  I  am  quite  sorry  that  the  Committee  on 
State  Legislation  is  not  here.  However,  that  is  a  matter  the 
incoming  President  can  take  up  promptly  and  seriously.  My 
advice  with  respect  to  this  matter  is — and  having  served  on 
the  Committee  I  should  have  some  experience — let  the  Federa- 
tion Committee  confer  with  the  State  Historical  Commission, 
and  Dr.  Montgomery,  State  Librarian,  and  go  before  the  Leg- 
islature in  a  concerted  manner  so  as  not  to  conflict  with  each 
other. 

Dr.  Montgomery:  With  respect  to  the  Historical  Commis- 
sion, I  spoke  in  regard  to  funds  for  the  Federation,  and  asked 
the  Legislative  Committee  to  see  that  we  were  granted  an  ap- 
propriation of  two  thousand  dollars,  such  as  we  received  sev- 
eral years  ago,  and  they  thought  it  was  all  right.  AVe  have 
gotten  along  for  quite  a  time  on  that  first  appropriation,  and 
I  move  that  the  Bill  this  time  be  prepared  with  the  same  word- 
ing as  the  former  Bill. 

The  Secretary:  Except  that  it  might  be  better  to  change 
the  wording  so  as  to  do  away  with  some  of  the  restrictions  as 
to  the  way  the  money  is  to  be  used. 

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS

Dr.  Montgomery:  The  report  of  the  Nominating  Commit- 
tee is  as  follows:

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The  President:  You  have  heard  the  report  of  the  Nomina- 
ting Committee;  what  i.->  the  pleasure  of  the  meeting! 

Dr.  MeKinley:  I  move  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to 
cast  the  ballot  of  the  Federation  for  the  persons  nominated  by 
the  committee  to  fill  the  offices  for  the  current  year. 

Dr.  Eichards:    I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

The  Secretary:  In  pursuance  of  the  order  just  given,  I  cast 
the  ballot  of  the  Federation  for  the  persons  named  by  the 
Committee  on  Nominations. 

It  appearing  that  there  are  two  vacancies  on  the  Executive 
Committee,  owing  to  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  Benjamin 
P.  Owen  and  H.  Frank  Eshleman,  the  nominating  committee 
forthwith  made  a  supplemental  report,  naming  II.  Frank  Esh- 
leman, Esq.,  and  Rev.  J.  Max  Hark,  I). J).,  to  fill  these  vacan- 
cies, and  they  were  accordingly  elected. 

The  President:  I  hereby  declare  the  persons  voted  for  as 
officers  of  the  Federation,  including  the  two  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  to  be  duly  elected. 

DEFERRED  BUSINESS 

The  President:  Under  the  head  of  Deferred  Business  there 
are  several  propositions  pending  here  as  to  which,  it  seems  to 
me,  some  definite  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Federation. 
One  of  these  is  the  question  of  what  are  we  going  to  do  with  re- 
spect to  the  time  and  length  of  our  annual  meetings!  An- 
other is  a  recommendation  in  the  report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  the  effect  that  a  standing  committee  on  Necrology  of 
prominent  Pennsylvanians  be  appointed.  What  is  the  will  of 
the  Federation  as  to  these  matters  I 

Dr.  Montgomery  :  I  make  a  motion  to  the  effect  that  a  new 
standing  committee  be  appointed — a  Committee  on  Necrol- 
ogy. 

Mr.  Cope :    I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

The  President:  Another  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee  is  that  the  "Acts  and  Proceedings"  of  this  Feder- 
ation shall  be  edited  before  publication.  The  proposition  is 
simply  this:  these  "Proceedings'1  are  important  and  are  vol- 
uminous and  expensive  to  print,  and  instead  of  making  a  com 
plete  record  of  the  debate  and  discussion,  it  i>  thought  ad- 
visable they  shall  be  edited;  the  Secretary  to  decide  what  with 
propriety  may  be  omitted. 

Dr.  McKinlev:    I  make  a  motion  to  the  effect  that  our  Sec- 
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retary  edit  the  Acts  and  Proceedings,  and  eliminate  what  is 
irrelevant  or  superfluous. 

Miss  Clark:    T  second  that  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

The  President :  The  question  that  our  Secretary  is  most 
anxious,  and  properly  so,  to  have  us  consider  next,  is  the  ques- 
tion of  our  annual  meetings  and  the  time  and  Length  of  the 
meeting. 

Dr.  Montgomery:  I  move  that  our  next  annual  meeting 
begin  at  four  o'clock  p.  m.,  close  at  five-thirty,  with  a  second 
session  to  begin  at  seven  p.  m.,  and  close  at  eighty-thirty. 

Rev.  Hayden:  I  propose  ten  O'clock  p.  m.,  as  the  hour  for 
closing  instead  of  eighty-thirty. 

The  President:  Is  it  your  idea  that  we  abandon  the  earlier 
hour  and  start  at  four  p.  m.,  Dr.  Montgomery! 

Dr.  Montgomery:    Yes,  sir. 

The  President :  It  is  moved  that  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Federation  in  the  future  shall  begin  at  four  and  again  at  seven 
o'clock  p.  m.,  with  an  adjournment — does — 

Rev.  Hayden:  I  move  that  it  begin  at  two  o'clock  and  con- 
tinue as  stated. 

Mr.  Roberts:  1  amend  the  motion  so  that  we  start  at  one 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Dr.  Montgomery :    I  accept  the  amendment. 

The  President :  The  question  now  before  the  Federation  is 
shall  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Federation  begin  at  one 
o'clock  and  again  at  seven  p.  m.,  with  the  suggestion  that  what 
business  is  not  finished  in  the  afternoon  session  may  be  fin- 
ished at  the  evening  session;  it  being  optional  with  the  mem- 
bers to  stay  for  the  evening  session. 

Mr.  Palmer:  I  desire  to  say  a  few  words.  My  proposition 
is  that  in  order  that  we  may  arrange  the  hours  of  meeting  to 
work  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Federation,  we  have  a  show 
of  hands  as  to  who  prefer  the  one  o'clock  hour  and  who  pre- 
fer the  four  o'clock  hour. 

On  the  question  as  to  the  adoption  of  this  amendment, 
eighteen  voted  for  the  one  o'clock  hour,  and  none  appeared  to 
vote  in  the  negative. 

The  President:  The  proposition  now  is  that  the  sessions  in 
the  future  shall  begin,  the  hist,  at  one  o'clock,  and  the  second 
at  seven  p.  m. 

Dr.  Liehliter:  Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Federation  that 
if  the  meetings  are  held  at  one  o'clock  and  at  seven  the  business 
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meeting  is  in  the  afternoon,  and  in  the  evening  a  public  meet- 
ing ? 

The  President:  There  is  no  proposition  in  the  motion  that 
looks  to  any  change  in  the  program.    The  question  pending  is 

shall  the  future  meetings  of  the  Federation  begin  at  one  oV 
and  seven  p.  m. 

Mr.  Palmer:  I  move  that  action  as  to  a  meeting  at  seven 
o'clock  be  tentative,  and  that  it  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
afternoon  meeting. 

Dr.  Richards:  Might  T  suggest  that  we  have  a  session  at 
one  o'clock  and  one  at  seven,  and  that  the  Secretary  arrange 
a  program  for  both  sessions  ? 

Dr.  Montgomery:    Yes,  that  is  a  good  suggestion. 

The  President:  Gentlemen,  those  are  matters  which  should 
be  left  to  be  arranged  by  the  Executive  Committee.  1.-  it 
moved  that  the  sessions  of  the  Federation  begin  at  one  o'clock 
and  seven  o'clock,  and  that  the  arranging  of  the  program  for 
the  sessions  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Committee? 

The  motion  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

Dr.  McKinley:  I  would  suggest  that  this  Federation  en- 
dorse the  Bill  which  will  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  this 
winter,  and  which  is  printed  in  full  on  pages  79  and  SO  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Ninth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Federation. 
This  Bill  is  drawn  to  amend  an  Act  approved  April  14.  19\X\ 
entitled  "  An  Act  for  the  creation  and  government  of  a  Division 
of  the  State  Library  for  the  preservation  of  public  records." 
by  establishing  the  office  of  Supervisor  of  Public  Records  with 
general  supervision  over  the  care  and  custody  and  condition 
of  public  records  of  the  several  counties,  cities  and  boroughs 
of  this  Commonwealth. 

Mr.  Palmer  :  I  move  that  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  McKinley 
be  adopted. 

Rev.  Lichliter:  I  second  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

The  President:  We  are  now  ready  for  new  business.  One 
of  the  first  matters  to  consider — one  that  strikes  me  as  being 
worthy  of  consideration,  is  the  proposition  that  the  Federa- 
tion have  a  monthly  bulletin  or  44 organ"  of  some  kind,  of  a 
modest  nature,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the  Federation 
more  frequently  and  more  directly  into  the  notice  of  the  mem- 
bership of  local  historical  societies.  It  should  be  simple  in 
form;   merely  a  means  of  communication  and  inter  commune 
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cation  between  the  local  societies,  to  include  and  be  restricted 
to  the  briefest  statement  of  subject-matter  of  general  interest ; 

titles,  etc.,  of  papers  read — notes  and  queries,  etc.  The  ques- 
tion of  the  preparation  and  the  usefulness  of  such  an  organ 
might  properly  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.  What 
is  the  will  of  the  Federation  with  respect  to  this  question  .' 

Dr.  Daniel  W.  Nead:  It  seems  to  me  that  the  question  of 
publishing  a  bulletin  is  a  very  important  one.  There  is  so  lit- 
tle done  along  the  line  of  publishing  historical  matter  of  inter- 
est: the  daily  papers  pay  little  or  no  attention  to  matters  even 
of  local  historical  interest.  A  bulletin  published  by  the  Fed- 
eration would  supply  what  is  neglected  by  the  press.  I  have 
no  doubt  some  of  you  remember  the  column  of  Notes  and 
Queries  conducted  in  the  Harrisburg  Telegraph  years  ago  by 
Dr.  William  II.  Egle,  and  the  large  amount  of  valuable  mate- 
rial collected  therein.  After  the  death  of  Dr.  Egle  the  matter 
was  dropped,  and  nothing  of  the  kind  has  been  attempted  in 
this  city  since.  In  localities  outside  of  Pennsylvania  this  mat- 
ter is  kept  up.  The  Boston  Transcript  devotes  a  column  twice 
a  week  to  historical  matters,  and  the  amount  of  interesting 
matter  put  on  record  in  that  way  is  inconceivable.  Something 
of  the  sort  should  be  done  by  this  Federation.  Interesting  and 
valuable  matter  might  be  contributed  by  members  of  the  dif- 
ferent societies,  and  a  record  made  that  otherwise  might  be 
lost.  There  are  many  interesting  family  relics  and  traditions 
to  be  garnered  and  preserved.  The  speaker  has  endeavored 
frequently  to  interest  local  newspapers  in  the  matter.  We 
tried  it  last  summer  with  the  Heading  Eagle.  We  started  the 
ball,  and  for  three  months  struggled  along.  The  only  outside 
contribution  received  was  one  article  from  Captain  Richards. 
No  one  took  any  interest,  and  we  dropped  it.  It  seems  to  me 
that  if  the  Federation  would  take  up  the  matter  it  would 
awaken  an  interest  and  be  a  good  thing  for  the  Federation  and 
for  the  local  societies. 

Dr.  Montgomery:  This  publication,  of  course,  should  be 
only  an  occasional  one? 

Mr.  Roberts:  A  bulletin  to  be  published  monthly,  as  I  un- 
derstand it  ? 

Mr.  Jellett:  I  am  much  interested  in  the  proposal  made, 
and  it  is,  of  course,  desirable  that  something  of  the  sort  be 
done,  but  it  seems  to  me  it  would  be  difficult  for  us  to  conduct 
anything  of  the  sort.  I  do  not  know  how  we  would  edit  it— or 
about  the  finances.    It  seems  to  be  a  question  for  the  local  so- 
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eieties.    T  am  not  quite  sure  what  class  of  material  might  come 
to  be  published  by  the  Federation. 

The  President:  I  think  the  idea  is  that  the  matters  which 
come  to  the  Federation;  the  reports  made  hy  the  local  soeie 
ties,  etc.,  should  be  put  in  tangible  shape  before  the  end  of  the 
year,  and  published  at  different  times  during  the  year,  instead 
of  appearing  only  in. our  published  proceedings  close  to  the 
time  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Dr.  McKinley:  Then  the  idea  is  to  publish  our  minutes  at 
different  times  during  the  year? 

Dr.  Montgomery:  Yes;  then  they  could  be  published  as  a 
whole  and  read  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Eev.  Iiayden :  I  do  not  understand  that  there  is  a  fund  for 
the  publication  of  anything  of  the  sort.  What  provision  can 
be  made  to  meet  the  cost  of  publication! 

The  President:  That  is  a  question  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Jellett :  That  is  the  very  point  I  am  coming  to.  I  know 
that  in  a  meeting  of  this  sort  it  is  impossible  to  work  out  de- 
tails. I  think  that  at  this  meeting  authority  should  be  given 
to  the  Executive  Committee  to  provide  for  the  matter  under 
discussion,  and  also  for  a  committee  to  act  with  the  Historical 
Commission. 

The  President :  Shall  the  question  of  publishing  a  period- 
ical bulletin  be  submitted' to  the  Executive  Committee  and  it 
be  empowered  to  act !  This  proposition  to  be  dependent  upon 
the  financial  ability  of  the  Federation.  "We  are  not  going  to 
spend  money  if  we  do  not  have  it.  Are  there  any  remarks  on 
the  question  ? 

The  motion  is  agreed  to. 

The  President:  How  about  the  matter  of  creating  a  new 
standing  committee  to  be  called  the  "  Committee  on  the  Loca- 
tion and  Marking  of  Historic  Sites  and  of  Correspondence 
with  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission  ?" 

Dr.  Hayden:  I  move  that  the  suggestion  be  adopted;  that 
a  new  standing  committee  as  mentioned  be  created,  and  the 
Historical  Commission  be  invited  to  become  a  member  of  this 
Federation. 

Mr.  Palmer:  It  occurs  to  me  to  ask  whether  as  a  member 
of  the  Federation  the  Commission's  influence  would  be  as 
great  with  the  Legislature  as  if  it  were  apart  or  separate ! 

The  President:  There  is  nothing  to  connect  this  Committee 
with  the  Commission  in  any  way,  and  nothing  to  militate 
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against  the  members  of  the  Commission  in  any  phase  of  their 
work. 

Mr.  Wilt:  I  feel  especially  interested  in  such  a  committee. 
I  think  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  took  a  great  step  forward 
when  it  created  this  Commission.  This  Federation,  I  think, 
can  do  much  toward  aiding  in  locating  historic  sites  through- 
out this  Commonwealth.  Dr.  Montgomery  has  made  a  report 
of  the  things  this  Commission  lias  already  recommended,  and 
we  as  members  of  this  Federation  and  of  local  societies  know 
of  things  that  are  of  interest  historically  throughout  the 
Commonwealth.  We  of  Bradford  County  claim  the  credit  of 
having  the  point  where  Stephen  Brule  came  into  the  Province 
of  Pennsylvania  in  1716.  Our  local  historical  society  is 
taking  steps  to  have  that  place  marked.  It  is  by  nature  so 
formed  as  to  be  easily  identified,  and  we  are  much  interested 
in  having  the  spot  marked.  I  know  you  people  of  Philadelphia 
think  you  are  in  the  place  where  a  white  man  first  came  in,  but 
we  claim  to  have  that  historic  spot  in  the  northern  part  of 
Pennsylvania.  As  I  say,  I  think  this  is  an  important  commit- 
tee, and  that  it  should  act  in  conjunction  with  the  State  Plis- 
torical  Commission. 

Mrs.  Joseph  A.  Thompson:  The  "VY Oman's  Historical  So- 
ciety of  Pennsylvania,  which  I  represent,  has  already  marked 
the  site  of  old  Fort  Fayette.  If  this  committee  is  appointed, 
what  are  these  women  to  do  when  they  want  to  mark  a  historic 
site  ? 

Dr.  Montgomery:  I  am  glad  the  people  feel  about  it  the 
way  they  do  in  starting  the  work,  and  are  taking  such  a  live 
interest  in  matters  of  this  sort.  When  I  first  came  to  Harris- 
burg  it  seemed  there  were  so  many  things  needed  to  be  done. 
One  was  the  sending  of  books  throughout  the  State;  the  ques- 
tion of  a  museum  to  take  care  of  historical  things.  Much  has 
been  accomplished  in  the  past  few  years,  but  there  is  still  a 
great  deal  that  can  be  done.  This  Federation  alone  could  not 
take  care  of  the  marking  of  historical  places,  but  with  the  aid 
of  the  Historical  Commission  much  of  this  work  can  be  done. 
And  with  this  I  will  say  that  I  am  very  much  in  favor  of  the 
appointment  of  this  new  standing  committee,  although  op- 
posed to  creating  any  more  general  historical  organizations. 

The  President:  Any  further  remarks?  Are  we  ready  for 
the  question  ?  As  many  as  are  in  favor  of  the  motion  that  an- 
other standing  committee  be  created,  to  be  called  the  Commit- 
tee on  Locating  and  Marking  oi'  Historic  Sites  and  o^  Conv- 
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spondence  with  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission,  and 
thai  the  Historical  Commission  he  invited  to  become  a  member 
of  this  Federation,  signify  their  consent  in  the  usual  manner. 

Unanimously  agreed  to. 

The  President:  While  on  this  subject  it  seems  to  me  that 
we  ought  to  give  a  positive  endorsement  of  the  latest  proposi- 
tion of  the  Historical  Commission,  and  that  is  that  the  first  ap- 
propriation asked  for  he  for  a  monument  at  Bnshy  Hun ; 
that  to  he  followed  by  the  marking  of  the  old  powder  magazine 
at  Sunhury. 

Capt.  Richards :    I  make  a  motion  to  that  effect. 

Rev.  Hayden:    I  second  the  motion. 

The  President :  It  has  heen  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
proposition  of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission  to 
erect  a  monument  at  Bushy  Run,  the  site  of  Bouquet's  achieve- 
ment, and  the  marking  of  the  powder  magazine  at  Sunhury  be 
endorsed  by  this  Federation.  As.  many  as  are  in  favor  of  the 
movement  will  signify  their  consent  in  the  usual  manner. 

Unanimously  agreed  to. 

Dr.  Montgomery:  There  are  two  or  three  things  that  the 
Federation  ought  to  know.  One  is  the  matter  brought  up  by 
Capt.  Richards  in  his  report;  the  republication  of  the  history 
of  the  Frontier  Forts.  Senator  and  Mrs.  Endsley  came  to  me 
sometime  ago  in  the  Library,  and  asked  me  if  there  were  any 
reports  of  the  government  out  of  print  that  would  he  useful 
to  the  student.  I  said  there  were  the  History  of  the  Frontier 
Forts,  and  the  Gettysburg  volumes.  Both  of  these  hooks  are 
out  of  print,  and  few  copies  are  to  he  had.  The  hook  on  Fron- 
tier Forts  was  then  selling  for  $7.00  a  copy,  and  the  Gettys- 
burg hook  for  $2.50  a  copy.  She  placed  the  matter  before  her 
husband,  and  he  came  to  me  and  said  that  he  would  report  any 
Bill  on  the  subject  that  I  requested. 

Dr.  Montgomery.  The  second  matter  is  that  the  index  to 
the  Sixth  Series  of  Archives  has  just  been  completed,  and  I 
have  gone  over  it.  Tt  consists  of  five  volumes,  and  the  read- 
ing of  it  is  no  light  matter. 

There  is  another  matter  which  T  ought  to  speak  of.  Tn  one 
of  the  volumes  T  found  a  number  of  maps  of  the  Proprietary 
Manors,  and  T  noticed  that  no  fewer  than  fifteen  of  the  maps 
that  were  mentioned  were  missing.  Tn  going  over  the  matter 
with  Mr.  Ross  in  the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs,  he  said 
those  maps  had  never  heen  found  and  never  had  heen  printed. 
I  suggested  to  him  that  he  make  search  among  the  papers  of 
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the  office  and  see  if  the  fifteen  missing  maps  or  plans  could  not 
be  found.  He  put  a  man  on  the  work,  and  we  have  found  nine 
of  the  maps.  There  are  to  be  a  number  of  prints  made  of  them, 
and  in  due  time  I  will  inform  you  how  you  can  get  copies  of 
the  maps. 

The  President :    Is  there  any  further  new  business  I 

Dr.  Hamilton:  I  move  that  an  index  of  all  of  the  subject 
matter  of  all  the  annual  publications  of  the  Federation  be 
made. 

The  President :    You  have  heard  the  motion ;  is  it  seconded  ! 

Dr.  Montgomery  Don't  you  think  it  ought  to  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Bibliography  with  power  to  act  f 

Motion  so  amended  and  passed. 

Dr.  Montgomery:  A  copy  of  the  Bill  presented  to  the  last 
Legislature  should  be  placed  before  this  Legislature  for  an  ap- 
propriation of  two  thousand  dollars. 

Dr.  Richards :     I  move  that  such  a  Bill  be  presented. 

The  President:  It  is  moved  that  a  Bill  in  the  terms  of  the 
former  Act  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  by  the  Legislative 
Committee,  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  two  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  Federation. 

The  Secretary:  At  our  last  year's  discussion  it  was  said 
that  it  might  be  well  to  modify  to  some  extent  the  conditions 
attached  to  that  appropriation.  Perhaps  it  might  be  well  to 
consider  that. 

The  President:  The  Act  does  not  permit  the  paying  of  com- 
pensation to  officers  or  members.  As  a  rule  Acts  will  not  be 
passed  that  provide  for  the  payment  of  salaries.  I  would  be 
very  glad  if  the  Legislature  would  make  an  appropriation  that 
would  carry  with  it  a  provision  for  salaries,  at  least  of  Secre- 
taries, but  I  fear  it  would  not  be  advisable  in  this  Bill. 

The  Secretary  :  I  did  not  speak  in  that  way;  I  did  not  mean 
to  imply  anything  of  that  sort. 

The  President :  I  did  not  mean  to  impute  to  our  good  Secre- 
tary anything  of  that  sort. 

The  President :  A  motion  has  been  made  and  seconded  that 
a  Bill  providing  for  an  appropriation  of  two  thousand  dollars 
be  presented  to  the  Legislature;  are  we  ready  for  the  ques- 
tion ? 

The  motion  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

The  President:  I  call  attention  to  the  recommendation  in 
the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  with  regard  to  the 
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adoption  of  a  proper  certificate  of  membership  in  the  Federa- 
tion to  be  presented  to  the  different  societies'  members,  and 
unless  there  is  an  objection,  that  matter  will  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committer  with  power  to  devise  and  have  engraved 
or  printed  such  a  certificate.

I  wish  to  make  a 
motion  that  the  usual  honorarium  of  fifty  dollars  be  awarded 
our  Secretary.

The  Secretary:  I  move  that  the  thanks  of  this  Federation 
be  extended  to  the  Historical  Society  of  Dauphin  County  for 
the  use  of  this  room.

The  President:  The  question  of  delinquent  dues  is  to  be 
considered.  What  is  the  will  of  the  Federation  with  respect  t<> 
the  matter?

The  Secretary:  Xo,  sir;  and  I -would  like  to  suggest  that 
the  Federation  should  not  take  too  stringent  action  in  the 
matter. 

Capt.  Richards:  I  move  that  at  the  end  of  three  years,  so- 
cieties may  be  dropped  from  membership  in  the  Federation 
that  have  allowed  their  dues  to  remain  unpaid  for  that  length 
of  time,  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee.
